Battery in South Africa, January-November 1900. Transferred to the Army Reserve in January 1908. With copied service papers and roll 
extracts.

Edward Arthur Spicer was born in East Fordington, near Dorchester, Dorset. A Carman by occupation, he attested for the Royal Artillery 
at Dorchester on 10 October 1896, aged 19 years, 5 months. With 'G' Battery R.H.A. he served in South Africa, October 1899-August 
1902. During the battle of Magersfontein, 11 December 1899, 'G' Battery, together with three Field Batteries, fired over 1000 rounds 
and remained in position for 30 consecutive hours within 1500 yards of the Boer positions. Men of 'G' Battery were mistakenly 
subjected to Boer artillery fire during the post-battle truce to remove casualties. Spicer then served in India, August 1902-November 
1904. Transferred to the Army Reserve in November 1904; discharged having completed his service in October 1908. With copied 
service papers and roll extracts.

Two sections of the battery served with the Flying Column at the relief of 
Mafeking. Discharged 1 April 1902. With copied service papers and roll extracts.

He served with the R.H.A. at home, being transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1894 and 
re-engaged in March 1899. Recalled to the Colours in December 1899, he served in South Africa with 'A' and 'O' Batteries R.H.A., 
December 1899-June 1902. Promoted to Corporal Collar Maker in March 1900, he was tried and reduced to Bombardier Collar Maker 
in January 1902. Once more transferred to the Army Reserve in February 1903, he was discharged on 3 March 1903. With copied 
service papers.

Lieutenant-Colonel, September 1915 and Colonel, September 1920. 

Served in the Boer War with the R.H.A. and R.F.A. A note with the lot states that 
he served with 9th Battery R.F.A. 

In the Great War he was specially employed as Artillery Adviser to 'Dunster 
Force', 22 February-4 August 1918. 'Dunster Force' was commanded by Major- 
General Lionel Dunsterville, who operated in and around Baku on the Caspian 
Sea during early-mid 1918. Served in France and Flanders, 30 November 1914 
-28 November 1915; then in Greek Macedonia, Serbia, Bulgaria, European 
Turkey and the TEgean Islands, January 1916-January 1918; Russia, 5 August-24 
September 1918 and 25 September-11 November 1918. For his services he was 
four times mentioned in despatches; created a Companion of the Distinguished 
Service Order and awarded the brevet of Colonel on 1 January 1919. Colonel

He served in India with the 10th 
Field Battery R.A., March 1891-March 1898. Transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1898, he was recalled in October 1899. He 
served in South Africa with the 4th Battery R.F.A., November 1899-June 1902. He was mentioned as having 'Assisted Lieut. Hobbs to 
work their gun under heavy and close fire, was one of only five left unwounded at Klemfontein on 24 October 1901 (London Gazette 
17 January 1902) - Lieutenant R. F. A. Hobbs, R.E. was awarded the D.S.O. for this action. Murphy was discharged in August 1902.

Anna Katharine Statham was born in Furnditch, Derbyshire in 1865. She and her sisters were educated privately at Miss Elizabeth 
Robinson's School at Alston Court, Cheltenham, Gloucester. She later trained for Nursing at the Sussex County Hospital, Brighton. She 
joined the Q.A.I.M.N.S.R. on 21 October 1898 and served in South Africa, 9 November 1899-22 May 1902. Whilst in South Africa she 
contracted enteric fever and was admitted to the Civilian Hospital, Johannesburg on 28 November 1901 and thence to the Lotus 
Convalescent Home in February 1902, after which she was invalided to England. After recovering from the effects of the disease she 
returned to nursing in South Africa. 

As a Staff Nurse with the Q.A.I.M.N.S.R., Miss Statham entered the Egypt theatre of war on 31 July 1915 and was subsequently working 
at a prisoner-of-war hospital.

Bertram Douglas MacCulloch was born in March 1877 and appointed a 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 7th Dragoon Guards direct from the Royal Military College in 
February 1897. Exchanging into the 16th Lancers in the rank of Lieutenant in 
October 1899, he was advanced to Captain in December 1901. He served in the 
South African war and took part in the relief of Kimberley; operations in Orange 
Free State, February to May 1900, including operations at Paardeberg and actions 
at Poplar Grove, Karee Siding and Houtnek; in Orange River Colony, March 
1901, and Cape Colony, July 1901 to May 1902 (Medal with three clasps, King's 
Medal with two clasps) - Note: this officer's Q.S.A. was sold in these rooms in 
April 2001. 

He subsequently gained an appointment in the South Nigeria Regiment and it 
was in this capacity that he joined the 1905-06 punitive expedition under Brevet 
Major J. M. Trenchard, Royal Scots Fusiliers and Captain G. T. Mair, Royal Field 
Artillery, an operation mounted in response to the particularly unpleasant murder 
of Dr. Stewart in the Oswerri District, an incident summarised by Richard Magor 
in his Africa General Service Medals, from which the following extracts have 
been taken: 

This medical officer was new to Nigeria and was travelling alone through the bush on his bicycle and lost his way. Accounts vary as to 
what happened. Some say Stewart was murdered as he slept, others that he was captured, trussed up naked and carried alive from 
village to village with bits being cut off as 'juju' until finally he was decapitated and eaten. All however agree that his body was cut up 
into small pieces and distributed around for consumption as a fetish. All those who ate a piece of Dr. Stewart would henceforth be 
released from the white man's domination and protected from any harm from a European ... There was severe fighting which did not 
really end until those responsible for Stewart's murder were captured, summarily tried and hanged ... Dr. Stewart's skull and bones, 
except for the hands and left leg, were eventually surrendered and sent to Calabar for burial.' 

Trenchard and Mair received D.S.Os, while for his own part MacCulloch qualified for the relevant Medal & clasp and returned home 
on sick leave in August 1906. Two years later, after fracturing a leg in two places in a polo accident, he reverted to half-pay. 

Having then been placed on the Reserve of Officers, MacCulloch was recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 and went 
out to France as a Captain in the 16th Lancers in early October 1914, official records confirming that he was hit in his previously 
injured leg by a shell splinter 'or something' at Bailleul on 1 November 1914. No doubt as a result, he was transferred to No. 22 
Remount Squadron in March 1915, in the temporary rank of Major, and remained similarly employed until ordered home that July as a 
result of an altercation with a French cab driver at Marseilles, MacCulloch striking the latter with his whip - and apparently a 
Gendarme who arrived on the scene shortly afterwards. 

In July 1916, MacCulloch was embarked for East Africa for command of a Mounted Infantry unit, but owing to a shortage of horses, 
ended up as second-in-command of the 1st Battalion, 3rd King's African Rifles, an unhappy appointment due to his old leg injury and, 
it would appear, some disagreements over patrol work. He once more returned home, where he would appear to have rejoined the 
16th Lancers, and was eventually placed on the Retired List in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the 1920s. He died in Brighton in 
February 1940.

Bearer Corps. 

The Indian Bearer Corps was raised by Mahatma Gandhi from his fellow 
countrymen in Durban. The original unit had been raised for the Boer War and 
was later expanded to be called the Imperial Bearer Corps. Gandhi later in life 
refused to discuss his involvement in either of these wars. Gandhi had written 
from Johannesburg to the Governor of Natal offering Indian aid in the belief that 
The British Empire existed for the world and in a genuine sense of loyalty'. After 
some hesitation the Natal government invited them to accompany the white 
troops as an Ambulance Corps. The twenty five stretcher bearers, under Sergeant 
Major M. K. Gandhi, were provided and paid for by the Natal Indian Congress. 
Gandhi later led the Freedom Movement in India and was assassinated on 30 
January 1948.

Cuthbert Buxton Lancaster was born on 24 January 1899, son of the Rev. T. 
Lancaster, Rector of St Mary's, Weymouth, and was educated at Marlborough 
College. He joined the Indian Police in Madras and, at the outbreak of the 
Moplah Rebellion in August 1921, was Assistant Superintendent of Police, 
Malapuram, Malabar. The uprising was essentially a Hindu-Moslem problem 
which broke out on 20 August 1921 and lasted until 21 February 1922. A British 
column, comprising 200 men from the Leinster Regiment and a number of 
Special Police, en route from Calicut to Malapuram, was ambushed by a strong 
force of Moplah rebels on the 26th August. The insurgents attacked from all sides 
and were only repulsed after four hours of fierce hand-to-hand fighting. Rebels 
barricaded themselves in the houses at Pukkatur which were carried by assault. 
Mr Lancaster, who accompanied the column, was mortally wounded in the 
heavy fighting and was buried with full military honours.

Guy Douglas Flamilton was born in Barnet, Hertfordshire, in April 1885 and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at 
Valcartier in September 1914. Embarked for England in February 1915, he served as an original member of the 7th Battalion, Canadian 
Infantry, out in France, where he was wounded in the neck at Festubert in May 1915. Hamilton was afterwards commissioned in the 
British Army; sold with copied Canadian service record. 

Percy Pearce was born in Truro, Cornwall, in February 1888, and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Valcartier 
in September 1914, stating that he had previous service in the Royal Garrison Artillery.

Lome Wilbur Layng was born in North Williamsburg, Ontario, in October 1895, and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary 
Force in Calgary in October 1915. Embarked for England, he was advanced to Corporal and joined the 54th Battalion, Canadian 
Infantry, in which capacity he was killed in action on 30 September 1918, aged 22 years. Official records state 'He was killed during 
operations near Douai-Cambrai Railroad. No further information as to the actual circumstances under which he met his death is 
available'. Layng is buried in Canada Cemetery, Tilloy-Les-Cambrai, France; sold with research, including copied attestation paper and 
a photograph of his grave. 

Thomas Patterson Laird was born in Scotland in November 1896 and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at 
Niagara in June 1915; sold with copied attestation paper. 

John Dunn was born in Glasgow, Scotland, in November 1896 and enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Sault St. 
Marie in March 1916; sold with copied attestation paper.

To be sold with an original family portrait photograph taken at Sialkot, Punjab, India, including Mannock, a studio portrait photograph 
of him as a young subaltern wearing R.F.C. Wings, taken at Canterbury around 1916, and a larger coloured version of the same 
portrait, with painted V.C., D.S.O. and M.C. ribands, and rosettes; together with a quantity of correspondence addressed to Mrs. D. 
Mannock, his sister-in-law, and Miss B. D. Mannock his niece, in the period 1967-89, mostly in respect of commemorative events, a 
certificate of birth for his older brother, Edward Patrick Mannock, certified true copy dated 23 January 1912, and a quantity of 
newspaper cuttings, articles, and magazines. 


The life and times of "Mick" Mannock, the highest scoring and most decorated British pilot of the Great War, need little explanation 
here, his exploits in 40, 74 and 85 Squadrons in the period May 1917 up until his death in action on 26 July 1918 occasioning 
numerous publications, not least The Personal Diary of "Mick" Mannock , edited by Frederick Oughton (Neville Spearman, 1966). But 
for the purposes of immediate reference, the citations for his numerous gallantry awards are reproduced herewith: 

V.C. London Gazette 18 July 1919: 

In recognition of bravery of the first order in aerial combat: 

On 1 7 June 1918 he attacked a Halberstadt machine near Armentieres and destroyed it from a height of 8,000 feet. 

On 7 July 1918, near Doulieu, he attacked and destroyed one Fokker (red-bodied) machine, which went vertically into the ground from 
a height of 1500 feet. Shortly afterwards he ascended 1000 feet and attacked another Fokker biplane, firing 60 rounds into it, which 
produced an immediate spin, resulting, it is believed, in a crash. 

On 14 July 1918, near Merville, he attacked and crashed a Fokker from 7000 feet, and brought a two-seater down damaged. 

On 19 July 1918, near Merville, he fired 80 rounds into an Albatros two-seater, which went to the ground in flames. 

On 20 July 1918, east of La Bassee, he attacked and crashed an enemy two-seater from a height of 10,000 feet. About an hour 
afterwards he attacked at 8000 feet a Fokker biplane near Steenwercke and drove it down out of control, emitting smoke. 

On 22 July 1918, near Armentieres, he destroyed an enemy triplane from a height of 10,000 feet. 

Major Mannock was awarded the undermentioned distinctions for his previous combats in the air in France and Flanders: 

Military Cross. Gazetted 1 7 September 191 7. 

Bar to Military Cross. Gazetted 18 October 191 7. 

Distinguished Service Order. Gazetted 1 6 September 1918. 

Bar to Distinguished Service Order (1 st). Gazetted 16 September 1918. 

Bar to Distinguished Service Order (2nd). Gazetted 3 August 1918. 

This highly distinguished officer, during the whole of his career in the Royal Air Force, was an outstanding example of fearless courage, 
remarkable skill, devotion to duty, and self-sacrifice, which has never been surpassed. 

The total number of machines definitely accounted for by Major Mannock up to the date of his death in France (26 July 1918) is fifty - 
the total specified in the Gazette of 3 August 1918, was incorrectly given as 48, instead of 41.' 

D.S.O. London Gazette 16 September 1918: 

Tor conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty during recent operations. In seven days, while leading patrols and in general 
engagements, he destroyed seven enemy machines, bringing his total in all to 30. His leadership, dash and courage were of the highest 
order.' 
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Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 16 September 1918: 

Tor conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. In company with one other Scout this officer attacked eight enemy aeroplanes, 
shooting down one in flames. The next day, when leading his Flight, he engaged eight enemy aeroplanes, destroying three himself. The 
same week he led his patrol against six enemy aeroplanes, shooting down the rear machine which broke in pieces in the air. The 
following day he shot down an Albatros two-seater in flames, but later, meeting five Scouts, had great difficulty in getting back, his 
machine being much shot about, but he destroyed one. Two days later, he shot down another two-seater in flames. Eight machines in 
five days - a fine feat of marksmanship and determination to get to close quarters. As a Patrol Leader he is unequalled.' 

Second Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette: 3 August 1918: 

This officer has now accounted for 48 enemy machines. His success is due to wonderful shooting and a determination to get to close 
quarters; to attain this he displays most skilful leadership and unfailing courage. These characteristics were markedly shown on a recent 
occasion when he attacked six hostile Scouts, three of which he brought down. Later on the same day he attacked a two-seater, which 
crashed into a tree.' 

M. C. London Gazette 1 7 September 1917: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. In the course of many combats he has driven off a large number of enemy machines, 
and has forced down three balloons, showing a very fine offensive spirit and great fearlessness in attacking the enemy at close range 
and low altitudes under heavy fire from the ground.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 18 October 1917: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He has destroyed several hostile machines and driven others down out of control. On 
one occasion he attacked a formation of five enemy machines single-handed and shot one down out of control. On another occasion, 
while engaged with an enemy machine, he was attacked by two others, one of which he forced to the ground. He has consistently 
shown great courage and initiative.'

Recommendation: 'Conspicuous service as Adjutant 6th Battalion an officer showing an excellent example of efficiency and courage 
and devotion. During the tours of duty of his battalion in the Gueudscourt and Flers sectors from December 1916 to February 1917, 
this officer carried out his duties in a most notably efficient manner. In addition to the above this officer has showed throughout the 
whole campaign in various grades and always with noticeable ability and resource.' 

Thomas Hewitt Boyd was born in Alphington, near Linton, Victoria. A Compositor by occupation, he enlisted on 22 May 1914, aged 
22 years, 3 months. He sailed from Melbourne on H.M.A.T. Horarata on 19 October 1914. Served in Gallipoli and was wounded on 
25 April 1915 - gunshot wound to right arm. Promoted to 2nd Lieutenant in August 1916 and served in France with the 6th Battalion 
and was appointed Adjutant in December 1916. Again wounded in action on 26 April 191 7 - gunshot wound to the back. Promoted to 
Lieutenant in May 1917. Awarded the Military Cross for his efficiency and bravery in action in France. Serving with the 6th Battalion 
Australian Infantry in Flanders, he was killed in action (shellfire) at Broodseinde Ridge on 4 October 1917. He was buried in the 
Passchendaele New British Cemetery. With copied gazette extracts and copied service and casualty details.

Captain Lionel Francis Abingdon Cochran was born in Edinburgh on 20 March 1882. He was educated by private tutors and in 
Germany. He joined the 3rd (Militia) Battalion Leinster Regiment in February 1900 and served with the battalion in South Africa. There 
he served on the lines of communication and despite his youth, was twice given responsible posts and a commission from Lord Roberts 
in the Worcstershire Regiment. For his services he was awarded the Queen's medal with three clasps. He was gazetted a 2nd 
Lieutenant in January 1901 and advanced to Lieutenant in December. After being attached to the Hampshire Regiment he was 
transferred in 1901 to the Indian Army. He was posted to the 72nd Punjabis in Burma and became a Double Company Officer in July 
1905. He served with them until 1914 when he was selected to go with the 92nd Punjabis on active service. The unit was sent to guard 
the Suez Canal at Ismailia. Cochran was killed in action, 4 February 1915, while leading his men atTussum, on the Canal. Elements of 
the 92nd had surrounded a party of the Turks. They held up a white flag in surrender. Captain Cochran with some men advanced to 
take the surrender but was fired upon. He and his men had to fall back, await re-inforcements and then renewed the attack, whereupon 
the Turks surrendered for real. It was during the second attack that Cochran was killed. He was buried at Ismailia. He was mentioned in 
General Sir John Maxwell's despatch of 16 February 1915 ( London Gazette 21 June 1916). The officer of the 72nd Punjabis erected a 
mural tablet to his memory at St. Mary Bolton's Church, London, S.W., and officers of the 92nd Punjabis put up a cross and stone on 
his grave at Ismailia. With copied research.

Gert Johannes Jacobus Lubbe served in 'D' Company, 12th Infantry (Pretoria Regiment) in German South West Africa. He subsequently 
enlisted in the 3rd South African Infantry and served in France and Flanders. He was wounded (gunshot wound to the legs) on 11 April 
1917 and subsequently gassed three times on 19 March 1918, 4 May 1918 and 9 July 1918. On 18 October 1918 he received a 
gunshot wound in the knee, which proved fatal the same day. He was awarded the M.M. ( London Gazette 1 7 June 1919) for gallantry 
in action on the day before he died. 

'On the 17th October during the attack on Le Cateau this soldier showed great resourcefulness and bravery. Strong uncut enemy wire 
was met with which for a time held up the advance. Private Lubbe brought his Lewis Gun into action in the open under heavy machine 
gun fire and cut a large enough gap to allow his Company to get through and the advance to be continued. Throughout the operation 
this soldier showed magnificent gallantry, being left alone to handle his gun, his section leader and all his team having become 
casualties.'

Advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel (Q.M.) in November 1945, 
Cocks was placed on the Retired List in November 1948; sold with a quantity of research, including medal roll verification for his GSM.

'On 15 May 44, in the operations against the enemy north of IMPHAL, an attack was launched on the feature pt 3813, during which 
the Company Commander was severely wounded in the face, and fell unconscious to the ground. Owing to very heavy and accurate 
mortar fire, the Company was forced to withdraw to just below the ridge of the feature. L/Nk MANBIR THAPA, however, ignoring this 
mortar fire went forward to bring in his Company Commander. He immediately came under intense LMG fire from both flanks, but he 
continued to advance, firing his tommy gun from the hip, endeavouring to silence the enemy LMGs. He succeeded in reaching his 
Company Commander, disentangled him from some wire, and lifting him onto his back, he crawled down the hill on his stomach and 
brought in his wounded officer to a place of comparative safety, from where he was eventually evacuated. L/Nk MANBIR THAPA then 
crawled forward and recovered his tommy gun which he had been forced to leave behind. The extreme loyalty, devotion to duty and 
cool courage of this L/Nk under extremely heavy fire are worthy of the highest praise. His Company Commander subsequently died of 
his wounds/ 

The mortally wounded British Officer who Manbir gallantly carried from the battlefield was Lieutenant Stafford Reginald Perkin, the son 
of Stafford Henry and Mary Elizabeth Perkin, of Newquay, Cornwall. Lieutenant Perkin, was only 24 years of age, when he died on 15 
May 1944. The body of Lieutenant Perkin was subsequently interred at Imphal War Cemetery. 

During the period of the qualification criteria for the clasp 'S. E. Asia 1945-46 1 ', the recipient was serving in Netherlands East Indies 
(Indonesia).

Philip Harman was born on 29 September 1917 and worked as an Insurance Clerk. He lived in Oldbury. Worcestershire and on 23 
March 1939 joined the Territorial Army. He was called up in 1939 and in 1940 was posted as a Searchlight Operator in the 4th 
Battalion Queens Royal Regiment (63 rd Searchlight Regiment) stationed in Farnborough. On 4 December 1941 Philip Harman 
transferred to the Intelligence Corps and undertook specialist intelligence training at No 6 Intelligence School. On 10 February 1942 he 
was posted to 43 Wireless Intelligence Section (WIS) and on 1 June 1942 to 28 Wireless Intelligence Section. Both these Wireless 
Intelligence Sections were attached to Special Wireless Sections (SWS) manned by the Royal Signals. The role of the Intelligence Corps 
WIS was to direct the interception of enemy radio traffic to provide a bilingual capability and provide information to the Intelligence 
Staffs. On 22 December 1943 Philips moved to be part of the General Staff (Intelligence) Section at HQ 21 st Army Group, which was 
commanded by General Montgomery and was responsible for co-ordinating the targeting of the various Sections and implementing 
Intelligence requests. They were known colloquially as the 'Code Breaking Section'. 

On 30 July 1944 Sergeant Harman crossed over to Normandy and was immediately engaged in deciphering German Panzer radio 
traffic in the Battle of Caen. Success followed success and on 2 August they intercepted a telegram from Hitler to General Von Klug 
ordering him to concentrate four Panzer divisions in the area of Mortain and to cut the road at Avranches. This Intelligence was passed 
to General Bradley and General Brereton and, in the subsequent pursuit to the Falaise Gap the Section produced a report 'Compiled 
from direction finding and low grade traffic' showing the location of every important unit in the Falaise Pocket. The Section moved 
forward through France and Belgium into Germany and produced intercepted intelligence in the battles of the Villars-Bocage, the 
Ardennes, Arnhem and the Crossing of the Rhine. At one stage they were assembled and addressed personally by General Horrocks 
who told them the valuable help that they had given him through intercepts, which had enabled him to win several big tank battles. 

At the end of the War the SWS and WIS Sections were disbanded and Sergeant Philips was posted to 60 Field Security Section. The 
duties of 60 Field Security Section consisted of vetting potential local policemen before they were installed in their new jobs in 
Dortmund City and seeking out Nazis in the 'Automatic Arrest category.' Sgt Harman was discharged on 3 March 1946 and returned to 
live in Sanderstead Surrey. 

He qualified for the Franco-Germany Star, the Defence Medal, War Medal and Territorial Force Efficiency Medal.

Sergeant Major Bailey, of the St.Mary Division, Jamaica Constabulary, was awarded his Colonial Police Long Service and Good 
Conduct Medal in 1936. On 31 July 1936, Sergeant Major Bailey was formally presented with his medal by the Acting Governor of 
Jamaica at an awards parade held at the Jamaica Constabulary Depot. At the time of his award he had served for 28 years and 4 
months. 

The recipient had the shared honour of being the first native born black commissioned 'Inspector' of Police in the Jamaica 
Constabulary. 

The Jamaican newspaper The Gleaner contains several score mentions and reports on Sergeant-Major and later Inspector Bailey. The 
Sunday Gleaner Magazine issue of 26 November 1967, contained a photograph of Inspector Bailey together with the following article: 

'First Two Jamaican Officers. 

The only regret Inspector Bailey S. A. Bailey had after serving the Jamaica Constabulary Force for 40 years was that he had to retire at 
the time he did so. Mr Bailey made history in 1946 as one of the first two Jamaican born sub-officers commissioned as officers, the 
other being the late Inspector P.E. Rose. Both were commissioned in 1946. The appointment of both sub-officers as inspectors followed 
years of agitation by nationalistic legislators, and Governor Sir Arthur Richards (now Lord Milverton) yielded to pressure in March 
1946. However when Messers Bailey and Rose were appointed they were near retiring years and both were out of the Force within 
three years after being made officers. 

Commissioned while serving in St. Mary, Mr Bailey received 84 telegrams and 101 letters of congratulations. The citizens of the parish 
presented him with an illuminated addressing, expressing "sheerest and heartfelt congratulations". 

It was in St. Mary that he had the toughest assignment of his career. During the 1933 disturbances he was in charge of a party of 
policeman which faced a crowd of about 300 rioters at Islington, near Port Maria. He appealed to the crowd to disperse quietly but 
instead they attacked the policemen with sticks and stones. The police party had to fire on the crowd. An enquiry later found that the 
activities of the police was justified. 

Mr Bailey who is now 78 years of age and is engaged in community work in Port Maria, describes the all round improvement in the 
force between 1908 when he joined and 1948 when he retired as "phenomenal". "Further improvement carried out since I left was 
beyond my expectations", he said. He pointed out that the force is now highly organised and the pay to the policemen they were now 
receiving was the same as he drew as an Inspector. He feels that there has been a marked improvement in the quality of the men in the 
force but there was still room for future improvement. He was opposed and still is to a Policeman resorting to unnecessary assault on a 
person taken into custody because if that person tries to defend himself he would be charged with assaulting a policeman in executing 
his duties. The only time force should be used he said is to subdue a person in custody who attacks or attempts to attack a policeman. 
Mr Bailey recalled that during his time he disciplined some of his men for using unnecessary force. He was respected as a Policeman 
Sub-Officer and Inspector both in and outside the Force and today the people of Port Maria, especially in the quiet district of Grants 
Town where he lives regard him as an upright man/

'For conspicuous and cool gallantry, on the 31st December, 1858, in having volunteered, at great personal risk, and under sharp fire of 
musketry, to swim to the rescue of Captain Stisted, and some men of the 7th Hussars, who were in imminent danger of being drowned 
in the River Raptee, while in pursuit of the rebels. 

Major Fraser succeeded in this gallant service, although at the time partially disabled, not having recovered from a severe wound 
received while leading a Squadron in a charge against some fanatics, in the Action of Nawabgunge, on the 13th June, 1858/ 

Further details are given in the citation appearing in Acts of Gallantry, by Lambton Young: 

'During the battle of Raptee, on the 31 st of December, 1858, on the frontiers of Nepaul, Major Stisted and four men of the 7th Hussars 
were washed on to a sandbank in the middle of the foaming torrent, and as their horses had been drowned, there seemed no chance of 
their lives being saved, when the Lieutenant-Colonel in command of the 7th Hussars, Sir W. Russell, Bart., called for a volunteer to 
swim out to them. Major Charles Craufurd Fraser begged to be allowed to go, and he swam out to them under a sharp fire from the 
enemy, who were on the opposite side, and after great difficulty, owing to the rapidity of the stream, he reached them. They were quite 
exhausted, but he succeeded in saving the lives of Major Stisted and the men with him. It was a most dangerous service, and was most 
gallantly performed by him, when we call to mind that Major Fraser at the time had only a partial use of his right hand, owing to a 
severe wound which he had received at the battle of Nawabgunge, and from which he had not nearly recovered.' 

Charles Craufurd Fraser was born in Fitzwilliam Street, Dublin, on 31 August 1829, the second of three sons of Sir James John Fraser 
(1789-1834), 3rd Baronet of Leadclune and Morar, Inverness, and his wife, Charlotte Anne (nee Craufurd). He was baptised on 15 
October 1829 in St. Peter's Church, Dublin and was re-baptised on 13 October 1832 in Hampreston, Dorset. He was educated at Eton 
College, Windsor. 

When he was 18 years of age he purchased a commission of Cornet in the 7th Hussars on 3 December 1 847. He subsequently gained 
the rank of Lieutenant by purchase in June 1850 and Captain by purchase in April 1854. With his regiment he served in India from 29 
August 1857. On the outbreak of the Indian Mutiny, Fraser served as Orderly-Officer to Brigadier-General Colin Campbell at the affair 
at Munseata, near Allahabad, 5 January 1858. Subsequently he served with his regiment at Meeangunge, the siege and capture of 
Lucknow, the affairs at Baree and Sirsee and the action at Nawabgunge, 13 June 1858. It was here that he was severely wounded while 
leading his squadron against Gazzie fanatics. He was mentioned in Sir Hope Grant's despatch for 'most conspicuous gallantry' and was 
promoted to Brevet Major. Fraser's wounds kept him out of action for a few months. By December 1858 he was back in action and 
served until March 1859 in the Trans-Gogra Campaign of General Sir Hope Grant, in the pursuit of the rebel Nana Sahib. This included 
the affair at Chudda, the taking of Fort Meejedia, the attack on Bankee and the pursuit to the River Raptee, the advance into Nepal and 
the affair at Sitaghat. It was at the action at the Raptee River that Fraser was mentioned in despatches and earned the Victoria Cross and 
Royal Humane Society Medal. 

Leaving India in March 1859, Fraser gained the rank of Major by purchase in May 1859 and transferred to the 11th Hussars in August 
that year. Obtaining the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel by purchase in January 1861, he commanded the 11th Hussars, 1861-68, gaining 
the brevet of Colonel in January 1866. Fraser fought in the Abyssinia Campaign, being present at the capture of Magdala. For his 
services he was mentioned in despatches 'for unceasing vigilance', and was made a Companion of the Order of the Bath. He became 
Colonel of the 8th Hussars in June 1868 and was promoted to Major-General in July 1870. Served as A.D.C. to the C-in-C., 1873-77. 
Fraser, as a Major-General, A.D.C. to the Duke of Cambridge and as a prominent member of London society, was involved in the 
Chesterfield Letters scandal. As a friend of a Colonel Charles White, M.P., youngest son of Lord Annaly, he went to confront the 
supposed author of the anonymously written Chesterfield Letters of 1873, which caricatured and slandered White. Talk of a duel was 
mentioned until a suitable written retraction was obtained. The scandal and Fraser's part in it was widely reported. Appointed 
Inspector-General of Cavalry in Ireland, 1880-84. Attaining the rank of Lieutenant-General in October 1886, he retired on full pay in 
January 1890, being awarded the K.C.B. in 1891. Fraser served as Conservative M.P. for North Lambeth, 1885-1892. He died at Sloane 
Street, London, on 7 June 1895, aged 65 years. 

The silver-gilt Royal Humane Society Medal granted to Fraser, through the special intervention of R.H.S. Treasurer, Benjamin Hawes, is 
one of only two such medals known to have been issued. Both were to recognise especially gallant and publicly high profile acts - the 
other being awarded to the first recipient of a V.C. - Midshipman Charles Lucas, R.N. 

In 1859 Fraser's bravery in rescuing an officer and several men from drowning on the Raptee River was brought to the attention of the 
Royal Humane Society, whose committee recommended it to the Society's General Court as a potential silver medal case. The General 
Court sat on 11 January 1860 and the award of a silver medal was duly approved. However, as a result of a proposal by Hawes, and as 
a special mark for his distinguished bravery, Fraser was actually issued with a silver-gilt medal. The pattern issued was the standard 
'large' medal fitted with a suspension to enable it to be worn. With the introduction of the 'small' medal in 1867, Fraser naturally 
requested the new type. The committee considered his request on 20 May 1868 and they agreed to issuing him with a small medal but 
in silver only, noting that on his original medal the 'gilding was done by direction of the then Treasurer'. After further communication 
and with Fraser himself putting his case before the committee, it was agreed 'that the medallist be authorised to prepare for him at his 
own cost a small duplicate of the medal originally made for him'. The careful wording re. 'his own cost' and 'duplicate of the medal 
originally made for him', indicates that he had managed to get his own way and that a small R.H.S. Medal in silver-gilt was in due 
course produced for him. As the small medal was produced at his own cost, no mention was made of returning the original large 
medal. The whereabouts of the small medal is unknown.

'At 12.30 p.m. on the 20th September, 1904, Miss D. Milman, with her sister, Miss R. Milman, and Miss D.F. Richmond, took a boat 
and went some distance out on Lake Windermere with the intention of bathing. Miss D. Milman dived in from the boat, Miss 
Richmond, who was a poor swimmer, going in from the opposite side, while Miss R. Milman remained in the boat. Suddenly Miss 
Richmond got into difficulty, and on Miss D. Milman going to her assistance she was clutched and dragged under water. An oar was 
now thrown to them from the boat, but was insufficient to support both, and they again went under. The boat had now drifted some 
distance away, and with only one oar Miss R. Milman was unable to reach them owing to the rough water and current, and she 
therefore paddled to the nearest land, and running to the boat-house, got another boat, with two oars, with which she returned. 
Meantime the boat she had left drifted some way out, and Miss D. Milman, being much exhausted, made a supreme effort, and 
reaching it got in and paddled back to where the body was. Finding it impossible to get Miss Richmond from the water, she being now 
apparently dead, Miss D. Milman again jumped in, and the sisters, by their united efforts, got the body into the boat which Miss R. 
Milman had rowed out. Both then began artificial respiration, but it was half an hour before any sign of life appeared. They were now 
noticed and assisted to land, where the treatment was continued until Miss Richmond recovered. 

Great risk was incurred by Miss D. Milman from her prolonged efforts in deep water.' (ref. Acts of Gallantry). 

The Silver Medal was voted to Miss D. Milman, and the Resuscitation Certificate to Miss R. Milman (R.H.S. Case no. 33,636). 

Daphne Ellen Dianora Hart Milman was born c.1886 in South Kensington, London, a daughter of Sir Archibald Milman, Clerk of the 
House of Commons, and Susan Augusta Milman. In 1904 she, together with her elder sister, Rosalind, successfully rescued their friend, 
Dorothy Richmond, from drowning in Lake Windermere. In 1907, a photograph of Daphne Milman and Dorothy Richmond appeared 
in the Black & White magazine, where they were shown giving a fencing display. 

In April 1914 Daphne Milman was registered as a Teacher of Physical Training, being a Member of the British College of Physical 
Education; Member of the Gymnastic Teacher's Institute and a Member of the Chartered Society of Massage and Medical Gymnastics, 
and having gained a Certificate in Human Physiology and Hygiene. She trained as a Teacher at Queen Alexandra's House, Physical 
Training College. After being employed as a Teacher of Physical Training in a number of London Schools, she became Physical 
Director and Inspector for London for the Y.M.C.A., 1918-32. In her capacity as Y.M.C.A. Organiser, she several times travelled to and 
from Canada. In November 1942 she was awarded a Protection Order under The Liabilities (War-Time Adjustmant) Act of 1941, while 
living at 12A Selwood Place, London, S.W.7. Latterly living at "Ruspers", Rusper Road, Ifield, Crawley, Sussex, she died on 10 
December 1949. Her sister Rosalind was joint executor of her estate valued at £23,365.

Hope and wounded at Buenos Ayres in 1807, was again wounded at Busaco and also in each of the sieges of Ciudad 
Rodrigo and Badajoz, he was afterwards present at Plattsburg in North America, and when discharged after more than 
30 years service the regimental Surgeon described him as 'perhaps the oldest soldier in the Army'

John Richardson was born in Drogheda, County Louth, and enlisted into the 88th Foot at Hailsham, Sussex, on 3 June 1806, aged 19 
years. Fie was discharged on 23 November 1836, in consequence of being 'unable to carry his appointments on the march from pains 
and swellings of the veins of the legs, and general debility, and the effects of wounds long since received', and being entitled to reckon 
30 years one hundred and sixty eight days service. 

John Richardson served 'in South America in General Whitlock's Expedition, and was one of the Forlorn Hope and wounded at Buenos 
Ayres; 4 years in the Peninsula; 1 year in North America; 1 and a half years in France; 10 years and 10 months in the Ionian Islands, 
and the remainder of his service at home, and was present in the following actions, viz "Talavera" "Busaco" (where he was wounded) 
"Fuentes d'Onor, sieges of "Ciudad Rodrigo" and "Badajos" (wounded at both) and at "Salamanca"; was present at Plattsburg in North 
America.' 

Surgeon R. A. McMunn, 88th Foot, in his medical report, described Richardson as 'perhaps the oldest soldier in the Army, he has been 
30 years in this Regiment and it is with difficulty and only of late that he feels he is no longer able for the duties that he conducts to be 
discharged; he labours under varicose veins of both legs, several marks of old ulcers and wounds.' Discharged at Portsmouth, it was his 
intention to reside and receive his Pension at Drogheda in Ireland. He survived to claim the Peninsula medal with 6 clasps but this has 
never been recorded on the market. Sold with copied discharge papers.

Brian Gilpin was the only 'non-com.' member of the Royal Rhodesian Air Force's team in the 1962 championship, and was originally 
awarded the Army Best Shot Medal. However, as outlined in a newspaper report of the time, 'An examination of the relevant 
regulations established that Corporal Gilpin was awarded the wrong medal ... [so] ... tomorrow at the Air Force farewell to Sir Roy 
Welensky, the Prime Minister will present him with the Queen's Medal for the Air Force'. The same article continues:'An Air Force 
spokesman in Salisbury said that Corporal Gilpin had been awarded the Army Medal as a member of the Armed Forces of Southern 
Rhodesia. It had now been found armed forces did not include the Air Force. "The status of the Army and Air Force Medals is the 
same," said the Air Force spokesman. "The award of the Air Force Medal has been backdated to November 1962," he added.'

In March 1889, a dispute having arisen between Germany and the United States over the possession of the islands of Samoa; three 
German and three U.S. warships were at anchor in the harbour of Apia Upolu in Samoa. With them were several merchant ships and 
the British warship H.M.S. Calliope (Captain Kane) which was present to safeguard British interests. On the night of 15 March a 
hurricane struck. Because of the diplomatic situation, the warships were unwilling to leave harbour for the comparative safety of the 
open sea. In the hurricane, lashed by violent seas, all the ships started to drag at their anchors, began to collide and were being driven 
towards the shore. Calliope, though damaged, had managed to raise steam and in the early morning of the 16 March managed with 
much difficulty to manoeuvre out of the harbour and reach the safety of the open sea where she was able to ride out the storm. As she 
steamed out of the harbour she was given 'three cheers' by the officers and men aboard the doomed U.S.S. Trenton. All the other 
warships were beached and wrecked and some 200 lives were lost. Captain Kane was thanked by the Admiralty for his skill and 
seamanship.

Captain Sir Bryan Godfrey-Faussett was born in 1863, the eldest son of Godfrey 
Trevelyan Godfrey-Faussett, of Heppington, Kent. He entered the Royal Navy in 
1877 and was appointed Lieutenant in 1887, Commander in 1899 and retired as 
a Captain in 1906. He served as Equerry to King George V, 1901-36; Extra 
Equerry to King Edward VIII, 1936 and Extra Equerry to King George VI from 
1937. For his services he was appointed a C.M.G. in 1908; an M.V.O. in 1906, 
C.V.O. in 1911, K.C.V.O. in 1919 and attained the G.C.V.O. in 1932. Was also 
awarded the Order of the Dannebrog, Order of Leopold of Belgium, Order of the 
Rising Sun, Order of the Crown of Italy and Order of the White Eagle of Serbia. 
Captain Sir Bryan Godfrey-Faussett died on 20 September 1945.

General Sir David Baird, truly one of Scotland's greatest heroes, was a giant of a man in every sense, his height and physique far 
exceeding the standards of the day. He had the courage to match, his leadership at the storming of Seringapatam in 1799 being a 
typical example. On that memorable occasion he climbed on to the parapet of the forward trench and yelled, in his loud booming 
voice, "Now, my brave fellows, follow me and prove yourselves worthy of the name of British soldiers!" They did. Here, then, Baird in 
action; an inspiring, tough, no-nonsense soldier, whose career encompassed many displays of great physical stamina and courage. 
Captured at Pol I i I ur in 1780, after having received two sabre wounds to his head, a pike-wound in his arm and a musket ball in his 
thigh, young Baird was cast into the dungeons of Seringapatam, where his wounds festered and his compatriots died at an alarming 
rate. He endured this living hell for over three years, most of them in chains, gaily drinking the King's health on each passing Fourth of 
June (the King's birthday), all the while aware that death by poisoning or torture was the probable outcome of his defiance. 

Then there was that occasion at Corunna in 1809 when he was hit by a round shot that 'all but wrenched his left arm off at the 
shoulder' and 'literally shattered the bone to pieces.' Undaunted, and aware that the nature of his wounds might unsteady others, he 
dismissed the services of two field surgeons (with instructions to go to the assistance of his gallant chief, Sir John Moore), and then 
calmly proceeded to walk down to a ship in the harbour. So successful were his efforts to disguise the true nature of his wounds that 
those he passed en route formed the impression that there was nothing wrong with him at all. When at length a surgeon did remove the 
shattered arm from its socket, after much grisly preparation, just a single exclamation of pain was uttered briefly by the gallant 
Scotsman. 

If Baird's impressive soldierly qualities brought him to the favourable notice of his seniors, his spectacular displays of bad temper 
achieved quite the opposite, and undoubtedly lost him command in the field on several occasions and probably a peerage. Even 
Baird's mother drew attention to her son's tendency to fly-off-the-handle, stating as she did, on learning that he was manacled to a 
fellow officer in the dungeons of Seringapatam, "God help the poor wee child chained to our Davie". Such sentiments were certainly 
not lost on the Wellesley brothers, Arthur, the soldier (afterwards the Duke of Wellington), and Richard, Earl of Momington, the 
Governor-General (afterwards the Marquess of Wellesley), both of whom were recipients of serious "Baird Broadsides." So, too, 
presumably, was the Guards officer who described him as 'a bloody old bad-tempered Scotchman.' 

On those occasions when Baird had had appointments to which he felt entitled plucked from his grasp, he understandably suffered 
from great frustration and an abiding sense of injustice. Baird was no political animal, but rather a straight-talking, honourable and 
gallant leader of men, and the fact that others might be governed by different values was too much for him to bear. Fatally, too, Baird's 
temper sometimes erupted right on the heels of a favourable despatch, as it eventually made its way back to Madras and/or London for 
due consideration and reward. So it was at Seringapatam in 1 799, when Arthur Wellesley was given command of that place soon after 
Baird had led the storming party to capture it. As Wellesley's senior officer, the much-irked Baird famously observed, 'before the sweat 
was dry on my brow, I was superseded by an inferior.' 

Nor was luck on his side after he had commanded H.M.'s forces at the capture of the Cape of Good Hope, a victory of immense 
importance to the continuing expansion of British interests in Africa, and for that matter in India. Persuaded to do so against his better 
judgement, he lent some of his troops to an ill-fated South American expedition, thereby incurring the wrath of his seniors back home. 

Yet, vitally, there was little officialdom could do to diminish Baird's popularity with the British people at large, the vast majority having 
long since been captivated by the man who survived the dungeons of Seringapatam, and never more so than when they read of his 
exploits at the final storming of that place in 1799, or of his extraordinary trek across the desert in Egypt in 1801. His exploits at 
Corunna, too, added greatly to his laurels, so much so that he was appointed a Knight Companion of the Bath (K.B., afterwards G .C . 
B.) and, in the following year, to a Baronetcy. Yet for an age where there were 'Bishops in bibs and Colonels in short frocks' such 
distinctions were long overdue. 

In the early 1830s, Baird's biographer, Theodore Hook, felt moved to write: 'Certain it is, that the annals of military history do not 
record a similar instance of inattention or coldness, exhibited against a soldier first amongst the bravest and the best, who never 
hesitated to put himself in the front of the battle, and who never, where he commanded, quitted the field but triumphantly.' 

Even the Duke of Wellington, in commenting on Baird's famous temper and lack of tact, admitted in the same breath that he was a 
"gallant, hard-headed, lion-hearted officer."

An original letter from the Rev. George Robert Gleig concerning the Battle of Bladensburg and Capture of Washington, ink, on 
'Bylands, Winchfield' notepaper, dated 24 April 1884, with notes to top left hand corner of front page by the unknown 
American recipient, 4pp., and containing new anecdotes of his experiences in that campaign, over and above his 
published work: 

'My dear Sir 

'Your letter of the 11th inst. ...no need of pardon from one whom its receipt has afforded much gratification. The pamphlet you are 
good enough to promise, will doubtless arrive a post or two later and you may depend upon my reading it with much interest. You do 
not tell me on what subjects it bears, but coming from you, it is pretty sure to command my attention. 

You ask me for anecdotes connected with the battle of Bladensburg and the Capture of Washington. I could give you many were we 
face to face. On paper I must try to confine myself to such as ones least likely to over-tax your patience. 

1) Nothing could exceed the kindness of the inhabitants of Bladensburg to our wounded , both when first... and after we had returned 
to our ships. In the same room with Colonel Thornton lay your gallant Commodore Barney; both previously hurt. A friendship was at 
once struck up between them which lasted through their lives. The Commodore told Thornton the following story. "I commanded a 
battery of artillery and saw one of your men ... pile up some stones, then lie down behind them and take aim. Oh I said to myself you 
are a crack shot I suppose but I'll baulk you and I did for I pointed one of our guns at him myself and when the smoke cleared away, 
his parapet was in ruins and himself nowhere. I hope he ran away." 

2) When your people gave way; one brave fellow tried to stop them by waving the flag he carried and taking a few steps to his front. 
But it is not easy to rally raw troops as yours were, and only a few men answered to his call. One I well remember; for he fired twice at 
me and wore a black coat. We were in loose skirmishing order and being very anxious to capture the colour; / ran directly towards the 
bearer. Before I could reach him, he dropped the colour; evidently having received a wound and my friend with the black coat moved 
off also, though not till, with his third shot he gave me a scratch on the thigh. I got the colour which now hangs in the Chapel of 
Chelsea Hospital. My wound though slight made me stiff and I was glad to enter Washington on horseback. 

3) Two adventures befell me there. I was limping past a house in a street near the Capitol when a window was opened and a negro 
woman invited me to enter. The family had quitted the town and the servants offered me all manner of good things. I was amused and 
told them I wanted nothing except a clean shirt having only one which I had worn since the 19th. A clean shirt was immediately 
provided which I put on leaving my dirty shirt to replace it. 

4) On the 25th a hurricane fell on the city which unroofed houses and upset our three pounders guns. It upset me also, it fairly lifted 
me out of the saddle and the horse which I had been riding I never saw again. 

This is surely gossip enough. When you see General Wilson again give him my best regards.

George Robert Gleig was born in 1796, the son of a Scottish clergyman who rose to be Bishop of Brechin. Educated at Glasgow, 
George went up to Balliol College, Oxford, about 1811, but swiftly dropped his studies in favour of military service: The lad was 
educated under the wing of the 'great mother of churchmen and Tories', but was not satisfied with those opportunities for the display of 
the pugnacious principle which the rows of gown and town afforded to the youthful strutters of the High-street. A regiment chanced to 
pass through Oxford on its way to Lisbon. Our spark instanter bolted from his college, kicked his trencher-cap into the first ditch, joined 
the corps as a volunteer, and on landing had no difficulty in procuring an epaulette for his broad and stalwart shoulder.' 

Thus followed active service as a young officer in the 85th Regiment, in which capacity Gleig was present at the siege of San Sebastian, 
the passage of the Bidassoa, the battle of Nivelle, where he was wounded twice, the battle of Nive, where he was again wounded, and 
finally the investment of Bayonne. Drawing on his experiences, Gleig later published The Subaltern , a book which received the 
favourable notice of the great Duke himself, and was sufficiently popular to run to several editions. Meanwhile, said subaltern was 
ordered to America, and served at Bladensburg, Baltimore, New Orleans, the capture of Washington and of Fort Bowyer, and was 
twice wounded in the course of the campaign and, once again, wrote a personal narrative of his experiences. Nor did he turn a blind 
eye to the woeful leadership of some of his seniors, Sir George Prevost coming in for a broadside for his 'imbecility' in the conduct of 
the campaign in the north. 

Having then landed with his regiment in France too late to see action at the battle of Waterloo, Gleig departed the army and resumed 
his studies at Oxford. Immediately afterwards ordained by the Archbishop of Canterbury, he was for some years a vicar in Kent, in 
which period he continued to write military histories and biographies. And he was onetime employed as secretary to the Duke of 
Wellington, 'and had a great deal to do with editing the Wellington despatches'. Perhaps as a result of this post, Gleig later became 
Chaplain to Chelsea Hospital and, in 1846, he was appointed Chaplain-General of the Forces and Inspector-General of Military 
Schools, in which roles he served for nearly 30 years. One of the last survivors of the Peninsular War, he died in 1888.

'My dearest Mimsy 

7 was very much surprised to hear of Clutterbuck's approaching marriage, which was about the least probable event in his life, 
according to what we knew of him - no one in the regiment has heard from him lately, so he is most likely shy about announcing the 
event. I don't think he will stay in the corps one day after the ceremony has been performed - The detachments of the Lt. Brigade 
which have been out at Baidar for the last 3 weeks, all came in this morning; as they are not much use in that direction , the Russians 
being almost totally invisible - in fact all the soldiers they have in the Crimea, are close to Sebastopol & the Belbek. This morning a 
general action was confidently expected’, & the whole Cavalry Division was out in the plain before 3 o'clock, but nothing came off', so I 
suppose the Russians will try some other day. The English cavalry are now an immense force - this morning we were between three & 
four thousand strong, a most imposing mass of men & horses - & if we had had a go at the Russians, / think they would have been sorry 
for it. Michael is very well & flourishing, he was here two days ago, & we meet constantly in some part of the camps. There seems to be 
a great row about the merits of G. Paget; & his good service pension - he certainly does not deserve it near so much as heaps of other 
Colonels do, particularly as he is such a noted bad soldier - If he writes any answer to those letters in the Times, which he most likely 
has done by this time, it will be great sport - as that facetious paper will probably favour him with an article written in their best & most 
severe style - Love to all at Compton. Believe me dearest Mimsy

Clement Walker Heneage was born at Compton Basset, Wiltshire, in March 1831, the son of George Walker Heneage, the M.P. for 
Devizes. 

Appointed a Cornet in the 8th Hussars in August 1851, he was advanced to Lieutenant in September 1854, and rode in the Charge of 
the Light Brigade at Balaklava, in addition to being present at Alma, Inkermann and the operations before Sebastopol (Medal & 4 
clasps; Turkish Medal). 

Having then returned to England, the 8th Hussars were embarked for India in October 1857, and it was June of the following year that 
Heneage, now a Captain, won the V.C. for his part in an action at Gwalior, three other members of the regiment sharing the same 
distinction on the same occasion:'Selected for the Victoria Cross by their companions. In the gallant charge made by a squadron of the 
regiment at Gwalior on 17 June 1858, when, supported by a division of the Bombay Horse Artillery, and H.M's 95th Regiment, they 
routed the enemy, who were advancing against Brigadier Smith's position, charged through the rebel camp into two batteries, capturing 
and brining into their camp two of the enemy's guns, under a heavy and converging fire from the fort of the town' (London Gazette 26 
January 1 859, refers), 

Also given the Brevet of Major, and awarded the Indian Mutiny Medal with 'Central India' clasp, Heneage attained the substantive rank 
of Major in November 1860, and retired in 1868. A High Sheriff for Wiltshire, he died at Compton House, Compton Basset, in 
December 1901.

Robert Anstruther, an Old Harrovian, attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the Grenadiers, and entered politics on succeeding to 
his father's title in 1863. He was a Scottish Liberal Party M.P. for Fyfe 1864-1880, and for St. Andrews Burghs 1885-86, in which latter 
year, in July, he died. 



An original Crimea War letter from Lieutenant-Colonel W. B. Ainslie, C.O. of the 93rd Highlanders at the famous Thin Red Line 
action, ink, four sides on a single piece of folded white paper, dated '26th March 1855' at 'Camp, Balaklava', with 
related envelope addressed to 'Mifs.

We are at a loss to think what will be the upshot of the Emporer Nicholas 1 death, but every one seems to imagine that peace will result 
therefrom, and no doubt with all, there is a great desire for peace, and I may say that amongst us we would not regret if a peace was 
proclaimed. The plain and simple fact I believe to be that we have made a great mistake in thinking that Sebastopol was to be taken so 
very easily. We have now been six months before the place, and it is ten times stronger than ever it was, and ought to have been ours if 
we had gone in instantly after the battle of Alma, when our success there caused a panic among the Russians when now our want of 
success has the contrary effect, by giving them great confidence/ 

And the establishment of a committee to investigate the 'abuses of the Crimean campaign': 

We have here now a committee of investigation into the abuses of the Crimean campaign, under Sir John Macneil, who is or ought to 
be an acquaintance of yours, as he is one of the Macneils of Colonsay. Most of the Commanding Officers have been called before him 
to answer questions relative to the conduct of the war, and more especially as to the Commissariat Department. I sat before the board 
of which he is the President some time, and got questioned, but as his time was so occupied I did not tell him that I came from Auld 
Reekie (which from my dialect might have probably been unnecessary)/

Smith arrived in Italy, via North Africa, in February 1941, and commenced an operational tour as an Air Gunner in Wellingtons of No. 
104 Squadron on the 14th - the first of three sorties in support of the Anzio operations. And between then and the end of April, he 
participated in around 20 operational sorties, mainly on the Italian front, but also against targets in Bulgaria, Hungary and Yugoslavia, 
his flying log book often referring to heavy flak and searchlight activity - indeed his skipper, Flying Officer Gilleland, was slightly 
wounded on a trip to Padua on 5 April, when their aircraft was engaged by E-Boats on the return trip. Smith's operational entries also 
refer to his Wellington being damaged by flak on at two occasions, in addition to assorted enemy fighter activity.

Ronald Rogerson Barker, who was born in August 1923, enlisted in the Royal Canadian Air Force in Vancouver in September 1942 
and, following Wireless Operator and Air Gunner courses, was posted to No. 120 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron, a Catalina unit, at Coal 
Harbour, B.C., in October 1943 - and subsequently flew around half a dozen patrols in the period leading up to January 1944. Then on 
4 February 1944, while serving as a member of crew in a Norseman 695 of No. 11 6 (R.C.A.F.) Squadron, he was recommended for the 
A.F.M. for gallantry in attempting to save life, an award subsequently amended to an immediate B.E.M. Courage and Service - Awards 
to the Royal Canadian Air Force 1939-45 , by John Blatherwick and Hugh Halliday, takes up the story: 

'This N.C.O. showed remarkable courage and daring, with total disregard for his personal safety, when, on 4 February 1944, after being 
thrown clear from a crashed aircraft which immediately caught fire, he rushed into the flames in an endeavour to save the life of the 
pilot [Warrant Officer Class 2 J. J. Eccles], who was stunned by the impact. After his first attempt he was seriously burned and driven 
back by the flames. His courageous initiative instigated rescue action by the civilian onlookers with the result that the pilot was rescued 
from burning to death.' 

Barker afterwards served at Western Command H.Q. and was released in November 1945.

E.G.M. London Gazette 3 June 1931. 'Sergeant Rimmer showed on numerous occasions great courage and coolness. This officer's 
pluck and presence of mind evoked the highest praise from his superiors, and he consistently set a fine example to the Constabulary 
under him.' (With the institution of the George Cross in 1940, recipients of the Empire Gallantry Medal were permitted to exchange 
their medal for the new award). 

Reginald Rimmer was born in November 1902 and enlisted into the Royal Artillery in 1918. Being discharged at the time of the 
Armistice as 'not attaining the physical standard required for H.M. Forces.', he re-enlisted into the Cheshire Regiment serving in Ireland, 
1920-21. He was then posted to India where he transferred to the Indian Police. It was for service in India during 1927-31 that he was 
awarded the Empire Gallantry Medal in 1931. On one occasion, Rimmer, although unnamed, confronted a criminal armed with a 
knife. Stabbed through the wrist and losing blood fast, he was able to hail a taxi and mutter 'Hospital' before passing out. 

On the outbreak of the Second World War, Rimmer returned home and joined the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, subsequently seeing service 
in North Africa. In 1942 he transferred to the Occupied Territory Administration (Civil Police) in Tripolitania and in 1945 to the Frontier 
Striking Force in Eritrea. In 1950 he returned to service with the Regular Army, seeing service in Kenya with the East African Pioneer 
Corps. He also saw service in Cyprus and in Aden, with the Aden Protectorate Levies. Retiring from the Army, he settled in Cheshire 
where he served as a Court Usher until the age of 65.

An Auxiliary Fire Station was completely demolished by a very large high explosive bomb. A number of Auxiliary Firemen were 
trapped in the station and civilians were buried in an adjoining house which had also been demolished. Station Officer Mosedale 
immediately began tunnelling and propping operations. Hundreds of tons of debris covered the site and Mosedale fully realised that at 
any moment he might be buried by a further collapse.

When the first tunnel was completed and the Control Room reached, he found that there were still men whom he could not extricate. 
He carried out another tunnelling operation from a different direction and again entered the Control Room. Five men were found, one 
dead, the others injured. The Station Officer crawled through and administered oxygen to the injured men and they were then taken 
out through the tunnel. The entrance to the cellar of the private house was full of debris. Station Officer Mosedale directed operations 
for removing this, only to find that the cellar itself had collapsed. He nevertheless persevered and, after a time, reached seven people 
who were trapped. Three had been killed outright when the roof collapsed. He gave oxygen to the remaining four and succeeded in 
extricating them. To reach other victims it was again necessary to tunnel, and Mosedale immediately commenced this work. The 
dangers to be faced were similar to those which he had found in reaching the Control Room. He nevertheless completed the tunnel and 
entered the cellar under the Fire Station. Four men who were alive were given oxygen and, despite their injuries, were safely removed. 
Tunnelling through such difficult material had necessarily been extremely hazardous and the cellar collapsed completely, shortly after 
the removal of the last victim. 

These operations, which lasted more than twelve hours were carried out under a most intense bombardment. Twelve lives were saved 
by Station Officer Mosedale who showed outstanding gallantry and resource. In effecting the rescues he repeatedly risked his own life/

Alan Francis Brooke was born in Bagneres de Bogorre, France on 23 July 1883, 
son of Sir Victor Brooke, Bart and Lady Brooke-Cole-Brooke. Educated abroad 
and at the R.M.A. Woolwich, he joined the Royal Field Artillery in 1902; 
transferring to the Royal Horse Artillery in 1909. Served in France from 
September 1914, in command of an ammunition column. Served as Adjutant of 
the 2nd Indian R.H.A. Brigade in February 1915 and was Brigade Major of the 
18th Divisional artillery from November 1915. Appointed G.S.O.2, R.A. 
Canadian Corps in February 1917; and G.S.O. 2 R.A. First Army, July 1918- 
March 1919. For his services he was six times mentioned in despatches, awarded 
the D.S.O. and Bar and granted the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Between the wars he served as a General Staff Officer, Northumbrian Division T. 
A., 1920-23; Staff College, Camberley, 1923-27; Commandant at the School of 
Artillery, 1929-32; Army Instructor at the Imperial Defence College, 1932-34; 
Commander of the 8th Infantry Brigade, 1934-35; Inspector of the Royal Artillery, 
1935-36; Director of Military Training, War Officer, 1936-37; Commander of the 
Mobile Division, 1937-38; and Commander of the Anti-Aircraft Corps, 1938-39. 

In 1939 he was appointed G.O.C.-in-C. Anti-Aircraft Command, followed by appointments as G.O.C.-in-C. Southern Command, 1939 
-40 and Commander of the Second Army Corps, B.E.F., 1939-40. At a critical time in the war he served as C-in-C. Home Forces, 1940 
-41 and was afterwards Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 1941-46. Served as an A.D.C. to the King, 1942-46 and attained the rank of 
Field Marshal in 1944. 

For his inestimable wartime services he was created a K.G. in 1946, G.C.B. in 1942 and O.M. in 1946. He was created 1st Viscount 
Allanbrooke, of Brookeborough in 1946. In addition to which he was awarded a formidable array of orders and decorations given by 
grateful allies, some of which form the miniature group above. 

Post-war he was created a G.C.V.O. in 1953. Amongst his many appointments at this time, he was Constable of the Tower of London, 
1950-55 and H.M. Lieutenant, County of London, 1950-57. Viscount Alanbrooke died on 1 7 June 1963.

Charles Douglas Carpendale was born in 1874, the son of the Rev. William Henry Carpendale. He entered the Royal Navy in January 
1887; Lieutenant (five first) and awarded the Ryder Memorial Prize. Served in Mombassa with a Naval Brigade, 1895 and awarded the 
East and West Africa Medal for Mwele. Served as Flag Captain of the 5th (late 3rd ) Cruiser Squadron, 1911-12. With the 2nd Cruiser 
Squadron, 1912-13 and at the Naval Ordnance Department, 1914. Served in the Great War and was awarded the C.B. in 1918. 
Promoted to Rear-Admiral in 1921, he was placed on the Retired List in 1923 and attained the rank of Vice-Admiral in 1926. Was 
Controller, Administrative Division of the B.B.C., 1923-35 and Deputy Director-General of the Corporation, 1935-38. Knighted in 
1932. Latterly living at Holme Close, Pinkney's Green, Maidenhead, Berkshire, he died in 1968. With some copied research.

James Duckett Parsons was born in 1786 at Dublin. Arriving in India in 1805, he was posted as an Ensign with the 25th Bengal Native 
Infantry in 1806. Volunteering for overseas service, he was present at the capture of the Isle of France, 1810. Promoted Lieutenant in 
1812, he took part in the Nepaul Campaign, 1815-16 and the Pindaree War 1817-18. He was promoted Captain in 1824, Major in 
1836 and was appointed Deputy Commissariat General in 1837, a post he retained until 1847. Parsons served with the Army of Indus 
in the First Afghan War and was present at the storming of Ghuznee, where he was wounded. For his services he was given the brevet 
of Lieutenant-Colonel, mentioned in despatches and was awarded the Order of the Dooranee Empire, 2nd Class. Promoted Lieutenant- 
Colonel in 1842, he served in the Gwalior Campaign in 1843 and was mentioned in despatches. He again saw active service in the 
First Sikh War and was mentioned in the despatches for Ferozeshuhur and Sobraon. For his services in the War he was created a C.B. 
Further promotions followed, attaining the rank of Lieutenant-General in 1 867. He died in 1867.

Howell Price Paynter was born in 1810 and entered the Army as an Ensign in the 9th Regiment on 26 April 1828. He transferred to the 
56th Regiment in November 1828, with which he served in Jamaica. In January 1833 he transferred to the 24th Regiment, then serving 
in Canada, with the rank of Lieutenant. He served against the French rebels in Lower Canada in 1837 and was present at the action at 
St. Denis. He was promoted to Captain on the return of the regiment to England in May 1842 and was advanced to Major in April 1848 
whilst in India. He served in the Second Sikh War and was present at the passage of the Chenab, the action at Sadoolapore and the 
battle of Chilianwala. In the battle he was severely wounded, being shot through both lungs. In reward for his distinguished service in 
the battle, he was given the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel and awarded the C.B. Never fully recovering from his wounds, he retired from 
the Army in August 1851 and died a few months later. 

James Aylmer Paynter was born in 1811 and entered the Royal Navy on 1 January 1826 at the age of 14 years. He saw service in the 
First China War, 1839-40, with the rank of Mate. He saw service at the bombardment of Acre in Syria, 1840 and was promoted to 
Lieutenant in November 1841. On 19 August 1845 he was in charge of Agincourt's barge and served with the boats of a squadron 
which destroyed a piratical settlement at Malloodoo on Borneo. In July 1846, as officer in command of a field piece and rocket 
brigade, he was present in operations against the Sultan of Borneo and was mentioned in despatches. As a further reward he was 
advanced to Commander. Attaining the rank of Vice-Admiral, he died in 1876. In addition to the above he was entitled to the N.G.S. 
with clasp 'Syria' and the Italian Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus. 

David William Paynter was born in 1816. As an officer in the Royal Artillery he served in the Crimean War. For his services he was 
awarded the C.B. and Order of Medjidie. He attained the rank of Major-General. 

Frederick Whitworth Paynter was born in 1 823, the youngest of the four brothers. Serving in the H.E.I.C., he saw action in the Gwalior 
Campaign 1 843, serving as a Lieutenant in the 31 st Bengal Native Infantry at the battle of Maharajpoor. He died in India in 1851.

Hugh Pughe Lloyd was born in Leigh, Worcestershire on 12 December 1894. 
Served in the Great War with the Army and Royal Air Force and was awarded the 
M.C. (London Gazette 22 June 1918, citation 8 February 1919) and D.F.C. 
(.London Gazette 22 June 1918) for his outstanding services: 

Military Cross citation: This officer has rendered signal service on many 
occasions, notably on 1st November, when, noticing four hostile batteries 
harassing our advancing infantry, he, by sending calls to our artillery, succeeded 
in silencing them. During this flight he was continuously attacked by hostile 
formations, which he succeeded in driving off; despite this opposition he carried 
out a low reconnaissance, obtaining most valuable information as to the position 
of our advanced troops.' 

Distinguished Flying Cross citation: 'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to 
duty. During an offensive patrol he dropped bombs on motor transport, one lorry 
being completely destroyed and others damaged. Enemy troops advancing to the 
attack were then engaged with machine gun fire, which inflicted numerous 
casualties on them. Later, he bombed an enemy battery coming into action, the 
horses of which bolted, a great number of the gun detachments being killed. He 
has on all occasions shown the greatest pluck and determination in carrying out 
any task allotted to him.' 

During the Second World War he served as Air A.D.C. to the King, 1940-41. He 
then served as Air Officer Commanding, Malta, 1941-42 at that critical time of 
the island's defence. Afterwards he served as Commander, Allied Coastal Air 
Forces, Mediterranean, 1943-44 and was Commander, Commonwealth Bomber 
Force, Okinawa, 1944-45. For his wartime services and especially for his part in 
the defence of Malta, he was created a C.B.E. in 1941, K.C.B. in 1942 and C.B., 
then K.C.B. in 1942. After the war he was Senior Instructor at the Imperial 
Defence College, 1946-47; C-in-C., Air Command Far East, 1947-49; A.O.C.-in- 
C. Bomber Command, 1950-53. Retiring in 1953, he was further rewarded with 
the G.B.E. in 1953. Latterly living at Peterley Manor Farm, Great Missenden, 
Buckinghamshire, he died on 13 July 1981. 

It is interesting to note that on his full-size medals, his 1914 Star was named to 
him as a sapper in the R.E. and his G.S.M. was named to him as an Air Chief 
Marshal!

Guy Varley Rayment was born on 27 January 1878 and gained a B.A. from Trinity College, Cambridge. He entered the Royal Navy in 
1901 as a Naval Instructor. He served at the R.N. College, Greenwich, 1901-04 and in March 1907 he qualified as an Interpreter in 
Japanese. Posted to H.M.S. Kent on the China Station in 1912. Throughout the Great War Rayment served in the Naval Intelligence 
Division, mostly in the Far East. He was ranked as Instructor Commander in June 1915. In 1923 he was appointed Instructor, Naval 
Intelligence, West Indies Station. In April 1926 he was appointed to the battleship H.M.S. Revenge. On promotion to Instructor Captain 
in July 1927 he took up the post of Fleet Education Officer, Mediterranean Fleet, 1927-31. Afterwards he held the post of Professor of 
Navigation at the Royal Naval College, Greenwich until his retirement in 1933. Awarded the C.B.E. in 1912; awarded the White

R. B. C. Hutchinson completed his training at H.M.S. Britannia in 1898. At the 
time of the Boer War he was serving on the cruiser H.M.S. Terrible and landed 
with the Terrible Naval Brigade on 5 November 1899 and subsequently fought at 
Colenso, Spion Kop, Vaal Krantz and Ladysmith. Being particularly involved at 
Ladysmith, his services were rewarded with a Conspicuous Service Cross. 
Ladysmith had no sooner been relieved than Terrible and its men were posted to 
China. There, Hutchinson was again employed in a land operation, being part of 
the 250 strong Naval Brigade marching with the Peking Relief Column. 
Hutchinson was promoted to Lieutenant in September 1902 and advanced to 
Commander in August 1915. During the Great War Hutchinson served as captain 
of a number of destroyers, including H.M.S. Achates , present at Jutland. After 
retiring in 1928, he returned to the service during the Second World War, 
commanding the armed yacht Lady Vagrant for 6 months. He finished the war as 
Naval Officer in Charge, North Shields, in H.M.S. Calliope.

Then appointed Curate of West Ham, 1923-24 and Chaplain at 
Lahore, 1924; Peshawar, 1924-32, Rawalpindi, 1932-33; Quetta, 1933-36; Rawalpindi, 1936-37, Waziristan, 1937-38, Lahore, 1938, 
Ambala, 1938-40, Simla, from 1940.

Algernon Charles Fieche Heneage was born in 1834 in Lincolnshire and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in 1845, becoming a Sub 
Lieutenant in 1852. He served aboard H.M.S. Hastings during the Pegu campaign and served as a Lieutenant on the St. Jean d'Acre 
during the war with Russia in the Baltic and in the Black Sea. He was awarded the R.H.S. Medal in 1861 as a Commander R.N. 

'On the 12th February 1861, Commander Algernon C.F. Heneage was in the act of going on board H.M.S. Falcon, then anchored in 
the harbour at Sierra Leone, to take command of that vessel; one of the side boys, who was stationed cap in hand to do honour to the 
new commander, accidentally fell overboard; he would have been drowned, as he could not swim, had it not been for the prompt and 
gallant conduct of Captain Heneage, who jumped overboard and caught hold of him as he was sinking. The tide was running four 
knots at the time, and the river infested with sharks, and Captain Heneage being in full uniform and consequently embarrassed by his 
sword and epaulettes.' 

Promoted to Rear-Admiral in 1884, he became second-in-command of the Channel Squadron during 1885-86 and served as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific Station during 1887-90, having been promoted Vice-Admiral in 1889. Heneage served as 
Commander-in-Chief at the Nore from 1892 to 1894 and was created a K.C.B. in 1892 and promoted Admiral in 1894. He retired in 
1898 and was rewarded with the G.C.B. in 1902. Admiral Heneage died in 1915. With copied research and copied cartoon 
photograph of the Admiral.

Victoria Cross London Gazette 14 December 1918. Tor desperate bravery and great initiative during the capture of the village and 
crossings at Marcoing and the later counter-attack on September 28th, 1918. 

During the advance on Marcoing this soldier's Platoon was held up by machine-gun fire, and stopped. He at once crawled forward 
under heavy fire, located the machine-gun position, led a Lewis Gun team into a neighbouring house from which they were able to 
knock out the gun, and his Platoon continued the advance. 

On arrival at the crossings the plank bridge was broken, under heavy fire and seemingly impassible, and he crawled forward putting the 
planks into position and making the bridge passable under a hail of bullets, thus enabling the first crossing to be made at this vital spot. 
He must have seen that the chances of losing his life amounted to almost certainty. 

Later in the evening, during an attack by his Company to enlarge the bridge head and capture Marcoing Support Trench, he, with eight 
comrades were surrounded by an overwhelming number of Germans, and though the position was apparently hopeless, he led a 
bayonet charge through them, fighting so fiercely that thirty-seven of the enemy were driven into the hands of the remainder of his 
Company in the rear and taken prisoners, the party winning clear, though he was twice wounded. Even then he refused to leave, 
leading parties into dug-outs and capturing over twenty of the enemy, and though faint from the loss of blood, stayed until the fight was 
won'.

Henry Tandy was born in Leamington, Warwickshire on 30 August 1891. In the Great War, as a Private in the 5th Battalion The Duke 
of Wellington's (West Riding) Regiment he won the Victoria Cross, Distinguished Conduct Medal and Military Medal and was five 
times mentioned in despatches. In the Second World War he served as a Recruiting Sergeant. He died on 20 December 1977 and his 
full-size medals were sold in Sotheby's 26 November 1980.

Thomas Bowzer was born at Kirkby Thore, Westmorland, in 1 748, and was educated at Appleby Grammar School. 

Entering the Honourable East India Company's Army aged 24 years, he was present at the taking of Tanjore in 1 773, was for three years 
engaged in the capture of the forts in the north Sircars, and was present in the Guntur Sircar campaign in 1 779. 

In the following year he served as a Lieutenant in Sir Hector Munro's army and, sent to the assistance of Colonel Baillie's force, was 
taken prisoner by Hyder Ali in the disastrous action at Perambakham that September. Confined at Seringapatam for three years and 
eight months, and for most of that time in leg irons, he was finally released in 1784 - hence his subsequent account of those difficult 
times, Memoirs of the War in Asia 1780-1784, which was first published in 1 788. 

Back in India, following extended furlough, he was present at the storming of Dindigul in 1792, and was given command of a Sepoy 
Battalion by Cornwallis. Subsequently present at the reduction of Ceylon in 1 796, when he was present at the taking of forts Calpentein 
and Colombo, Bowzer afterwards served under Braithwaite at the siege of Pondicherry. And with memories of his earlier incarceration 
no doubt to the fore, he was present at the final storming and capture of Seringapatam in May 1 799. Having then taken command of a 
mixed force at Hyderabad, he joined Colonel Arthur Wellesley in operations against Doondia Waugh, prior to being embarked on 
furlough for England in 1803. 

Bowzer returned to India in 1820, took command of the Mysore Division and was temporarily C. in C. of the Madras Army in 1824-26. 
He was placed on the Retired List as a Major-General and K.C.B. in the latter year, and died in 1833.

During the 1st Carlist War (1833-39), a force of British volunteers - the 'British 
Auxiliary Legion' was permitted by the British Government to lend support to the 
liberal Royalist forces of Queen Isabella of Spain - the Legion being under the 
command of General Sir Lacy Evans. In November 1836 a detachment of the 
Royal Regiment of Artillery, consisting of three officers and 36 other ranks was 
also sent to assist. 

J. B. Godfrey served as Staff Assistant Surgeon, 23 May 1836 (ref. History of the 
British Legion and war in Spain, by Alexander Somerville). With a copied list of 
medical staff taken from that publication.

During the 1st Carlist War (1833-39), a force of British volunteers - the 'British Auxiliary Legion' was permitted by the British 
Government to lend support to the liberal Royalist forces of Queen Isabella of Spain - the Legion being under the command of General 
Sir Lacy Evans. In November 1836 a detachment of the Royal Regiment of Artillery, consisting of three officers and 36 other ranks was 
also sent to assist. Soon after their arrival, Captain Colquhon and Lieutenant Basset with some of the contingent were sent to 
Portugalete in the neighbourhood of Bilbao, to assist in the relief of that besieged city. After several ineffectual attempts, the forces of 
General Espartero successfully raised the (third) siege on 25 December 1836. 

Charles Benson Brearey trained at Guy's and Grainger's, Webb Street and qualified as a L.S.A. in 1830 and a M.R.C.S. in 1860. Served 
as an Assistant Surgeon with the liberal Royalist forces of Queen Isabella of Spain. Serving with the (Spanish) 5th Regiment in August 
1835; transferring to the 4th Regiment in June 1837. For his services he was awarded three decorations. In 1855 he was appointed by 
the British Government to the Crimea. Variously served as Surgeon at Christ Church Dispensary and Lying-in Charity, St. Pancras, 
Middlesex. Latterly lived in Titchfield, Fareham, Hampshire and 5 Alma Terrace, Scarborough, North Yorkshire. Was the author of 'A 
Treatise on Stomach, Nervous, Bilious and other Afflictions.'

Has fallen glorious for 
his country while he was taken the enemy under machine-gun fire".' (translation). 

Albrecht Croenen was born in Goind on 19 February 1919. As a Corporal and 
acting as machine-gun team leader with the 12th Company, 2nd Battalion 1st 
Regiment de Carabiniers, it was reported by Sergeant Moeneclaey, Brussels, 26 
March 1948, that: 

'Corporal Croenen was wounded in the head and in the legs by shrapnel from his 
own machine gun, which was pulverised by an exploding bomb and anti-tank 
shell. On 26 May (1940), when the 1st Carabiniers were in position on the left 
bank of the division at the Lys deviation canal, a violent enemy bombardment 
took place, in preparation for the attack, and sprayed the sector. A strong enemy 
patrol tried to cross the canal at the adjoining point of 111/1C with the 
neighbouring regiment. This regiment took no action even though the enemy was 
moving with portable bridges to cross the canal. Corporal Croenen, in spite of 
bad visibility and under fire, fired upon the enemy. Unfortunately, he was no 
doubt seen by the enemy scouts who occupied the opposite bank above III/1C. 
Croenen's equipment quickly became the objective of an anti-tank cannon 
which, at the fourth shot, destroyed Croenen's machine and wounded the 
Corporal in the head and leg. Croenen showed great courage and when he was 
transferred to the battalion's first aid post, he still had the force to pull himself 
into the trench in spite of his injuries when a bomb hit the house that sheltered 
the wounded. For his cool headed behaviour and his courage, Croenen, who had 
always been a soldier of exemplary conduct, well merits a posthumous 
award.' (translation)

Heinrich Haarmann was born in Holterselm, Leer, Prussia on 18 July 1878. A 
Sailor in the Merchant Navy by occupation, he entered the Imperial Navy as a 
Matrose on 1 February 1900 and was promoted to Obermatrose (Gefreiter) on 1 
August 1901. With the Imperial Navy he served on the armoured cruiser S.M.S. 
Fijrst Bismarck , serving in the China War 1900-01, for which he was awarded the 
medal and clasp for Kaumi. The clasp was awarded to naval personnel from the 
3rd Sea Battalion only. He was discharged to the Reserve on 11 August 1902. He 
transferred to the Seewehr, Levy I on 1 April 1907 and to Levy II on 1 April 1912.

Alois Kienmayer was born on 8 January 1914. Entering the Wehrmacht in December 1938, he was posted to the 33rd Panzer 
Regiment, a tank unit of the former Austrian Army. The unit formed part of the 9th Panzer Division, commanded by Lieutenant-General 
Ritter von Hubicki, March 1940-ApriI 1942. The 9th Panzer Division served in the 1940 campaign against Western Europe; in April 
1941 in took part in the Balkan campaign and from July 1941 served in the campaign against Russia, serving in the Southern Sector, 
driving on Tarnopol, Shitomir, southern Kiev, Kriowi-Rog, Saporoshje, Dnepropetrowsk, Kremetschug and eastern Kursk. After 
wintering at Schtschirgy, 1941/42, the division continued its advance to Voronesch. Kienmayer was awarded the Tank Assault Badge 
for his services in the advances during the summer and autumn of 1941 and was subsequently awarded the Iron Cross 2nd Class.

Bruno Szleifer/Schleifer (variously spelt) was born in Swiecie, Pomorze, Poland on 13 April 1908. A Motor Car Driver by occupation, 
he served in the Polish Army in Poland from 25 August 1939 to 21 September 1939.

A letter which he 
received from the Polish President states that the award has been conferred 'in recognition of your gallant conduct during the 
evacuation of Polish forces from La Pal I ice/ Since the German attack on Russia, Captain MacColl has been engaged in carrying war 
materials to Russia.' 

The award is further confirmed by the following entry in the London Gazette of 21 October 1941, MacColl being listed as Master of the 
S.S. Blair Nevis :

Citation: Warrant Officer Pongweni, formerly of 1st Battalion, The Rhodesian African Rifles, now with 2nd Battalion, The Rhodesian 
African Rifles, has, for the past eighteen months, been engaged in continuous anti-terrorist operations, both as a platoon warrant officer 
and in recent months as a platoon commander. During this period his platoon has been involved in numerous contacts with terrorists in 
which several of the enemy have been killed and captured. In all these engagements Warrant Officer Pongweni displayed outstanding 
aggression and leadership. 

On one occasion Warrant Officer Pongweni and his platoon were flown into stop positions ahead of a follow-up group. When it 
became apparent that the terrorists had slipped through the net, Warrant Officer Pongweni immediately re-deployed his stick nearly 
two thousand metres at the double in an effort to cut off the terrrorist group. So accurate was his prediction that he observed the 
terrorists moving into their hiding place and was able to direct the fire force right on to the target, resulting in the elimination of the 
entire group. Shortly after this engagement, Warrant Officer Pongweni and his stick were flown into a contact whilst the battle was in 
progress. Under fire from the time they deplaned, Warrant Officer Pongweni demonstrated his leadership and calmness by deploying 
his men into an excellent cut-off position, thus sealing the fate of the terrorist group. In this contact all seven members of the terrorist 
group were eliminated and this success was due in no small measure to Warrant Officer Pongweni's courage and determination. 

On another occasion, Warrant Officer Pongweni and his patrol of six men were operating in a remote area of the Honde valley. Shortly 
before last light, the patrol was ambushed by fifteen to twenty terrorists in well prepared positions. In the first few seconds of the 
contact, one member of the patrol was killed and another injured. Warrant Officer Pongweni, himself, was in a totally exposed position 
but, with complete disregard for his own safety and under heavy fire from close range, he immediately engaged the terrorists. Such was 
his example that he was joined by his machine-gunner and together they put the terrorists to flight. Rallying the survivors, Warrant 
Officer Pongweni gave chase to the terrorists before returning to tend his dead and wounded. In this engagement there can be no doubt 
that Warrant Officer Pongweni's personal courage in the face of heavy fire was instrumental in saving the lives of his patrol in a critical 
situation. 

More recently, Warrant Officer Pongweni and his platoon were returning to base by vehicle when they were ambushed by between 
fifteen and twenty terrorists from across a broad and deep river. Warrant Officer Pongweni's presence of mind and rapid orders to his 
driver enabled the leading vehicle to get clear of the killing area without loss. Realising that he was unable to cross the river to assault 
the terrorist position Warrant Officer Pongweni skilfully deployed his troops, under fire, to an excellent position overlooking the area of 
thick bush in which the terrorists were hiding. Within seconds he had two machine-guns in action and very quickly regained the 
initiative. Such was the effectiveness of the fire that some of the terrorists broke and fled whilst the remainder, although unseen in the 
dense bush, were pinned down and remained so until the arrival of the fire force. Throughout the engagement which lasted for over 
two hours, Warrant Officer Pongweni was in complete command of the situation and his personal leadership and example were an 
inspiration to all. 

Warrant Officer Pongweni's initiative as a platoon commander and his courage and leadership in battle have earned him the respect 
and admiration of his men. His constant good humour in adversity and his unswerving allegiance have been an inspiration to all those 
who have served with him.

Wilfrei Noyce was born in Simla on 31 December 191 7, the eldest son of Sir Frank Noyce of the Indian Civil Service. He was educated 
at Charterhouse and King's College, Cambridge. 

During the Second World War he was initially a conscientious objector and joined the Friends Ambulance Unit. He later chose to 
serve as a Private in the Welsh Guards, before being commissioned into the King's Royal Rifle Corps in July 1941. He later served as a 
Captain in the Intelligence Corps, serving in India and the Far East. 

After the war he was employed as a Schoolmaster, teaching modern languages, firstly at Malvern College and then at his old school, 
Charterhouse. 

By the age of 18, Noyce was already a fine climber. Before the war he had produced climbing guides for Snowdonia and was a highly 
rated and accomplished Alpine climber. After the war he continued to climb and he became a climbing member of the 1953 British 
Expedition to Everest. Edmund Hillary said of him, 'Wilf Noyce was a tough and experienced mountaineer with an impressive record of 
difficult and dangerous climbs. In many respects I considered Noyce the most competent British climber I had met.' In the expedition 
Noyce was designated to write despatches, with Charles Evans, be in charge of the baggage party; in charge of the mountaineering 
equipment, and with George Lowe, established Camp VII on the Lhotse face of Everest. With Sherpa Annulla, he attained a position 
overlooking the South Col of the mountain and laid in material for Camp VIII. His experiences were recorded in his book, South Col. 

As a member of this successful Mount Everest Expedition, Noyce duly received one of the 37 specially inscribed Coronation medals 
from Her Majesty Queen Eilzabeth II, at a presentation at Buckingham Palace on 16 July 1953. Post-Everest, Noyce continued to climb, 
making several first climbs, with others, of mountains and routes in Nepal and Pakistan, including Machapuchare, Signalkuppe and 
Trivor. 

In 1962 Noyce was one of the 18-man Soviet-British expedition, led by Sir John Hunt, that was to climb in the Pamir Mountains, a 
range in Central Asia to the N.W. of the Himalayas. Their main target was an ascent of the 24,590 foot Communism Peak (formerly 
Stalin 's Peak; currently Ismoil Somoni Peak) the highest mountain in the U.S.S.R. - a mountain and range unknown to western 
climbers. In a preparatory climb, the 21,800 foot Mount Garmo was successfully conquered , but in the descent, Noyce and his 
climbing partner, Robin Smith, fell 4,000 feet to their deaths. They were buried where they fell. Despite the tragic loss, the remainder of 
the team went on to successfully climb Communism Peak. 

With copied research and also the book, Red Peak, by Malcolm Slesser, which gives a personal account of the Pamir Expedition of 
1962 - the rivalries between the English and Scottish components of the team and between the British and Soviet members only 
exacerbating the difficult climbing conditions.

Boris Sergeevich Abramov was born in Ryazhsk, Ryazan Oblast, in 1921. He joined the Soviet Air Force in July 1941, aged 20 years. 
He became an Aviation Ordnance Mechanic with 769 Fighter Aviation Regiment, 122 Aviation Division. Towards the end of 1942 he 
was recommended for the Medal for Combat Service. The award took place on 30 January 1943. In 1945, aged 24 years, he was 
commissioned as a Junior Lieutenant and became a Pilot, flying Yakovlev Yak-9 fighter planes. He became a member of the Leningrad 
Guards Fighter Aviation Corps.

Joseph Thomas Zumsteg was born in Quincy, Illinois on 5 September 1894. He first enlisted into the U.S. Navy on 26 October 1915. 
He served on the battleships U.S.S. Minnesota, June-December 1916 and U.S.S. New Hampshire, December 1916-March 1919. He 
was discharged on 25 October 1919. On the latter ship, as Patternmaker 1st Class, he earned the clasp 'Escort' to his Victory Medal - 
the clasp being a late claim in October 1943. He enlisted in the U.S. Navy for a second time, October 1921-October 1927 and for a 
third time in October 1927. His enlistment was terminated in October 1928 upon his appointment to Carpenter. 

He served on U.S.S. Black Hawke, May 1930-March 1932, qualifying for the Yangtse Service Medal - which he successfully claimed in 
October 1943. Appointed Chief Carpenter, 1 October 1934. During the early years of the Second World War he served on the U.S.S. 
Enterprise, March-December 1940 and March-October 1941 but his papers record that he was increasingly listed in various U.S. Naval 
Hospitals for treatment. On 1 January 1944 he was placed on the Retired List and released from active duty. Chief Carpenter Zumsteg 
died of tuberculosis in Corona, California on 28 September 1949. With copied service papers including photocopied photograph.

The Auction Venue 


The Washington Hotel is located at 5 Curzon 
Street, in the heart of London's Mayfair, two 
minutes walk from DNW's offices.

mark their approbation of the distinguished services of those corps by the 
bestowal of a medal as on former occasions. The Governor-General concurred, 
and General Orders were published granting medals to the native ranks of the 
troops in question, gold medals for the native officers and silver medals for the 
other ranks. In this respect therefore the Bengal native soldiers were far more 
highly favoured than any of the other troops, European or Native, who served in 
the campaign. The manufacture of the medals was entrusted to the Calcutta Mint 
and carried out in 1808, a total of 83 being struck in gold and 2786 in silver.

The presence here of his original Prize Money certificate must establish the above catalogued example as the correct 4-clasp medal as 
issued to Corporal John Ward of the Royal Marine Artillery. Of the four other men of this name entitled to the Naval medal, one is held 
by the Royal Naval Museum, Portsmouth, as part of the Douglas-Morris Collection, fitted with the same four clasps but without any 
further evidence of provenance.

Carter continued to serve in the 
regiment after the war, being discharged in August 1834. Listed as a Pensioner, 
he died of bronchitis in West Woodhay, near Hungerford, Berkshire on 22 April 
1864, aged 73 years.

George Marcus Cary was born in Ireland in 1795. He entered the army as an 
Ensign in the King's County Militia in March 1812. He volunteered to the 95th 
Rifles in the following June and was appointed Second Lieutenant on 2 October 
1812. He served with the 3rd Battalion in the Peninsula from November 1812 
until April 1814 and was engaged in the affairs and actions of San Munoz, San 
Millan, Vittoria, the Pyrenees, Vera, Bidassoa, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, Tarbes and 
Toulouse. 

In November 1813 the 95th were involved in a series of actions in and around 
the villages of Arcangues and Bassussari. Cary is mentioned in connection with 
these actions in The History of the Rifle Brigade ..., by Sir William H. Cope, Bart. 

'The houses so often taken and evacuated were retaken next day by another 
company of the 3rd Battalion, who held them in spite of all attempts of the 
enemy to dispossess them. In taking them a young officer, George Cary, then a 
Second Lieutenant, advanced with his men on the enemy, who withdrew for 
some distance without much resistance; but on reaching a hedge some way in 
front of the principal house, they called to him to come no further, or they would 
fire. Cary, having placed his men under cover, called out to them (for he spoke 
excellent French) that they might begin their fire when they liked; but that he 
must have the house. They made no more resistance; but walking off planted 
their sentries within about forty yards of it. 

This is but one of many instances of the good and chivalrous feeling that existed between the Riflemen and the French troops on 
outpost duty.' 

On 18 September 1815 he embarked for America with five companies of the 3rd Battalion Rifles, and served throughout the American 
expedition, including the battle of New Orleans on 8 January 1815. 

Cary was placed on the half-pay of the 95th with the rank of Captain on 25 December 1818. He appears subsequently to have been 
residing in France and was married to Anne Eliza at Bordeaux in July 1824, with whom he had two daughters. In 1836 he signed a 
memorandum of agreement to serve a term of five years as manager of an experimental farm to be established at the Red River 
settlement, Manitoba, by the Hudson Bay Company. The third and most ambitious of the company's experimental farms, this one was 
intended to be an example for the settlers, to assist them in the adaptation of modern agricultural practises, and eventually to produce 
crops appropriate for an export trade. 

Hudson Bay Company governor, George Simpson, had high hopes for Cary, describing him as 'a Gentleman who understands both the 
theory and practise of those branches of agriculture' to be implemented at the farm. Despite considerable investment the farm was not 
a success, being handicapped by the opposition of the Red River settlers. According to one writer in the Nor'-Wester , 'Capt. Cary 
exercised his agricultural talents in raising wheat, barley, potatoes and turnips - articles which everyone in Red River had for sale, and 
for which there was no market'. 

In 1841 the experimental farm was abandoned and Cary was allowed to take over part of it as a private concern. He continued to 
cultivate this property, adjacent to Upper Fort Garry, Winnipeg, on the Assiniboine River. Whilst not a successful agriculturalist, Cary 
did play a prominent role in the public life of Red River. From 1837 to 1847 he was a member of the Council of Assiniboia, serving on 
its board of public works, committee of economy, and committee of finance. He was also appointed Justice of the Peace for the upper 
district in 1837. In the spring of 1847 he retired to London Township, Upper Canada, homesteading on the fifth concession until his 
death on 4 February 1858. He is buried in St John's Cemetery, Middlesex County, Ontario.

John Brokie/Brockie was born in Edinburgh and enlisted there for the 79th Foot 
on 15 July 1804, aged 18, for unlimited service.

His statement of service records that 'he served in Denmark in 1807, Sweden in 
1808, Portugal and Spain in 1809, Walcheren in 1809, Portugal and Spain in 
1810, 1811 & 1812, South of France in 1813 & 1814, Flanders and France in 
1815, 1816, 1817 & 1818, and was present at the actions of Quatre Bras and 
Waterloo - was severely wounded in the Right Thigh at Toulouse and through 
both Thighs and Testicles at Waterloo - was taken Prisoner of War on 5th May 
1811 and escaped 8th June 1811'. At Waterloo he served in the Light Company 
commanded by Captain William Marshall, an officer with a very distinguished 
record of service. 

John Brokie was sent to Kilmainham Hospital out-pension on 12 September 
1821, and died in Edinburgh on 18 May 1861. Sold with copied discharge 
papers and other research.

He served 7 
years 1 month and was discharged on 24 May 1815. He was admitted to a late 
pension at the rate of 9 pence per diem, in consequence of being 'wounded left 
leg and right thigh and back of the neck on Forlorn Hope at Ciudad Rodrigo.' 
Hussey latterly lived in Macclesfield, Cheshire, where he died in March 1865, 
aged 74 years. 

The 88th Foot was at the forefront of the storming of Ciudad Rodrigo, when 
Lieutenant William Mackie and twenty men of the 88th led the Forlorn Hope of 
Picton's 3rd Division against the main breach. All volunteers, they knew that 
their chances of survival were slim and all were fully aware of their task: to 
trigger a volley of gunfire from the French. As reloading a musket or cannon took 
some 25 seconds or more, it meant that the main attacking force could 'safely' 
charge the breach whilst the defenders were reloading their weapons - having 
shot down the men of the Forlorn Hope.

Jacob /Emilius Irving was born at Charleston, South Carolina, on 29 January 1797, eldest son of the first Jacob /Emilius Irving, 
descended from the Irvings of Bonshaw Tower, Dumfriesshire. The name /Emilius came into the family by the marriage of William 
Irving to /Emilia, daughter of Andrew, 3rd Baron Rollo of Duncrub in 1698. Their eighth son, James Irving, went out in the world to 
seek his fortune, first to Russia, then to Bermuda, afterwards to South Carolina and eventually to Jamaica where he acquired large 
estates. 

Jacob /Emilius removed from Charleston in 1800, together with his parents and younger brother, to Ironshore, on the island of Jamaica. 
Here, the young boy was attacked by severe fever and was sent with his mother and brothers aboard the Augustus Caesar , a merchant 
vessel bound for London as part of a large fleet under convoy of several men-of-war. They encountered a dreadful tempest in the Bay of 
Biscay in which very many vessels perished, one being the Calypso frigate forming part of the convoy. Eventually, however, they 
reached London in safety. The climate of England did not agree with Jacob /Emilius so the family duly returned to Charleston, South 
Carolina. In June 1810 the family sailed from Charleston for England, arriving at Liverpool on 6 July, with the intention of not only 
educating the children in English habits, 'as the tone of American bringing up was not approved', but also to settle permanently in 
England or Scotland. 

Jacob /Emilius was gazetted a Cornet in the 13th Light Dragoons on 14 March 1814, his father returning to Jamaica two months later. 
He became a Lieutenant on 18 May 1815, and was present with his regiment at the battle of Waterloo, where he was wounded by a 
sabre cut on the head in one of the last charges. On the general reduction of the Army after the Peace, he was placed on half-pay, 26 
July 1816; on 3 October of the same year, he was gazetted a Lieutenant in his old regiment. His father died in November 1816 and 
Jacob /Emilius succeeded to the estates and property in Jamaica. After the funeral he returned to his regiment and was finally placed on 
half-pay again on 5 November 1818. 

In 1821 Jacob /Emilius went to live at Boulogne-sur-Mer, France, and in December of that year was married in Paris, to Catherine, 
daughter of Sir Jere Homfray. They emigrated to Canada in 1834 and settled on a farm near Lundy's Lane. In 1837-38 he helped to 
suppress the rebellion in Upper Canada, serving on the Niagara frontier. He was elected onto the Legislative Council of Upper Canada 
from 1843 until his death, and also became the First Warden of the Simcoe District, Niagara in the same year. Jacob /Emilius Irving 
died at his mother's residence in Culp Street, Drummondville, Upper Canada, on 7 October 1856.

Only 9 medals issued with 5 clasps, including 4 to the 76th Foot who were the only British regiment so entitled. At the first four actions 
the 76th were the only British infantry regiment engaged, and at the Capture of Deig just two companies were present along with two 
companies of the 22nd Foot. 

The 76th Foot were the only British infantry in the army under General Lord Lake who is quoted as saying ' Bring me my boots and the 
76th Regiment of Foot and I am ready to go anywhere/ The regiment played a prominent part in the outstanding victories gained at 
Allighur, Delhi, Laswarree and Deig. Such were the casualties suffered by the 76th that they became known as the ' Immortals' . At 
Laswarree in particular, having marched 25 miles in extreme heat in just eight hours, the regiment had some 200 killed or wounded, 
about a quarter of the total number of casualties in Lake's force in what was one of the bloodiest battles in the history of British warfare 
in India. 

William Eleanor (spelt variously as El I i nor, Ellinour and Elinor), is first shown in the musters as a 'recruit arrived from Europe at Fort 
William, 28 December 1800. In November 1804 he is mustered at Fort William, in March 1805 at Burtpore (sic) shown as sick, and in 
August 1805 at Futtepore. He was appointed Corporal in September 1805 and in the muster for the following December he is included 
in a list of men under 'casualties since last return', all of whom were transferred to another regiment upon the 76th leaving India. Some 
280 men volunteered for the 75th Foot and about 100 for the HEIC's European Regiment. Eleanor was among a further 92 men who 
volunteered for the HEIC's European Regiment in December 1805 at Fort William. Service papers might possibly be found in the India 
Office Collection at the British Library.

He enlisted 
at Dublin on 13 April 1825 for unlimited service. He embarked for India in the 
Lady Kennaway and arrived on 12 October 1825. Originally posted to the 2nd 
Battalion Bombay Artillery, he was transferred to 3rd Troop, Bombay Horse 
Artillery. He re-enlisted for 5 years on 13 April 1837, and served with the Troop 
in Afghanistan in 1839. He was transferred to the Foot Artillery in 1840 and was 
pensioned on 14 February 1841 and sent to Europe. He received his pension 
from Cork and died on 24 October 1866. 

The 3rd Troop, Bombay Horse Artillery left Poonah on 18 September 1838, and 
embarked at Bombay for the Scinde, arriving there in December. They marched 
under Sir John Keane against passive opposition via Tatta, Kotree, Larkhana, 
Gundava, Dadur, and through the Bolan Pass to Quetta, arriving on 6 April 1839, 
where Keane assumed command of the Bengal-Bombay Force. The Bombay 
Column under Major-General Willshire was badly plundered on its way through 
the Kojak Pass but reached Candahar on 4 May. The whole force moved off on 
27 June, the 3rd Troop now joined with the Shah's Contingent. Provisions were 
short and the force was placed on half rations. 


On 21 July, the force arrived before Ghuznee and the artillery was employed in dislodging the enemy with shrapnel. Two days later 
Ghuznee was taken by storm, the Cabul gate being blown in. Artillery were used to sweep the ramparts at a range of 250 yards. 3 
Troop had two men wounded in these operations. The force moved on 30 July and reached Cabul on 7 August when the Shah was 
restored to the throne. On 18 September the Bombay Column marched under Willshire for Ghuznee, and then using a more southerly 
route 85 miles shorter, for Quetta. Two guns of the Troop took part in the storming of Khelat on 18 November (Lieutenant H. Forster). 
The whole troop then returned via Sukkur to Kurrachee. 

During the campaign the Troop, under the command of Captain J. H. M. Martin, took part in 1 77 marches, covering a total distance of 
2194 miles.

William Campbell was born in Edinburgh in December 1829, the son of Captain 
Archibald Montgomery Campbell, Royal Horse Artillery, of Askomel, Argyllshire, 
and the second of three brothers, all of whom served in the East India Company's 
Army. 

Entering Addiscombe Military Academy in February 1836, he was appointed an 
Ensign and and joined the 39th Regiment of Native Infantry on his arrival in India 
in September 1839. Advanced to Lieutenant in April 1840, Campbell served with 
his regiment in the Gwalior Campaign in 1843, when he was present at the battle 
of Punniar (Star), and, as Adjutant from October 1845 until his advancement to 
Captain in November 1849. 

Granted extended furlough in 1854, he did not return to India until given 
command of a draft of troops in the transport Sentinel, but he died of cholera on 
21 April 1858, barely a week after having disembarked at Fort William; sold with 
a file of research, including photographic copy of a portrait miniature of the 
recipient wearing his Punniar Star.

Alfred Alone and his sister found themselves at Lucknow during the siege by the 
mutineers. Whilst Miss Alone helped tend the sick and wounded in the hospital, 
her brother helped man the defences, being stationed at Innes Post and is 
recorded as being wounded. It is recorded on the night on 19/20 July 1857: 

'Lieutenant Loughnan was holding Innes 1 post on the north-west angle, with 
twelve men of the 13th Native Infantry (his own regiment), twelve of the 52nd, 
and a number of volunteers. The post jutted out so sharply from the main 
position that Loughnan had been given orders to retire if it became untenable. As 
the enemy came on in great force some of his men began to speak of retreat, but 
Loughnan refused to hear of it and cried: 'Give a shout, my boys! A loud one and 
a strong one! 1 At that the men cheered lustily and the enemy's advance was 
checked. But not for long, for they soon made another rush which took some of 
them right underneath the walls, where they were safe from the musketry of the 
defenders. Once there they could get no further but shouted for scaling ladders. 
The garrison were ready: as the ladders came up they fired at the men that 
brought them, and if they hit only one of the three the other two carried him 
away rather than stay to face the musketry. The men under the walls, tired of 
waiting for the ladders, attempted to scale the works without them, but those that 
reached the top were thrust down again at the point of the bayonet. 


Loughnan was anxious, however, for he had no hand-grenades - which would soon have cleared them out - and it was death to lean 
over the parapet and fire down at them; but two of the volunteers, Mr Erith and Mr Alone, pelted the enemy with bricks and mortar and 
all sorts of filth until they had forced them out into the open, when they were soon dispersed by musketry/ (Ref: Ordeal at Lucknow , 
The Defence of the Residency , by Michael Joyce)

Only 7 x Indian Mutiny medals awarded named to Pipe-Major's in the British Army 

Only one medal named to a Pipe-Major was awarded to each of the 7 x Highland regiments that served in the Indian Mutiny vis, 42, 
71, 72, 78, 79, 92 and 93 Foot - the medal with no-clasp being unique to Pipe-Major McPhail of the 92nd Highlanders 

Duncan McPhail was a native of Oban, Argyllshire, Scotland, having been born there on 2 July 1826, the son of Neil M'Phale [sic] and 
his wife Ann M'Phale, nee M'Martin. He enlisted into the 92d Highlanders at Glasgow on the 20th January 1849, aged 23 years 6 
months, his trade being given as Labourer. He served with the 92nd at Clonmel and Kilkenny in Ireland and then went with them to 
Corfu in the Ionian Islands, where he served for two years. On 1 January 1853 he was appointed Sergeant and Drum Major. It should 
be noted that at this time Pipers were not recognized by the Horse Guards, and in Scottish regiments they were often listed on the 
books as Drummers, to enable them to receive the additional pay annexed to that appointment - Pipers being considered as far superior 
to mere Drummers! Whether he was also trained as a Drummer, or merely held the appointment of Drum Major to enable him to 
receive the additional pay of 1/1 Od per diem, is not known. However, on the eventual recognition of Pipers by the Horse Guards, just 
over a year later, McPhail was appointed the 92nd's first official Pipe Major on 1 April 1854. 

After Corfu, he served at Gibraltar from April 1853 until the Regiment's posting to the Crimea in 1855, where they arrived just too late 
to qualify for the Crimea medal. In June 1856 they returned to Gibraltar and remained there until they were sent to India, where they 
arrived in March 1858, to reinforce the troops there during the suppression of the Mutiny 

Whilst in India, the 92nd provided contingents to go out with the various Field Forces which were employed in mopping up operations 
against the rebels. McPhail accompanied the Mhow Field Force which, under the Command of Major General John Michel, went in 
pursuit of the rebel leader Tantia Topee, who McPhail described as "... a most ubiquitous character. . .". During these operations the 
Force was engaged in actions against the enemy at Rajghur, Mongrowlee, Sindwaho and Kurrai 

In May 1859 he was admitted to hospital and in April the following year he embarked for home. He appears to have been sent, on his 
return, to the 2nd Invalid Depot in September, where he is shown as a Sergeant, but his time there was very short as he was discharged, 
Time Expired on the 26 September 1860 

Military life must have greatly appealed to Duncan McPhail as he re-enlisted in the British Army, at Edinburgh, Scotland, on 4 June 
1862, and served a further 5 years 211 days with 2nd Battalion 25th Foot (In 1881 became 2nd Battalion King's Own Scxottish 
Borderers) until taking his final discharge on 31 December 1867, at which time he held the rank of Sergeant. In total Duncan McPhail 
had served 1 7 years and 91 days in the British Army, of which 13 years and 8 months were spent overseas 

At time of his final discharge in 1867, he was in possession of the Indian Mutiny Medal, and his conduct was described as having been 
'Exemplary'

Major Deane, then of, 12 Thurloe Square, South 
Kensington, London, Middlesex, England, is recorded as having died on 7 April 1904. The below following obituary to Major Deane 
was published after his death (an original clipping from the newspapers accompanies the medal: 

'Major Hugh Pollexfen Deane, late 31st Regiment, who died at his residence, 12 Thurloe-Square, on the 7th ult, entered the Army in 
1854, and served in the Crimea during the period following the fall of Sevastopol. He fought under Gordon in the Chinese War of 
1860, and took part in the capture of the Taku Forts and the march of the Allied Armies on Pekin, receiving the China Medal, 1860. He 
was twice mentioned in despatches. On retiring from the Army he formed the 2nd (Militia) Battalion Devonshire Regiment, in which he 
served some years. He married Juliette, only daughter of the late Edward Daniel], ofTrelisic, Captain 75th (Old Stirlingshire) Regiment.'

The guns were worked till the last gunners were shot down at their posts - They lay" says an eye-witness, "in heaps around the guns'." 
The Yeomanry, fighting no less gallantly, were nearly exterminated. Damant was hit in four places; the staff were all killed or 
wounded. ...' 

An officer, Lieutenant Maturin, although wounded managed to gallop with the limbers, to save them from falling into Boer hands and 
to fetch help. After an hour's fighting, the Boers managed to take possession of the position; they smashed the guns - being unable to 
remove them and then proceeded to pillage the dead and wounded. British casualties were 33 killed and 45 wounded out of a total of 
90. For his great bravery in this action, Shoeing-Smith Alfred Ernest Ind, R.H.A., was awarded the Victoria Cross.

Henry John William Farrell was born on 25 December 1867. As a Subaltern in 
the Royal Garrison Artillery, he served in India, September 1887-January 1898. 
Promoted to Captain in October 1897, he served as 2 i/c of the 8th Company 
Western Division R.G.A. in Mauritius, 1898-99. Posted to South Africa in 
September 1899, he served as 2 i/c of the 75th Battery R.F.A., serving with 
distinction at Belmont, Modder River, Paardeberg and Johannesburg. He was 
wounded at Belmont and again at Modder River, being mentioned in despatches 
for the latter action (Methuen's despatch (London Gazette 26 January 1900)) - 

'Captain Farrell, wounded a second time, continued to do his duty, having first 
placed a wounded man on one of the gun carriages. Wounded gunners and 
drivers continued at their duty.' Farrell was wounded in the foot on this last 
occasion. 

In action at Buffelspoort, 3 December 1900, the Official History of the Boer War 
records - 

'The guns - finely commanded by Captain H. J. Farrell RA, an intrepid officer, 
who when many of his men were down, armed the rest with rifles taken from the 
slain, and laid the field-pieces himself - were run trail to trail, and with depressed 
muzzles shattered the front of the Boer charge at only forty yards distance with 
case shot and shrapnel fused to zero.' 

For his services he was awarded the Brevet of Major in November 1900, being 
appointed to that rank in May 1902. Farrell then served in India, November 
1901-May 1910, as Officer Commanding the 75th Battery. In November 1902 he 
changed his name to 'Farrel 1-Pal Iiser'.

‘The heroes of Delhi are so many that it is difficult to choose among them. Place must be found, however, for brief mention of 
Colour-Sergeant Stephen Garvin of the 60th Rifles ... in June 1857 the British army on the Ridge was greatly harassed by rebel 
sharpshooters who took up their position in a building known as the “Sammy House ” It was essential that this hornet's nest 
should be destroyed, and volunteers were called for. For this service Colour-Sergeant Garvin promptly stepped forward and, 
with a small party of daring spirits, set out on what looked to most a forlorn hope. 

What the rebels thought of this impudent attempt to oust them from their stronghold we cannot tell, for but one or two of them 
escaped to the city with their lives. Such an onslaught as they received at the “Sammy House,” when Garvin and his valiant 
dozen rushed the place, quite surpassing anything in their experience. The Colour-Sergeant is described as hewing and hacking 
like a paladin of romance, and for his bravery and the example he set to his followers, he well deserved the Cross that later 
adorned his breast.’ 

The Book of the V.C ., by A. L. Hay don, refers. 

The unique Indian Mutiny V.C., D.C.M. group of six awarded to Sergeant-Major Stephen Garvin, l/60th Rifles, and 
afterwards a Yeoman of the Guard, who was twice decorated for his gallantry in the Delhi operations, not least for his 
part in leading a storming against the enemy’s stronghold at the “Sammy House” in June 1857: wounded a little over two 
months later, probably in the action for which he was awarded his D.C.M., he duly entered the record books as the most 
decorated non-commissioned soldier to emerge from the conflict

V.C. London Gazette 20 January 1860: 

'For daring and gallant conduct before Delhi on 23 June 1857, in volunteering to lead a small party of men, under a heavy fire, to the 
'Sammy House' for the purpose of dislodging a number of the enemy in position there, who kept up a destructive fire on the advanced 
battery of heavy guns, in which, after a sharp contest, he succeeded. Also recommended for gallant conduct throughout the operations 
before Delhi.' 

Stephen Garvin was born in Cashel, Co. Tipperary in 1826, and originally enlisted in the 74th Regiment in July 1842. Two years later, 
however, he transferred to the 60th Rifles, in which capacity he was embarked for India with the 1st Battalion. 

Advanced to Corporal in October 1845 and to Sergeant in December 1847, he saw action in the Punjab campaign 1848-49, when he 
was present at the siege and capture of Mooltan, and in the battle of Goojerat (Medal & 2 clasps). He was also present in operations on 
the North-West Frontier in December 1849, when the 60th, under Lieutenant-Colonel J. Bradshaw, C.B., participated in two attacks, 
namely uphill assaults against the villages of Sanghoo and Pali (Medal & clasp).

Mutiny 

Still serving in India in the 1 st Battalion in May 1 857, as a Colour-Sergeant, Garvin witnessed the outbreak of the mutiny at Meerut on 
the 10th, where, according to Wolmer Whyte's History of the Regiments of the British Army , 'the Riflemen picked up some of the 
bodies of the murdered victims, then returned, and having formed a ring of picquets round English women and children who had taken 
refuge in the lines, they bivouacked on the Mall'. Whyte continues: 
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'When, next morning, the Riflemen made a reconnaissance they came across the bodies of two Riflemen of 'A' Company, mutilated 
almost beyond recognition. They also found the body of Mrs. Chalmers, who had only lately arrived from England. Both officers and 
men knew and loved her for her devotion to the women and children of the regiment, and when her dismembered remains were seen 
in a ditch by the roadside, the Riflemen raised their weapons in the air and swore that her death would be avenged ... so well did the 
Riflemen keep their oath that in a few weeks they were known by the natives as "the Regiment from Hell." The scenes of massacre and 
outrage which were now so commonly met with strengthened the determination of all ranks to overcome the enemy, who, it was 
discovered, were retreating from Meerut and marching on Delhi, 40 miles away.' 

Delhi - pay back - V.C. and D.C.M. 

Of subsequent events at Delhi, Focus on Courage, by Lieutenant-General Sir Christopher Wallace and Major Ron Cassidy, takes up the 
story: 

'On 23 June 1857 it was anticipated that the rebels would mount a major attack to seize Delhi Ridge and avenge the decisive British 
victory at the Battle of Plassey exactly 100 years previously. When the attack was launched at 5.a.m., the defenders were prepared and 
for the next 12 hours the battle raged until eventually the rebels withdrew at sunset behind the city walls of Delhi. Quoting from the 
Regimental History: 

During the course of the day Captain Fagan - a hero among heroes - commanding the right [artillery] battery in front of Hindoo Rao's 
house, asked Lieutenant Hare to drive the enemy from a temple - the Swansi (or idol), but corrupted by the British soldier into the 
'Sammy House 1 [at the south-eastern extremity of Delhi ridge closest to the city] - which the mutineers had occupied as a post of 
vantage, and whence a well-directed fire upon our embrasures was being maintained. This fire could not be returned; for, although the 
distance was only about 250 yards, the temple stood on ground so much below Fagan that he could not sufficiently depress his guns. 
The men of Hare's company were by this time lying on the ground utterly exhausted: the task appeared desperate; but at Hare's call for 
volunteers the whole Company at once rose and rushed down upon the Sammy House, which was soon in its possession. Sergeant 
Stephen Garvin set an example of distinguished valour, for which, in due course, he received the Victoria Cross. The Sammy House 
thus taken was never again occupied by the enemy/ 

He was awarded the V.C., which distinction was announced in The London Gazette on 20 January 1860, alongside that of Rifleman 
Samuel Turner. The same edition of the gazette also included the names of five other members of the 1 /60th who received V.Cs based 
on the ballot arrangements listed under Clause 13 of the Royal Warrant dated 29 January 1856. 

Meanwhile, on 3 September 1857, Garvin had sustained a gunshot contusion in the left side of his groin, most probably in the action 
which led to the award of his D.C.M. - an excessively rare distinction owing to the fact that no more than a dozen or so men were 
similarly decorated for the Indian Mutiny. 

Returning home with the 1 /60th in early 1860, Garvin received his V.C. from Queen Victoria at an investiture held in Windsor Home 
Park on 9 November. 

Having then added the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades in May 1861, he transferred to the 64th (2nd Staffordshire) Regiment at the 
end of the same year, and was discharged as a Sergeant-Major in April 1865. Five years later, after further service in the Militia, he was 
appointed a Yeoman of the Guard. 

Stephen Garvin, the only recipient of both the V.C. and D.C.M. for the Indian Mutiny, died at Chesterton, Cambridgeshire on 23 
November 1874, aged 48 years. 
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Sold by Order of a Direct Descendant 


'He fought very well, and we were soon circling round one another right-handed. Our turning circle was very small. We 
were so close that I had the rare opportunity of actually seeing my adversary face to face. I could see his head in black 
flying cap and goggles. I could even see him looking at me through his goggles. With my usual un-orthodox trick I 
managed to get inside him and underneath and got my guns to bear. A long burst and he flicked right out of the turn to 
the left. I could see I had hit him hard - it’s strange how in your first few fights you aim so carefully and seem to hit 
nothing and then suddenly you get the knack and can't miss. He went away down in a steep fast side-slip to the left and 
then into a very fast spin and one wing came off. Down he went , spinning faster and faster and slap into Lake Doiran 
between the lines with a tremendous splash which seemed to go up thousands of feet. I hope he was dead from the 
beginning - he fought well and deserved it. For some reason the observation posts in our front lines reported that it was I 
who had gone in - and my flight were quite shaken when I landed back there a little later. Good excuse for a party!' 

Gerald Gibbs recalls a memorable combat in his autobiography, Survivor's story. 


The outstanding K.B.E., C.I.E., Great War fighter ace's M.C. and 2 Bars group of fifteen awarded to Air Marshal Sir 
Gerald Gibbs, Royal Air Force, late Royal Flying Corps, whose low-level, close range tactics were rewarded by at least 
10 "kills" over Macedonia - and three M.Cs inside six months: but he is probably best remembered for his role as right 
hand man to Sir Keith Park in No. 11 Group at the time of the Battle of Britain - when he himself assumed command 
during Park's absence for two weeks in August 1940, and officiated at one of Churchill's visits to Uxbridge in the same 
period; so, too, for his command of the Indian Air Force in the early 1950s, when he gamely flew a Vampire jet - a far 
cry from his days as a fighter ace in S.E. 5As

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. On one occasion he pursued an enemy aeroplane to a very low altitude over the 
enemy lines and succeeded in driving his opponent to the ground. On a later occasion he and another pilot fought a hostile machine to 
within 200 feet of the ground over hostile territory, where it fell, completely wrecked. He has displayed consistent gallantry and 
determination in action.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 22 June 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. On one occasion he bombed an enemy aerodrome from a height of 100 feet and, 
descending to 20 feet, fired 200 rounds into the hangars. Later, on the same day, he engaged two enemy scouts and one two-seater 
machine, all three of which he drove down, the latter going down out of control from a height of 2,000 feet. On another occasion he 
pursued seven hostile scouts single-handed, one of which he succeeded in shooting down. He is a pilot of exceptional resource.' 

Second Bar to M.C. London Gazette 16 September 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. While on patrol he engaged and pursued a hostile two-seater. After repeatedly diving 
on the enemy machine, the hostile observer waved a white flag and was allowed to land. He landed beside it and took both occupants 
prisoner and the machine intact. Later, he encountered two enemy scouts and a two-seater. The scouts fled, and after a prolonged fight, 
he shot down and crashed the two-seater, both occupants being killed. He has given repeated examples of skill, determination and 
pluck, and has accounted for ten enemy machines.'

Gerald Ernest "Gobbo" Gibbs was born in South Norwood, Surrey, in September 1896, the son of Cecil Gibbs and Fanny Wilhelmina 
Gibbs, and was educated at Kingston Grammar School. 

Enlisting underage in the ranks of the 5th Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, on the outbreak of hostilities, he underwent basic training at 
Maidstone and Canterbury - 'a motley crew in bowler hats and straw hats and caps.' And even when the his battalion was embarked 
for Suez in October 1914, it still lacked proper uniforms, being attired in 'dark blue serge uniform of a militia nature.' From Suez the 
5/East Surreys were embarked for India, where, after a further six months training, Gibbs observed 'we were beginning to look like, and 
in fact were, a real force ... [and] ... in the summer of 1915, the Battalion was sent up to the North-West Frontier to play its part in 
keeping order in the tribal areas.' 

Returning to England to attend an officer's cadet unit, he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Battalion, Wiltshire 
Regiment, in November 1915, and quickly departed for Salonika. 

In the summer of 1916, however - after being 'got at by a talent scout' - he transferred to the Royal Flying Corps, and was trained as a 
pilot at Aboukir, Egypt. Going solo after one hour, he was himself appointed an instructor, but in early 1917, he gained his first 
operational posting, to No. 17 Squadron in Macedonia. 
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Macedonia - early days 

Equipped with B.E. 2Cs, No. 1 7 was having a difficult time. Gibbs takes up the story: 

'We were, however, very much bothered by a good and aggressive German pilot called Von Eschwege, who took a steady toll of us. 
He flew an Albatross D.V. and his flying, his tactics and his shooting were all very good ... When he didn't want to fight he beat it and 
when he was in a good position and wanted to fight it was pretty tough. He also used to shoot down our captive observation balloons - 
and that gave us an idea. We put one up with 500 lb. of ammonal in the basket. After a day or so he duly came and had a dive, and we 
touched off the explosive as he was pulling out and ripped off his wings. A most welcome relief, but we always felt we had done a very 
dirty trick. He was a good-looking fair little chap, with neat small hands/ 

Von Eschwege removed from the scene, Gibbs and his junior pilots found themselves under the spell of a gallant Flight Commander: 

1 suppose most young men have a hero and we were not exceptions. Our hero in No. 17 Squadron was Murlis-Green, a Flight 
Commander who was some years older than we were and who had done some successful fighting on the B.E. 2s. What makes a hero 
for young men I don't know. Murlis-Green had guts, of course, and was a good pilot and a successful fighter - those were necessary 
components for hero-worship, but he had a lot more than that, and on consideration I think that the further essential characteristics 
which he had were a tough appearance, an amusing tongue, and a strong personality. In fact he was a born leader. 

We would sometimes be asked to do 'bait' for Murlis-Green, and we were most delighted to do it. We would sit about in a B.E. 2c at 
about 8,000 feet a few miles over the other side of the lines, and he would sit in the sun a couple of thousand feet above us. Very often 
indeed an enemy fighter would come along to try and take the bait - and as soon as we saw him we would beetle off as fast as we 
could for the lines. Murlis-Green never let us down; he didn't always get the Hun, but the Hun never got us. He used to call us his 
'Tigers' and we would swell with pride - frightened little rabbits that we were/ 

Such hair-raising 'bait' activities aside, Gibbs himself fought several combats, a notable encounter taking place over Toplojani on 26 
June 191 7, when his Observer emptied half a drum of Lewis rounds into an enemy aircraft that fell away 'throwing out large clouds of 
white smoke'. And in another combat on 15 October, Gibbs closed to between 100 and 200 yards behind the tail of an Aviatik two- 
seater and fired 150 rounds - 'many tracers appeared to hit and the [enemy] Observer only fired a few rounds.' 

First blood - emerging fighter ace - M.C. 

But it was not until No. 1 7 took delivery of the superior S.E. 5a in January 1918 that Gibbs achieved his first confirmed victory, a DFW. 
C over south Angista on the 28th, shared with Lieutenant A. G. Goulding. And a Rumpler C became his second victim on the last day 
of the month, this victory shared with Captain F. G. Saunders, and probably the occasion 'the enemy aircraft was driven to within 200 
feet of the ground, where it fell, completely wrecked.' 

A few days later, on 5 February, he and Saunders shared in another victory in a combat over Vernak Farm, an Albatross Dill and, ten 
days later, Gibbs shot down a DFW C. out of control north-east of Dovista. 

He was awarded the M.C. 

Ace status - captured enemy machine - second and third M.Cs 

His next victory, as cited above, was achieved on 13 March, in a spectacular combat with another Albatross Dill which ended with the 
enemy pilot crashing into Lake Doiran - most likely Leutnant Otto Splitgerber, C.O. of Jasta 38. 

Remarkably, a week later, on the 20th, Gibbs obtained the 'surrender' of DFW. CV after a close range combat near Cepista. Once 
more, he takes up the story in his autobiography: 

'I was at about 14,000 feet patrolling hopefully in an S.E. 5 over my airfield at Marian when suddenly I saw my precious ground strips 
indicating the height and position of an enemy aircraft. I soon caught sight of him, a two-seater at about 7,000 feet, and climbed up 
hidden under his tail. He was on a long reconnaissance so I had plenty of time, but I hadn't much margin of performance and I'd never 
have caught him if I hadn't already been up on patrol. At about 20 miles behind the lines he suddenly spotted me and turned for home 
- but too late. With me was my 'half-section' A. G. Goulding, a Canadian. We always hunted in pairs and usually stuck to the same 
pair. Being the leader I was well ahead and so was lucky enough to do the attack. Keeping out of range I climbed above and ahead of 
the two-seater, and then made a head-on or rather a bow attack - too high and too much on one side for the enemy pilot's fixed front 
gun to bear and yet presenting a very difficult shot for the observer with his rear mounting. 

The very first attack crippled his engine and he started to lose height - but in the direction of his own lines, so I followed just out of 
range. I didn't think he'd make the lines and I had the opportunity to calm down and spare the lives of the occupants. I also had time 
for once to change my Lewis gun double drum carefully. I had one Vickers firing through the propeller with a Constantinesco 
interrupter gear and the Lewis on a Foster mounting which fired ahead just above the airscrew disc. The Lewis could be pulled back to 
fire upwards or to change drums and on some previous occasions I'd nearly laid myself out changing drums hurriedly in the dive. If the 
new heavy drum wasn't properly clipped home it would come off in the slip-stream and hit one a most almighty clout on the head. It 
sometimes took thousands of feet to recover properly. 

This time, however, there was no hurry and I changed the drum properly and watched the enemy two-seater carefully. He fired no 
more but I was prepared to shoot him down if he looked like getting near the lines. I came quite close in formation watching the 
observer in case he aimed his gun in my direction, and was amazed to see that he was fluttering a white handkerchief; I realized in the 
same moment that he would have to land far short of his own lines. This he did, in a pretty good field, as I circled round - but his 
propeller continued to tick over. Afraid of a trick I waved the two occupants out and away from the aircraft and they obeyed. I then 
landed alongside, jumped out with my revolver and ran over to them in case they thought of destroying maps or taking off again. I 
suppose they'd already had a pretty good shock - being intercepted and forced to land on our side - and my murderous appearance 
running over revolver in hand was the last straw. The observer threw up - but the tough little egg of a pilot just looked surly. They had 
in fact no intention of taking off again; the coolant had all run out through the bullet holes in the water-jacket of the engine, and the 
engine was ticking over by pre-ignition although switched off. You can imagine how excited we were to get a German aircraft down 
intact and two live prisoners - people from another world, but people with whom we as fellow-flyers had a lot in common. We gave 
them lunch in our Mess, and then handed them over rather sadly to their escort who came to take them to prison camp. I had a very 
nice letter from the officer observer soon afterwards, and we dropped a letter over the enemy lines in a streamer packet to say they 
were safe. They usually did this for us, too.' 

And so the fighting continued: 

'I must say that all this time on operations I was far more stupidly over-confident than courageous. Now and again some enemy aircraft 
would get a squirt at me, and then - as both sides used a lot of tracer - it was like being in front of the nose of a watering-can in full 
pour. But I was perfectly satisfied that I couldn't be hit - I was sorry for my friends who would probably be bumped off, but I was 
fireproof. You've got to be twenty-one. So life - and death - went on steadily month after month in my little detached flight at Marian- 
patrols, interceptions, escorts and fights, victories, casualties, troubles, up and downs - but a steady bag of enemy aircraft destroyed and 
the air was certainly ours. I was shot down twice, but each time by small arms fire from the ground and I was able to get to our side, 
crashing gently.' 

But the strain of protracted active service began to take its toll: 

'In one week in the early spring of 1918 every pilot in my Flight except myself and one other was killed or captured, so I was sent away 
for a week to Athens for a rest while we got some new pilots. I needed a rest. I had been on operations for a year without a break and 
was beginning to be woken many times each night by a recurrent bad dream - always the same one. When I came back I found 
everybody nicely dug in, getting on well, and not particularly wanting me - I was a new face to them. 
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However, I made it my business to show that I was the leader again, and good fortune came in for me on the 13 of March, April and 
May. I shot down a German aircraft on each of those 13ths - no bad luck for me, plenty for them. Among the new boys whom I found 
on my return from Athens was Leslie Hamilton - later to be lost with Minchin and Princess Loewenstein trying to fly the Atlantic in 
1927. We became close friends. Very often we would fight as a pair and had some good successes.' 

By June 1918, the same month in which he was gazetted for his second M.C., and by which time No. 17 had been reformed as No. 
150 Squadron in the newly established Royal Air Force, Gibbs was suffering from malaria and dysentery - 'beginning to feel slightly less 
fireproof,' he was admitted to a Casualty Clearing Station 'in a pretty far gone and filthy condition.'He was invalided home where, in 
September, he was gazetted for his third M.C., in addition to being decorated with the French Croix de Guerre and Chevalier's grade of 
the Legion of Honour ( London Gazette 21 September 1918, refers). But he saw no further action, arriving in France as a Flight 
Commander in No. 29 Squadron just after the Armistice. 

Between the Wars - Kurdistan M.I.D. - A.D.C. to "Boom" Trenchard and Staff Officer to Portal and "Bomber" Harris 

Granted a regular commission in the Royal Air Force after the Great War, Gibbs found himself back on active service during the 
Kurdistan troubles of 1923, and, under trying conditions, assisted in flying out the District Commissioner and his wife, and a number of 
Assyrian Levies from Suliemanjeh, while 2,000 armed Kurds looked on, edging closer and closer as the passengers were embarked - 'At 
a signal the Assyrian levies - a wonderful fighting force - ran into the remaining aircraft with their weapons and my C.O. waved me 
away. Keeping the tail off the ground with a lot of slipstream and forward stick I was off, and he followed. The evacuation was 
successful and no hostages were left behind.' 

However, as Gibbs also recalled, this seemed to have been 'an unlucky period, for I soon had another mishap': 

'I was landing alongside a column which was out in hostile territory in another part of Kurdistan, a valley not far from Rowanduz, to 
take in some supplies and fly out a man with a suspected appendix. As I slowed up on the little cleared patch, my wheels sank in a soft 
place and the Bristol turned over. Laid out by a packing case from my back seat hitting me in the back of the head, I was quite 
satisfactorily revived by a little Scotch from my Army hosts. I took the separate cylinders off my Rolls engine (we were short of them), 
also the magnetos, strung the cylinders round the neck of one of our camels like a necklace and burnt the wreck. I was now with the 
column for a week or two - whether I liked it or not. It was, in fact, a couple of weeks which I enjoyed immensely. The country and the 
weather were wonderful, and as soon as my suede shoes began to wear out I was given a horse. There was very little fighting, a bit of 
sniping and occasionally a few Kurds on ponies would show themselves half a mile or so to a flank and fire two or three rounds before 
they disappeared. Rotten horseman though I am, I have one over most of my horsey friends. I have been in action on horseback! Only 
a small sortie to a flank against some of these chaps and a few shots without falling off - but there it is. I got on very well with my Army 
hosts and did an air liaison job for them, so that next time a flying column went out I was detailed to go as their regular liaison officer 
and had a wonderful three weeks in Kurdistan.' 

He was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 10 June 1924, refers). 

Moreover, as observed in his Times obituary: 

'Few service careers could have been given such a vigorous kick-start. Lord Trenchard, the "father" of the R.A.F., chose him as his A.D. 
C. in the late 1920s. Several years later he was on the Planning Staff at the Air Ministry, serving successively Group Captains Charles 
Portal and Arthur Harris, who were later to rise to the top in the Second World War.' 

Advanced to Squadron Leader in 1930, and to Wing Commander in 1936, Gibbs also commanded No. 47 Squadron in the Sudan and 
Kenya in the period leading up to the renewal of hostilities. 

The Battle of Britain - Deputy to Sir Keith ParkNo. 7 7 Group 

In May 1940, in the rank of Group Captain, he was ordered to take up appointment as deputy to Sir Keith Park at No. 11 Group at 
Uxbridge, in which role he would remain actively employed throughout the Battle of Britain - and indeed on one occasion act as A.O. 
C. of the Group: 

'Mr. Churchill's visits were always memorable, not only for the solid wise support he gave us but also for their lighter side. I was acting 
Air Officer Commanding of No. 11 Group at that period and, after we had been watching the controller in the Operations Room 
dealing with a big attack one day, and had come up above ground again, and were all ready for a pat on the back, Mr. Churchill said 
to me, "I was much moved when in your Operations Room I saw the panorama of Nazi might flung against the forces of civilization - 
and those forces controlled by one young man, and he a young man of no particular intellect!" Always the master of words as well as 
affairs, I also remember his putting me right some years later when I was in Transport Command and we were talking about the victory 
of the Battle of Britain. I said "Everything afterwards in the war flowed from that," and he replied, "No, everything turned on it." ' 

Gibbs continues: 

'The visits by the King and Queen, and the Prime Minister, Mr. Churchill, during the crises of the Battle of Britain were, of course, a 
great tonic for us in No. 11 Group, but we didn't hear as much from the Air Ministry itself as might have been expected. In Fighter 
Command, and particularly in No. 11 Group, we had a feeling that our masters in the Air Ministry did not at the time fully appreciate 
the vital character of the struggle which was taking place. The orthodox minds of the Air Staff there seemed to us to be obsessed, or 
perhaps it is fairer to say preoccupied, with the doctrines of the air offensive - they did not appear to show adequate interest in the great 
defensive battle which was raging (ex-fighter squadron types were fairly rare then at the top). It is, of course, true that the defensive will 
not of itself win a war (particularly in the air) - the 'strategic' bomber offensive is the true role of an air force. But this was a time when 
it was essential to put almost everything into the defensive, or Britain would go down and there would never be an offensive. Whether 
our feeling of a lack of appreciation was justified or whether it was just undue sensitiveness under a heavy strain it is hard to say.' 

Invariably, as Park's deputy, Gibbs found himself in the thick of the "Big Wing" controversy, about which he concluded:'A great many 
people have heard of the bitter Park-Leigh-Mallory controversy in respect of the major tactical handling of our fighter units during the 
Battle of Britain. I was in a good position to know the ins and outs of the matter, for I was second-in-command to Park from May 1940 
to December 1940, and then carried on in the same capacity to Leigh-Mallory when he took over from Park until February 1942. 

During the former of these two periods, which covered the Battle of Britain, Leigh-Mallory (who was killed in 1944 when flying out to 
take command in the Far East) was A.O.C. of No. 12 Group of Fighter Command, the 'next-door 1 Group whose airfields were located 
north of London and in East Anglia, i.e. to the rear of No. 11 Group's location. He was outspokenly critical of Park's handling of No. 11 
Group's fighters, in that he considered that Park should not engage the numerically superior enemy with our single squadrons as they 
came up, but should assemble and attack with whole wings of two or three squadrons. Leigh-Mallory worked to get Fighter Command 
direction in support of his views. He was a good advocate and was largely successful in this, for though Park was an active fighter pilot, 
a strong personality and an inspiring leader, he was not at his best at the conference table in this paper battle. 

I want to explode the whole silly unfortunate controversy - there was a definite clash of personalities, but there was no real difference 
in tactical policy, merely a difference in the location of the two Groups. Leigh-Mallory lay further back and he had time to get whole 
wings up and assembled and into action before the enemy bomber and fighter formations could get away home - particularly if the 
enemy had already been delayed by the attacks of one or two squadrons of No. 11 Group. Moreover, being further back, the situation 
would be clear by the time he got his wings off the ground and threw them in. He knew by then that he was not committing all his 
force against an enemy feint. Park on the other hand had to get his aircraft into action as quickly as possible to attack the enemy 
bombers on the way in and to prevent un-opposed deliberate precision bombing - and a squadron gets up and into action more quickly 
than a wing of squadrons. Again, he dared not throw up and commit whole wings till the situation was clear. When he could, he did 
use wings - in fact as time went on and we got more and more on top of the Germans it became practicable to make far more frequent 
use of wings and he did so'. 
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Subsequent wartime appointments - the Far East - S.A.S.O. 3rd Tactical Air Force and C.A.S.O. to Mountbatten 

As stated by Gibbs, he remained as deputy at No. 11 Group until February 1942, latterly under Leigh-Mallory. He was mentioned in 
despatches ( London Gazette 1 January 1942, refers). 

Next appointed Director of Overseas Operations at the Air Ministry, he was afterwards posted to the Far East as Senior Air Staff Officer 
to 3rd Tactical Air Force, where he directed the air operations which enabled Slim's 14th Army to turn defeat into victory in Burma. 
And in 1945, he was appointed Chief Air Staff Officer at Mountbatten's H.Q., which latter appointment led to his attendance of the 
Japanese surrender in Singapore. Gibbs takes up the story: 

'As soon as the Japanese gave up, Mountbatten went into Singapore to take the formal surrender at an impressive ceremony which I 
was privileged to attend. On arriving at the ceremony the Japanese chiefs were required to walk-unarmed, of course, the last few 
hundred yards down a main road lined thinly with our police and troops, and with the local population massed thickly behind the line. 
Their hearts full of the horrors and the insults of the Japanese occupation, their tempers rose and a deep growl of anger came from the 
crowd who threw themselves against the thin restraining line of police and troops. Any moment I expected them to break through and 
tear the Japanese generals to pieces. But the line held and the Japs marched impassively on. I give them full marks for their brave 
bearing. The Japanese are punctilious observers of formality, whether the occasion be a reception, an execution, or a surrender such as 
this, and although they were on the wrong end of this ceremony, I think they enjoyed it in a way - because it was very well done. At 
this surrender were also Keith Park and Harcourt-Smith. The three of us had been together in the Headquarters of No. 11 Group in the 
critical days of the Battle of Britain in 1940, and here we were together again at the kill. This was indeed a striking coincidence which 
we felt worthy of record-and it was duly photographed.' 

Gibbs, who was advanced to Air Vice-Marshal, was awarded the C.B.E. ( London Gazette 1 January 1945, refers), and the C.I.E. 



C.-in-C. Indian Air Force 

Having in the interim served as C.O. of Transport Command, and acted as Chairman of the U.K. Members of the Military Staff 
Committee, United Nations, Gibbs embarked upon the his final appointment, namely that of Commander-in-Chief of the Indian Air 
Force, 1951-53, a period in which he oversaw the successful completion of the induction of the Vampire - and, in typical fashion, 
brought his flying skills full circle from S.E. 5As to the jet age. The final word is his: 

'My two and a half years with the Indian Air Force passed quickly and happily, and too soon it seemed that we were on our way home 
again from Bombay. It had been a memorable and absorbing task. Many of the problems confronting the I.A.F. were similar to those 
which had faced the R.A.F. during a comparable stage in its development, and I hope that I was able to give sound guidance during 
those vital formative years of the new Service. I was proud that India asked our Government for a British officer to do the task. The 
Indians, for their part, were loyal and helpful to me as their Commander-in-Chief and did all they could to show their appreciation of 
the Royal Air Force and of my efforts when my time came to an end. I handed over to the first Indian C.-in-C., Air Marshal Subroto 
Mukerjee, an officer of able brain, a good friend and an attractive personality. 

As we left Bombay I received a telegram from the President, Dr. Rajendra Prasad, saying that he had appointed me as an Honorary Air 
Marshal of the Indian Air Force - a very friendly gesture to an Air Marshal of the Royal Air Force.' 

Gibbs, who was appointed K.B.E. in 1954, retired to Kingston-upon-Thames, and died in October 1992, aged 96 years. 

At the Battle of Britain 50th Anniversary Service at Westminster Abbey in 1990, Air Marshal Sir Gerald Gibbs, K.B.E., C.I.E., M.C., who 
ranks high on the list of the R.A.F's finest, was given a privileged seat opposite the Queen.

George Arthur Ponsonby was born in 1878, the son of Robert Charles Ponsonby, and was educated at Harrow. A Banker with Child & 
Co. at the time of the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was commissioned into the Grenadier Guards and was posted to France 
with the 4th Battalion in the following year, where he participated in the battle of Loos. But in the heavy fighting of December 1915, 
his active military career was brought to an end by a serious leg wound. The regimental history written by his kinsman, The Rt. Hon. Sir 
Frederick Ponsonby, and Lieutenant-General The Earl of Cavan, takes up the story: 

The same routine continued until December 12, when a most successful raid on the enemy's trenches was carried out. At 8.15 p.m. 
Captain Sir Robert Filmer, accompanied by Sergeant Higgins and three men of No. 3 Company, went out to make a preliminary 
reconnaissance. By crawling right up to the enemy's trenches he succeeded in locating the exact position of the German machine-guns, 
and was able to confirm the report as to the gap in the enemy's wire entanglements. Captain Sir R. Filmer, who had already earned a 
name for bravery, crept quite alone down the entire length of the German trench, and carefully noted all he saw. On his return to our 
line the final orders were issued to the raiding party, consisting of 33 men from No. 3 Company, and the Battalion bombers under 
Lieutenant G. Ponsonby. The night was very dark, and it was difficult to see any landmarks. Sergeant Higgins led the party over the 
parapet at 11 p.m., and was followed by Captain Sir R. Filmer and a covering party. Silently they advanced, but lost direction slightly to 
the left, with the result that they missed the gap and found themselves held up by low wire entanglement. Sir R. Filmer came up to 
ascertain the cause of the delay, and after considering the situation decided to cut the wire and rush the trench. The wire-cutting was 
successfully done, although only a few yards from the German line, and the party, headed by Sergeant Higgins, dashed into the trench. 
At the same time our artillery, in accordance with a previously conceived arrangement, opened a most effective barrage of fire, which 
continued until the party returned. 

Then bombing and bayoneting began in earnest, and the Germans were completely cleared out of the trench. The machine-guns, 
which were found to be too securely fixed to take away, were destroyed by bombs. It was during this trench fighting that the bombing 
officer, Lieutenant G. Ponsonby, was badly wounded in the leg. Private W. Sweetman, finding him unable to move, carried him on his 
back under heavy fire to our lines. The other casualties were one man missing and three wounded. This small number of casualties 
proved how well arranged the raid had been, and how brilliantly it had been carried out. 

General Sir Douglas Haig commanding the First Army specially mentioned this raid in his report, and wrote: "A well-planned and well- 
executed operation, reflecting the highest credit on all concerned, from Colonel Lord H. Seymour commanding the 4th Battalion 
Grenadier Guards downwards. The immediate rewards asked for have been well earned, and I shall have very great pleasure in 
recommending the names put forward." ' 
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Private Sweetman was subsequently awarded the D.C.M. in the London Gazette of 22 January 1916, the citation stating: 

'For conspicuous gallantry at Neuve Chapelle on the night of 11-12 December 1915, when he took a leading part in a successful attack 
on the German trenches. When retirement was ordered he remained within 50 yards of the enemy's trench with Lieutenant Ponsonby, 
who was wounded, and finally succeeded, under a heavy fire, in getting him to within 100 yards of our trenches, when, with 
assistance, the wounded officer was brought in. It was a fine display of cool bravery.' 

For his own part, the unfortunate Ponsonby, who had successfully led his bombers until felled by his serious leg wound, received no 
recognition. The extent of his injuries can be gleaned from his subsequent appointment as Honorary Secretary to Lady Haig's Fund for 
Disabled Officers, and as Administrative Officer of the Artificial Limbs Department at the Ministry of Pensions. Indeed it was Ponsonby 
who took up the fight for fellow servicemen who had lost their limb(s) to be given a new metal artificial device, one far more efficient 
than the usual wooden legs then distributed by the Government. The story of his courageous battle with officialdom was recalled in a 
letter to The Times on his death in 1969: 

'As a Lieutenant in the Grenadier Guards he had acquired an expensive lightweight metal artificial leg and his surgeon had referred him 
for training in its use to the Department of Physical Medicine at St. Thomas's Hospital (then a military hospital). He became so 
proficient in manoeuvring the limb that it became as a real leg to him and he was able to demonstrate to fellow victims, limb-makers, 
and the Ministry representatives the advantages of lightweight metal limbs over wooden ones (as then supplied by the Ministry). Even 
so, the Treasury and the Ministry would not consider supplying them owing to the high cost. Undaunted, Lieutenant Ponsonby and 
others wrote to The Times who kindly gave them publicity. There followed much correspondence in the national press, a strong plea in 
The Times editorial and finally a question in Parliament by Major Brunei Cohen, M.P. At last, on April 21 1921, the Minister said that 
metal limbs would be available and free to all limbless pensioners. So ended the controversy. The pioneering efforts of Lieutenant 
Ponsonby, aided by The Times and public opinion, had succeeded.' 

In 1919, presumably through his family's connections in the Royal Household, Ponsonby was appointed Comptroller and Private 
Secretary to Queen Maud of Norway, in which capacity he served until 1938. Originally awarded the M.V.O. (Fourth Class) in January 
1926, he was elevated to C.V.O. in February 1929 and to K.C.V.O. in June 1939, in which latter year he became an Extra Equerry to 
King George VI. In addition, Ponsonby was also elevated through the ranks of the Order of St. Olaf, ultimately being appointed a Knight 
Grand Cross. And presumably as a result of assisting the Norwegian Royal Family in exile during the 1939-45 War, he was also 
awarded the Cross of Liberty. 

Ponsonby's final appointment in the Royal Household was to Elizabeth II, again as an Extra Equerry, and he eventually retired to 
Chichester in Sussex. Sir George died in November 1969, and both the Queen and the King of Norway were represented at his 
memorial service at the Chapel Royal, St. James's Palace. With copied research.

Surgeon-General Robert Harvey was born in 1842, the son of Alexander Harvey M.D. of Broomhill, Aberdeen, Scotland. He entered 
the Bengal Medical Service in 1865, served with the Bhootan Expedition in 1865 for which he received his first campaign medal and 
clasp. He subsequently served with the Lushai Expedition 1871-72 (despatches). Robert married in 1877, to Ermine Josephine Grimke- 
Drayton, daughter of Theodore Grimke-Drayton of Ashley Grange and Charleston, South Carolina, United States of America. He 
became Surgeon Major 1877 and was promoted to Brigade Surgeon 1888; served as P.M.O. with both Miranzai Expeditions - as 
commemorated by his third clasp to the IGS 1854 for 'Samana 1891', in which campaigns he was twice mentioned-in-despatches, and 
created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order (D.S.O.) which was presented to him in India on 22 July 1892. He became 
Deputy Surgeon-General, 1891; served with the Hazara Field Force, 1891, and with the Isazai Expedition, 1892, as Principal Medical 
Officer (P.M.O.), and again mentioned-in-despatches; formerly Inspector-General of Hospitals, Bengal; appointed P.M.O. to Punjab 
Forces, 1895; became Surgeon-Major-General 1895; was a Fellow of the Calcutta University and of the Obstetrical Society. He was 
created a C.B. in 1898 and in the same year appointed Director-General of the Indian Medical Service. Harvey died in Simla, India, on 
1 December 1901. After his death a subscription for a memorial for the late Surgeon-General Harvey was started in India, subscriptions 
being sent to the Indian Medical Gazette care of Messers. Thacker, Spink and Co., Calcutta, India. 

The Gazette of India for December 7th contained the following notification: 

'His Excellency the Governor-General in Council has received with much regret intelligence of the death at Simla , on the 1st inst., of 
Surgeon-General Robert Harvey, M.D., C.B., D.S.O., F.R.C.P., I.M.S. (Bengal), the Director General of the India Medical Service and 
Sanitary Inspector for the Government of India. Surgeon-General Harvey had only just returned from furlough to resume the duties of of 
the Director-Generalship, a post to which he was first appointed in February 1898, after an honourable service extending over thirty 
years. By his death, towards the close of a long and distinguished career, the Government of India lose a valued public servant and 
trusted adviser/ 

The Civil and Military Gazette , Lahore, of December 8th, gives details of his last illness and death: 

'He returned from eight months leave, necessitated by illness in the spring of the present year, and had been working as few others 
could work for just eight days, when at the end of seven hours unbroken application at his desk (and it may be added as characteristic, 
an eight hours fast) he was seized with the first symptoms of his fatal malady. Next day (26th) he was confined to bed, from which he 
only rose again to be carried to hospital, where, after four days of suffering he expired on Sunday morning, December 1st. The bright 
and memorable aspects of this tragic end to a career marked by extraordinary many-sided talents and success, were the magnificent 
pluck he displayed in facing the issue, of which he was not long in doubt, and the devotion he inspired in his medical attendants, one 
of whom never left his bedside day or night, save for the briefest intervals, to be replaced by another. If it certainly cannot be said of 
him that he was happy on the occasion of his death, it must be recorded that he never flinched for one moment from the ordeal and the 
final summons. After a private service at the Boileaugunj Church on Monday morning, his body was cremated, in accordance with his 
expressed desire, and on the following day the last mortal remains were carried to the cemetery and interred with military honours, the 
coffin and urn being carried to the last resting-place by six members of the service he served, and loved, and adored. 

Surgeon-General Harvey became officiating Professor of Midwifery at the Medical College, Calcutta, in 1880, and was appointed 
Professor in 1882. He held this office till March, 1900, and a friend who had long been associated with him in his work writes as 
follows of this side of his work: "As a lecturer, Surgeon-General Harvey was characterised for imparting a maximum instruction in a 
minimum of words, and a forcible delivery secured to many a practitioner a solid grounding in the special subjects of midwifery and 
diseases of women. In these subjects he commanded a large practice while in Calcutta, and was a universal consultant, and his services 
to the Eden Hospital rank high in his long and successful career. As a physician he was looked upon more as a friend than a doctor, 
and as an administrator he was held in high esteem." The same friend adds: "He emphatically owned nearly all, if not all, his success 
and honours to his many sided ability and his consuming energy. He certainly was never a dull placeman and bureaucrat, but turned to 
the work in hand, whether as soldier-surgeon in his regiment in peace or war, or as the skilful operating surgeon and consultant, or as 
the administrative head of his service, with an ardent interest that only seemed to grow with the lapse of years. With all the engrossing 
business of such a life, he was a scholar as regards general and professional literature, and his amazing memory for men and events, 
even the most trifling, including precedents and regulations, was one of the chief elements of his power as an administrator. He was 
intensely interested in the service, in its past and its future, in which he was a firm believer, and his kindly sympathy and 
encouragement was always at the service of its members.'

Mark Ancrum Kerr, C.B., was born on 2 May 1859, the second son of William Walter Raleigh Kerr, Treasurer of Mauritius, and the 
great-grandson of the 5th Marquis of Lothian. He was commissioned Ensign in the Leicestershire Regiment on 13 August 1879, and 
transferred to the Indian Army in December 1881. He was advanced to Captain in 1890, and to Major, 8th Gurkhas, in 1899, 
becoming Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel and Regimental Commandant in March 1902. Kerr commanded his regiment during the Tibet 
Mission Escort, 1904, and they distinguished themselves in particular during the capture of Niani and the storming of Gyantse, when 
Lieutenant Grant won the Victoria Cross for his gallantry. 

The Tibet campaign was very challenging for a number of reasons, as these operations 'had to be carried out in the face of exceptional 
national and climatic difficulties. The theatre of operations was on the whole singularly barren and sterile...the operations had to be 
carried out at an average altitude of 14,000 feet, while the troops had more than once to fight at altitudes of 17,000 to 18,000 feet... 
The roads also were execrable and their improvement when the soil was frost-bound a work of extreme labour. 1 (Brigadier-General J. R. 
L. Macdonald, C.B., Commanding Tibet Mission Escort, despatch of 9 September 1904 refers). 

Kerr and his men were heavily involved in the third phase of operations in the advance to Gyantse and then to Lhasa, 13th June to 3rd 
August, 'the enemy had by this time collected against us a force of 16,000 men. They had several small cannon, some 30 jingals and 
wall pieces, and 800 breech-loaders, while the balance were armed with matchlocks. They were distributed as follows: 

At Gyantse 8,000; at Niani, holding the Kangma-Gyantse road 800; at Niru, 15 miles east of Kangma and guarding the Kangma-Ralung 
road, 800; at Gubshi, 18 miles east of Gyantse and guarding the Lhasa road, 1,200; at Tsechen, guarding the Gyantse-Shigatse road, 
1,200, with a support of 2,500 men at Dongtse. All these bodies held strongly fortified positions, and a further force of 1,500 was at or 
en route to Kharola, which was also fortified. 

On the 23rd June I detailed 500 infantry with 2 guns and 50 mounted troops to attack Niru. The enemy, however, hastily withdrew and 
retired.... The same day I occupied the outlet of the Zamdang Gorge with 250 men who entrenched themselves. 

On the 24th the first-named detachment rejoined, and on the 25th June the march on Gyantse was resumed and the enemy located in a 
strong position at Niani where they had been reinforced from Gyantse. On the 26th June the enemy were driven from Niani after a 
sharp action... and Gyantse was reached the same day. 1 (Ibid) 

Kerr was present for the action at Niani, a fortified monastery just beyond the Red Idol Gorge. The monastery was captured after an 
intense four-hour fight. The tents of the relief force where pitched on the evening of the 26th June on the plane before Gyantse Fort. 
The main assault on Gyantse was launched in the small hours of the 6th July, 'three columns of infantry feeling their way in the 
darkness through the fringe of gardens and mean suburbs round the base of the great rock on which the Fort stood.' (Bayonets to Lhasa , 
P. Fleming refers) 

Having reached an impasse by the early afternoon, 'Colonel Campbell of the 40th Pathans, in command of the storming parties, put up 
with some urgency a plan for an assault on the eastern corner of the Fort, below which it appeared that the rock, slightly less 
precipitous than elsewhere, might prove scaleable... Soon after 1500 hours the ten-pounders went into action against the thick walls of 
the Fort where they overlooked this daunting approach-route.... round after round shreiked through the sunlight to burst with admired 
precision on the target, and soon, through the cloud of dust made by their impact, the fascinated onlookers could see a black and 
steadily widening hole appear in the great stone bastion above them. 

Presently a dull explosion was heard from inside the Fort as a powder-magazine went up. The Tibetan fire, which had been furious, 
immediately slackened off, and two companies - one from the 8th Gurkhas, the other from the Royal Fusiliers - debouched from Pal la, 
charged across open ground to the base of the rock and began to climb. 

The Gurkhas, much apter for this sort of work than the Fusiliers, led the way. As they clambered painfully upwards the guns still 
pounded at their objective, dislodging masses of masonry which crashed and slithered down the semi-precipice, taking some of the 
climbers with them. More rocks were hurled by the defenders. Muskets enfiladed them from out-jutting turrets. 
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But the Gurkhas went on, and at last their commander, Lieutenant Grant, his havildar and a handful of men reached a point 
immediately below the breach. Further progress could be made only by one man at a time, crawling on hands and knees. From the 
plain bugles sounded the cease-fire; the guns fell silent, and Grant went up. In the mouth of the breach he was hit by a bullet. So was 
the havildar, close behind him. Both men glissaded down the rock for a distance of thirty feet. They picked themselves up and went at 
it again. The watchers below saw them disappear into the reeking cavern, followed by the riflemen at their heels. Almost immediately 
there were signs that Tibetan resistance was at an end. Bent figures were seen dodging away along the battlements; the jingals ceased 
to boom; here and there ropes were dangled from embrasures and men slid down them, seeking shelter in the warren on buildings to 
the north of the rock, as yet untouched by war. There was no more fighting. 1 (Ibid) 

Six companies of Kerr's regiment proceeded to Lhasa and the Forbidden City was taken. Kerr was awarded the C.B. for the campaign, 
Mentioned in Macdonald's Despatches (London Gazette 13 April 1904) and advanced Lieutenant-Colonel on 1 June 1904, becoming 
Colonel on 6 June 1907. Colonel Kerr died unmarried on 19 November 1941.

George Maxted Kenneth Brewer was born in Dover in March 1930, the son of Captain George Maxted Brewer, R.N., and was educated 
at Pangbourne College, before entering the Royal Navy as a Cadet in 1949. 

His first command was the destroyer H.M.S. Carysfort , in which capacity he witnessed active service off the Malay Peninsula in 1964 
-65 (Medal & clasp), followed by an appointment in another destroyer, the Grenville , also out in the Far East, in addition to 
Mediterranean, in 1967-69. Having then served in the cruiser Juno, and as Captain of the Fourth Frigate Squadron on the Home and 
Mediterranean Stations in 1973-74, Brewer served as Director of Naval Warfare in 1976-78 and as Flag Captain to the Flag Officer

Henry Blythe Westrap Russell was born in Toronto, Canada, on 3 August 1868. He was educated at the Liverpool Institute and at 
Freiburg in the German State of Baden. He travelled extensively in West Africa and in the 1880s founded the firm of H. B. W. Russell 
and Co., merchants on the Gold Coast, Southern Nigeria. The company later had offices at Kumassi and Accra, Lagos and Liverpool. 
Whilst at Cape Coast in June 1900, Russell volunteered his services as private secretary to Colonel J. Willcoks, then assembling his staff 
for the Ashanti Field Force that he was to lead to the relief of Kumassi. 

Russell was mentioned in the despatch of Colonel J. Willcocks, Commanding Ashanti Field Force, London Gazette 4th December, 
1900: 'Mr H. B. W. Russell, Private Secretary. - This gentleman volunteered his services at Cape Coast, and I was most fortunate in 
getting him; he has worked incessantly ever since I landed, and I strongly recommend him, especially as his chief object in coming was 
in order to have an opportunity of doing some service to the State.' 

Russell was created a Companion of the Order of St Michael and St George, London Gazette 9 November 1901 'in recognition of his 
services while employed with the Ashanti Field Force.' This is believed to be one of only two such awards for the Ashanti campaign. 

In 1906 Russell was appointed Consul of the Netherlands at Cape Coast Castle, for the Gold Coast, Lagos and Nigeria, Togoland and 
Dahomey. In the same year he was appointed a Captain in the Gold Coast Volunteers. Russell was honourably discharged in 1912, at 
his own request, upon his departure from the Gold Coast for England, where he died at Chester on 24 July 1912, after the car he was 
driving collided with a trap.

Robert Charles MacWatt was a native of Duns, Berwickshire, Scotland, where he was born on 22 January 1865. He was educated at 
the Royal High School, Edinburgh and was a medical graduate of Edinburgh University; M.B. C.M. 1886; B.Sc. 1897. He was 
appointed Surgeon, Indian Medical Service on 1 October 1887, and Major, 1 October 1899. Awarded the Delhi Durbar 1903 as 
'Agency Surgeon, Haraoti & Tonk & Officer in Medical Charge Rajputana Chiefs Camp'. Appointed Lieutenant Colonel 1 October 
1907; F.R.C.S. 1911; S. List 1 April 1915; Colonel 8 January 1918. Appointed Major-General and Director General 23 January 1923 
and retired on 1 October 1926. Late Honorary Surgeon to the King from 28 March 1921. 

After his retirement he returned to Bikanir and served as counsellor to General Sir Ganga Singh, Maharaja of the Bikanir State. He died 
at Kingston Hill, on 14 April 1945, aged 80 years.

Ralf Billing Emerson was born in Oulton, Suffolk on 3 July 1897. Educated privately and at Bradfield College, he joined the Royal 
Flying Corps as an Air Mechanic 2nd Class in 1915 and served in France in March 1916-1917. He was then posted to the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich and in 1918 he received a commission in the Royal Engineers. He then served in North Russia for a year. 
In 1920 he was posted to India where he joined the 2nd (Q.V.O.) Madras Sappers and Miners, took part in operations in Kurdistan in 
1923 and was mentioned in despatches. After a period of training at Chatham and further studying at Cambridge University, he 
returned to India in 1926 when he joined the Great Indian Peninsular Railway, becoming General Manager in 1939. 

During the Second World War he became G.S.O.1 with the Directorate of Movements and Transportation in the United Kingdom, 
Middle East, Sicily and Italy. For his wartime services he was mentioned in despatches and awarded the O.B.E. In 1944 he was released 
to resume his work as General Manager of the G.I.P. Railway and two years later was appointed Chief Commissioner of Railways to the 
Indian Government. In 1946 he was awarded the C.I.E. for his services as General Manager of the G.I.P. Railway. In 1953 he was 
appointed Chairman Designate and General Manager to the Nigerian Railways, being appointed to that roll in 1955 and Knighted for 
his services in 1956. Sir Ralf remained in office until 1960. He was elected a Member of the Institute of Transport in 1956; was 
awarded the George Stephenson Medal in 1960 and was made a Companion of the Order of the Federation of Nigeria (not with lot) in 
1964. Latterly living at Norton, Hill Street, Hastings, Colonel Sir Ralf Emerson died on 30 January 1965.

Edward Charles Bayley was born in Edinburgh on 13 December 1867. He was educated privately and at Sandhurst. He was 
commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion Scottish Rifles in September 1887, transferring to the Indian Army in 1890. 
Promoted to Captain in September 1898, Major in September 1905 and Lieutenant-Colonel in September 1913. Was Private Secretary 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of North West Provinces and Oudh, 1899-1901 and was Private Secretary to the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Punjab, 1907-20. With the 15th Lancers (Cureton's Mooltanee Cavalry) he served with the Somaliland Field Force, 1903-04, being 
attached to the 3rd Ekka Train, Supply and Transport Corps.

John Mackie was born on 9 May 1857, the eldest son of James McKie, of Bargaly, Kirkcudbright. Commissioned as a Lieutenant into 
the King's Own Scottish Borderers Militia in 1875, he was advanced to Captain in 1884 and Major in 1899. 

With the 3rd Battalion he served in the Boer War where he served in operations in Cape Colony, Orange River Colony and Transvaal; 
commanded the garrison and was afterwards Provost Marshal at Christiana and was subsequently Commandant at Modder River. For 
his services he was mentioned in despatches and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. The insignia was presented 
by the King on 24 October 1902. After the war, the 3rd Battalion was honoured by receiving the Freedom of Dumfries. Major Mackie 
retired from the Army in 1903. In 1910 he married Violet, the eldest daughter of Sir Oswald Mosely, 1 st Baronet. 

During the Great War, Mackie served as a Temporary Major and Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel on the General List. For his wartime 
services he was awarded the C.B.E. in 1919.

Guy Varley Rayment was born on 27 January 1 878. He was educated at the Royal Naval School and Trinity College Cambridge where 
he obtained a B.A. He was gazetted a Naval Instructor on 7 June 1901. His first posting was on the armoured cruiser Cressy on the 
China Station, June 1901-November 1904, followed by service on the Glory and Sutlej, to November 1905. Posted to Japan in 
December 1905 and learning Japanese, he was passed an Interpreter in March 1907. Based at Pembroke he was posted as Instructor in 
Japanese and Interpreter during a visit of a Japanese ship to the Chatham base, June-August 1907. He then served on the staffs of the 
Royal Naval Colleges at Greenwich and Dartmouth, training junior officers in Japanese who were destined for the China Station. With 
the onset of war he was posted to the Admiralty Intelligence Division as an Interpreter of Japanese. For his wartime services as 
Instructor Commander he was granted honours from the British, Thai, Chinese and Japanese governments. Post-war, his services as 
Interpreter were formally appreciated as a member of Naval Staff attending the Washington Naval Conference of 1922. He was 
employed as Fleet Education Officer on the Staff of the C-in-C Mediterranean, 1927-31 and was Dean and Professor of Navigation at 
the Royal Naval College, Greenwich, 1931-33. 

Placed on the Retired List in 1933, he latterly lived at Daisy Lodge, North Holmwood, Surrey and died on 10 August 1951.

Charles Scott Moncrief Chalmers Watson was born on 25 February 1881. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Engineers on 2 May 1900. During the Second Boer War, he served in operations in Cape Colony and the Orange River Colony, 
December 1901; and operations in Transvaal, December 1901-May 1902. Promoted to Lieutenant in May 1903; Captain in May 1910; 
Major in November 1916; Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel in March 1918 and substantive Lieutenant-Colonel in September 1925. 
Attained the rank of Colonel whilst on Half Pay in September 1929. He retired from the Army in 1933. Awarded the Delhi Durbar 
Medal in 1911 having served with the Government of India Railway Department as Assistant Manager North Western Railway.

Henry Neville Burroughes was born in Ketton, Rutland on 4 May 1877. He was educated at Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
before qualifying with the conjoint diploma at St. Bartholomew's Hospital in 1903. He was House Surgeon at the hospital before opting 
for general practice at Hertford Street, Mayfair. 

During the Great War he served in France and attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in command of the 2nd Field Ambulance with 
the 61st Highland Division. For his services he was twice mentioned in despatches, created a Companion of the Distinguished Service 
Order and was awarded a French Medal of Honour. 

After the war he returned to his practice in Mayfair and was especially known for his obstetric work. After a serious illness in 1938 he 
retired to King's Old Rectory, Broad Chalke, Wiltshire but returned to medical practice during the Second World War, serving in local 
military hospitals.

John "Jack" Scott, who was born in May 1903, was educated at Potcherstroom and the City and Guilds College, London, prior to 
embarking on a career as a civil engineer. 

Appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the South African Engineers in October 1940, he was posted to No. 13 Field Company, in which unit he 
received rapid advancement to Major and was embarked for the Middle East in April 1942. And his subsequent award of the M.B.E. 
was in respect of his command of the unit in North Africa, prior to his appointment as C.R.E. 30 Corps Troops, South African Engineers, 
in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, in which latter capacity he was awarded his D.S.O. 

Having then been seconded to the British Army in the temporary rank of Brigadier, in April 1943, he returned to the Union that June, 
but was once more embarked for the Middle East in August 1943, from whence he quickly transferred to Italy and served in the same 
theatre of war until February 1945; see Neil Orpen's Salute the Sappers for frequent mention of Scott at work in North Africa and in 
Italy - he was one of just four South African Engineers to receive the D.S.O. in the last war. 

Scott was released from the service in May 1945, when he was placed on the Reserve of Officers, U.D.F., but was appointed an Hon. 
Colonel of the 1st South African Engineer Corps Regiment in November 1948.

'During operations in the Cassino Monastery Hill area in March 1944, the 9th Gurkha Rifles had advanced to a point where they had 
become isolated and cut off from the rest of the Brigade without supplies and ammunition. Two companies of the 6th Rajput Rifles 
were given the task of running supplies through to the 9th Gurkha Rifles and on the night of 18-19 March 1944. Havildar Waryam 
Khan was ordered to advance and attack the M.G. post, which he did, silencing it and killing the occupants. The Company was then 
able to advance and take the supplies through and, on arrival, came under the command of the 9th Gurkha Rifles to assist in the 
defence of the position. 

On 20 March 1944, the sector held by a company of the 6th Rajput Rifles was attacked by the enemy, some of whom forced their way 
into the platoon positions. Havildar Waryam Khan realising the seriousness of the situation, and on being ordered by his Company 
Commander to counter-attack, led his platoon round the right flank to a point where he could see the enemy crawling through the 
boulders. He then ordered his men to attack and, himself leading, threw themselves upon the enemy inflicting many casualties, until 
the enemy was forced to withdraw from the position. The quick thinking, personal courage, and determined action of this N.C.O. 
undoubtedly averted an attack which would have been a serious threat to the whole position. 

Again when his Company Commander was wounded, Havildar Waryam Khan went forward on his own initiative through heavy fire, 
dressed his wounds and brought him back. Later on, after the Company had suffered heavy casualties, this N.C.O. took over command 
of two platoons and though his men were exhausted through shortage of food and water, he cheered and rallied them throughout the 
whole difficult period when they were isolated. 

This N.C.O's behaviour was an inspiration to all who witnessed his action and he showed qualities beyond the call of duty.' 

Waryam Khan was a Punjabi Mussalman from Kandwal Lille, Pind Dadan Khan, Jullundur. He appears in a group photograph with 
three I.D.S.M. recipients from his regiment in The Indian Distinguished Service Medal by Rana Chinna.

Makhmud Shah joined the Indian Army on 21 June 1917. Posted to the 130th Baluch Regiment, he served with the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force and in Palestine during the Great War. In 1921 the Indian Army was reorganised and the 130th Baluchis became 
the 5/10th Baluch Regiment. Shah served with them as a Havildar on the N.W. Frontier, gaining the I.G.S. Medal 1908 with four clasps 
spanning the period 1921-35. He was commissioned a Jemadar on 1 October 1933 and was mentioned in despatches, for action on 
the N.W. Frontier in 1935 (Notification No. 310 of 1936; London Gazette 8 May 1936) 

'For distinguished services rendered in connection with the Mohmand operations, North West Frontier of India, Loe-Agra operations, 
on the North West Frontier of India, 15th/16th August to 15th/16th October 1935'. 

He was promoted to Subadar in March 1940. Shah received the Order of British India 2nd Class c. 1942/43. The 5/10th Baluchis 
fought in Burma, November 1944-July 1945. On 15 May 1943, Shah was promoted to War Substantive Subadar-Major; the rank being 
made permanent on 15 May 1945. Some time prior to April 1945, Shah was detached from his battalion and 'attached to an Indian 
Division 1 as staff. The last Indian Army List of 1945 shows him still with the 10th Baluch Regiment, with the title of 'Bahadur' and the 
post-nominal 'O.B.I.'

Aubrey Brooke Winch was born on 3 September 1883, the son of Thomas Winch of Rochester, Kent. He was commissioned a 
Lieutenant in the Militia and attached to the 3rd Battalion Highland Light Infantry on 8 May 1901. With the H.L.I. he served in South 
Africa from early 1902. On 30 April 1902 he was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd Dragoons and advanced to Lieutenant on 15 
June 1907. 

Seconded to the Egyptian Army from November 1909 with the rank of Bimbashi (Major), he was promoted to Captain on 6 October 
1911. During 1912 he took part in operations against the Beir and Anuak Tribes in S.E. Sudan. He was struck off the strength of the 
Egyptian Army on 13 March 1913 and returned to the home establishment. 

He was appointed Adjutant, Royal North Devon Hussars, T.A., October 1913-October 1915. Served as Temporary Major, 6th Service 
Battalion York and Lancaster Regiment, 20 October 1915; D.A.A.G & Q.M.G., Aldershot Command, 4 December 1916 - for which he 
was mentioned in despatches. 

Winch was then transferred to the Air Ministry as a Staff Officer 2nd Class, with the rank of Temporary Major until he retired at the end 
of the war, having been promoted to Major on 19 March 1919. For his services with the Air Ministry he was awarded the O.B.E. 

Captain (Acting Lieutenant-Colonel) Winch, O.B.E., retired on 4 May 1919 and was granted the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He saw no 
overseas service during the Great War.

George Norman Croker was born at St. Arnaud, Victoria on 28 May 1887. A Civil Engineer by occupation, he attested for the 3rd Field 
Company Field Engineers, A.I.F. on 18 August 1914, aged 27 years. Enlisting as a Sapper, he was promoted to Sergeant in September 
1914 and proceeded overseas. Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in May 1915, he was advanced to Lieutenant in July 1915 and 
appointed Lieutenant and Adjutant of the 3rd Divisional Engineers, July 1916 and Captain and Adjutant in October 1916-March 1917. 
Appointed Captain of the 16th Field Company in March 1917; Captain of the 1st Army Troops Company Australian Engineers in 
November 191 7; ranked as Temporary Major in May 1918 and advanced to that rank in October 191 8. 

Serving in Gallipoli, he was wounded in the shoulder by shrapnel and was admitted to hospital on 1 May 1915. Rejoining his unit on 
26 May, he was admitted to hospital due to enteric fever on 28 September and was invalided to Gibraltar and thence to England. For 
his bravery in action in Gallipoli he was awarded the M.C. - a report in his papers suggests it was for gallant work during the night of 
31 July/1 August in connection with the capture of a Turkish trench.

Edward Temple was born on 26 April 1892, son of Col John Temple. Educated at Clifton College, 1903-1910 and RMA Woolwich. 
Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery on 19 July 1912, he was advanced to Lieutenant, June 1915; Captain, August 
1916; Acting Major, January-August 1917; January-December 1918, and March-September 1919; Major, March 1931; Lieutenant- 
Colonel, January 1939; Acting Colonel, May-November 1940; Temporary Colonel, November 1940-December 1942; Colonel, 
December 1942; (w.e.f. 1 Jan 1942); Acting Brigadier, July 1943-January 1943; Temporary Brigadier, January 1944-March 1945; and 
retired as an Honorary Brigadier on 4 July 1946. 

During the Great War Temple served on the North-West Frontier, being engaged in fighting against the Mohmands and Swatis in the 
vicinity of Hafiz Kor and Shabkadar from August to 1 October 1915.

Percy Robert Mitchell was born in South Kensington in 1870, a son of Mr William C. Mitchell, of Somerset House and Hove. At Trinity 
College Cambridge, he took a B.A. in 1898 and an M.A. in 1902. Entering the Church, he was ordained a Deacon in 1899 and Priest in 
1900. Served as Curate at All Saints, South Lambeth, 1899-1904. He officiated at his brother Arthur James's wedding in 1906. 
Appointed a Chaplain to the Forces in 1904, he served at Bulford Camp, 1904-08; Bermondsey, 1908-10 and the Tower of London, 
1911-15. On the Staff of the Chaplain-General, 1915-16. Mitchell entered the France/Flanders theatre of war in February 191 6. For his 
wartime services he was awarded the O.B.E. in 1919. As Chaplain to the Forces 2nd Class he retired from the service in July 1920. 
Served as Rector of Stambourne in the Diocese of Chelmsford, 1920-22 and Vicar and Rector of Bodiam, 1922-31. He died on 3 March 
1934. His two elder brothers, Sir Herbert Edward Mitchell, K.C.V.O. and Lieutenant-Colonel Arthur James Mitchell were executors of 
his Will.

Arthur James Mitchell was born in London on 11 April 1866, an elder brother of the above. As a Subaltern in 1887, he was transferred 
from the Yorkshire Militia to the 1st Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers. Served as Adjutant, June 1895-August 1900; promoted to Captain in 
June 1893. During the Boer War he was employed with Mounted Infantry, serving in operations in the Transvaal, April-December 1901 
and March-May 1902; operations in the Orange River Colony, January-March 1902 and operations in Cape Colony, May 1902. The 
Lancashire Fusiliers Annual of 1901 and 1902 contain articles by Captain Mitchell, with a war diary of the 4th Battalion Lancashire 
Fusiliers' Mounted Infantry activities in South Africa. For his services he was awarded the Queen's medal with five clasps. Promoted to 
Major in January 1902. He married Fanny Beatrice Sharp at Brighton on 8 March 1906 - the service officiated by his younger brother. 
As a Lieutenant-Colonel he retired in 1913 suffering from deafness. With the onset of war he returned to the service but his disability 
precluded any overseas service. At Home he served on the Staff and in command of the Regiment's Depot until 1920. After the war he 
retired to Tunbridge Wells and occupied himself in various charities. Latterly living at 3 Clanricarde Gardens, Tunbridge Wells, he died 
on 16 December 1935, aged 69 years. With a folder containing much research. The medal was the subject of an article in the 
November 2009 edition of Medal News.

O.B.E. London Gazette 29 August 1944. The original recommendation states: 

The ship has now returned from North Russia after a lengthy stay. She was attacked and heavily bombed by enemy aircraft which 
resulted in serious damage, and she subsequently caught fire. The ship was laden with timber at the time, and the fire reached such 
proportions that she had to be beached and flooded. Chief Engineer Officer Mummery ably assisted the Master in fire-fighting 
operations, the fire was subdued, the vessel refloated and temporarily repaired, thus enabling her return home. Throughout, Chief 
Engineer Officer Mummery displayed high qualities of courage, resource and seamanship.' 

Soviet Order of the Red Star London Gazette 11 April 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'Mr. Mummery served as Chief Engineer Officer in the Llandaff in North Russian waters for a considerable period. He was outstanding 
when the vessel was set on fire by enemy aircraft. Fire-fighting was continued for three days, but the vessel had to be beached and 
flooded.' 

One of just over 21 such awards to British personnel for the 1939-45 War, six of them to members of the Merchant Navy. 

James Mummery, who was born at Goole, Yorkshire in March 1891, qualified for his Mercantile Marine 2nd class certificate in April 
1917, his 1st class certificate in June 1921, and was appointed an Engineer in May 1922. He does not, however, appear to have 
qualified for any 1914-1 8 campaign awards. 

In the 1939-45 War, he was among many Merchant seamen to find themselves "stranded" in the ports of North Russia following the 
suspension of further convoys in the summer of 1943, in his case aboard the Llandaff. It was a frustrating period that prompted the men 
to refer to themselves as the "The Forgotten Convoy", and, more seriously, a period of great danger - for enemy aircraft were constantly 
on the prowl. So it was on 24 July 1943, when the LI an adaff was bombed 20 miles north-east of Kildin Island off the entrance to the 
Kola Inlet: 

'Bomb entered after main hatch through top sheer, port side. Vessel's side blown out, deck set up, mast buckled and apparently 
extensive damage between decks and possibly No. 4-5 bulkhead. Cargo set on fire. Pipes in engine room and tunnel fractured. Derrick 
blown overside and cargo winch destroyed. Further report will be furnished when full extent of damage is known' (Captain's report 
refers). 

Notwithstanding this serious damage, the Llandaff safely reached Loch Ewe in convoy RA. 54B in December 1943. Mummery, whose 
Soviet Red Star was supplied to the British authorities on 21 March 1944, remained in the Merchant Navy until 1960.

Tom Marston Greensill was born in West Bromwich, Staffordshire on 26 August 1915. A pre-war member of the Territorial Army, he 
was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery on 22 April 1943. Promoted to War Substantive Lieutenant, October 1943, 
and Temporary Captain, September 1944. During the war Greensill qualified as an Instructor in Fire Control (Anti-Aircraft). He was 
mentioned in despatches as a Temporary Captain, 'in recognition of gallant and distinguished services in Italy.' He relinquished his 
commission on 22 December 1949 and was granted the honorary rank of Captain. His Efficiency Medal was awarded to him as a 
Lieutenant (Hon. Capt.) (retired) but with his surname mis-spelt 'Greenshill' instead of 'Greensill', as per the London Gazette of 23 June 
1992. After the war Greensill became an Agricultural Superintendent in the Eastern Region of Nigeria, based at Enugu, and was 
awarded the M.B.E. in this capacity. By 1963 he was a Senior Agricultural Officer in the Bahamas. He wrote several books including, 
Vegetable Growing in the Eastern Region of Nigeria 1950-1957 (1957), Rural Science for Tropical Schools (1959), Gardening in the 
Tropics (1964) and Growing Better Vegetables: A Guide for Tropical Gardeners (1968). A Mason, Greensill also wrote A History of the 
Societas Rosicruciana in Anglia (SRIA) (1987). Tom Marston Greensill died in 1996.

All 
our wounded were brought back, and Captain Fryer, who was carrying one of 
them, was the last to leave the enemy's line. The complete success of this raid 
was largely due to the very careful manner in which he had previously trained his 
party and the fine courage and ability with which he led his men.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 15 February 1919. 

Charles Ronald Fryer's obituary appeared in The King's Royal Rifle Corps 
Chronicle in 1944: 

Lieutenant-Colonel Fryer was born in 1888, the son of and Mrs. C. Fryer. On 
leaving Nottingham High School he went to South Africa, where he was farming 
when the 1914-18 War broke out. He was soon home, and enlisted in the 
Regiment and joined the 6th Battalion. He was soon granted a commission, and 
found himself in France with the 2nd Battalion in 1915. He was wounded in the 
Battle of Loos. Convalescing at home, he joined the Royal Flying Corps, but in 
course of training was crashed by another pilot and injured. He rejoined the 2nd 
Battalion in France and by 1918 was a highly efficient Company Commander. He 
carried out a very successful raid with his Company in front of Noeux les Mines 
and received the M.C. for his gallantry on that occasion. 

After this he became Adjutant of the Battalion, and in that capacity was with the Battalion in all the fighting which led to the Armistice. 
He particularly distinguished himself on 4th November 1918, when doing a personal reconnaissance for his commanding officer. He 
and his orderly, Rifleman Procter, a fine member of the Rhodesian platoon, completely eliminated an enemy post which tried to hold 
them up. For this and his other services he received a Bar to his M.C. 

After the Armistice he volunteered for service in India, where he became Adjutant of an Indian battalion. He went to Mesopotamia, 
where he was on the H.Q. Staff during the Arab rebellion. He then volunteered as an instructor to the Persian army, and for his services 
there received a Persian decoration. 

Many first-class temporary officers joined the Regiment 1914-18, but none had a greater love for the Regiment or absorbed its traditions 
better than Fryer. He made a great success as Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion and his C.O. placed absolute confidence in him. 

After the Armistice Captain Fryer returned to civil life and lived at East Fulham, where he became a Borough Councillor and Private 
Secretary to Sir K. Vaughan-Morgan, M.P., and took an active part in local affairs. Early in 1939 he became Adjutant of the 2nd 
Battalion, Queen Victoria's Rifles when that Battalion was raised, and when war started he became Adjutant to the Training Battalion. 
In January 1941 he was appointed Staff Captain at Southampton. The following June he was A.D.C. to Lieutenant-General Easrwood at 
Northern Command. After two other Staff appointments he joined the Paratroops in May 1942 and became an instructor in glider pilot 
training, and was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel. In 1943 he was Second in Command of the Parachute Battalion Depot for nine 
months, but in November that year he returned to command his former Glider Pilot Section. He then applied for a Pilot Flying Course 
to completely fit himself for his job. At the age of 56 this was a considerable achievement, and he was on the point of attaining his 
desire when a crash landing ended his life.' 

An accompanying medal roll extract in respect of the recipient's General Service Medal 1918-62, confirms his entitlement to the 'Iraq' 
clasp for services as a Captain in the 2nd Battalion, 119th Infantry, I.A., while his MIC reveals that the same award was returned to the 
issuing authority in May 1925; so, too that he was entitled to emblems in respect of a mention in despatches. 

Sold with the recipient's original Army Council condolence slip in the name of 'Major C. R. Fryer', complete with original addressed 
card forwarding. The former notes entitlement to two campaign awards, and given Fryer does not appear to have gone overseas, these 
would have been the Defence and War Medals - the addition of the above described 1939-45 Star therefore remains unverified. 

Also sold with a file of research and a copy of The King's Royal Rifle Corps Chronicle , 1944, in which appears the above cited obituary 
notice.

M.C. London Gazette 16 September 1918. 'Capt. (A./Maj.) Alan Mure Bellingham, R. Ir. Rif.' 'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion 
to duty. This officer, though not ordered to take part in a counter-attack, seeing men on the left hesitate to start, led them to the attack 
under heavy rifle and machine-gun fire, and gained his objective. His fine example of gallantry inspired the men and caused the 
success obtained.' 

Alan Mure Bellingham was born on 21 February 1881, a descendent of Sir Alan Edward, Bellingham, 3rd Baronet. Employed as a War 
Correspondent for The Daily Sketch , he embarked for South Africa on 28 March 1900 and was commissioned on 31 April 1901, 
serving as a Lieutenant in the 16th (Worcestershire) Company, 5th Battalion Imperial Yeomanry. As such he was dangerously wounded 
at Kleinfontein, 24 October 1901. Recovering, he remained in South Africa until the cessation of hostilities. A note with the lot states he 
was also a prisoner-of-war and escaped. Bellingham was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Middlesex Regiment on 4 July 1903 
but was placed on Half Pay in October 1906 and resigned his commission in November 1907. 

In February 1915 he was listed as a Lieutenant in the Reserve of Officers of the Middlesex Regiment, serving with the 11th (Service) 
Battalion. Still with the Middlesex Regiment, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 15 November 1915 and was on 
attachment to the Machine Gun Corps, December 1915-May 1916. In May 1916 he was promoted to Captain in the Royal Irish Rifles 
on attachment to the M.G.C., being advanced to Acting Major on attachment to the M.G.C. in January 1917. For his services in the 
latter part of the war, Major Bellingham was awarded the Military Cross. A note with the lot states that he was twice wounded during 
the course of the war. He later served in North Russia. In White Russian Awards to British & Commonwealth Servicemen during the 
Allied Intervention in Russia 1918-1920 , collated by Ray Brough, it is stated that Captain Alan Mure Bellingham, of the Royal Ulster 
Rifles, was awarded the Order of St. Vladimir 4th Class with swords. The Royal Ulster Rifles Association reports that his Order of St. 
Vladimir was on the 'War Office Confidential List'.

George Frederick Blakesley was born in Camberwell, London on 20 August 1877. An Electrician by occupation, he attested for short 
service in the Imperial Yeomanry at London on 25 January 1901, aged 23 years, 5 months. He served in South Africa with the 80th 
Company, 21st Battalion Imperial Yeomanry (2nd Battalion Sharpshooters), March 1901-May 1902. Discharged in Aldershot as 
Squadron Quartermaster Serjeant, having completed his service on 16 August 1902. 

With the start of the Great War and with his occupation listed as an 'Agent', he attested for service in the Royal Fusiliers at London, on 
9 September 1914, aged 37 years, 1 month. His papers list previous service with the 80th Company Imperial Yeomanry and the 4th 
Volunteer Battalion East Surrey Regiment. He served at Home as a Quartermaster Sergeant with the 17th Service Battalion Royal 
Fusiliers until February 1915 when he was discharged to a commission. Appointed a Temporary Quartermaster and Hon. Lieutenant 
with the 17th Battalion Royal Fusiliers on 16 February 1915, he served with the battalion in France-November 1915-May 1917. On 
sick leave from France, 24 April-8 May 1917. In July 1917 he was appointed Temporary 2nd Lieutenant with the Inland Water & 
Docks, R.E., being advanced to Temporary Lieutenant in September 1917 and Temporary Captain in January 1918. He was transferred 
to the Royal Engineers in February 1918. He served as Assistant Adjutant, Traffic Section, I.W. & D. R.E., August-December 1817; 
Acting Adjutant, Marine Sections, I.W.& D. R.E., December 1817-June 1918 and Adjutant, Marine Companies, I.W. & D. R.E., from 
June 1918. For his wartime services he was mentioned in despatches and awarded the M.C. - a note from a family member suggests it 
was for saving horses who were suffering in a gas attack. Latterly serving with the I.W. & D., R.E. at Richborough, Blakesley 
relinquished his commission while retaining his rank of Captain on 1 March 1919. Immediately after the war he lived at 26 Eatonville 
Road, Balham/Upper Tooting, London. Appointed to the Regular Army Reserve of Officers in May 1920. In February 1924, when in the 
Regular Army Reserve of Officers, he was transferred from the General List to the Royal Engineers (Inland Waterways and Docks 
(Engineering) Branch. His name was removed from the R.A.R.O. on 20 August 1927 as a consequence of his age.

Palace for his investiture; protection certificate, March 1919; letter re. his removal from the R.A.R.O.; various newspaper cuttings; 
photographs of the recipient, including one as an officer in the Great War. Also with copied service papers (Boer War); service papers 
(Great War); gazette extract; and other research.

James Digby Wyatt, who was born in December 1894, was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, Northamptonshire 
Regiment in June 1912. Subsequently advanced to Lieutenant, he went out to France in mid-November 1914, where he was attached 
to the 2nd Battalion, Yorkshire Regiment. 

Christmas Truce 1914 

Having passed Christmas Day in billets, and Boxing Day assisting an R.E. unit in draining flood water, Wyatt and his men were ordered 
back to the trenches on the 27th, where, as confirmed by the following extracts from his diary, they enjoyed an extended period of 
fraternisation with their German counterparts near Fleurbaix: 

'Sunday, Dec. 27th: 

After messing about 3 hours were told to stay in billets ready dressed, so lay down as I was. Had a very uncomfortable night & hear the 
whole thing was "wind up" pure & simple. Sickening! Last night in billets spoilt. In the evening up into trenches. A long march. Were 
told by Bedfords that no firing had taken place since Christmas morning & that an informal agreement existed to withold fire until the 
other side fired. Extraordinary state of affairs. They come over & our men go out & talk & exchange tobacco & other things.' 

'Monday, Dec. 28th: 

In the morning found our men & theirs all up on the parapets & no shooting at all. Later on I took an invitation to the German officers 
to dine out. An officer came out to meet me & we exchanged newspapers, and talked about all sorts of things (except fighting!). He 
finished up by regretting his inability to accept my invitation & hoped the war would soon be over, as they were all sick of it & the 
weather. Incidentally, we agreed not to start shooting till the other side did. Then we returned to our respective trenches!! An 
astonishing situation!!! I don't see quite how it is going to end.' 

'Tuesday, Dec. 29th: 

Same as yesterday, all walking about on top of trenches but intercommunication has been forbidden. An occasional shot from the 
enemy on our left who are "at war" with the Battalion who are on our left!! Thank goodness it is drier today. The wet had got the 
trenches into an awful state. They were in ruins, all fallen in. Happily we are at peace at present & hope to get them better before war 
breaks out again!!' 

'Wednesday, Dec. 30th: 

Same routine as before. Still no war! At about lunchtime however a message came down the line to say that Germans had sent across 
to say that their General was coming along in the afternoon, so we had better keep down, as they might have to do a little shooting to 
make things look right!!! And this is war!! This we did, & a few shots came over about 3.30 p.m. Soon after we were relieved by 
Bedfords & after a long walk, arrived at our billets beyond Sailly.' 

Neuve Chapelle - wounded 

In March 1915, Wyatt's Battalion was heavily engaged at Neuve Chapelle, and he was wounded on the 12th. His diary takes up the 
story: 

'Friday, March 12th: 

That night the Germans counter attacked heavily on the right and got up a lot of guns. During the day we got our first taste of shelling. I 
gather one shell burst close to me and that ended my interest in the battle. I vaguely remember lying at the bottom of a shallow trench 
and then, when it grew dark, being told by someone to go and find the Doctor & see him. I remember wandering for hours & stumbling 
into holes and once found myself in a trench occupied by Border Regt. I remember their officer. Next I came upon 4 huge Grenadiers 
carrying a stretcher. I was told to follow them to the Doctor. They were carrying Col. Fisher-Rowe, I gathered. We went on for miles, it 
seemed to me and then at last got to a station of some sort. There I was given a Sal-Volatile and put on a Motor Ambulance and taken 
into Estaires. I spent what little remained of the night there.' 

'Saturday, March 13th: 

During the morning I was sent on by motor ambulance to Merville & then during the afternoon was sent to the train. Oh how slow the 
train was. And how my head ached. Indeed it had done all the time. We wandered on stopping more than going. The train was packed, 
my first inkling of what Neuve Chapelle had cost.' 

'Sunday, March 14th: 

Still in the train. Arrived Boulogne at 8 a.m. & then ordered on to Rouen. So on we went slowly. Got to Rouen at 10 p.m. absolutely 
done up. Sent up to Hospital. To bed at once.' 
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Battalion 2nd-in-Command - a close shave - gassed 

Returning to France at the end of June 1916, Wyatt was posted as a Company Commander to the 2/4th Battalion, Gloucestershire 
Regiment a few days later, and was quickly back on front line duty: 

'Sunday July 30th: Sunday in the trenches once again ... in the evening a tragedy occurred. I was standing talking to Captain Foote in 
the rear of the trenches when I suddenly felt myself hit in the shoulder slightly; at the same time Foote said, "Oh, they've got me and 
slid into my arms. Within half and hour he was dead. This enfilade machine-gun fire is the limit, and some escape for me. I have two 
bullet cuts in my coat, the second bullet just grazing my shoulder. Poor old Foote, if he had not come down to see me, it would not 
have happened!' 

In late November, the 2/4th moved to the Somme, while in the following year the Battalion participated in the advance on the 
Hindenburg Line, the battle of Arras and the first battle of Cambrai. Wyatt, who was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 25 May 
1917, refers), also served as C.O. of 183rd Infantry Brigade School in October-November 1917. Soon afterwards he was appointed 
Second-in-Command of the 2/4th, and spent several days in hospital after being gassed in an enemy attack in early December. And by 
the time of the German offensive on the Lys in April 1918, he was serving as Second-in-Command of the 2/6th Royal Warwickshires: 

'During the morning of April 12th the most alarming rumours of the fate of the Battalion had reached the Transport Lines at 
Guarbecque. Major Wyatt, M.C., who had just been posted to the Battalion, formed a mounted patrol consisting of himself and three of 
the grooms, and set out at 2 p.m. to find out the real situation. Riding forward persistently and meeting with the most conflicting 
statements from various bodies of our troops encountered, the patrol eventually found itself in what had now become the front line on 
the extreme right of the Division. The Germans had not followed up their success of the morning, and were out of touch with our 
leading troops. After passing along the lines of the 4th Oxford and Bucks. Light Infantry and 4th Royal Berkshire Regiment who were 
both entrenching, the patrol reached the line on which the forward platoons of the Battalion were busy digging themselves in. After 
visiting Battalion Headquarters, who were somewhat surprised at such liberties in broad daylight, and satisfying themselves that the 
morning's rumours of complete disaster were unfounded, the patrol returned via Divisional H.Q., where they were able to give a 
detailed account of the exact location of the existing front line on the 184th and 1 82nd Brigade fronts.' 

Wyatt was awarded the M.C. and returned to normal regimental employ with the Northamptonshire Regiment in the British Army of 
Occupation on the Rhine in 1919. 

Remaining a regular between the wars, he gained advancement to Major and saw service in India and Singapore, latterly as a Staff 
Officer. In July 1940, he was advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel and held a succession of G.S.O. I appointments until July 1944, when, in 
the rank of Colonel, he was appointed to the Northamptonshire H.Q. Sub District of the Home Guard. He was finally placed on the 
Retired List in December 1946. 

Settling in Devon, he stood - unsuccessfully - as a Parliamentary Candidate for Tavistock in the General Election of 1950, and was for 
many years an Alpine Race and Test Official of the Ski Club of Great Britain. "Debonair Wyatt", so styled by his soldiers on account of 
his immaculate turnout, died in January 1983, aged 88 years; sold with a file of research and a copied typescript of his Great War diary 
(ref. IWM 41 60 Box 83/12/1).

Major Archibald Francis Hamilton served in the operations in British, German and Portuguese East Africa, Nyasaland and Northern 
Rhodesia between 2 November 1914 and 17 April 1918. He held appointments as Staff Officer to I.G.C. attached H.Q. Indian 
Division, Special Service Officer, April to July 1916; as Staff Captain, 1st East African Infantry Brigade, July 1916 to February 1917; and 
as Brigade Major to the 1st East African Infantry Brigade, February to August 191 7 (Despatches twice, M.C.). He served subsequently in 
Afghanistan N.W.F. 1919, and in Waziristan 1921-24. 

With copied m.i.c., gazette extracts; official reports on the action at Tanga, 3 November 1914 in which Captain and Adjutant A. F. 
Hamilton is commended for his excellent work and a number of Hamilton's Annual Confidential Reports. 
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'The exploit of swimming the Jordan was one of great gallantry, as well as picturesque and historic, and the names of the 
men taking part will long be remembered as adding to the Regiment's roll of honour/

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. During the forcing of a river, he swam across by night, with ten other ranks, and in 
spite of great difficulties superintended the transport of the remainder of the Battalion by raft. Throughout the night and day he set a 
very fine example, and the success of the venture was due in large measure to his courage and resource.' 

Griffiths Ellis Jones enlisted in the London Regiment shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, and went out to France as a Private in 21st 
Battalion in mid-March 1915. Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Battalion in October 1917, he was attached 
to the 2/19th Battalion in Palestine, in which theatre of war, as cited, he won his M.C. for the crossing of the Jordan. 

Of his trail-blazing exploits on the Jordan on the night of 21 -22 March 1918, The Second Nineteenth by Major F. W. Eames states: 

'About midday on 20th March the battalion began to move down to the river valley. Our Brigade was to force the crossing, and the task 
allotted to the Battalion was to get over at Makhadet-Flajlah, while 2/1 7th made a similar attempt at Ghoraniyeh. The river was 
unfordable and running fast, so the first crossing had to be effected by swimmers carrying a line by which a raft was to be pulled 
backwards and forwards. For this task Second Lieutenant G. E.Jones, of 'A' Company, was selected as leader and a small party of 
volunteers was made up.' 

Eames continues: 

'On the evening of the 21st the Battalion moved down to the river. 'A' and 'C' Companies halted within a hundred yards of the bank, 
with 'B' in support and 'D' in reserve near Battalion Headquarters. Besides the two genuine attempts to cross, several feints were made 
at points up and down the stream from about midnight onwards. The attempt at Ghoraniyeh began at this hour, but the strength of the 
river was too great and the swimmers could not get across. By 1 a.m., when our own attempt was to be made, there was a considerable 
amount of enemy rifle and machine-gun fire going on, but luckily they had little idea of what was happening and the firing was quite at 
random. The position was critical, but Lieutenant Jones with his gallant party, composed of Corporal Margrave, Lance-Corporal 
Henderson, Lance-Corporal Popham, Lance-Corporal Davis, Lance-Corporal Silver, Pte. Hardwick, Pte. Hoxton and Pte. Powell, 
succeeded in getting across, swimming with rifles strapped on their shoulders, and with the line they carried the first raft-load was 
pulled across at 1.20 a.m. Only eight men at a time could be carried on the raft, so it was a slow job getting the battalion over. 
Lieutenant Mackay, of 'A' Company, collected the first few raft-loads together and pushed a little distance into the thick undergrowth to 
protect as far as possible the crossing of the remainder. 

This exploit of swimming the Jordan was one of great gallantry as well as picturesque and historic, and the names of the men taking 
part will long be remembered as adding to the Regiment's roll of honour. In recognition of their devotion and determination Lieutenant 
Jones was awarded the Military Cross, Corporal Margrave the Military Medal and Lance-Corporal Popham the French Medaille 
Militaire. The signallers were able to report the success of the crossing within a few minutes of the event, and in consequence of the 
failure to get over at Ghoraniyeh, a complete change in the plan took place, and a considerable concentration was made at our 
crossing point at Makhadet-Hajlah.'

Recommendation: 'For conspicuous gallantry during an enemy attack, Acting Captain McDowell was wounded but would not leave his 
post as his battery was under very heavy fire, at one point the enemy had broken through on the Minden Road. Captain McDowell 
turned his guns and firing over open sights halted the enemy attack. This officer's tireless energy and sound orders has shown great 
courage to all in his battery. Captain McDowell was wounded again in both legs by shell fire later in the day'. 

M.I.D. London Gazette 4 June 191 7. 

Cecil Thomas Jeffries McDowell was born in Clapton, 13 November 1887. Prior to the war he was a Civil Engineer and an Artificial 
Concrete Manufacturer. He was commissioned a Lieutenant in the 1st Warwickshire Battery R.F.A. (T.F.) on 29 August 1914. He 
entered France on 31 March 1915. Promoted to Captain in June 1916 and Staff Captain in November 1917. Mentioned in the 
despatches of General Sir Douglas Haig, 13 November 1916 and later awarded the Military Cross when serving with 'L' Battery, 165 
Brigade R.F.A. in the 55th Division, being twice wounded on the occasion he won the M.C. After the war he resumed career and 
eventually became Chairman of the Cast Stone and Concrete Federation. He died at Eastbourne on 2 July 1959. 

With original case for the M.C., a faded photograph of the recipient and copied m.i.c. and recommendation. 
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A rare and interesting Great War M.C. group of eight awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel D. S. Lister, The Buffs, who went

'For conspicuous gallantry when leading his platoon in a raid. He succeeded by his example and daring in enabling his men, though 
harassed by machine-gun fire, to reach their objective. He shot a sentry and personally secured several prisoners. He did splendid 
work/ 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 27 May 1941. The original joint recommendation for the Lofoten raid states: 

'All four officers carried out their tasks with admirable precision, punctuality and skill, and all kept me in the closest touch with the 
progress of the operations for which they were responsible. It is very clear from the results obtained that their officers and men worked 
very well and rapidly under their command. The tasks given to these officers called for considerable tact and quick thinking and the 
fact that they were carried through within the time allotted and without unpleasant incidents of any sort, shows the officers in question 
possessed these qualities in addition to military skill and the power of command.' 

Norwegian Liberty Cross London Gazette 25 March 1949. 

Dudley Stuart Lister, who was born in April 1899, was commissioned in the Buffs as a 2nd Lieutenant direct from the R.M.C. Sandhurst 
in December 1917, and joined the 1st Battalion in the Ypres salient in May 1918, where 'he soon showed outstanding quality as a 
leader of men and, in August, was awarded the Military Cross', as per the above related deeds. 
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Remaining a regular soldier between the wars, Lister was advanced to Lieutenant in June 1919 and to Captain in January 1932, the 
latter promotion taking place on his return from attachment to the Royal West African Field Force 1929-32. He had, meanwhile, in 
January 1926, while serving in the 2nd Battalion, The Buffs, been awarded the Knight's insignia of the Danish Order of Dannebrog, and 
added to his impressive tally of boxing titles - in 1925 alone he became the Army Officers', Imperial Service Officers', Imperial Service 
All Ranks' and British Amateur Heavyweight Champion. Not surprisingly, therefore, he was employed at the Army School of Physical 
Training between 1934 and the renewal of hostilities, gaining further advancement to Major in August 1938. 

Soon after the outbreak of hostilities Lister was appointed a Company Commander in No. 7 Commando, but in due course was given 
command of No. 4 Commando in the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. A glimpse of him at this time may be found in James Dunning's 
excellent history, The Fighting Fourth , No. 4 Commando at War 1940-45 : 

'Tall, well built and rugged-looking, he was an imposing figure on parade. He was a fitness fanatic, and he based his own fitness - and 
ours - mainly on the pre-war boxing regime of 'road work'. So naturally, we had plenty of both speed and endurance marches which, 
to his credit, he led from the front. Typically, he ended one of his C.O's talks, in which he had been emphasising the necessity for the 
highest standards of physical fitness, with this rejoinder, "And what's more, you can't even make decent love, either, unless you are 
really physically fit!" 

However, he suffered from 'weak legs' when it came to cross-country marches or hill walking, when the softer underfoot conditions 
took their toll on him. This wasn't his only weakness, and I quote Lord Lovat, who wrote, 'Dudley Lister suffered wife trouble (the old 
story) with a girl in every port... '. This extravagance prompted him to try and save money, so instead of living in a hotel or billet, when 
we were in Troon, Lister decided to rough it and live cheaply, thereby netting his subsistence allowance, by pitching a tent on the 
seaward side of the famous Troon golf course. Therein, with the aid of his trusty and capable batman, 'kipping' in a sleeping bag on a 
camp bed, feeding on meals cooked on a primus stove and reading and writing by the light of a hurricane lamp, Lister survived the 
winter of 1941 -42.' 

Meanwhile, in early 1940, on the recommendation of Churchill, Admiral Sir Roger Keyes had summoned Lister to a top secret meeting 
at his H.Q. to discuss a raid on the Lofoten Islands, an operation codenamed "Claymore" - both No. 3 and 4 Commandos were chosen 
for the assault, the former under Colonel Durnford-Slater. And so it was, a few weeks later, that Lister and his Commandos (some 250 
men) were embarked in the (L.S.I.) Queen Emma , arriving off the Lofotens on 4 March, the Colonel having set himself "Task 1" - to 
secure a bridgehead at Svolvaer and to seal off the area with road blocks. As it transpired, Lister and his party achieved these aims 
within an hour of landing, in addition to gathering intelligence documents and rounding-up assorted Quislings - he established his H. 
Q. in the Harbour Master's office (who was believed to be a collaborator) and gained instant popularity by distributing the latter's wine 
cellar among the locals. In fact, the raid was a great success, the combined attacking force destroying 18 cod-liver oil factories (capable 
of producing nitro-glycerine) and taking around 215 prisoners, in addition to embarking over 300 Norwegians. 

Lister remained employed as C.O. of No 4 until early 1942, when he took over command of No. 10 (Inter Allied) Commando, which 
comprised assorted volunteers from the occupied countries, including Belgians, Dutchmen, Free French and Norwegians. That August, 
some of Lister's men went into action for the first time, in the Dieppe raid, and under his hard training agenda new recruits were 
prepared for the Normandy landings. But the Commando was not solely employed in regular operations, his period of command 
witnessing his men contributing to small-scale raids on Norway and S.O.E.-type operations in Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. Lister 
was awarded the Norwegian Liberty Cross. 

Placed on the Retired List in September 1946, he became the Sporting Editor of a well-known London paper and an official of the 
Greyhound Racing Association. 'A fine swashbuckling type of soldier, a regular Bulldog Drummond', the Colonel died in September 
1965; sold with an original photograph of the recipient as a boxer, signed and dated 1925, framed and glazed, together with a copy of 
his book, How To Box (London, 1952), and a file of research, including a quantity of copied photographs, among them Lister and his 
Commandos holding a captured Nazi flag.

He personally guided the infantry to their objective at V.P.455 on the 14th October, 
1918. He had previously reconnoitred the position four times. This work necessitated his passing behind the enemy lines to a depth of 
four versts. He has been with the attacking forces since the landing on Modyuski Island, and his reconnaissances have been of the 
greatest value.' [A 'verst' is an obsolete Russian unit of length, approximately equal to 0.6 of a mile; 1.06 of a kilometer] 

M.I.D. London Gazette 12 January 1920. '... for valuable and distinguished services rendered in connection with the operations at 
Archangel.' 

Croix de Guerre London Gazette 24 October 1919. 'Temporary 2nd Lieutenant (temporary Captain) Guy M. Chantrill, M.C., Special 
List' 

In White Russian Awards ...., by Ray Brough, he is listed as being awarded the Russian Order of St. Anne, 3rd Class with swords. 

Guy Mannering Chantrill was educated at King Edward's School, Birmingham. As a Temporary 2nd Lieutenant on the General List, 
having earlier earned the M.C. for North Russia, he received a special appointment, CL HH. on 1 November 1918 ( London Gazette 5 
April 1919). Temporary 2nd Lieutenant Guy Mannering Chantrill, M.C., General List relinquished his commission but retained his rank 
on 6 November 1919 ( London Gazette 21 February 1921). He was appointed Lieutenant (Quartermaster), General List on 11 October 
1939 ( London Gazette 13 November 1939). With copied m.i.c. and gazette extracts and other research. 
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A Great War M.C. group of five awarded to Lieutenant D. D. Warren, Bedfordshire Regiment, who was wounded 
during the course of winning his decoration during the German Spring Offensive and afterwards taken P.O.W. - 
entering the Indian Civil Service in the 1920s, he added the C.S.I. and C.I.E. to his accolades

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty in attempting to reach an isolated company under heavy machine-gun fire. After being 
wounded and attended to, he rejoined, and did excellent work in reorganising the men and controlling their fire.' 

Douglas Daintry Warren was born at Royston, Hertfordshire, in January 1897, and was studying at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge, 
on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, Bedfordshire Regiment, direct from the O.T.C. in June 1915, he went out to 
France as a reinforcement to the 2nd Battalion in the following year, and won his M.C. for the above cited deeds during an enemy 
attack on 22 March 1918. 

He was taken P.O.W. on 6 August 1918, when, according to his unit's war diary, 'the Bosche attacked our line and penetrated into 
several positions', a local newspaper report adding that 'he was with an outpost of his battalion when it was surrounded and all were 
taken prisoners.' 

Entering the Indian Civil Service after the War, Warren served variously as a Magistrate and Collector in Madras in the 1920s and 
1930s, and was afterwards appointed Joint Secretary to the Government of India in the Department of War Transport, in which latter 
capacity he was awarded the C.I.E. and C.S.I. ( London Gazettes 1 January 1945 and 1 January 1948, refer). He also served as a 
Divisional Officer with charge of assorted fire brigade stations during the War, his H.Q. being based at Triplicane Fire Station. 

Warren died at Royston in August 1972, aged 75 years; sold with a file of research. 

Sold with original Central Chancery letter in respect of a Buckingham Palace investiture to be held on 10 February 1948, and 
congratulatory letter from Wavell on the award of his C.I.E., dated 31 December 1944.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. Under heavy fire he repaired a bridge which was urgently required for the advance of 
artillery and horse transport during an attack, and though wounded, he remained at work until the bridge was completed. He showed 
splendid determination and resource.' 

Frederick Stanley Croker was born in Barnsdale, Victoria. An Electrical Engineer by occupation, he attested for the 9/5th Pioneers A.I.F. 
on 15 December 191 6, aged 27 years, one month. With copied service papers. See lot 1342 for his brother's medals. 
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A Second World War Chindit operations M.C. group of five attributed to Captain G. H. Borrow, King's Liverpool 
Regiment, late Royal Sussex Regiment, who served as A.D.C. to Major-General Orde Wingate and was killed when the 
Chindit leader's transport aircraft crashed in Burma in March 1944

M.C. London Gazette 16 December 1943. The original recommendation states: 

Throughout the operations in Burma from mid-February to mid-May 1943, Lieutenant Borrow acted as Intelligence Officer to H.Q. No. 
2 Group. He insisted on accompanying the expedition [Wingate's first Chindit operation] despite the fact he was suffering from 
jaundice. The continued privations and hardships of the campaign prevented him from ever recovering his health in the course of it, 
and in the latter stages he suffered intensely from internal disorders, general weakness and a malady which attacked his legs and made 
marching extremely difficult and painful. Despite the effects of these serious inroads upon a state of health already poor, he showed 
throughout the campaign a superb example of doggedness and courage which aroused the admiration of every officer and man who 
saw him, and inspired them all to emulate his magnificent endurance. His work as Intelligence Officer not only did not suffer from his 
bad state of health, but would have been remarkable for its thoroughness and efficiency in ordinary circumstances; while his behaviour 
under fire was exemplary. His high spirit helped immeasurably to carry the party with which he was travelling through the most 
arduous trials until the British lines were reached, when, after an example of steadfastness and endurance which cannot often have 
been surpassed, he finally collapsed.' 

George Henry Borrow was born at Brome, Norfolk, on 25 September 1921, son of Major Edward Borrow, D.S.O., and his wife Alys. 
Educated at Greshams, Holt, and Selwyn College, Cambridge, he joined the Army in 1941 and was commissioned as 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Royal Sussex Regiment in March 1942. In May 1942, having volunteered for service overseas, he joined the 13th Battalion, King's 
Liverpool Regiment, in India, a unit of 77 Indian Brigade, under the command of the celebrated Chindit leader, Brigadier Orde 
Wingate. 

Although suffering from jaundice, Borrow subsequently participated in the first Chindit operation in February-June 1943, serving in No. 
8 Column, and witnessed '5 or 6 scraps' scraps with the enemy. He was awarded M.C. 

In November 1943, he became Wingate's A.D.C. and Staff Captain to Special Force H.Q., the force which Wingate was preparing for 
the second Chindit expedition, which was finally launched on 5 March 1944. The next 19 days were ones of constant movement for 
Wingate and Borrow, flying in and visiting forward troops. 

On 24 March they flew in to Broadway where Wingate congratulated Calvert's Brigade, flew on to "White City", a second stronghold 
established by Calvert, then on to "Aberdeen", a stronghold established by Fergusson. From there Wingate returned to "Broadway" and 
thence back to Imphal to confer with the Air Officer Commanding, Air Marshal Baldwin. He was flying in a B-25 Mitchell bomber of 
the U.S. Army Air Force, piloted by Lieutenant Brian Hodges, with a crew of four. From Imphal Wingate decided to return to Lalaghat 
to see Colonel Cochrane, U.S.A.A.F., commander of the Air Commando, and left at 5 p.m. - with him in the plane, in addition to the 
crew and Captain Borrow, were two British war correspondents who has asked for a lift to Lalaghat, namely Stuart Emery of the News 
Chronicle and Stanley Wills of the Daily Herald. 

Tragically, however, the aircraft crashed while flying over the Bishenpur hills and all aboard were killed. A search party on 29 March 
found the wreckage, dug 18 feet into the hillside, and identified it by, amongst other things, the remains of Wingate's famous sun 
helmet. In July 1944, a second party visited the scene, led by the senior chaplain of Special Force, Stewart Perowne. The remains were 
collected and buried, a service held and a cross erected, inscribed with the nine names. 

Borrow was posthumously mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 26 April 1945, refers). 

In 1947, at the request of the U.S. government, the remains were exhumed and re-interred in Arlington National Cemetery, Virginia, U. 
S.A., where individual crosses stand in the names of Major-General O. C. Wingate, D.S.O., Royal Artillery, Captain G. H. Borrow, M. 
C., Royal Sussex Regiment, the two British correspondents, and the five American crew members; sold with copied research, including 
extracts from the recipient's letters to his family at the time of the Chindit operations.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


1361 A fine Second World War North-West Europe operations M.C. group of four awarded to Lieutenant C. Shone, 'B' 
Squadron, 141 Royal Armoured Corps (The Buffs), better known as the "Playboys", who was decorated for his 
gallantry in command of a Crocodile flame-thrower tank at Breberen in January 1945 - in which action he was 
wounded 

Military Cross, G.VI.R., the reverse officially dated '1945'; 1939-45 Star; France and Germany Star; War Medal 1939-45, 
together with a Shrewsbury RoundTable Past Chairman's Badge, gilt and enamel, the reverse inscribed, 'Cliff Shone, 1954', 
extremely fine (5) £800-1000 

M.C. London Gazette 19 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On 19 January 1945, Lieutenant Shone was in command of a troop of crocodile tanks which were supporting the 6th Battalion, 
Cameronians, on to the village of Breberen. Having subdued enemy resistance in the southern part of the village, he encountered a 
road-block which blocked further progress. He at once proceeded to attack the enemy in the rear from the northern end of the village, 
thus enabling the infantry to get forward again. 

During this action severe enemy mortaring was experienced which wounded several infantrymen who were lying in the path of his 
tanks. Showing complete disregard for his own safety, Lieutenant Shone dismounted from his tank, dressed their wounds, and removed 
them to safety, all under intense mortar fire, and despite being wounded himself. 

By his magnificent all-round handling of the situation, Lieutenant Shone was not only responsible for saving many lives, but also was 
largely responsible for putting the infantry on to their objective and capturing the village of Breberen.' 

Clifford Shone joined 'B' Squadron, 141 R.A.C. (The Buffs) in August 1944, and quickly saw action as C.O. of No. 6 Troop in support of 
the 29th U.S Infantry Division in the battle for Brest - indeed his subsequent part in the campaign in North-West Europe is the subject of 
frequent mention in the unit's history, The Playboys, a copy of which included: 

'Cliff never stopped laughing at life. Whether his tank brewed or whether he'd had the most God-awful blind the night before he'd still 
come out smiling. Bags of common sense too. He would go on drinking and arguing until he fell asleep. And without exception his first 
question would be "where's my tuth?" God knows in what queer places we found the solitary tooth - anywhere from a ship's lavatory 
to a forest clearing, but find it we always did - had to, or the show couldn't go on. Peter and Cliff were as thick as thieves - and the 
combination approximated to a hurricane.' 

The "Playboys" were equipped with one of Major-General Sir Percy Hobart's modified tanks - or "Funnies" as they came to be known - 
namely the Churchill Crocodile flame-thrower tank, which carried 400 gallons of fuel in a carrier, enough for 80 one-second bursts at a 
range of about 80-100 yards. And this specialist capability was duly employed in support of the 29th U.S. Infantry Division for the 
assault on Fort Montbarey in September 1944, where Shone commanded 6 Troop: 

'The troop emptied its trailers in the moat and across the other side in one glorious conflagration of flame and smoke. Then from a 
shelter in the moat emerged "Hermann the German". Dallas sent him back into the fort to demand its surrender at the pistol point. But 
that modernised mediaeval fort was just as tough as ever. Out came "Hermann the German" to tell Dallas that the commandant's 
orders were to remain there and fight to the bitter end - and unless they produced a damn sight more flame and destruction so he 
would. You know the idea, "C'est dommage mais - nous sommes soldats". There could of course be only one reaction. "He wants it, 
well we've got it". Terry came in with 10 Troop and used up the whole of his H.E. and flame in one mad outburst, quickly replaced by 
Cliff [Shone] with 6 Troop who piled in just as heavy. At the same time all available fire power, infantry mortars, phosphorus shells and 
heavy weapons crashed down. Two 105mm. close-support howitzers lined up into action against the gate itself, Roy pounding away 
with them. The outhouses were now a blazing inferno and a truly Walt Disney nightmare of flame, smoke, flying metal, sound and fury. 
Gradually the weight shifted its point of impact as a task force of infantry jumped into the moat and placed charges against the wall. 
The little force returned and blew the charges. Straightway into the hole charged the infantry covered by an absolute crescendo of 
flame, 75s, Besa and smoke. Cliff was even using up his hand smoke grenades. Straight through the outhouses, capturing en route 30 P. 
O.Ws too asphyxiated by the flame and smoke to surrender. A sharp spell of hand-to-hand fighting and the show was over, the 
remainder of the garrison left alive surrendering - 78 O.Rs, 3 officers, a W.O. and an officer cadet.' 

The "Playboys" were next in action in the Scheldt Pocket, Shone 'blazing the trail for the infantry' at Heyst in October, following which 
he assumed command of No. 9 Troop, and by December he and his men were on the German border. Here, then, the eve of his M.C.- 
winning exploits at Berberen, an action described in detail in the unit's history: 

'This Recce Group had assembled in full view at the road junction at 758723 just N.E. of Saeffelen - which asked for it and got it. A 
colossal mortar stonk came down, wounding several, amongst whom were the infantry C.O. and Cliff's [Shone's] Company 
Commander. With about two minutes to go to the 25 pounder concentration Cliff thus found himself amongst a bevy of subalterns with 
no plan yet made and debating as to which one should take over the company. Cliff became fatherly. "Look here, I'm going to flame 
the western edge and the southern approach, then you go in. I'll meet you in there and see if there's any more trouble." And off they 
went. 

The Sherman stood off and blazed away at both villages while 8 and 9 Troops lumbered off over the snow, firing as they went. On the 
right Cliff's show went with a bang. Terry Conway was a Croc commander that day and went in with Sergeant Decent, burning and 
smashing the houses on the west. Cliff shot in Sergeant Huxtable as he made a tidy mess at the southern end - then dismounted in all 
the confusion of flame and smoke to sort out the position. Prisoners were coming out now and Jerry was pouring mortars and shells into 
the place and all round it. Cliff ran the Platoon Commander to earth and agreed to lead the platoon up the street in his own Croc, 
flaming all the way. And so he did for about 300 yards until he reached a road block. Fortunately there was a turning left here and after 
another tete-a-tete with the Platoon Commander Cliff cut off here to go round the village and come in again from the north. In doing so 
Cliff met up with another platoon commanded by a Corporal going in the same way. He dismounted again and took the Corporal down 
to the village square, where a runner contacted him and asked for help on the houses to the east. By now the whole village was on fire 
and the troop had used up all its fuel but still had plenty of ammunition left. Cliff therefore ran back through the burning village to his 
tank just in time to see a mortar kill five and smash up four more of the infantry clustered round it. It took quite a time getting them 
from under the tracks. The crew bandaged them up with all their shell dressings and put them into a nearby house. Just then Nigel 
came up and Cliff ran over to give him the dope. He was stood just by the horn of Standard when some particularly vicious brand of 
high velocity H.E. cracked in and hit the pannier door, caving it right in and sending Cliff for a six in a cloud of smoke. Cliff picked 
himself up and got on with the job of giving fire support on the houses to the N.E. until the whole place was cleared.' 

A few days later, on 23 January, in an attack on Aphoven, Shone received more serious wounds that necessitated his evacuation to 
hospital. The Playboys takes up the story: 

'So at the duly appointed 1300 hours Cliff Shone cracked out of Laffeld followed only by those two old faithfuls, Sergeant Decent and 
Sergeant Huxtable. But he found it impossible to get off the road. Slipping and sliding he led his troop and the infantry straight down it. 
The infantry were being murdered by mortars as Cliff flamed and blazed away, getting them into the first bit of the village. He couldn't 
see any place for the Shermans to pass as planned so just carried on up the long street, flaming and shooting and shepherding his little 
flock of infantry along. One of the spandaus he saw too late. Just as its chattering flash from a shop window caught his eye his Croc 
overshot the mark. But in seconds he had Sergeant Decent on to it - Trooper Hartland had it taped and just engulfed the shop and all 
the guys inside with roaring flame. 
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After about 500 yards the road broadened and Cliff now pulled in to let the Shermans by. Turned round - no Shermans. The infantry 
went on whilst he waited but soon stopped, held up by machine-guns around the next bend. Cliff gave up hope of the Shermans and 
decided to settle the matter himself. All hell was dropping on the village and as he crooned down the mike "O.K. Snash, advance", a 
large portion of it landed on the engine decks, blowing off the petrol caps and brewing-up the tank. Some of it went off in a 
diversionary raid to the back of Cliff's head and did it a power of no good. Cliff baled out his crew and collected them in a cellar, then 
went and saw Sergeant Decent, telling him to pass his own Croc and do the necessary. As Sergeant Decent moved off, however, he got 
in one hell of a tangle with a telegraph pole and its attendant cables - his hair got redder and his cursing got hotter but it was no good. 
There was nothing for it but to get down to a long job with a hefty pair of wire-cutters. Nor on this ice could Sergeant Huxtable get his 
great lumbering Croc past Sergeant Decent. Cliff was now in a dilemma. If he kept his crew in the cellar the next company would be 
clearing and probably send down a grenade for them to share amongst them, if he kept them on the stairs they'd be shot at sight and if 
he kept them in the street they'd probably take a packet from mortars. But Sergeant Decent's immobility and the infantry's plight 
decided the issue. Leaving Staples and Snashall in Sergeant Decent's tank he ran and ducked with Fisher and Hudson right through the 
blazing village to find the Shermans. He found them still at the entrance, told the Troop Commander the whole position. Then relaxed 
into a R.A.P. from where he was evacuated to hospital. This was the end of "Blackcock" for Cliff. And not before time. He well 
deserved the M.C. that he got/ 

Shone rejoined his unit a few weeks later and remained actively employed until the War's end.

'On 28 January 1945, this V.C.O. was second-in-command of 'B' Company which had been ordered to attack a heavily bunkered hill 
feature called Meirose. The attack was met by extremely strong Japanese heavy M.M.G., L.M.G., mortars and rifle fire. Subedar 
Nauroze Khan rushed forward to the leading platoon and organised the destruction of six enemy bunkers. Whilst attacking one bunker, 
Subedar Nauroze Khan was attacked at close range by a Japanese officer whom he shot and killed with his rifle. He then turned on two 
other Japanese and shot them down. 

When the Company had consolidated its position, this V.C.O. did admirable work organising the evacuation of the wounded, whilst 
the position was still under heavy automatic and rifle fire. 

Throughout the engagement in spite of heavy fire of all arms from a strongly held position, Subedar Nauroze Khan gave an example of 
leadership and personal bravery of the highest order. The conduct of this platoon under his direction led in no small measure to the 
success of the attack and the ultimate success of a vital operation.' 

Nauroze Khan, a Punjabi Mussalman, was from Chakrali Budhal, Gujar Khan, Rawalpindi, and was also mentioned in despatches 
0 London Gazette 10 January 1946, refers).

His devotion to duty and dogged determination to take through his support and ammunition columns in spite of heavy 
enemy fire has been an inspiration to the whole company. He is an excellent example of everything a good V.C.O. should be. 

On one occasion while in command of the adm. area of 4-15 Punjab Regiment, he personally killed the three leading Japs of an 
attacking party some 35 strong and inspired his men that they drove off the Japs who left much equipment and their dead behind.' 

Gul Hussain, who was from Natha Gala in Poonch State in the Punjab, enlisted in the Indian Army in March 1928. Witnessing active 
service as a member of an ammunition transport column, R.I.A.S.C., in the Waziristan operations in April to December 1937 (Medal & 
clasp), he was also mentioned in despatches in respect of his subsequent services in the Burma campaign - accompanying copied entry 
refers.

D.F.C. London Gazette 24 May 1945. 

Albert Edward 'Ted" Parker, who was born in January 1917, enlisted in the Royal Air Force in September 1939. Appointed a Flight 
Sergeant on qualifying as a Navigator in in Canada in September 1943, he was posted to No. 49 Squadron, a Lancaster unit, in August 
1944. 

Teaming up with Flying Officer N. FI. Alty's crew, he flew his first operational sortie on the 3rd, namely the daylight strike against 
Trossy St. Maximin. And his crew attacked five further targets in France over the coming weeks, prior to participating in sorties against 
Darmstadt and Stuttgart on 11-12 September - the latter outing resulting in a combat with an enemy night fighter. Four more German 
targets having been attacked in the same month, his crew carried out sorties against Wilhelmshaven, Bremen, Walcheren and Bergen in 
October. 

In November, Parker was commissioned as a Pilot Officer, and completed six further operations, including attacks on Dusseldorf and 
Munich, and a return trip to Norway, this time to Trondheim - and his Lancaster was damaged by flak on a trip to Homberg in the same 
month. Having then made a return trip to Munich, and attacked targets in Gdynia and Houffaliz in December, he ended his operational 
tour in the new year, with a third strike against Munich and a trip to Royon in France. 

He was awarded the D.F.C. and advanced to Flying Officer in May 1945.

For his outstanding services he was awarded the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal (D.C.M. recommendation dated 10 January 1855). Grimmison is recorded as having been sent home on 24 July 1 855.

It is reportedly mentioned in a history of the 72nd Highlanders that Drummer O'Connor's D.C.M. was awarded for 'being engaged in 
hand to hand combat with Russian soldiers'. 
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'His devotion to the Regiment surpassed anything I have ever known. The Regiment was to him the beginning and end 
of all things; and I well remember once discussing with him his future prospects and intentions as his time for retirement 
was drawing near. He sat silent for a few moments, and then in slow measured tones remarked: "They may turn me 
away officially; but I will never leave the RegimentThe remark was so typical of the man and so thoroughly 
characteristic of his life's devotion. He had his wish - he never left the Regiment/

Alexander Stevens was born in Inverness in March 1862 and enlisted in the old 71st in 1879, 'and served continuously with the 
Regiment to the day of his death.' 

Embarked for South Africa with 1st Battalion on the advent of the Boer War, he most likely won his D.C.M. 'for rallying men' in the 
action at Magersfontein on 10-11 December 1899 (Robert's despatch, dated 17 February 1900 and the London Gazette 16 March 
1900, refer). On that occasion, the Battalion suffered casualties of two officers and 12 men killed, and seven officers and 73 men 
wounded - and Corporal J. Shaul, one of the unit's stretcher bearers, won the Victoria Cross. 

Also present at Modder River and Wittebergen (Queen's Medal & 2 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps), he won a second "mention" 
(,London Gazette 10 September 1901, refers), and was commissioned as a Lieutenant (Q.M.) in August 1903. 

Having then added the Delhi Durbar Medal to his accolades in 1911 (regimental roll refers), he was advanced to Captain (Q.M.) in 
August 1913, and went out to France with the 1 st Battalion in 1915. He subsequently served in Egypt and Mesopotamia, and it was in 
the latter theatre of war that he died of disease on 10 April 1917, aged 55 years. He is commemorated on the Kirkee 1914-1918 
Memorial; sold with a file of research. 
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An extremely rare Great War D.C.M. and Bar, M.M. group of seven awarded to Warrant Officer 2nd Class G. Jeffrey, 
Seaforth Highlanders, who was also decorated by our French and Russian Allies

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. After an enemy attack had been repulsed this N.C.O. took out a fighting patrol, and by 
his daring leading succeeded in surrounding and capturing several of the enemy and bringing in some machine-guns.'

George Jeffrey, a native of Dunbar, first went out to France as a Corporal in the Seaforth Highlanders on 7 October 1915, and was 
awarded all of his decorations as a member of the 7th Battalion, latterly as a Company Sergeant-Major. Also awarded the French Croix 
de Guerre (London Gazette 29 January 1919, refers), verification remains outstanding in respect of his Russian Cross of St. George for 
Bravery. 

The 7th Battalion was heavily engaged on the Somme in 1916, including the capture of Longueval, and the battles of Delville Wood 
and Le Transloy. Subsequently engaged in the Arras offensive in 1917, and at Passchendaele and the action on Welsh Ridge, the 7th 
returned to the Somme in 1918, and participated in the capture of Outtersteene Ridge and the battle of Courtrai; sold with brief 
research. 
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A rare Great War Palestine operations D.C.M. and Bar group of six awarded to Corporal W. B. Watson, Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, late Lanarkshire Yeomanry, in which latter corps he saw action on the Gallipoli peninsula

William B. Watson, a native of Lesmahagow in south Lanarkshire, enlisted in the 1/1 Lanarkshire Yeomanry shortly after the outbreak of 
hostilities, and in that capacity was landed in Gallipoli on 11 October 1915. Evacuated form the peninsula in January 1916, his unit 
went on to serve in the Egyptian Expeditionary Force and, in January 1917, was amalgamated with the Ayrshire Yeomanry to form the 
12th (Ayr & Lanark) Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers. 

And it was for his subsequent gallantry in charge of the Battalion's stretcher bearers during the Palestine operations in 1917 that he was 
awarded his D.C.M. and Bar. As part of 229th Brigade, 74th (Yeomanry) Division, the 12th saw action in the 2nd and 3rd battles of 
Gaza, including the capture of Beersheba and Sharia. Later still, after participating in the capture and defence of Jerusalem, and the 
battle of Tell Asur, the Battalion was embarked for France in May 1918. 

The announcement for Watson's second D.C.M. appeared as a first award in the London Gazette on 11 April 1918, an error that was 
duly corrected in a later statement on 26 June. 

Demobilised in January 1919, he was awarded his T.F.E.M in AO 178 on 1 May of the same year; sold with a file of research. 
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A Great War D.C.M. group of four awarded to Warrant Officer Class 1 A. E. Laurence, Nottinghamshire & Derbyshire 
Regiment 

Distinguished Conduct Medal, G.V.R. (10927 R.S. Mjr. A. Laurence, 9/N. & D.R.); 1914 Star, with clasp (10927 C.S.M. A. 
Laurence, 9th N. & D. Regt.), renamed; British War and Victory Medals, M.I.D. oak leaf (10927 T.W.O. CL 1 A. E. 
Lawrence, Notts. & Derby. R.), note surname spelling, together with the recipient's Great War period wrist watch, the

Albert E. Laurence was embarked for France as a member of the 2nd Battalion, Sherwood Foresters, on 3 September 1914. 
Subsequently transferred to the 9th Battalion, it was in this capacity that he was awarded the D.C.M. for his gallant deeds as a 
Company Sergeant-Major during the course of 191 7. 

Laurence was discharged from the Sherwood Foresters in 1922, at which stage he was intending to join the Tyrone Special 
Constabulary as an instructor at Omagh. 

Sold with a quantity of original documentation, including certificates of proficiency for the Special Rifle Course, Instructor's Course, 
Warrant Officer's Course, and Small Arms Course, together with related research. 
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A rare Great War D.C.M. group of five awarded to Lieutenant I. E. Balaban, Liverpool Regiment, late Royal Engineers, 
who was decorated for his gallantry as a member of 187th "Gas Cylinder" Company, R.E. - the date of award of his D. 
C.M. suggests a probable link to the V.C.-winning exploits of Corporal J. L. Dawson, also a member of 187th 
Company, at Hohenzollern Redoubt in October 1915

Isaac Elkune Balaban enlisted in the Royal Engineers on the outbreak of 
hostilities, direct from his studies at Manchester University, where he was a 
member of the O.T.C. 

Embarked for France in mid-July 1915, he served as a Corporal in 187th 
Company, R.E., one of four units then employed in gas cylinder operations, and 
was awarded the D.C.M. for the above cited deeds later in the same year. A few 
weeks before the announcement of his award, The London Gazette had also 
announced that a fellow N.C.O. in 187th Company, R.E., namely Corporal J. L. 
Lawson, was to receive the V.C.: 

Tor most conspicuous bravery and devotion to duty on 13 October 1915, at 
Hohenzollern Redoubt. During a gas attack, when the trenches were full of men, 
he walked backwards and forwards along the parados, fully exposed to a very 
heavy fire, in order to be better able to give directions to his own sappers, and to 
clear the infantry out of sections of the trench that were full of gas. Finding three 
leaking gas cylinders, he rolled them some sixteen yards away from the trench, 
again under very heavy fire, and then fired rifle bullets into them to let the gas 
escape. There is no doubt that the cool gallantry of Corporal Dawson on this 
occasion saved many men from being gassed/ 

Balaban presumably remained similarly employed out in France until returning home to attend an Officer Cadet Unit, for he was 
commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion, Liverpool Regiment, in November 1917. 

Returning to his studies at Manchester University after being placed on the Territorial Force Reserve in December 1920, he became 
MSc (Tech) in 1921 and obtained a PhD in the early 1930s. He also appears to have been recalled on the renewal of hostilities, the 
Army List of 1944 listing him as a Lieutenant in the Lancashire Fusiliers (Reserve of Officers). 

Balaban's portrait photograph appears in the British Jewry Book of Honour, edited by Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O. (Caxton Publishing 
Co. Ltd, London, 1922); sold with a quantity of copied research.

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A superb Second World War Coastal Forces C.G.M. group of four awarded to Stoker 1st Class R. J. Spinks, Royal 
Navy, who was decorated for a close range firefight against an enemy convoy in the Dover Straits in June 1942, when 
his boat, M.T.B. 20/, was severely damaged by E-Boats, armed trawlers and an enemy tanker, as a consequence of 
which all but two of her crew were killed or wounded and the boat temporarily abandoned: himself wounded in both 
legs, Spinks insisted on re-entering the engine room - 'which was without lights, full of fumes and liable at any 
moment to blaze again' - and managed to get 201 back underway on an auxiliary engine before passing out through 
exhaustion

'Early in the action the Motor Mechanic was seriously wounded and the Leading Stoker killed, leaving Spinks as the only rating capable 
of work in the engine room. Spinks himself had his leg broken but tackled and extinguished a fire which had broken out. When orders 
were given to abandon ship, he received a wound in his other leg from a cannon shell. He was placed on a raft, but when the boat was 
re-boarded he insisted on being lowered into the engine room which was without lights, full of fumes and liable at any moment to 
blaze again. He succeeded in directing other members of the crew in repairs and starting one auxiliary engine and getting the boat 
underway. He was eventually overcome by exhaustion and was removed from the engine room unconscious. Although 201 sank 
before reaching harbour, the boat was able to withdraw from the enemy coast with the surviving members of the crew, only through 
the action of Spink who showed gallantry and devotion to duty of a high order, and a complete disregard for personal danger.' 

The following account of the action appears in The Battle of the Narrow Seas, by Lieutenant-Commander Peter Scott, M.B.E., D.S.C.: 

'A week later came a night when there was great activity in the Dover Strait. Two groups of E Boats were laying mines one off 

Folkestone, the other off Rye; there was a friendly convoy eastbound and another westbound through the Narrows, and a friendly 
destroyer bound for Portsmouth, which was ordered to turn about because of further enemy mine-laying off Selsey Bill. 

Meanwhile, at about 2 a.m. the M.T.Bs under Lt. G. L. Cotton, R.N.V.R. [Spinks' skipper in M.T.B. 201], were making their 
interception, though unfortunately it was detected before the attack could be completed. At once the air was full of starshell and tracer, 
but Cotton, with magnificent determination, went straight on in, closely followed by Lt. E. H. Larive, Royal Netherlands Navy. Which of 
the two boats fired the torpedo which is believed to have hit will probably never be known, but both M.T.Bs passed through the screen 
of some seven or eight E Boats and a number of flak trawlers. In the action which followed the result was inconclusive. It was less 
successful than many M.T.B. battles, but, as an example of human fortitude and determination in adversity, the story must take a high 
place. 

Cotton describes in his report how, because of the blinding glare, he was not at first certain whether a ship ahead of him was a 
merchant vessel or a trawler, so he fired one torpedo at a range of 300-400 yards. Too late, as the torpedo left the tube, he realised that 
it was only a trawler. 

"At this juncture," he writes, "we were hit on the bridge by an E Boat firing from astern of us. I was wounded and the coxswain was 

temporarily knocked out; the wheel was taken by the Canadian spare officer, Sub.-Lt. I. D. Moore, R.C.N.V.R. 

A large vessel was sighted immediately ahead which appeared to be the tanker, extremely light, as she was high in the water. She 
engaged us with very heavy gunfire. The remaining torpedo was fired at a range of 300 yards or less, and we turned to starboard, 
passing approximately 50 yards from the target's port quarter. 

Shortly after the second torpedo was fired, the spare officer and the gunner clearly saw and heard an explosion, while others felt the 
concussion; the gunner maintains that he saw smoke rising from the fore hold of the ship. I personally did not see any explosion, as my 
attention was occupied elsewhere. 

By this time one engine had been put out of action by a hit on the salt-water pump. In turning away from the tanker we passed an E 
Boat at fairly close quarters, but it did not open fire. Two trawlers, however, engaged us as we were still turning, with extremely heavy 
and accurate fire, hitting us so often that the remaining engines and the guns were put out of action, a small fire was started, and many 
of the crew became casualties. So bad was the damage that the boat stopped, disabled, about three-quarters of a mile from the nearest 
trawler. Both trawlers continued shelling intermittently, so that finally the order had to be given to jettison the confidential books, and 
destroy all secret equipment. 
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The state of the personnel at this time was as follows: 

Commanding Officer.. Wounded. 

First Lieutenant.. Wounded. 

Spare Officer.. Badly wounded (Died before reaching Base). 

Telegraphist.. Slightly wounded. 

Gunner.. Wounded. 

Signalman .. Killed. 

Motor Mechanic .. Very seriously wounded. 

Coxswain .. Wounded. 

Leading Stoker.. Killed. 

Stoker.. Badly wounded. 

Only the Seaman Torpedoman and the 1 Trained Man 1 were unwounded. 

At 0220 I gave the order to abandon ship, intending to lie off in the raft while the trawlers continued shelling, and this was carried out 
during a lull in the firing. One trawler then trained a searchlight on the boat and the firing continued intermittently for about half an 
hour, after which both trawlers disappeared. 

I then ordered the boat to be re-boarded and an endeavour to be made to get her under way. This was successful, and at 0340, 
proceeding on one auxiliary engine and hand-steering, course was set for Dover. The boat was making water rapidly, though the few 
still capable were endeavouring to their utmost to keep the level down by bailing and operating the hand bilge pump. At 0745 two 
High-speed Launches of the R.A.F. closed us and took off the badly wounded. An attempt was made to tow, but by this time the bilge 
pump was out of action and at 0848 she turned over and sank. 

Forwarding Cotton's report to Admiralty, the Commodore Commanding, Dover-Rear-Admiral R. L. B. Cunliffe, after remarking on the 
Valiant efforts to save their vessel' made by 'her gallant and much tried crew,' goes on to say that there is no conclusive evidence of 
the damage inflicted on the enemy, but although three weeks had elapsed since the attack, 'the tanker, it is observed, still remains in 
the docks at Dunkirk.' 

And another account of the action appears in Home Waters M.T.Bs & M.G.Bs at War 1939-45 , by Leonard C. Reynolds: 

'Activity at Dover continued unabated, and on 14-15 June a bruising battle was fought by three boats of the newly arrived 9th M.T.B. 
Flotilla. This flotilla of Vospers, commanded by Lt. C. Philpotts, R.N., consisted initially of four boats manned entirely by officers and 
men of the Royal Netherlands Navy, and four more with Royal Navy crews. On this night the unit was led by Lt. G.L. Cotton in 207, 
followed by 203 (Lt. E.H. Larive, R. Neth. N.) and 229 (Lt. A. McDougall). Their task was to attack a large tanker which had already 
escaped destruction twice, but was obviously of importance to the enemy. Intelligence had established that this tanker would sail, 
heavily escorted, eastward through the Strait from Boulogne. 

In order to give the M.T.Bs every chance, a force of five M.G.Bs from Ramsgate, led by the S.O. of the 2nd Flotilla, Lt. G. D. K. 
Richards R.N., was despatched in advance to lay mines ahead of the convoy. However, detected by searchlights and starshell, they 
were subjected to very heavy fire from both the shore and the leading escorts, and M.G.B. 46 was seriously damaged by fire from VP 
1806. Some of the escorts turned into Calais, but the remainder continued towards Dunkirk. Richards and his boats had no chance of 
laying mines accurately. 

Cotton and his M.T.Bs were in position to attack by 02.00, but as 201 turned in to attack, all the escorts opened fire and Cotton was 
faced with a wall of shells and tracer. With Larive in very close station astern, he roared in to penetrate the screen, but had extreme 
difficulty in deciding which of the shapes ahead was his main target. He got one torpedo away, and then 201 received a devastating 
burst of fire which virtually immobilized everyone on the bridge: Cotton was wounded, together with the First Lieutenant, the 
coxswain, the telegraphist, and a bridge messenger. The signalman was killed. The Canadian spare officer, Sub. Lt I. D. Moore, took the 
wheel, and the second torpedo was fired. One engine had been hit and was out of action, and there were casualties in the engine 
room. 

Larive - still close astern - then fired his torpedoes, and everyone was sure that at least one hit was obtained, although from which boat 
no one was sure - and it did not seem to matter. Still under fire and trying to disengage, 201 came to rest some distance from the escort 
screen, but with two trawlers still firing at her. Cotton ordered the crew to 'abandon ship', ditched the confidential books and gathered 
the crew in a raft. However, 201 did not sink, and when the trawlers finally left, Cotton re-boarded, hoping it might be possible to get 
her back to Dover. He succeeded in getting under way on the auxiliary engine, and they crept painfully towards base. All but two of 
the crew had been wounded, and by this time three had died and two more were seriously in need of medical attention. Despite the 
efforts to keep baling and pumping, the boat was making water rapidly. At 0745 two R.A.F. Air Sea Rescue boats arrived. One took off 
the badly wounded while the other attempted to tow the stricken boat. Sadly, at 0848, 201 turned over and sank. It was an unhappy 
end to a gallant and determined action. 

By the nature of war, the news that would have brought some consolation to Cotton and his crew could not come rapidly: they 
discovered that the tanker had reached Dunkirk, but not whether it was damaged. After the war enemy records revealed that there had 
been a successful torpedo hit on the ocean-going tug Cherbourgois V. The awards announced in August included D.S.Cs for Cotton and 
Larive, a Conspicuous Gallantry Medal for Stoker Robert Spinks, who had kept the engine room working even though badly wounded, 
and despite the deaths of his Motor Mechanic and the Leading Stoker. There was also a D.S.M. for 201 's coxswain Leading Seaman A. 
E. Collins. 

Robert Jenkins Spinks received his C.G.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture on 15 December 1942; sold with a file of copied 
research. 
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'Villagers by the road side joined in with the crowd in throwing volleys of road-metal and large stones. The police were 
driven back immediately through troops, who advancedand as the crowd scatteredfound the body of Mr. Murphy, 
with his head battered amid many stones covered in blood. Medical examination of his body in Mardan also disclosed 
wounds from revolver bullets in his head and further gunshot wounds with small shot. Two of his ribs were also crushed 
which supports the story that he was thrown by a wrestler among the Red Shirts , and his head subsequently battered in/ 

An official report into the death of Assistant Superintendent D. B. Murphy, Indian Police Service, refers. 


A poignant lifesaving K.P.M. awarded to Assistant Superintendent D. B. Murphy, Indian Police Service, who was later 
brutally murdered by a crowd of "Red Shirts" at Mardan in the North-West Frontier province in May 1930 - stoned 
senseless, he was shot with his own revolver 

King's Police Medal, G.V.R., 1st issue (Denis B. Murphy, Indian Police Service), in its fitted case of issue, with one of the

K.P.M. London Gazette 1 January 1927: 

'For gallantry in rescuing at considerable personal risk a boy from a burning house.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'On the night of 2 December 1925, a fire involving five two-storied shops occurred in Misgiran, one of the main bazars in Peshawur 
City. Three shops had collapsed in the fire. A boy named Phul Badshah, who was a spectator fell from a roof of an adjoining shop and 
was pinned under a beam among the debris. A rope was thrown to him to assist him in getting out of the house, but he was unable to 
move. Mr. Murphy, Assistant Superintendent of Police, hearing of the accident, entered the house and freed the boy's leg. The boy was 
then helped out of the house with the assistance of others, who joined Mr. Murphy, through a window in the wall of the buildings, 
which remained standing. A few minutes later a further collapse of buildings took place which would have killed the boy. Mr. 
Murphy's gallant action was opportune and was made at considerable personal risk.' 

Denis Brownell Murphy was born in Brentford, Middlesex, in April 1904, and was educated at Durstan House, Ealing, and at 
Westminster (1918-22), where he was a King's Scholar. At the time of his application for the Indian Police Service in 1923, he held a 
commission in the Territorial Army, and his request to be given a posting in the Punjab, where he had an acquaintance, was duly 
approved. Arriving in India at the end of the same year, he was appointed an Assistant Superintendent in Peshawur, in which capacity 
he won his K.P.M. for the above cited deeds in December 1925. 

Having then been posted to other locations, Murphy joined his final appointment at Mardan in early May 1929. Two weeks later, on 
the 25th, he was brutally murdered. A contemporary newspaper report takes up the story: 

'Mr. D. B. Murphy, Assistant Superintendent of Police at the village of Mardan, was killed by a mob, mainly composed of "Red Shirts" 
yesterday. Mr. Murphy met his death in a gallant attempt to disperse a crowd, estimated at about 1,200, with a force of 55 Indian 
policemen, armed only with lathis [staves]. 
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Mardan, which is a village on the railway line running north from Nowshera cantonments to Dargai, has been one of the "Red Shirt" 
strongholds since the beginning of the present agitation. There are many Hindu storekeepers in the district, and there is no doubt a 
constant stream of propaganda found its source in this neighbourhood. Yesterday morning the police secured the arrest of six 
ringleaders, and it was in a demonstration of protest that the disturbance occurred. Mr. Murphy disappeared in the dense crowd at the 
head of his constables. The crowd attacked the party fiercely, and in the ensuing fighting Mr. Murphy was felled with a stone. 

The news of his death came as a great shock here [Peshawur], He was a most courageous young officer, and two years ago was 
decorated with the King's Police Medal for entering a burning house in a narrow lane in Peshawur City and rescuing a young Indian 
boy only a few moments before the building collapsed. 

Mr. Murphy, who was educated at Westminster, and joined the Indian Police only about five years ago, was looked on as one of the 
most promising young officers in the district. He was personally popular not only with his brother officers, but with the townspeople. 
Many telegrams from responsible members of the Moslem community expressing detestation at the outrage have been received. He 
will be buried with full military honours at Peshawur this evening.' 

The shocking circumstances of Murphy's death led to a flurry of official reports, from one of which the following extract has been 
taken: 

'Captain Hay, Assistant Commissioner ... directed Mr. Murphy to disperse the crowd by force, while the officer in command of the 
Indian Infantry was requested to keep his troops in support. Mr. Murphy, before carrying out this order, rode through the crowd with an 
escort of two Sowars only in order to ascertain as accurately as possible the number of volunteers and the composition of the crowd. 
On his return he begged that firearms should not be used to disperse the crowd because there were a number of small boys present. He 
then led the police and charged the mob. He himself ran into the middle of the crowd which immediately closed on him and attacked 
the police fiercely with sticks and stones, heaps of which were collected by the roadside preparatory to repairs to the road. The police 
were driven back by weight of numbers and by the fierceness of the hail of stones, while the villagers who had been looking on from 
the side of the road, also joined in the attack on them. The crowd fell back some five or ten yards. It was then discovered that Mr. 
Murphy had not come back. Captain Hay advanced with the troops and the volunteers and the villagers retreated before them. Mr. 
Murphy's body was found lying on the road. His head and his body had been severely battered and he was dead. He appeared to have 
received a bullet wound in the head, and the Tahsildar reported that he had heard a shot fired during the attack ... ' 

Sold with a file of research, including a copied group photograph of Murphy and his detachment, and official correspondence from the 
archives at The Oriental and India Office, the latter concerning his death - and concern about details of its brutality reaching Murphy's 
next of kin.

'On 29 May an Orakzai lashkar came down from the mountains to attack the Militia post of Badama. Badama was commanded by 
Subadar Gul Khan, who with one hundred rifles of the Militia and a lashkar of Turi villagers, waded into the Orakzais and drove them 
out of the valley with the loss of twenty dead.' (ref. Frontier Scouts , by Charles Chenevix Trench).

The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 18 October 1944, in the area of S. Dematrio church, 'B' Company (P.Ms) were in close contact with the enemy who were some 
150 yards away. Throughout the day their position was subjected to intense artillery, mortar and tank fire, under cover of which the 
enemy made continuous attempts to re-capture the position. 

During one of these attempts, No. 13262 Naik Mohammad Riaz, commander of the foremost section in the Company, with his Tommy 
machine-gun smashed by enemy fire, dashed forward and assaulted the advancing enemy with hand grenades, breaking up the attack 
and personally accounting for two killed and three wounded. 

When casualties reduced his section to himself and two Sepoys, he was tireless in his efforts to conceal this from the enemy, moving 
about from trench to trench to simulate the fire of a complete section, often leaving cover under heavy fire, to better observe the 
movement of the enemy. 

Finally, at about 1500 hours, the Platoon having suffered 75% casualties, the two forward sections positions were now almost 
untenable due to accurate tank fire. Completely undaunted, this N.C.O. ordered his surviving Sepoy to withdraw and, carrying forward 
an L.M.G., he lay out in the open and continued to engage the enemy until the remainder of his platoon had withdrawn and the 
casualties been evacuated. Then only would he withdraw to safety. 

For some 12 hours, under almost continuous fire, this N.C.O. by his tireless efforts, initiative and determination, had denied his position 
to the enemy, preventing all their attempts to infiltrate into his Company's defence. 

His courage, bravery and fearless devotion to duty in the face of the enemy was an inspiration to the remainder of the Company to hold 
their ground at all costs.' 

Riaz came from Sehr Bugla, Murree, Rawalpindi.

This Sepoy showed outstanding bravery and coolness throughout the attack by this party on the two leading tanks. Both enemy tanks 
were put out of action and their crews wiped out or captured, by the fearless and gallant use of hand grenades and rifle fire. By this 
action his party was instrumental in causing the remaining enemy tanks to withdraw, thus clearing the front for the continuation of the 
advance at a time when no anti-tank support was immediately available. 

Bu his courage, coolness and gallant conduct at such a critical time, this Sepoy displayed a very high standard of devotion to duty; 
without the assistance rendered by him to the leader of the party, the attack on the tanks would have proved a failure and the lives of a 
very large number of his comrades would have been endangered.' 

Fazal Rahman was from Hazarawal Tanauli-Lakhata, Abbottabad, in the North-West Frontier Province.

This feature, which dominated the Palil-Tamu road, was held in considerable strength by the enemy, and had 
been fully prepared to withstand assault. The natural strength of the feature had been augmented by well concealed dug outs, barbed 
wire and booby traps. It was some 200 feet above the line of the advance which was along a narrow knife edge. The whole area over 
which the attack had to be made was covered by the fire of automatic weapons, grenades and mortars. The front of the Japanese 
position was in addition protected by well sited covering posts. Naik Mohd. Yaqub was wounded by a grenade in the initial stage of 
contact with the enemy. He disregarded his wounds and continued to lead his section bravely and boldly. He crawled forward under 
intense fire, himself clearing two enemy trenches, and overcame the enemy covering positions from which they had been hurling 
grenades. In so doing he was able to gain a foot hold on the western edge of the enemy position whence he brought L.M.G. fire on the 
flank of the enemy position. Naik Mohd. Yaqub, by his fearless leadership, gallantry and great devotion to duty, inspite of a painful 
wound, greatly aided in the furtherance of the general plan by capturing and maintaining this important foot hold in the face of intense 
enemy opposition.' 

Mohd. Yaqub was from the village of Sakanderpur, in Jhelun district.

'Acting Havildar Mohd. Azam commanded No. 12 Platoon, 'D' Company, with great gallantry during a night attack by his company on 
8-9 December 1944, on height 445 and a feature known as 'Middle Bump'. The assault on Middle Bump across an open field, uphill 
and through muddy, difficult going, was held up by cross-fire from the well placed enemy I.M.Gs (Spandau). It was then decided to 
change direction half right and go direct for 445. The first attempt to assault 445 frontally failed, and both 12 Platoon and 10 Platoon 
suffered casualties. Undaunted by heavy fire and previous failures, Acting Havildar Mohd. Azam led yet another attempt to take 445, 
this time up a defiladed approach to the west. It was a steep climb but both 10 and 12 Platoons succeeded in reaching the top, largely 
owing to Acting Havildar Mohd. Azam's encouragement by shouting out the traditional war cry of his class, leading an inspiring charge 
on the enemy position which was captured. 

Later when the enemy launched two successive counter-attacks on the positions we had gained on 445, Acting Havildar Mohd. Azam 
continued to command his Platoon, which had then suffered many casualties, courageously and without care to his personal safety, he 
displayed a high quality of leadership and great dash.' 

Mohammad Azam was from Kamrah Kotli, Kahuta, Rawalpindi.

In Arakan on the morning of 23 February 1944, when the enemy was assembling to attack his platoon position on the crest of the 
Maku Hange, and had driven in the outpost, this gallant N.C.O., who was returning from Company H.Q. at the time, immediately took 
forward a patrol to locate the enemy assembly position. One of his Sepoys was soon killed. Under heavy fire at close range, this N.C.O. 
was unable to retrieve him other than his rifle, and bring it into the position, reporting the situation to his Platoon Commander. 
Havildar lllahi again took out a party which with grenades and C.M.Ts cleared the immediate vicinity and retrieved the Sepoy's body. 
By this time the enemy had commenced his assault on the positions by artillery and mortars. Havildar lllahi, displaying high courage 
and devotion to duty, moved round the perimeter directing fire. When a shell seriously injured three men, he immediately rescued 
them from their collapsed post and removed them to comparative safety. Throughout the action the inspiring conduct of this N.C.O. 
merits the highest praise and it was undoubtedly due to him in great measure that the attack was repulsed with considerable casualties 
to the enemy.' 

Nur lllahi was from Khairpur, Jhelum, in the Punjab.

As they approached the village they came under heavy fire, but detailing one section to return fire and 
cover him, this N.C.O. continued the advance from the flank with his two remaining sections. Disregarding the enemy fire he charged 
at the head of his men with fixed bayonets. Sweeping through the village they slaughtered many enemy and drove the survivors into the 
open where they were speedily disposed of by the third section. The total enemy killed numbered 35 and one prisoner was taken, 
while the platoon suffered no casualties. By his initiative, skill, and utter disregard for his own safety during the attack, this N.C.O. 
defeated a numerically superior enemy force without loss to his platoon. His splendid example has been an inspiration to all ranks.'

'On the night of 23-24 July 1945, Sepoy Said Mohd's section was, together with the Platoon H.Q., in an ambush position at 
Kyauktaing. At approximately 0500 hours a party was seen approaching and when they were within 40 yards range they were engaged 
by the ambush party. Several Japs were killed and wounded and the remainder took up positions behind the paddy bunds. They 
immediately opened fire with rifles and L.M.Gs and heavy fire by both sides continued for 10 minutes. The Platoon Commander then 
ordered a party to move forward and mop up. This party consisted of Sepoy Said Mohd. and five other Sepoys under the command of a 
Havildar. 

The party had only advanced 20 yards when a Jap L.M.G. opened fire on them from 30 yards range. Unhesitatingly, Sepoy Said Mohd, 
completely ignoring the enemy fire, dashed forward alone, with fixed bayonet to destroy the gun. Three Japs moved to intercept him 
but the Sepoy, disregarding the odds against him, charged the Japs and bayoneted them to death in quick succession. Still under fire 
from the L.M.G, he rushed towards it and managed to wound the Jap gunner with the bayonet. The Jap closed with the Sepoy and the 
two fought fiercely for a grenade which the Jap had taken from his pouch until one of the Sepoy's comrades came to the rescue and 
finished off the Jap. 

Fired by Said Mohd's bravery and determination the remainder of the party assaulted, headed by the Sepoy, who killed 13 more Japs 
with bayonet and bullet, before he was wounded by a grenade in the head and thigh. Although bleeding profusely Sepoy Said Mohd 
never faltered, killed two more Japs and continued leading until all the Japs had been killed. 48 Japs bodies were counted and five M. 
M.Gs, three L.M.Gs and 40 rifles were captured or destroyed. 

Sepoy Said Mohd's courage, complete disregard for his own safety and above all his blazing determination to kill even against heavy 
odds, was such an inspiration to his six comrades that they went forward and destroyed a much stronger enemy force. His action was 
undoubtedly responsible for the tremendous success achieved and his fine fighting spirit was in keeping with the highest tradition of his 
race.' 

Said Mohd. was from Teri, in Kohat.

O. has voluntarily moved into enemy territory unarmed and disguised as a local villager. On the first two occasions he proceeded 
alone and on the last two he was accompanied by a local Mohammadan whose credentials could not be verified and who, therefore, 
could not be considered as completely trustworthy. 

In every case, information of the most valuable nature was obtained and on two successive days this N.C.O. actually mingled with 
large parties of Japanese soldiers and Maughs in an enemy occupied village. 

Had this N.C.O's identity been revealed by the Bengali villager who accompanied him or had his appearance revealed his identity to 
the Maughs (he is a P.M.), he would undoubtedly have been shot as a spy. He did not understand the local language, Bengali, and had 
a Maugh spoken to him his identity must have been immediately revealed. 

Fully realising the possible consequences this N.C.O. volunteered to go out and perform these difficult tasks repeatedly. I consider that 
Lance-Naik Mohd Khan has displayed courage of a high order. The initiative displayed by this junior N.C.O. was far in advance of that 
expected of one of his rank and the task undertaken one very much outside the normal duty role. I strongly recommend him for the I.D. 
S.M.' 

Mohammed Khan was from Gagoo, Pak Pattan, in the Punjab. His subsequent award of the M.C. was in respect of services as a 
Jemadar in Malaya (London Gazette 25 September 1947, refers).

Later on, after his wounds were bandaged, Sepoy Qasim Ali returned to his section, and continued to 
fight with no thought of personal danger or discomfort, and it wasn't until his Company Commander ordered him back to the R.A.P. 
that he left his platoon.'

Acting Naik Shera Khan, a section commander in one of the attacking platoons, seeing his Platoon Commander killed, his Platoon 
Havildar seriously wounded and several other of his comrades become casualties, immediately took command of the remnants of his 
platoon. Rallying the men he rapidly re-formed them and, in the face of heavy enemy shell fire, continued the advance towards the 
objective; when almost within assaulting distance he himself stepped on an enemy anti-personnel mine sustaining severe injuries to 
both legs. Completely disregarding his wounds he led the platoon into the assault onto their objective. The position being captured, 
Acting Naik Shera Khan conducted the consolidation and not until this was completed would attend to his injuries. Refusing any aid 
from other members of his small force who could be ill spared from their allotted positions, he sat down and dressed his wounds 
himself. By this time he was so weak from loss of blood that he could not rise to his feet. Then only would he allow himself to be 
evacuated. 

That his much depleted platoon, under the most adverse conditions accomplished the task allotted to it, was wholly attributable to the 
high sense of duty and outstanding leadership of this N.C.O.. His personal courage and endurance was beyond all praise.' 

Shera Khan was from Nangrial, Abbottabad, in Hazara. Sold with copied Sanad 'for gallantry in the World War, 1939-45'.

Attacking through barbed wire entanglements and wading the waist 
deep water under constant M.G. fire, his platoon gained a footing on the far bank 
but was now reduced to only six men. An immediate counter-attack on these 
remnants was beaten off and his position reorganised. By this time the Reserve 
Platoon had started to cross the river and Naik Sajawal Khan organised and 
personally directed covering fire on the flanking enemy position, though under 
fire himself, thus allowing this Reserve Platoon to cross without further casualties. 

During this action Naik Sajawal Khan led his men under the most trying 
conditions with complete coolness and contempt of the severe casualties which 
were inflicted on his platoon. His daring leadership and disregard for his own 
safety played a very large part in the successful crossing of this strongly defended 
river.'

Sepoy Ali Zaman, a member of the patrol, immediately volunteered to move forward alone with grenades and his rifle, to attack the 
enemy position from flank or rear. He took six grenades and moved off over fairly open ground towards the located enemy post. Other 
posts in the vicinity had not been located. Despite heavy enemy fire he moved about 500 yards on his own and reached a position 
from which he threw grenades. Some of the grenades burst in the enemy post. Ali Zaman followed up his success with grenades by 
engaging the enemy in hand-to-hand combat, killing one and taking two prisoners. Two had been killed by the grenades. 

In this action Ali Zaman displayed initiative and courage of a very high order, complete disregard for his own safety and was an 
inspiring example to others.' 

Ali Zaman was from Mohamda, Abbottabad, in Hazara; sold with the recipient's original Sanad document, together with copied 
discharge certificate, the latter confirming his entitlement to the Pacific Star, in addition to the Pakistan General Service and 
Independence Medals.

In nearly every action in which the Navy has fought since the introduction of steam the officers and men in the engine rooms and 
stokeholds have frequently won the special praise of their commanding officers, and never was such praise more worthily earned than 
when the cruiser H.M.S. Kent chased, fought and sank the German light cruiser Nurnberg off the Falkland Isles on 8 December 1914. 

The armoured cruiser Kent, commanded by Captain John D. Allen, was a vessel of 9,800 tons, designed for a speed of twenty-three 
knots, and on the morning when the German fleet, under Admiral von Spee, walked into the trap that had been prepared for it at the 
Falkland Islands, she was doing the duty of guardship at the entrance to Port William harbour. Many of the ships inside had filled up 
with coal the day before, but the Kent was one of those detailed to fill her bunkers on the 8th, so that she was none too well provided 
with fuel. As soon as the Germans were sighted, Admiral Sturdee ordered the Kent to weigh anchor and keep in touch with the enemy 
while the remainder of our ships were getting up steam. The cruiser stood out to sea at once, and it will always remain a mystery why 
the heavy German ships, with their long-range 8.2 inch guns, did not there and then open fire on the isolated British vessel, for they 
were well within range, and altogether outmatched the Kent, with her 6-inch weapons. Those on board fully expected that the attack 
would be made, but much to their surprise, the enemy sheered off instead to the east, leaving the Kent to shadow them without 
interference. 

Presently the rest of the British squadron headed out of harbour at a rapidly increasing speed, and the ships quickly disposed 
themselves into battle formation, the battle cruisers Invincible and Inflexible leading the line and engaging the Gneisenau and 
Scharnhorst. In the course of a few hours the action had resolved itself into three distinct phases. The heavy armoured ships fought out 
their battle alone; the Glasgow and Cornwall devoted themselves to the Leipzig; while Captain Allen, the junior of the cruiser captains, 
was entrusted with the task of accounting for the Nurnberg. It was, perhaps, a curious selection, for not only was the Glasgow two 
knots faster than the Kent, but the latter was, on paper, actually half a knot slower than the German she was sent to chase. The 
Nurnberg was in fact a faster ship than the Leipzig to which the Glasgow and Cornwall were devoting themselves; the Kent having not 
had the chance of completing with coal, was not particularly well placed for carrying out a long chase. However, if her bunkers had 
been loaded to their full capacity, the added weight would have reduced her speed and probably put the possibility of a chase 
completely out of the question. It was a chance either way, and the men of the Kent rose magnificently to the one before them. 

If they were to catch the enemy at all they would have to do it quickly, otherwise the Kent would be left helpless in mid-ocean without 
fuel. In a few brief words Captain Allen told the engineers and the stokers how they stood, and appealed to them to get their utmost out 
of the ship. Seaman and others who could be spared were sent down below to help in the blistering business of feeding the furnaces 
and rushing up the coal from the bunkers. The engineers, with a careful eye on the vanishing fuel, tightened up a valve here and 
opened a steam pipe there, coaxing the 22,000 horse power engines as a jockey coaxes a racehorse. As one of the stokers put it 
afterwards, 'It was a case of either getting the Nurnberg or busting up in trying to'. 

Little by little the Kent increased her pace. Her record speed in ten years of service was a shade over twenty-four knots, but before long 
Engineer Commander Andrew and his perspiring band of artificers and stokers had her doing well over twenty-five, an achievement 
which can, perhaps, only be adequately appreciated by an engineer. All the time the voracious furnaces were eating up the coal at an 
enormous rate, and although the Nurnberg was being gradually overhauled, it was becoming doubtful whether the Kent would have 
sufficient fuel to complete the business when she got within range, to say nothing of getting back to her base at the Falklands 
afterwards. It was therefore decided to eke out the coal with anything combustible that could be found on board. Wooden boats were 
taken out of their cradles, broken up, and taken below to feed the furnaces. Wooden spars, companion ways and ladders shared a 
similar fate, and even the wooden planking of the decks was torn up and passed down to the stokeholds. 

Shortly after four o'clock the Kent passed within range of the Leipzig, giving her three broadsides as she went, and in less than an hour 
afterwards the grimy stokers down below gave a great shout as they heard one of the 6-inch guns in the forward turret bark out its 100- 
lb message. They well knew what that bow-chaser meant. The enemy was within range at last. Like the other German ships in this 
action, the Nurnberg fought exceedingly well. The Kent had opened fire at eleven thousand yards, nearly six and a half miles, and in a 
few minutes the full-speed fight was in full swing. Both vessels made good shooting, and by a combination of fine marksmanship and 
good luck one of the earliest of the Kent's shells struck the Nurnberg square in the stern, disabling the after guns and seriously affecting 
the enemy's speed and manoeuvring power. 
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The German weapons fired more rapidly than ours, and the shells fell thickly around the British cruiser. The silk ensign presented to the 
ship by the people of Kent was shot to ribbons, the foretop mast was carried away, and many shells and fragments penetrated the 
funnels. One hit came perilously near ending the Kent's career for ever. A shell from the Nurnberg entered a casement by the gun-port, 
a most remarkable chance, and burst inside, killing or wounding the whole of the gun's crew. A fire was started among the cordite 
charges lying about, and a flash of flame shot down the ammunition hoist and into the passages below. A sergeant of Marines, Charles 
Mayes, dashed through the flames and threw the burning charges and sacks away so that the fire would not spread, and then, seizing a 
hose, flooded the compartment and extinguished the fire. In the words of the Commander-in-Chief, The extinction of this fire saved a 
disaster which might have led to the loss of the ship', and there were some seven hundred souls on board. 

When the range had closed to 7,500 yards and the two ships were running broadside to broadside, the Kent started firing lyddite. After 
that, the end was not long in coming. The Nurnberg's upper deck was already a mass of twisted and battered scrap-iron, and her sides 
were peppered with holes. A great fire now burst out in the fore part of the ship, and her guns became silent; but when the Kent also 
ceased fire and closed to 3,000 yards, the enemy's colours were seen to be still flying at the masthead. Another five minutes' 
hammering, however, brought them down with a run, and the action was over at 0657, having lasted almost exactly two hours from 
the firing of the first shot. The Kent now devoted herself to the task of saving life. Nearly all her wooden boats had been burnt, and the 
enemy's fire had been so heavy that all those left had several holes knocked in them. These had to be patched up before the boats 
could be launched into the rising sea, for a stiff breeze, with rain, had sprung up during the afternoon, and it was half an hour before 
the first could be got away. By that time the Nurnberg had disappeared, showing how great was the damage she received before giving 
in. As she went down a group of men could be seen on her quarter deck, waving the German flag as they went under. Only about a 
score were picked up, and although everything possible was done for them, many died of exposure. The German loss was about 350 
officers and men, while the sunken cruiser was a vessel of 3,400 tons, armed with ten 4.1 inch guns, and less than seven years old. 

The Kent had been hit altogether thirty-six times, without counting the holes made by splinters. Her loss in men was five killed and 
eleven wounded, of whom three later succumbed to their injuries. Included amongst the wounded was Stoker Petty Officer Brewer. 
Whilst impossible to apportion credit for the victory, the greatest measure must be accorded to the men down below. They saw nothing 
of the fight; but had it not been for their magnificent efforts, giving their ship a speed more than two knots above that for which she was 
built, the gunners up above would never have got within striking distance of the enemy. The Kent had sailed so close to the wind that 
when she got back to the Falklands little more than the sweepings of coal remained in her bunkers. Only one of her engine-room staff, 
however, was accorded any recognition, Stoker Petty Officer G. S. Brewer receiving the Distinguished Service Medal. Captain J.D. 
Allen was ultimately made a C.B., while Sergeant Mayes, for virtually saving the ship from destruction, was awarded the Conspicuous 
Gallantry Medal (Ref: Deeds that Thrill the Empire). 

George Silvester Brewer was born in Gosport, Hampshire on 16 June 1870. A Carpenter by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Navy 
as a Stoker 2nd Class in September 1889. He was promoted to Stoker in January 1890, Leading Stoker 2nd Class in December 1896 

and Leading Stoker 1st Class in February 1898. Brewer was rated as Ship's Corporal 1st Class from May 1901 until he was shore 

pensioned in September 1911, when he joined the Portsmouth R.F.R. Awarded the L.S. & G.C. in October 1904. Recalled to the 
Service with the onset of war, he was rated as a Stoker Petty Officer and served on the old armoured cruiser H.M.S. Kent, October 
1914-December 1915, being wounded, mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.M. for his services at the battle of the Falkland 
Islands. 

In the action with the Nurnberg, most of the casualties occurred when a shell hit casement gun port No. 3. Two men were killed and 
eight were wounded by burns, four of whom would later succumb to their wounds. Fast action by Sergeant Mayes after a flash of 
flames went down the hoist into the ammunition passage below, by flooding the compartment, probably saved the ship. When the fire 
occurred from the shell impact, George Brewer, who was in charge of the Stokers fire brigade in that part of the ship, was standing in 
front of the open door from casement No. 3 holding a hose and playing water on the fire inside, when another flash of flames inside 
caused him to be blown backwards and be badly burned on the head, face, arms and wrists. 

In August 1915, whilst still on the Kent, he reverted to his earlier rate of Ship's Corporal 1st Class. His remaining service, until 

demobilised in September 1919, was on shore bases. With copied service papers, gazette extracts and other research. 
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A fine Great War Dardanelles operations D.S.M. group of five awarded to Petty Officer C. Hocken, Royal Navy, who 
volunteered for a seemingly suicidal mission to sweep mines under the mighty guns of three Turkish forts - an exploit 
duly enacted under full-blown searchlight illumination and a galling fire

'For services in H.M. Trawlers on the night of 13-14 March 1915/ 

Charles Hocken was born in Cornwall in March 1873 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in March 1889. Having then 
gained advancement to Petty Officer 1st Class in October 1897, but seen no active service, he transferred to the Coast Guard as a 
Boatman in early 1903, and was awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal in April 1906. Subsequently pensioned ashore in December 1913, he 
was enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve, and was quickly recalled on the outbreak of hostilities, when he joined H.M.S. Albion. 

Having seen action off German South-West Africa towards the end of 1914, the Albion was ordered to the Dardanelles where she 
would support the Gallipoli landings. Yet it was for a most gallant minesweeping operation that Hocken won his D.S.M., having 
volunteered for a daring enterprise in H.M. Trawler 102 on the night of 13-14 March 1915. The Official History of the Royal Navy in 
the Great War takes up the story: 

'Two powerful searchlights were illuminating the approach, and as soon as the boats entered the lighted area they came under fire from 
Dardanos and Messudieh forts, as well as Rumili, and possibly also Yildiz, and old advanced battery of the Kilid Bahr group with six 
short 6-inch guns high up on the edge of the plateau. Thus supported, the light guns of the minefield defence were as galling as ever. 
But there was no stopping the new crews. On they went through the storm of shell till the point was reached where the downward 
sweep was to begin. By that time they had suffered heavily. In two of the trawlers all the working crew were killed or wounded, and in 
the others so much damage had been done to gear and winches that only two of them could get out their sweep. Still they carried on as 
best they could and with some little effect. A number of mines were destroyed, and the picket-boats that were of the party did excellent 
service in blowing up cables and explosive sweeps. Finally they got through without the loss of a single vessel, though four trawlers and 
one of the picket boats were put out of action. The casualties were more serious. They amounted to 27 killed and 43 wounded ... As 
the Admiral reported, it was a very gallant enterprise, admirably conducted by all concerned.' 

And, as verified by official records, Hocken's trawler was one of the two that somehow managed to deploy their sweep: 

'The handling of Trawlers No. 92 and No. 102 , the only two who successfully got their sweeps out and swept down through the 
minefield to Aren Kuoi Bay, was most commendable. This in no way reflected on the handling of the other craft whose failure in each 
case was due either to heavy casualties or gear being destroyed by fire before they reached the turning point' (T.N.A. ADM 137/1089 
refers). 

Returning home in the Albion in May 1916, Hocken served at the torpedo establishment Defiance in June-November 1916, and in the 
depot and repair ship Sandhurst from the latter month until March 1917, but he was invalided ashore later in the same year; sold with 
copied service record and official Dardanelles reports. 
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'Of Larne I have two memories. The first was of our gunlayer, Leading Seaman Gavin , who went ashore on leave and 

got into trouble with the local police. He was a Glasgow Irishman and was so tactless as to call them 'Orange B - s/ 

They sent him back on board, however , without charge.' 

H.M.S. Trenchant at War - Trom Chatham to the Banka Strait , by Vice-Admiral Sir Arthur Hazelet, K.B.E., C.B., D.S.O., 
D.S.C., refers. 

An impressive Second World War submariner's D.S.M. and Bar group of six awarded to Leading Seaman F. F. Gavin, 
Royal Navy: gaining a "mention" for his services in Torbay in August-November 1941, aboard which submarine 
Keyes, V.C., and his Commandos were embarked for the famous raid on Rommel's H.Q., he won his first D.S.M. for 
like services in the period December 1941 to March 1942, when his skipper, Commander Miers, was awarded the V. 
C., and a Bar for subsequent services in the Trenchant in Far East

D.S.M. London Gazette 7 July 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'For his continued good services as trainer of the 4-inch gun in H.M.S. Torbay during three war patrols since previously being 
recommended for a mention in despatches. In this patrol, six enemy vessels have been sunk largely owing to the excellence of the 
training which has greatly facilitated the spotting by the G.C.O. 

He has moreover, shown courage and endurance of a high order on five occasions of working with boats on the casing in rough 
weather off the enemy coast, these being subsequent to the cases cited in the previous recommendation for this rating. He shows a 
complete disregard for his personal safety, and it is typical of him that he has recently volunteered for special service of an arduous and 
dangerous nature as soon as the opportunity to do so arose.' 

Bar to D.S.M. London Gazette 24 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Leading Seaman Gavin is the Gunlayer of the 4-inch gun in H.M.S. Trenchant. At all times he sets an example of courage, efficiency 
and offensive spirit to his Guns' Crew. Largely due to his steadiness in action, the 4-inch gun has been very efficient. Actions include: 

On 9 August 1944, the sinking of a Japanese M.L. and Auxiliary Vessel off Sablat, Sumatra. 

On 10 November 1944, the sinking of a Motor Junk, when two enemy Submarine Chasers were fast approaching. 

On 21 December 1944, the sinking of two Landing Craft while an enemy aircraft was approaching. 

On 25 December 1944, the sinking, with H.M.S. Terrapin , of an enemy Anti-Submarine Trawler. 

In addition, Leading Seaman Gavin is an excellent Lookout. He sighted an enemy convoy in the Malacca Straits on 9 November 1944, 
which enabled it to be intercepted and attacked.' 
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"Trenchant's" gun crew 


Felix Francis Gavin, who was born in November 1921, entered the Royal Navy as an Ordinary Seaman in September 1939, and 
volunteered for submarines in early 1941. 


"Torbay" - June to November 1941 - Rommel raid - M.I.D. 

Joining H.M.S. Torbay in June 1941, from the depot ship Medway , at Alexandria, Gavin's new C.O. was Commander Anthony Miers, 
R.N., who would shortly win the V.C. and a brace of D.S.Os for his gallantry and aggressive leadership. 

And for the newly embarked Gavin, who was to serve as Trainer on Torbay's 4-inch gun, much action lay ahead, including being 
subjected to numerous depth-charge attacks. Of Miers' tactics under such attack, Peter Padfield's War Beneath the Sea explains: 

'His technique when hunted differed from that of most C.Os; he never dived below about 80 feet - whether or not there was, as in this 
case, a 'feather-bed' layer - believing that the submarine's frame and vulnerable hatch and other openings were in a better condition to 
resist the shock waves from depth-charges when not already under extreme pressure at maximum depth; further that he could more 
easily come up to periscope depth to review the position from 80 feet. By shutting off all auxiliary motors and maintaining the lowest 
speed compatible with holding trim, he hoped to remain undetectable by the Italian passive listening devices ... ' 

Gavin's first patrol in Torbay , the submarine's third operational outing in the Mediterranean theatre of war, was a typically successful 
one, her final 'bag' amounting to one Italian submarine - the Jantina - one freighter, the Citta di Tripoli, her second tanker, the Strombo, 
and several local troop and supply transports, including caiques. 

Yet this same patrol also resulted in mounting controversy regarding the use of guns against enemy soldiers and crew in such troop¬ 
carrying caiques. The first indication of that controversy arose on 4 July, when Miers surfaced to engage with guns an enemy troop¬ 
carrying caique and schooner, between Andros and Euboea - having sunk both vessels, two Lewis guns were used from Torbay's bridge 
to destroy 'everything and everybody'. Then on 9 July similar tactics were employed against another troop-carrying caique - also laden 
with petrol, ammunition and food supplies. And it was on this second occasion that matters appear to have got out of hand, although it 
is worth noting that the enemy showed stout resistance on being boarded - a Corporal in the Special Boat Section had to shoot a 
German he saw about to hurl a grenade, and one of Torbay's officers was compelled to dispatch another who was in the process of 
raising his rifle. Interestingly, this was not the first time that the R.N. had attracted adverse commentary from enemy survivors, German 
Naval High Command having already received reports of similar incidents during the Crete campaign. 

Next ordered to patrol the Gulf of Sirte, Torbay launched an unsuccessful torpedo attack on an Italian convoy on 12 August, and was 
herself attacked by an Italian aircraft and torpedo boat. Having then sunk a sailing vessel off Cape Matapan on the 16th, Torbay carried 
out two night operations in which she picked up 130 Allied troops and Greeks from a beach on the coast of Southern Crete. 

A period in dock at Port Said having followed, Torbay commenced her next war patrol in the Aegean in early September, and, in 
typical fashion, Miers carried out a daring strike against the German merchantman Norburg inside Candia harbour, Crete. Less 
successful were torpedo attacks against enemy convoys in the Gulf of Athens on 19 and 23 September - depth-charged in retaliation on 
both occasions, Torbay managed to slip away and returned to Alexandria on the 28th. 

In October, Torbay dropped Captain John Haselden behind enemy lines on the coast of Libya, and carried out a shore bombardment of 
Apollonia for good measure, before ending her sixth patrol. And the reason behind Haselden's gallant foray was to survey the 
neighbourhood in respect of a much bigger special mission - namely "Operation Flipper", the ill-fated raid on Rommel's H.Q. Here, 
then, Torbay's next operation, for she departed Alexandria on the 10th with Lieutenant-Colonel Geoffrey Keyes, M.C., and 25 of his 
Commandos, whilst her consort Talisman departed with Colonel Bob Laycock and another 25 raiders. Torbay successfully got Keyes 
and his men ashore on the beach at 'The Dog's Nose' on the night of 14th-15th, with the assistance of four S.B.S. personnel in folbots, 
where Keyes linked up with the aforementioned Captain Haselden. Talisman was less fortunate, heavy seas permitting only Laycock 
and seven of his men to get ashore. The rest, as they, is history - Keyes winning a posthumous V.C. 

Gavin, later noted for his good work with boats on Torbay's casing in rough weather, was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 7 
April 1942, refers). 

Further operations in "Torbay" - December 1941 to March 1942 - D.S.M. - Miers wins V.C. 

On 9 December 1941, Torbay departed on her eighth war patrol, charged with operating off the west coast of Greece and the 
approaches to Navarino Bay, where she sank several Greek sailing vessels with gunfire and disembarked an S.B.S. folbot team - the 
latter were discovered by the enemy and fortunate to get back to Torbay. Second and third attempts to get the S.B.S. team into 
Navarino harbour also ended in failure. But during her next war patrol, Torbay successfully landed a team of eight men and stores on a 
beach on the south coast of Crete.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 


It was, however, for Torbay's next patrol that Miers was awarded his Victoria Cross. John Winton takes up the story in The V.C. at Sea: 

'On 20 February 1942, Torbay sailed from Alexandria for a patrol off the west coast of Greece. Early in the morning of the 26th, while 
Torbay was surfaced recharging batteries, Miers sighted a tanker escorted by a destroyer. He dived, surfaced astern and fired one 
torpedo, which was spotted. Torbay herself was also seen and forced to dive again. Eleven depth-charges were dropped. It had been a 
narrow escape, because Miers had had great difficulty in shutting the upper hatch when the destroyer was heading straight towards 
him. Later, he found the hatch had been jammed by his own pillow. 

On 1 March and again on the 2nd, in what was turning out to be a strenuous patrol, Torbay was depth-charged by destroyers and six 
near misses lifted her several feet. Miers himself spoke of the effect of depth-charging on him, and like so many submarine captains 
under stress, of the serenity and reassurance he gained from his crew: 1 am bound to confess that on many occasions I have felt 
extremely frightened when the depth-charges have been going off around us. Yet even then the crew of the Torbay has never failed to 
amaze me. In fact they almost seem to enjoy themselves keeping a scoreboard of the number of enemy depth-charges dropped.' 

Miers moved his patrol area to Corfu Island where, on 3 March, he sighted a large enemy convoy escorted by three destroyers entering 
Corfu harbour. The harbour is a stretch of water thirty miles long from north to south and twelve miles across at its widest point, formed 
between the island of Corfu and the Greek mainland. The southern entrance is five miles long, with an effective width reduced by 
shoals for submarines to about two and a half miles. Miers followed the convoy at slow speed until dusk, when he surfaced and entered 
the southern channel. He had to dive again to avoid a small motor-ship but then surfaced and followed it in. 

At 10 p.m. Torbay was trimmed down, with only her conning tower showing above water and her hull turned stern on to the brilliant 
moon which had just risen, while recharging batteries about five miles east of the main anchorage. A signal was received recalling 
Torbay from patrol. Miers remarked in a somewhat Nelsonian manner that he was 'relieved to find that this signal did not conflict with 
the present operation'. At 1 a.m., Miers had to dive to avoid a patrolling trawler, and then took Torbay slowly across the harbour 
towards the anchorage. By 2.35 a.m. Miers found himself actually in the roads, having been carried across by a strong westerly set. He 
could see no sign of ships, and decided to wait until daylight. 

Dawn showed that the convoy had apparently sailed again. There were two 5,000-ton transports and a destroyer still in the anchorage. 
Firing as Torbay swung round, Miers shot one torpedo at each, missing the destroyer but hitting the transports. He and Torbay then 
endured another forty depth-charges while making their escape to the open sea, after being in closely patrolled enemy waters for 
seventeen hours. 

Miers's V.C. was gazetted on 7 July 1942. He himself wished that the medal could be awarded to the whole ship, but in a remarkable 
and unprecedented Investiture at Buckingham Palace on 28th July, the King presented Miers with the V.C., his engineer officer, 
Lieutenant (E.) Hugh Kidd D.S.C., with a D.S.O., Lieutenants Paul Chapman and D.S. Verschoyle-Campbell with Bars to their D.S.Cs, 
and twenty-four ratings of Torbay with D.S.Ms or Bars to their D.S.Ms.' 

And among the gathered throng was Gavin, whose persistently courageous work on Torbay's 4-inch gun, and in boat operations, had 
been rewarded with a D.S.M. 

"Trenchant" - Far East - Bar to D.S.M. 

Having then served in the submarines P. 214 and Thrasher in the interim, Gavin joined the Trenchant under Commander Arthur 
Hezlet, D.S.C., R.N., in November 1943. 

Trenchant subsequently carried out a total of seven war patrols in the Far East between July 1944 and July 1945, Gavin adding a Bar to 
his D.S.M. for the above cited actions in the period December 1944 to January 1945 and Hezlett a brace of D.S.Os to his earlier D.S.C. 

In common with Torbay , Gavin's time in the Trenchant witnessed a number of special operations, most notably the raid on Phuket 
harbour on the night of 27-28 October, when Trenchant conveyed a pair of chariots - "Tiny" and "Slasher" - and their two-man crews 
to the target area. The Sumatra Maru having been sunk, and the Volpi damaged, she collected the charioteers amidst much celebration 
- all four were decorated. 

And in terms of more regular patrol work, Trenchant was equally successful, her victims including the U-589, taken out by a three 
torpedo strike off Penang on 23 September 1944 and, above all, the Japanese heavy cruiser Ashigara, which fell victim to a full bow 
salvo of eight torpedoes off Muntok Island in the Banka Strait on 8 June 1945 - the largest warship ever sunk by a British submarine. 

Awarded a Bar to his D.S.M., Gavin remained a regular submariner until coming ashore in September 1952, having latterly served in 
the Alliance. 

Sold with a file of copied research. 
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A Second World War Salerno landings D.S.M., B.E.M. group of eight awarded to Master at Arms W. G. H. Haines, 
Royal Navy: decorated for his services in the infantry landing and H.Q. ship H.M.S. Hilary during "Operation 
Avalanche", he added the B.E.M. to his accolades for services on the books of the shore establishment Lanka in Ceylon 
in January 1946 - probably for wreck clearance duties in Burma

William George Holyland Haines was born at Blaby, Leicestershire, in October 1904, and entered the Royal Navy in the early 1920s. 

Awarded the L.S. & G.C. Medal while serving at the shore establishment Drake as a Master-at-Arms in February 1942, he subsequently 
joined H.M.S. Hilary, an ex-Booth Steamship Co. liner which had been requisitioned by the Admiralty and converted for use as a 
landing and H.Q. ship. 

Equipped with six landing craft, and fitted out with accommodation for nearly 380 troops, she was present in "Operation Husky", the 
Sicily landings, in July 1943, when she acted as H.Q. ship of Rear-Admiral Sir Philip Vian, and landed elements of the 1st Canadian 
Division and Royal Marine Commandos. At Salerno in "Operation Avalanche" in October 1943, for which Haines was awarded his D. 
S.M., Hilary acted as Commodore Geoffrey Oliver's H.Q. ship. 

Whether Haines was still serving in her at the time of the Normandy landings remains unknown, but on that occasion she led Assault 
Convoy J. 11 and landed troops off Juno. Remaining off the beachhead as H.Q. ship to Naval Force J, she was damaged by a bomb on 
13 June 1944. 

Haines received his D.S.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in October 1944. 

His subsequent award of the B.E.M. was for services while borne on the books of the shore establishment Lanka in Ceylon, but may in 
fact have been for services in clearing wrecks after the capture of Akyab, Burma, in early 1945; sold with a file of research. 
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An extremely rare Second World War "V.C. action" D.S.M. group of five awarded to Able Seaman W. J. A. Cooper, 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, who was decorated for his part in the Jervis Bay's famous duel with the Admiral 
Scheer in November 1940 - 'crippled, in flames, unable to reply, for nearly an hour the Jervis Bay held the German's 
fire', thereby allowing the majority of her convoy to escape 

3515 W. J. A. Cooper, A.B., R.N.V.R.); 1939-45 Star; Atlantic Star; Defence and 
War Medals, the first with contact wear and severe edge bruises , otherwise generally very fine and better ( 5 )

'For courage and devotion to duty when H.M.S. Jervis Bay, defending a large convoy, was sunk by a powerful German warship/ 

The same London Gazette entry continues: 

'Among those who went down in Jervis Bay there must have been many, and among the survivors others, whose gallantry, were the 
truth known, deserved a decoration. The above awards should be taken as an honour to their ship as well as those who earned them. 
Three further medals for this action will shortly be gazetted/ 

In total, therefore, in addition to the posthumous V.C. awarded to Captain E. S. F. Fegen, R.N. - 'For valour in challenging hopeless 
odds and giving his life to save the many ships it was his duty to protect' - the crew of Jervis Bay won a D.S.O., a D.S.C., a C.G.M. and 
seven D.S.Ms. 

William James Albert Cooper was born in Tottenham, London in April 1918, and joined the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in 1937. 
Mobilised in August 1939, he joined the armed merchant cruiser F1.M.S. Jervis Bay in the following month, shortly before her famous 
encounter with the Admiral Scheer. Allocated to PI Gun as a sight-setter, he was to remain at his post throughout the action, until it 
was evident that the fore part of the ship had been abandoned. 
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Hopeless odds 

The property of the Aberdeen & Commonwealth Line, the Jervis Bay had been requisitioned by the Admiralty in August 1939, but in 
common with other armed merchant cruisers of the period, stood little chance if confronted by enemy capital ships, being unarmoured 
and poorly compartmented - weaknesses painfully exposed in the equally gallant last stand of the Rawalpindi in November 1939, 
against the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau. 

But the Jervis Bay's weaknesses were not purely of a structural nature, for her seven 6-inch guns were of the Great War period and no 
match for the modern firepower of her likely adversaries - and so proved the case on 5 November 1940 when, escorting 38 ships 
across the Atlantic and in a position approximately 1000 miles east of Newfoundland, she encountered the vastly superior Admiral 
Scheer, the latter armed with six 11 -inch guns, in addition to a secondary armament of 5.9-inch guns. 

Yet in the full knowledge that his guns could never hope to reach his adversary, Captain Fegen closed the enemy to draw his fire from 
the scattering convoy, and kept him at bay for nearly an hour, while his command was decimated by a merciless torrent of accurate fire 
- within 15 minutes of the commencement of the action most of Jervis Bay's 6-inch guns were put out of action, one of Cooper's 
shipmates manning PI Gun commenting, "We might as well stand here and throw bloody spuds for all the good we are doing." Fegen, 
meanwhile, was seen directing operations from the bridge, one arm practically severed at the shoulder. 

At length, as the crippled Jervis Bay started to sink, her crew to took to the life rafts, but such survivors still had to endure a pounding 
from the Admiral Scheer's 5.9-inch guns as she closed in for the kill. In the end, Jervis Bay went down with a loss of 33 officers and 147 
ratings, just 65 of her original complement being plucked from the harsh Atlantic waters by the Swedish vessel Stureholm , Cooper 
among them - the latter ship had been directed to the scene by Admiral Scheer, and assured in the same signal of a free rein to go about 
her rescue work. 

The supreme gallantry of Fegen and his crew had not been in vain, the Admiral Scheer catching up with only five of the convoy's 
defenceless merchantmen, and before too long the story of their gallantry and sacrifice was ringing around the free world. 

Cooper received his well-merited D.S.M. at a Buckingham Palace investiture on 4 March 1941, by which time he was employed 
ashore at the R.N. depot Pembroke. But in April 1942, he returned to sea in the battleship Anson, in which capacity he remained 
actively employed on the Arctic-run and elsewhere until joining the shore establishment Malabar in Bermuda in early 1944. He was 
finally released in January 1946.

Percival Vine arrived in France on 10 March 1915, as a Gunner in the Royal Garrison Artillery. His subsequent awards of the M.M. 
were most likely won in respect of the Somme offensive, by which time he was serving in 'Y' 1 st Trench Mortar Battery, R.G.A. 

His career is described in Dorchester Remembers, by Brian Bates: 

'No. 16 Salisbury Street, sitting next to what was the Baptist Church Hall, has, like many houses, a name plaque but this one is a little 
different, suggesting that there is more to the name than just the owner's wish to personalise their property. 'The Old House At Home' 
relates to the fact that the building had a long history as a hostelry, reputedly going back to the 18th century. Thomas Vine, who 
managed to combine the jobs of carpenter and publican, and his wife Annie were running the pub in 1891 and it remained with the 
same family until the 1930s. Thomas and Annie had three soldier sons, Horace, Edgar and Percy, the former two serving in the Army 
Ordnance Corps and the R.A.M.C., whilst Percy, the eldest, went into the R.G.A. 

As a lad Percy Vine was employed at the Post Office as a telegraph messenger and then became a clerk at Mr. C. H. Smith's County 
Stores, opposite the Corn Exchange in High East Street. The Chronicle described Percy as 'A young fellow of splendid physique, he was 
a born footballer, and in his position at back he was a veritable tower of strength to any team, as may be gathered from the feat that he 
had been known to kick the ball from one goal to the other/ 

At the age of 18 Percy joined the R.G.A. and served with the 63rd Company in Malta, before going to France in March 1915, where he 
was assigned to a T.M.B. Although Percy was one of Dorchester's most decorated servicemen he was not killed in battle but in the 
comparative safety of his billet. One of his officers wrote in a letter to his parents: 'I most deeply regret to inform you that your son was 
killed during a bombardment on the place in which we were billeted on the afternoon of 31 October. His death was absolutely 
instantaneous, and his loss is a very great blow to the battery. He was one of the bravest and coolest men I have ever met. He was 
buried in a small military cemetery here and a cross has been erected over his grave, which is always well looked after/ 

In this case the officer's comments were fully justified and not just aimed at giving Thomas and Annie some comfort. Six months after 
their son's death they received, from the War Office, the M.M. with the addition of a Bar for two acts of gallantry carried out by their 
son. He was awarded the medal initially, in September 1916, 'for harassing the enemy with trench mortars for 12 days in a certain 
sector, whereby the enemy was forced to evacuate most of his positions'. The second award occurred after his death. Percy's body lies 
in the Albert Communal Cemetery, Somme/

Michael McGhie was a native of Dalziel, Motherwell, where he enlisted in the Lanarkshire Yeomanry in September 1914. Transferring 
to the Seaforth Highlanders at the year's end, he was embarked for France as a reinforcement to the 8th Battalion in the first week of 
October 191 5, in which capacity he won his M.M. for gallant deeds in the following year - almost certainly on the Somme. 

Subsequently transferred to the 2nd Battalion, and advanced to Lance-Corporal, he died of wounds at No. 8 Casualty Clearing Station 
on 6 January 1918, and is buried in Duisans British Cemetery, Etrun. He left a widow, a resident of Woodside Walk, Hamilton; sold 
with a file of research, including copied remembrance scroll from the officials of Motherwell, family portrait photographs, and 
attestation papers in respect of the Lanarkshire Yeomanry.

William Tupper was born at SciddelIs, near Westbourne, on 23 April 1890. He enlisted into the Artillery in August 1911 and in 1914 
was serving in Ceylon. As a Gunner in the R.G.A. ('R.F.A.' on his star) he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 5 March 1915. 
Serving with the 81st Siege Battery R.G.A. he was awarded the Military Medal. The battery history records that he was awarded the 
medal for maintaining lines under fire at Ablain St. Nazaire. He was wounded on the Somme on 13 July 1916. Commissioned on 1 
May 1918, he served with the 394th Siege Battery in Palestine, seeing action at the battle of Sharon. He retired as a Lieutenant in 1920. 
During the Second World War he performed a number of extra-Regimental tasks, including commanding a P.O.W. camp. Appointed a 
War Substantive Captain in August 1939 and Temporary Major in February 1942. He retired once more in 1945. In civil life he was a 
Builder and later worked as a civilian for the Royal Navy. Major Tupper died at Horndean in February 1971. With newspaper cuttings 
re. his death and obituary, a small photograph of the recipient and copied research.

In The Pipes of War , by Seton & Grant, 1920, authors under the chapter dealing with 'Individual' Achievements' state that Piper 
William (sic) Webster of 4/Gordons was decorated with the Military Medal for: In the face of heavy fire during the retirement in March, 
1918, repeatedly brought up ammunition to the men in the front line. Was awarded the Military Medal'. 

The authors of The Pipes of War under the respective 'Regimental Records' and nominal rolls of pipers show that there was only one 
Piper by the name Webster - J. Webster - in 4/Gordons, and that he was awarded the Military Medal. Indeed of the 23 Pipers listed 
under 4/Gordons only three were awarded the Military Medal viz 201290 Piper John Webster, together with Messers G. Paterson (also 
awarded a bar to the MM) and P. Bowie. 

Piper John Webster, who resided with his wife at 8 Thistle Place, Aberdeen (his parents resided at 34 Rose Street, Aberdeen), was a pre¬ 
war Constable in the City of Aberdeen Police Force. He was also a long standing 'Piper' of some distinction in the Aberdeen City Police 
Pipe Band. The local newspaper, The Evening Express , issue of 17 May 1918, contains a report of the award of the M.M. to Piper 
Webster together with details of his service in the Police Force - the same paper also includes a picture of John in full-dress Pipers 
uniform of the Aberdeen City Police Pipe Band, wearing a cocked eagle feathered balmoral bonnet, with baldric belt and playing the 
pipes. With copied service notes.

He then returned to his gun and continued to serve it with his depleted 
detachment.' 

Robert William Davis was born in Walker, Newcastle-upon-Tyne on 31 October 
1910. He served in the 5th Battalion Northumberland Fusiliers (T.A.), February 
1927-November 1928. He enlisted into the Royal Artillery at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne on 27 November 1928. 

He served in India, September 1931-December 1935, being transferred to the Army Reserve on 4 December 1935. Being recalled to 
service in the Second World War, he was serving in North Africa with the 58th Medium Regiment R.A. when he earned the M.M. by 
bravely saving the life of a comrade at arms. After the war he lived at 3 Highfield Terrace, Walker, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. With copied 
recommendation and original Regular Army Certificate of Service; certified copy of attestation (damaged); Army Certificate of Education 
2nd Class, September 1933, at Amabala; named Buckingham Palace slip to accompany the M.M.; card forwarding box for his W.W.2 
medals, bearing the above address, with accompanying slip; 12 photographs and riband bar. 
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A rare Second World War Chindit operations M.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant H. Bottomley, Commando

The Platoon position was under constant artillery and 
mortar fire and received mortar attacks for thirteen nights. During this time, 
Sergeant Bottomley kept his section in constant supply of ammunition and 
attended to casualties. This task was made extremely difficult as there was not a 
vestige of cover on the whole position. 

In particular, on the night 13 April, when the enemy put in a very strong attack, 
knocking out 3 L.M.G. bunker positions, Sergeant Bottomley by his immediate 
grasp of the situation extricated the weapons and wounded men, re-sited the 
guns and kept the platoon in action during a very critical time. After this he 
returned to the damaged bunkers and attended to the wounded men.' 

Harold Bottomley, a native of Chadderton, was a member of the 1st Battalion, 
Lancashire Fusiliers, which unit joined Orde Wingate's 77 Indian Infantry 
Brigade in August 1943. Duly trained in jungle warfare, he and his comrades 
accompanied Wingate's second Chindit operation in early 1944, in the course of 
which Bottomley was decorated for the above cited deeds at Henu, near Maulu, 
North Burma, on 13 April 1944. His unit, which comprised three sections of 
Lancashire Fusiliers, one section of Royal Engineers, and one section of West 
Africans, appears to have served in No. 20 Column, and accordingly came under 
the overall command of Brigadier "Mad Mike" Calvert. 

Bottomley died in November 1993; sold with further details, including 
correspondence from the recipient. 
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A fine Second World War Normandy M.M. awarded to Lance-Corporal A. Henry, Coldstream Guards, who was 
decorated for his gallantry as a stretcher bearer in "Operation Goodwood" in July 1944

'Lance-Corporal Henry is employed as a stretcher bearer and on two occasions he has gone out to attend to wounded while under fire. 

The first occasion occurred when his company was in a position in front of Cagny [S.E. of Caen], on 20 July 1944, when there was a 
wounded man in the front right platoon who was being sniped at by two snipers from the buildings and woods at Frenouville. They 
opened up at any movement on this platoon, so it was decided to put down a smoke screen to enable the wounded man to be 
evacuated. Lance-Corporal Henry left Company H.Q. and walked over to the platoon and was told by the Platoon Commander to get 
down and wait until the smoke screen had started. As this was slow in coming down, Lance-Corporal Henry decided to wait no longer 
and proceed over to the wounded man in full view of the enemy. The wounded man was eventually evacuated after being treated by 
Lance-Corporal Henry. 

On the second occasion, in front of Frenouville, two men had been killed and two wounded by an 88mm. shell. Again it was found 
impossible to approach the wounded men on account of machine-gun fire by the enemy, but again Lance-Corporal Henry walked right 
in and got the two men out. 

These are but two examples of Lance-Corporal Henry's courage. Ever since the Battalion has been in action, he has shown great 
devotion to duty and extreme gallantry in action regardless of self and is a great cheering influence on the whole company.' 

Alexander Henry was serving in the 5th Battalion, Coldstream Guards, a component of the Guards Armoured Division, at the time of 
the above related deeds.

This Warrant Officer has consistently proved himself to be an inspiring and courageous leader in action. He was first in action in this 
theatre on 20 October 1944, when 'C' Squadron, 1st Fife & Forfar Yeomanry were supporting 'C' Company, 2nd Battalion, the Essex 
Regiment in an attack on Stapelheide. 

On that day, Troop Sergeant-Major Warner, while acting as L.O. in a Scout Car, captured single handed one German officer and ten 
other ranks. By his calmness and dominating attitude he overcame initial resistance and some 30 minutes later handed them over to his 
accompanying infantry. 

Again, on 4 November 1944, when his squadron was supporting the Polish Armoured Division in their assault on Made, Troop 
Sergeant-Major Warner was commanding the Crocodile tank which led the assault into the outskirts of the town. Although his tank was 
repeatedly hit by Bazooka fire and his gunner severely wounded, he continued to fight the tank and press home the attack. When 
withdrawal was possible, he supervised the evacuation of his wounded gunner under heavy fire. 

His courage and coolness in these and all other actions in which his squadron has been engaged, has been an inspiration to all ranks, 
and deserves the highest praise and recognition.' 

Charles Warner's Yeomanry unit was a component of 31st Army Tank Brigade, 79th Armoured Division, and, following use of 
Cromwell and Churchill tanks, took delivery of one of "Hobart's Funnies", namely flame-throwing Crocodile tanks - and he was 
commanding one of these in the above cited action at Made in the Netherlands on 4 November 1944. 
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A Second World War North Africa operations M.M. group of six awarded to Fusilier R. Graham, Northumberland 
Fusiliers, who was decorated for his gallant work during Rommel's last major offensive in March 1943

'At Medenine on the 6th March 1943 when Rommel counter-attacked, Fusilier Graham was a driver in a Machine Gun Section which 
was being attacked from the rear and flank. He was to be found in the thick of the fighting and his initiative in taking up positions with 
which he could best deal with the enemy, disregarding his personal safety, resulted in the enemy being driven off. Later he crept 
forward to help bring in an Italian prisoner back to our lines, although his post was subjected to heavy fire both from the enemy and 
our own troops, he stuck to it and remained cheerful and alert throughout which had a great moral effect on the section. In the evening 
he volunteered to go out and mend the line which ran from the Company on our right and which was in front of all the positions; he 
was able to mend the line despite the fact that it was a thousand yards to the Company on the right and the enemy had cut the wire and 
pulled a great deal of it towards his lines. At all times Fusilier Graham was extremely cool and used great initiative in tasks above his 
ordinary duties.' 

Robert Graham, who was from Wallsend, Tyneside, is mentioned in Barclay's regimental history: 

'As the tanks advanced towards the Wadi, the machine-guns sprayed them with bullets to force the tanks to close up their armoured 
panels and so reduce the drivers' visibility. When this had been achieved the machine-guns switched to the lorries of infantry behind 
and caused complete disorganisation and many casualties. In the meantime the anti-tank gunners of the Queen's, who had held their 
fire until the last moment, opened up as hard as they could. The effect was immediate: tanks halted and others caught fire. These 6- 
pounder crews did gallant work and inflicted heavy damage before they themselves were knocked out. This initial blow caused the 
enemy to halt his attack and those tanks which were still mobile moved into the shelter of the wadi, where they were still in full view of 
one machine-gun section. This section lay low and held their fire until the crews of the tanks, feeling they were safe, got out to survey 
the damage and hold a conference. The machine-guns dealt severely with this misunderstanding. At this time the artillery were given 
the map reference of the tanks by the machine-gun Platoon Commander and they concentrated a mass of shells into the small area. In 
the mean time some of the lorried infantry had been organised into an effective force and had infiltrated up into the hills around Lt. D. 
Puleston's No. 13 Platoon. The country here was not suitable for machine-guns, so Lt. Puleston sent out any men who could be spared 
from the guns, as small fighting patrols. These were most successful in driving the enemy off after inflicting many casualties. Fusilier R. 
Graham, one of the platoon drivers, did gallant work with a rifle and was subsequently awarded the Military Medal .... As night fell the 
enemy withdrew, after having been soundly beaten in what was one of the shortest and most decisive battles of the war. It was 
Rommel's last attempt at large-scale offensive action in North Africa.' 
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A scarce Second World War Sicily operations M.M. group of five awarded to Lance- Corporal J. M. Morans, Royal 
Signals, attached 11th (H.A.C.) Regiment, Royal Horse Artillery, who was decorated for his gallantry in saving life 
under very heavy shell fire near Mount Etna

In recognition of gallant and distinguished services in Sicily.' 

The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 29 July 1943, the Regiment was moving into position in the area of Agira to support an attack. In order to get to the position the 
Recce, parties had to go along a track which was registered by the enemy and which was being shelled. Certain vehicles were hit and 
men very badly wounded. Despite the fact the shelling was still going on and was very accurate, Lance-Corporal Morans, with 
complete disregard for his own safety, went to the spot and gave every succour he could to the wounded, bringing back two of them to 
his own truck. He then drove his truck back along the same track, which was still being shelled, and got the men to safety and an M.D. 
S. For ten minutes Lance-Corporal Morans was subjected to the most accurate shelling and his coolness and bravery was an example to 
all.' 

John McAulay Morans was from Campbeltown, Argyllshire.

'On 13 December 1941, during the operations south-west of Tobruk, Gunner O'Neill was manning a gun of 'D' (Kirkee) Troop, 
31 /58th Field Battery, 25th Field Regiment, R.A., when the Battery was attacked by 40 German tanks. 

The Troop was subjected to heavy and accurate shell and small arms fire and two of Gunner O'Neill's detachment were severely 
wounded. O'Neill carried these men to the Command Post and then returned to his gun which was still able to fire. 

Later, when his Troop Commander was wounded, he carried him to his truck and directed it to the rear. He then returned to his troop 
but found that the Troop's position had been overrun and put out of action. With great coolness and with complete disregard for his 
own safety he assisted in the evacuation of 'D' (Kirkee) Troop and 'E' (Maiwand) Troop which were still heavily engaged in the battle. 

Throughout the action Gunner O'Neill displayed exceptional coolness and devotion to duty.' 

Wilfrid O'Neill was subsequently taken P.O.W. at Tobruk in June 1942, and ended the War in Stalag 344 at Lamsdorf.

Fighting Vehicles). Private Pook showed great courage and tenacity in engaging successfully enemy parties with his Bren gun. He was 
blown up by a shell burst and temporarily knocked out. On recovering himself he at once got his gun in action again. In this he showed 
an excellent spirit, moving forward from position to position, firing through the grape vines from the hip whenever he could pick out a 
target. Subsequently, he was wounded in the leg, but continued to fire until exhausted and ordered by his Platoon Commander to 
withdraw.' 

Mark Pook, who was from East Wittering, was decorated for the above cited deeds while serving in the 1st Battalion, Hampshire 
Regiment. He died the following day, either from his wounds or, as per the London Gazette , in action, and was buried in the Salerno 
War Cemetery.

M.M. London Gazette 26 October 1944. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On the night of 11 -12 May 1944, two troops of the 38th Anti-Tank Battery, together with a specialist party of the 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Fusiliers, were charged with the construction of rafts across the River Rapido [sic] for the crossing of the 10th Infantry Brigade. At about 
0400 hours on the 12 May, the crossing site "F2" came under very heavy mortar and machine-gun fire and many casualties were 
inflicted upon the construction parties. 

The specialist party, of which Sergeant Quarenden was a member, became split. In the absence of his officer Sergeant Quarenden 
immediately rallied the remnants of the party and with untiring energy devoted himself to the evacuation of the wounded across the 
River Gari by raft and other means. Although continually under fire from enemy snipers, M.Gs and mortars, he showed complete 
fearlessness and never once wavered from his task until the bridge had been erected across the river more than 24 hours later. His 
personal courage, cheerfulness and infectious energy was most inspiring to all who saw him.' 

The following account of the above cited action, in which Norman Quarenden is mentioned, has been taken from The Royal Fusiliers , 
A History of the 2nd Battalion in North Africa , Italy and Greece , March 1944 to May 1945 : 

In broad outline the plan for 4th Division, with 8th Indian operating on its left, was to force a crossing of the River Gari (often but 
incorrectly described as the Rapido) south of Cassino, break through the strongly defended "Gustav Line" and then swing right to cut 
Route 6 behind Cassino and join hands with the Polish Corps attacking in the mountains to the north. In Cassino itself 1st Guards 
Brigade were at first to maintain a purely defensive role and later to mop up the enemy garrison in the town. 

On 10 May, the Battalion left the peaceful surroundings of Latina for their concentration area in some orchards near San Pietro Infine. 
Zero hour for the great offensive was 11 p.m. on the 11th, a still, warm, starlit night with only the song of nightingales to break the 
silence. The battle opened with the greatest barrage of the war - greater even than at Alamein. Hundreds of guns of every calibre had 
been secretly concentrating for weeks, and at the appointed hour all hell was let loose. The noise was shattering; continuous flashes, 
stretching as far as the eye could see, turned night into blinding day. The nightingales, startled into a few minutes 1 silence, burst into 
song again and throughout the night kept up their valiant efforts to drown the dreadful din. The barrage lasted, with varying intensity, 
for seven hours. 

To this thunderous accompaniment the Battalion moved up to their forward concentration area under Mount Trocchio and occupied 
slit trenches evacuated by the assaulting troops. The first phase of the battle, the crossing of the River Gari, was being carried out by 
10th and 28th Brigades, while 12th Brigade was held in reserve to follow through and break out from the bridgehead. 

In common with most battles, the opening phase of this one did not go according to plan. The enormous weight of our artillery barrage 
and concentrations had not silenced by any means all the German batteries, nor had it eliminated all their we 11-protected machine-gun 
posts. The Gari is both swift and deep, and 10th and 28th Brigades suffered heavily in their assault crossing, many of their boats being 
sunk. For this part of the operation a party of Royal Fusiliers, commanded by Lieutenant W. G. Kentfield and consisting of the two 
assault sections of the Pioneer Platoon and fourteen men from rifle companies were lent to 10th Brigade to assist in ferrying the guns of 
38th Anti-tank Battery across the river. Their main task was to lay summerfeld track down to the water's edge, and to clear the far bank 
of mines. The party was subjected to intense mortar and machine-gun fire throughout the night and suffered a number of casualties. 
Sergeant Quarendon, the Pioneer Sergeant, twice crossed the river under fire in order to contact Lieutenant Kentfield and the assault 
sections and to evacuate the wounded, and throughout the night displayed the greatest zeal and complete indifference to danger. The 
whole party earned the personal thanks of 10th Brigade Commander, and Sergeant Quarendon was awarded the M.M. 

By the night of the 12th, only a small and precarious bridgehead had been gained, and it was imperative that the river should be 
bridged for the passage of much-needed reinforcements and armour. The Sappers, with their customary gallantry, laboured throughout 
the night in face of constant mortar and machine-gun fire, and by daylight Amazon Bridge was in working order/

M.M. London Gazette 8 July 1943. The original recommendation for an immediate award - approved by Montgomery - states: 

'On the night of 5-6 April 1943, during 1st Battalion, Royal Sussex Regiment's attack on the Dj El Meida Hill, north-west of Wadi 
Akarit, Private Rossiter showed courage, dash and initiative of the highest order. His company was under very heavy and accurate 
mortar fire in a narrow wadi. He showed great coolness and complete disregard of his own safety and was of great help to his Platoon 
Commander and Platoon Sergeant in rallying and re-organising the Platoon during a difficult change of direction which had to be made 
in the darkness. In the subsequent advance and attack on the objective, he showed great dash and determination to close with and kill 
the enemy. Throughout the next day, he showed great coolness under heavy fire during consolidation. His fearless conduct was a very 
fine example to the rest of his platoon and is worthy of the highest praise.' 

Edward Rossiter was a native of Eastbourne.

This N.C.O. is a Mechanist Sergeant of his squadron and responsible for the repair of all tank casualties. At the end of May 1943 his 
squadron was operating in the 50th Division's area around Knightsbridge. On the 28 May the Squadron was in action against an enemy 
armoured column. Notwithstanding heavy small arms and shell fire, Sergeant Stainforth took his lorry forward with our attacking tanks 
in order to carry out necessary repairs. During the following two days the squadron was continually in action in the 150th Brigade 
"Box". There also he came forward, under heavy fire, repairing tanks which had broken down, recovering those that were damaged 
and evacuating the wounded. 

On the 21 June he was attached to a force of tanks which had the task of covering the withdrawal of the 5th Indian Division from the 
frontier. Although the tanks were acting as rearguards, Sergeant Stainforth remained with them until the last. On arrival at Alamein, the 
tanks were again in action, and again Sergeant Stainforth was forward with them. Tanks were knocked out, but in spite of intense fire, 
he repaired those that could be repaired and towed the remainder. Throughout he has been an inspiration to his staff of fitters. He has 
shown complete disregard of his own personal safety in the execution of his duty, and a determination to keep his tanks fit to fight at all 
costs.'

M.M. London Gazette 30 September 1943. The original recommendation states: 

In an attack on a Japanese position in the area of Yetagun on 21 June 1943, Private Stuart was one of a fighting patrol of one British 
officer and 12 British other ranks. The Japanese in greatly superior numbers attacked the patrol on three occasions and each time in 
increasing numbers. Private Stuart had taken up a standing position in long grass and during the three attacks he fired 48 of his 50 
rounds, each round carefully aimed. 

His actions were an example of great gallantry. Remaining perfectly calm throughout these attacks he accounted for at least 10 
Japanese and his Patrol Commander (Lieutenant Gunn) considered this a modest estimate. 

He showed complete disregard for his own safety, standing up in long grass picking off the advancing enemy at about 20 to 30 yards 
range. His coolness and tenacity of purpose was an inspiring example and was undoubtedly instrumental in saving casualties in his 
own patrol and in assisting them to withdraw when ordered.' 

Charles Stuart was serving in the 1st Battalion, Seaforth Highlanders, at the time of the above cited deeds. His patrol leader, Lieutenant 
John Gunn, who was awarded the M.C. on the same occasion, was a formidable jungle fighter - when he was seriously wounded 
winning a second M.C. at Scraggy Hill in May 1944, a fellow officer carried him down the hill to safety, and his Jocks, on seeing the 
officers coming towards them, apparently exclaimed to his rescuer, "Don't bring him back here, sir. He'll get us all killed!" Of events 
on 21 June 1943, Gunn's obituary in the Daily Telegraph states: 

'In June 1943, in the Chin Hills of northern Burma, Gunn led a patrol of 12 men in an attack on a Japanese garrison of some 80 men. 
The monsoon had broken, with its attendant horrors of mud and disease. 

As they worked their way through the dense jungle, the patrol heard hideous noises ahead and thought that they might have run into 
the Japanese. It turned out to be a troop of monkeys. 

A frontal assault was made by a company of 4/5th Mahrattas Light Infantry. When the Seaforths heard the Mahrattas open fire, they 
climbed through the wire in the rear of the enemy position and slipped into their trenches. A Japanese sentry spotted them but he was 
quickly silenced and surprise maintained. 

Gunn and a comrade went to investigate some straw huts and were on the point of capturing an enemy officer when one of the patrol 
gave an ill-advised shout.The officer heard this and ran for his hut. He was shot but he fell on one of his grenades which exploded and 
killed him. 

Gunn grabbed the man's map case, which subsequently proved to be of great value; but the alarm had been raised. The attack by the 
Mahrattas did not seem to have been pressed, and the Japanese turned their attention to Gunn and his men. 

The enemy counter-attacked three times with a bayonet charge. Each assault was heralded by much shouting and waving of drawn 
swords on the part of the officers; each was stopped at 10 to 15 yards distance and driven off. 

When the Japanese began to infiltrate from the rear, the patrol fought their way out. Enemy mortars forced them to make a wide detour, 
but they returned to base after a long trek and an absence of 36 hours. Some 47 enemy soldiers were accounted for; two Seaforths were 
killed and two wounded.'

A fine Second World War Italy operations M.M. awarded to Private W. E. L. Nairn, York and Lancaster Regiment, 
who, having received multiple wounds in attempting to rescue his patrol leader from a minefield behind enemy lines 
off the Anzio beachhead, evaded capture and crawled back to our lines 

Military Medal, G.VI.R. (2766058 Pte. W. E. L. Nairn, Y. & L.R.), good very fine £1200-1500 

M.M. London Gazette 20 July 1944. The original recommendation - for a D.C.M. - states: 

'On 31 March 1944, on the Anzio beachhead, Private Nairn was detailed as a member of a small patrol to penetrate German lines 
under cover of darkness, locate their positions and, if opportunity offered, to capture a prisoner. 

During the course of the patrol and while within enemy lines, the patrol entered a small uncharted minefield and the patrol 
commander who was leading was killed. Private Nairn, showing great presence of mind, immediately took command and, ordering the 
other two members of the patrol to cover him, crawled forward to where the patrol commander lay. On finding that he was dead he 
started to return to the others but in doing so exploded four mines which seriously wounded him with multiple injuries in the foot, legs, 
stomach, face and arms and slightly injured the other two. 

Seeing that nothing further could be done, Private Nairn ordered the others to withdraw and they set out carrying him between them. 
At 0200 hours, after going some distance and avoiding two parties of Germans, they were stopped by two sentries who ordered them in 
English to lay down their arms, and marched off the two slightly wounded men saying that they would bring back a stretcher party for 
Private Nairn, who was left lying on the ground. 

As soon as they were gone, Private Nairn, with a complete disregard for his wounds and despite the great pain he was suffering, started 
to crawl back to his company position. After two and a half hours he succeeded in reaching our wire, but then he failed to attract the 
attention of the sentries and it was not until after daylight at 0900 hours that he was seen and brought in. 

It was entirely due to Private Nairn's magnificent courage and sense of duty that very valuable information of the enemy's dispositions 
was obtained. Had he allowed himself to be captured and receive the medical attention which his wounds demanded, no news of this 
patrol could possibly have reached us.' 

William Edward Lawson Nairn was serving in the 1st Battalion, York & Lancaster Regiment, at the time of the above cited deeds.

A Second World War Italy operations M.M. awarded to Fusilier A. W. Thomas, Royal Fusiliers, who was decorated for 
his gallantry during the crossing of the River Garigiliano in January 1944

M.M. London Gazette 4 May 1944. The recommendation for an immediate award states: 

This Fusilier, during the crossing of the River Garigiliano, the advance on to Damiano and the Lorenzo position, from 1 7 to 23 January 
1944, was constantly engaged in dangerous line repair over ground which was heavily shelled, and often machine-gunned. For five 
days and nights he scarcely missed going out on a single line repair party, foregoing any relief. 

While laying a line to Lorenzo cross roads, the area was heavily shelled, machine-gunned and grenades were thrown round the road 
where he was working, but he continued to fix the telephone and test it until the line was through. 

This Fusilier displayed great devotion to duty and a complete disregard for his own personal safety. He was well aware of the vital 
necessity for communications and was determined to maintain them. He set a fine example to his comrades.' 

Arthur W. Thomas was serving in the 8th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers at the time of receiving the above award.

'On 12 March 1943, at Station de Tarf Ech Chena, near Bou Arada, during a 
minefield operation, Lance-Corporal Stainer's section came under heavy 
machine-gun fire from an enemy standing patrol which wounded the section 
officer. Lance-Corporal Stainer covered the removal of his wounded officer by 
the section Sergeant and when the enemy attacked in an attempt to capture them 
and some infantry carriers which were with them, beat off the attack and shot the 
Germans attempting to interfere. By his coolness and bravery Lance-Corporal 
Stainer undoubtedly prevented the infliction of heavy casualties and probably the 
capture of the whole of the party.'

'In the successful operation of the capture of the ridge overlooking the 
Paukkaung Plain, which began on 5 June 1945, Rifleman Kharke Pun was the 
No. 1 of the L.M.G. of the left forward section of 'B' Company during the 
Company's attack on the track feature. This feature was held by one plus platoon 
of the enemy, who were surprised and attacked. Rifleman Kharke Pun saw on the 
other side of the saucer feature a Jap L.M.G. preparing to open up on the 
attacking platoon. He immediately charged the gun and crew, uphill, firing his 
own L.M.G. from the hip, overran it and killed both enemy before they were able 
to get their gun into action. This brave act undoubtedly allowed our men to 
capture the position, killing one officer and nine men with no loss to ourselves 
and turning the whole ridge position. Throughout the operation, Rifleman Kharke 
Pun's cheerful bravery has been remarkable.'

M.M. London Gazette 24 August 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'At Myitpauk, during the afternoon of 22 January 1945, Sepoy Mohd. Khan, 14-13 Frontier Force Rifles, was performing the duties of 2- 
inch mortar man in 10 Platoon of 'D' Company. The Company was engaged in attacking the village of Myitpauk. The village was 
occupied but a strong counter-attack developed in very thick cover in the west end of the village. 10 Platoon bore the brunt of this 
attack which proved to be by at least 50 Japanese. Under the directions of his Platoon Commander, Mohd. Khan used his mortar with 
great skill and temporarily halted the attack. At this time a Bren gunner was wounded and Sepoy Mohd. Khan, having expended all his 
mortar bombs, took over the Bren. 

During the subsequent difficult withdrawal of 10 Platoon through thick bushes in hand to hand fighting, Sepoy Mohd. Khan used his 
Bren gun with the greatest skill, twice stopping dangerous rushes by accurate firing from the hip. When the platoon position was 
stabilized in more open country, Sepoy Mohd. Khan, on his own initiative, chose a most skilful position from which he effectively 
stopped an enemy attempt to outflank the platoon position. 

His complete disregard of danger and very high standard of skill-at-arms were a splendid example to his section which was largely 
composed of young soldiers in action for the first time.' 

Mohd, Khan was from the village of Jhand, Chakwal, in Jhelum district.

Recommendation: 'At 0800 hrs on 8 Feb 1945 at Tantabyin village, North of Ramre Rownm Sepoy Bafu Khan was a member of a 
patrol clearing the village. The patrol met a superior party of enemy approaching the village. After a sharp engagement the patrol 
withdrew to a feature above the village and the enemy withdrew to a hill about 400 yards distant. Two men of the patrol had been 
wounded and were lying in open paddy fields about 150 yards from the patrol's position under enemy observation and fire. Sepoy Bafu 
Khan volunteered to bring in the men. He went down the face of the feature and crawled out over open paddy about a 100 yards to the 
first man who he dragged back to his posn. He returned immediately, successfully crawling out about 150 yards over open ground and 
brought back the second man. During all this time he was under enemy LMG, discharger cup and small arms fire from their posn less 
than 300 yards from the wounded men. 

Throughout, this Sepoy's cool courage and bravery under enemy fire was of a high order and fine example to all. His prompt action 
and determination to bring in the wounded men probably saved their lives as they were unable to move themselves and could not have 
lain in the open paddy for much longer.'

The important 'Falklands War' M.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant Desmond Fuller, 3 rd Battalion, Parachute 
Regiment, who at the time of the death of Sergeant Ian McKay, V.C. was serving with the Parachute Regiment 
Company Headquarters - Tasked with the job of going forward to take over from Sergeant McKay he was soon thrown 
into the fast-paced and bloody Battle for Mount Longdon, where he took command of the remnants of McKay's 
platoon and led an ultimately successful assault on the Argentine sangars

The original recommendation states: 

'During the attack by 3rd Battalion The Parachute Regiment on the 11 th/12th June it was reported that the Platoon Commander 
[Lieutenant Bickerdike] of 4 Platoon had been wounded and that the Platoon Sergeant [Ian McKay] was missing, believed dead. 
Sergeant Fuller was a supernumerary Senior Non-Commissioned Officer grouped with Company Headquarters. He at once volunteered 
to go forward and take command of 4 Platoon. 

On arrival forward, he joined OC 4 Platoon where he had fallen wounded but 'was able to get enough information from him to assess 
his tactical task. Sporadic enemy fire was being directed from positions east along the ridge and also from the base of the slope, where 
he was told were some enemy sangars. He understood that this was the position recently attacked by the Platoon Sergeant [McKay] and 
some members of 5 Platoon. Sergeant Fuller could not locate OC 5 Platoon and was told he was further up the ridge, engaging other 
enemy locations to the south. 

Gathering 4 Platoon and the left section of 5 Platoon Sergeant Fuller organised a further assault on the enemy sangars. He positioned a 
gun team on the right and skirmished the assault group forward. They were soon again under effective fire, which caused a number of 
casualties in quick succession. Nevertheless, under his leadership, the group cleared the nearest sangars of enemy, some being seen to 
flee to the east. Enemy gunfire was still coming from further east along the ridge, and taking stock of the causalities with him, so that 
increased artillery bombardment could be directed on the remaining enemy positions. 

Sergeant Fuller's action in taking command of a platoon under fire and in contact with the enemy, and subsequently leading them 
through a successful assault, was an example of the highest standards of leadership and courage/ 

The following extract from an interview with the recipient is taken from the book, Green-Eyed Boys , 3 Para and the Battle for Mount 
Longdon, by Christian Jennings and Adrian Weale in which Fuller is extensively quoted: 

'Then the word came over that Bickerdike was down, that 'Sunray 21 1 was down and that 'Sunray Minor 1 -Ian McKay -'had gone off 

and was missing'. And that's when Mike Argue told me to go... words to the effect that I should meet up with Ian and discuss who was 
the senior and who would be the platoon commander and who would be the platoon sergeant. This was as I walked past, and I didn't 
want to get into an argument or anything like that, but I would have been quite happy for Ian to take over., he was the platoon 
sergeant, so it would have been the logical thing for him to take over and me to take over as platoon sergeant. But as I walked past John 
[Weeks], he just very bluntly said, 'Des, you're fucking in charge.' That was it. 

So there I was, wandering up and down the mountain, looking for them ... the only one I knew there was (Corporal] 'Ned' Kelly so I 
started shouting for Ned and listening for voices. I was a bit worried about making too much noise and giving the enemy my position, 
but eventually I got to the end of 4 Platoon and Ned came and met me. He briefed me very quickly that Bickerdike was down and Ian 

McKay had gone and I said, 'Well, let's go and speak to Bickerdyke and see what he can tell me.' He was just laying there in a lot of 

pain, shot through the thigh and couldn't tell me too much, and there was a Tom with him, and I just said to the Tom, 'Stay with him,' 
and got Ned and said, 'Fill me in more,' and he told me that Ian McKay had gone off on a recce, or whatever with Beetle Bailey's 
section and two of the guys who were actually stopgap guys, mess stewards or something. But apparently he was now between the 
enemy and us and he'd been shouting to the guys, and we were trying to find out where the enemy were 'cause there was no 
movement, they were not shooting at us at that time, apart from the sniper who was some distance away... and I just asked Ned to go 
and get all the section commanders together. Des Landers was the only one there, but he said, 'Scouse McLaughlin's up on the high 
ground just on the right side of us.' He was with his section, he'd kept his section totally together. I didn't know where John Ross was, I 
didn't know where Cox was, and so I called Scouse down; he didn't know either. So I made a plan to carry on going forward, it was as 
simple as that really. We actually couldn't see where the enemy were, the guys were saying: 'They're out in front,' 'They're over there,' 
'They're there,' but it was pitch black. So I told Scouse to go back and give us covering fire; I told him what I wanted him to do; that we 
would continue to go forward until such time as we came upon them or they opened up on us; and Scouse was to give us covering fire 
all the way, through. 

From the time we started moving, he started firing in, to the likely positions - that was the idea - and it was coming over our heads. Of 
course, as soon as we actually broke out into the open, then they started firing at us, and the only thing to do now, now that we were 
actually in the open, was to push on forward. I'm not, sure quite how far we'd gone when Ned went down but I saw him hit - Ned was 
just in front - and I sort of ran past him and patted him on the leg and said - it was a stupid thing to say -'Stay there Ned, I'll come back 
for you'. He wasn't going anywhere. 

Basically, once Ned had gone, I'd lost all my experienced guys, my section commanders, so I was running up left and right, pushing 
the guys into the sangars. The guys were top, excellent, superb. They had a job to do: they knew what they had to do; they'd been 
trained to be able to operate on their own, not necessarily with a guy screaming and shouting at them. Mine was just encouragement, I 
wasn't telling guys, 'Take those two out! 1 'cause I couldn't see what they were doing, or where they were. It was just, 'Keep going 
forward! Keep going forward!'

Following the action on Mount Longdon Sergeant Ian McKay was awarded a posthumous Victoria Cross. Originally buried in the 
Falkland Islands his body was subsequently exhumed and brought back to England where it was re interred with full military honours at 
Aldershot Military Cemetery. One of the pall bearers at this funeral was Sergeant Desmond Fuller.

Jack Fisher was born in Diss, Norfolk, in August 1894 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in November 1911. 

An Able Seaman serving aboard the battleship H.M.S. Formidable by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he was similarly 
employed at the time of her loss on New Year's Day 1915, when she was hit by two torpedoes from the U-24 off Portland Bill - in 
darkness and heavy seas, it proved difficult to get away the boats, as a consequence of which 34 officers and 513 men lost their lives. 
Fisher, however, was fortunate to be picked up by the cruiser Topaze. In the subsequent surge of press coverage - for the Formidable 
was only the second battleship lost to enemy action by this stage of the war - emerged the story of a dog, a collie by the name of 
"Lassie", which had drawn attention to a rating who had been left for dead. In the fullness of time Hollywood took up the story, and a 
star was born. 

For his own part, Fisher returned to sea in the monitor General Crawford in August 1915, and remained similarly employed until 
coming ashore to his final wartime appointment at Pembroke I in July 1918 - thus active employment out of Dover, including support 
to the Ostend Raid. 

Gaining advancement to Petty Officer aboard the Empress of India in the summer of 1920, Fisher was a Chief Petty Officer by the 
renewal of hostilities and joined the ex-Cunard White Star liner Ausonia on her being converted to an armed merchant cruiser in late 
1939. And it was in this capacity that he was awarded his B.E.M. in the summer of 1941, after the Ausonia had seen service on the 
Atlantic run in the Halifax Escort Force; sold with a file of research and a copy of Before The Bells Have Faded - The Sinking of H.M.S. 
Formidable, by Mark Potts and Tony Marks.

The recommendation expands on this: 'During minesweeping operations in the Northern Adriatic, in establishing a channel to Venice, 
Farley was E.R.A. of the watch when severe damage was sustained in the engine room of his ship when she was near-missed by a 
ground mine. Although he had had barely a year's experience in a seagoing ship, Farley acted with great presence of mind in very 
trying and alarming conditions. In an engine room devoid of lighting, filling with live steam from an unknown source, with displaced 
floor plates rendering movement difficult in the darkness, and in spite of a blow on the head from an emergency lamp, Farley took 
immediate steps to minimise the further risk of damage to the ship's machinery and equipment being caused by a smashed main 
circulating pump and the escaping steam. He at once notified the bridge by telegraphs and he stopped the engines, shut the throttle 
valves of both engines and then made an effort to start the fire and bilge pumps to circulate the main condenser and had succeeded in 
opening the correct discharge valve. This attempt had to be abandoned owing to prevailing conditions so Farley passed orders to the 
boiler rooms to shut down and evacuate the engine room. He collapsed from shock on emerging from the engine room hatch, but 
before doing so he reported that the engines were stopped and that he was confident that all personnel were clear of the engine room.'

Despite rapid flooding 
of the compartment in which he was working, he efficiently reinforced the main bulkhead and worked there until the water had risen to 
5 foot 5 inches above deck level (his own height) and further shoring had to be abandoned. His courageous action undoubtedly 
preserved the stability of the Ship. By his courage, skill, foresight and cheerful devotion to duty in Damage Control, he contributed 
much to saving the Ship and encouraging others in their tasks. His endurance under trying conditions was noteworthy.'

1800. He served with the 94th in the East Indies from 16 June 1802 until 12 April 1808, and afterwards in Spain and France. He was 
discharged at Wexford on 24 December 1814, to a pension at the Royal Hospital at Kilmainham in consequence of a 'severe wound 
and the ball lodged in the left breast received in action with the Enemy at Vic Bigorre in France on 19 March 1814'. 

His discharge papers carry the following testimonial from James Campbell, Colonel, 94th Foot: 1 certify that Private James McDonald 
has served most honestly and faithfully, is a most deserving good man, was never tried by a Court Martial, has been three times 
wounded, at the battle of Vittoria on 21 June 1813 in the right shoulder, at the battle of Orthes 27 Feby. 1814 in the right wrist, at the 
battle of Vic Bigorre 19 March 1814 in the right breast & is hereby most strongly recommended for the consideration of the 
Commissioners of the Royal Hospital of Kilmainham.'

Edward Robert Wiggins, the son of Matthew and Mary Wiggins, who resided at The Rookery, Hawley, Deptford, Kent, was bom at 
Rickmansworth, Hertfordshire, England, on 23 May 1820. He was a scion of the well known industrialist 'Wiggins' family, famous for 
'Paper Manufacturing' trading as 'Wiggins Teape Ltd'. The family home being at The Rookery, Hawley, Deptford, Kent, near their paper 
mills located nearby 

After receiving a 'Classical' education, Edward Wiggins, applied for a Cadetship with the Honourable East India Company, 
subsequently being appointed an 'Ensign' in the Bengal Army on 8 March 1841. Prior to an opportunity being found for him to join his 
regiment, the 35th Native Infantry then in Afghanistan, he was on 30 July 1841 appointed to do duty with 59th Native Infantry at 
Loodianah, Punjab, followed by a posting to the 33rd Native Infantry doing duty at Meerut from 28 October 1841. He was then to do 
duty with a detachment of the 60th Native Infantry from 15 January 1842. By the order of Major General Pollock commanding the 
troops west of the Indus, he was directed to do duty with the 53rd Native Infantry from the 10 February 1842. Ensign Wiggins is 
confirmed as having accompanied the avenging force of General Pollock in 1842, being present at the forcing of the Khyber Pass and 
in the various engagements leading to the re-occupation of Cabul 

The 35th Bengal Native Light Infantry did not Mutiny in 1857, however the regiment - while forming part of Nicholson's Column 
marching for Delhi - was disarmed and disbanded at Phi Hour, Punjab, on the 25th of June, 1857. The British officers of the 35th Native 
Light Infantry, including Wiggins, were subsequently attached to the diverse regiments that laid siege to, and later captured Delhi. 
During his long career, Edward's promotions and appointments were; Ensign 8 March 1841; Lieutenant, 24 January 1845; Brevet 

Captain, 8 March 1856; Captain 4 June 1857. Edward Wiggins was appointed Major, and retired from the Bengal Army on 15 

November 1861. 

Major Wiggins is recorded as having died at Essex House, Wood Street, Ryde, Isle of Wight, England on 2 April 1909. 

Wiggins was a pioneer of photography in Oudh, India, immediately prior to the annexation of that kingdom by the H.E.I.C. Oxford 
Journals 'Notes & Queries issue 10 S.XI. April 24, 1909 records: 

'Photography at Lucknow: Major E. R. Wiggins.- Major Edward Robert Wiggins, late of the Bengal Light Infantry, who died, aged 
eighty-nine, at Ryde on 2 April (see The Times of 5 April), was the first person, British or Indian, who practised the art of photography in 
the city of Lucknow. 

Lieut Wiggins (as he then was) in 1853 was stationed in the cantonment of Murison, which lies to the north of the Residency, but is 
now deserted; and equipped with all the best photographic outfit of that period, in the use of which he was adept, he soon attracted the 
attention of his Majesty Wajid Ali Shah, the King of Oude. One of his Majesty's courtiers, the late Nawab Mushkoor-ud-Dowlah, 
became a pupil of the Lieutenant, and attained great proficiency in the art. In fact, the King assigned a suitable portion of the grounds of 
the still existing Hosseinabad Emambarah for photographic studio purposes, and caused a large and varied assortment of cameras, 
chemicals, and the like to be imported for this royal studio, which was in use until the annexation of Oudh in 1 856. 

From the beginning in 1853 may be traced the sequence in Lucknow to the present day of many amateur and professional Indian

In his subsequent career of 21 years with the Colours, he served in Gibraltar, Malta, North America and in the East and 
West Indies, witnessing active service in the operations before Sebastopol in the Crimea and in Central India during the Mutiny, when 
the Regiment suffered a dozen or so casualties in the action at Kotah in March 1858. Dunn, who attained the rank of Sergeant in 
August 1850, was discharged in July 1862.

Alfred Templeman was born in Uplyme, Devonshire in 1833. He purchased the commission of 2nd Lieutenant in the 21 st Regiment on 
26 March 1852 and the rank of Lieutenant on 4 March 1853. With the regiment he served throughout the Crimean War and was 
slightly wounded at Inkermann (London Gazette 22 November 1854). He served at the attack on the Redan, 18 June 1855 and in the 
expedition to Kinburn. For his services he was awarded the Legion of Honour, 5th Class (London Gazette 4 August 1856) and promoted 
to Captain without purchase on 2 February 1855 (London Gazette 2 February 1855). 

Captain Templeman was appointed Instructor of Musketry in November 1857 and gained the rank of Major by purchase in February 
1868. Awarded the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel in March 1877 (London Gazette 20 April 1877) and advanced to that rank in January 
1878. Appointed Colonel in the Royal Scots Fusiliers (London Gazette 26 July 1881) and placed on Half Pay, 14 March 1883. Latterly 
appointed Honorary Major-General. 

Latterly living at Hazelwood, Budleigh Salterton, Devonshire, he died on 7 December 1914. A plaque in remembrance of him may be 
found in Ayr Auld Kirk.

Robert McKenzie was a native of Nigg, Tain, Ross-shire, Scotland, where he was born c.1848. He indicated that he was a resident of 
Inverness, when he enlisted there on 29 November 1866, for service in the British Army with the 92nd Highlanders. At his time of 
enlistment he described himself as having been 18 years of age, and by 'Trade 1 a 'Farm Servant 1 . Robert was however no stranger to 
military service, at the time of his enlistment he cited prior service with the Ross-shire Militia (Highland Rifle Militia). Robert was 
appointed 'Piper' on 26 October 1876, and continued to hold the appointment through to 29 January 1893, being promoted Lance- 
Corporal on 30 January 1893, which appointment he held through to his discharge on 29 November 1887. His intended place of 
residence after leaving the Army was 33 Warkworth Street, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

He served overseas in India, January 1868-March 1879; Afghanistan, March 1 879 - October 1880; India, October 1880- January 1881; 
South Africa, January 1881-January 1882. As a Piper he served in the Afghanistan War 1878-1880, including the principal actions of 
Charasia, Kabul, the forced 310 mile march from Kabul to Kandahar, and the final battles at that latter place in September 1880. During 
the First Boer War in South Africa, 1881, the 92nd Highlanders fought at Majuba Hill. 

Just five men listed on the 92nd Highlanders medal roll for Afghanistan held the rank of 'Piper'; of which four earned a Three clasp' 
medal.

Henry Hubert Hayden was born at Londonderry on 25 July 1869, and educated at Hilton College, Natal, and Trinity College, Dublin. 
He joined the Geological Survey of India in 1895 and accompanied the Tirah Expeditionary Force, 1897-98. In 1903 he was selected a 
member of the Tibet Frontier Commission as geologist. His services were lent to the Amir of Afghanistan, 1907-08, and he served as 
Director of the Survey of India from 1910 to 1920. During the Great War he did high public service in mobilising and developing the 
mineral resources of India. He was created C.I.E. in 1911, C.S.I. in 1919, and was knighted in 1920. Hayden left India in the summer of 
1920, and went home by South Africa and the Belgian Congo. He spent the season of 1921 climbing in the Alps, including Mont Blanc 
and the Matterhorn, and spent the summer of 1922 in Lhasa and Tibet with his old guide and travelling companion, Cesar Cosson. 
They died together from a fall whilst climbing in the Alps on 28 August 1923.

Arthur Henry Lane was born in Hull, Yorkshire, in May 1868 and, having qualified as a Member of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, entered the Army Veterinary Department as a Lieutenant in November 1893. Seconded to the Egyptian Army in the period 
June 1894 to April 1897, he was appointed to the rank of Bimbashi and was present in the expedition to Dongola, including the action 
on 19 September 1896 (Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal). 

Lane next witnessed active service in South Africa in 1899-1902, where he served as Senior Veterinary Officer in 8th Division and was 
present in the actions at Biddulphsberg and Wittebergen (Queen's Medal & 2 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). And much of his work 
during the conflict is described in the Boer War supplement to the Veterinary Record - copies included. Among other achievements, he 
was credited with setting up the first Mobile Veterinary Detachment: 'Lieutenant A. H. Lane was permitted by General Rundle to 
arrange measures for sweeping up the animal wastage left in the track of a force, and a Mobile Veterinary Detachment resulted, which 
marched in the rear of the column, collected and took along with it all the horses which had been abandoned by the force, and 
destroyed the unfit. When later in the operations it was found that leaving the burgher his horses provided him with the means of 
resistance, orders were given to clear the farms of stock. The scope of this detachment then widened, and it was directed to include the 
collection of horses from the various farms, so that a man might be provided with a fresh mount before his own became past recovery. 
The value of this is self-evident, and before long other column commanders adopted it.' 

Lane also had charge of the Remount Depot at Harrismith, 'where his previous experience in handling large bodies of horses in the U. 
S.A. while ranching proved of the greatest utility', and carried out an inspection of all cattle in the Mafeking area following a report that 
some of them were infected with rinderpest. He was able to give the all clear and the authorities in Bulawayo admitted that they had 
made a misdiagnosis. 

Advanced to Captain in March 1902, he returned to the U.K. in the summer of 1903, and remained employed on the home 
establishment until being placed on retired pay as a Major in December 1913. Recalled on the advent of hostilities in August 1914, he 
was appointed a Veterinary Officer in the Lowland Division, and went out to France in June 1916, where he served in a similar 
capacity in 60th Division and won a mention in despatches (London Gazette 4 January 191 7, refers). Owing to ill-health contracted on 
active service, however, he relinquished his commission in June 1917, and was granted the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. Lane 
died in June 1936; sold with copied service record and other research.

Thomas Prince was born in Stepney, London, and enlisted in the Lincolnshire Regiment in September 1895, aged 19 years, direct from 
the 4th (Militia) battalion, Essex Regiment. Posted to the 1st Battalion, he quickly witnessed active service in the Sudan, where he was 
present at Atbara and Khartoum (Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal & 2 clasps). Having then been advanced to Lance-Corporal and 
qualified as an Assistant Instructor in Signalling at Poona, he was extra regimentally employed in China between July 1900 and 
October 1902, where he was present in the relief of Pekin operations and, in regimental terms, awarded an extremely rare Medal & 
clasp.Transferring to the Loyal North Lancashire Regiment in June 1911, he was serving in the 2nd Battalion in India on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914. Embarked for East Africa that October, the same month in which he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal, he 
was invalided back to India in May 1915, and he remained employed there until the War's end, gaining advancement to Colour- 
Sergeant in July 1916. In fact, Prince settled in India after the Great War, where he became a Staff Sergeant Instructor in the Indian 
Defence Force, and it was in this capacity that he was awarded his M.S.M. in July 1926. Moreover, official records reveal that he was 
still receiving his pension at Allahabad as late as 1954; sold with a portrait photograph and copied research, the latter including the 
recipient's service record with confirmation of his Medals & clasps.

Thomas Ansell was born in Devington, Stafford. Employed as a Shoe Operative and serving as a member of the 2nd Volunteer Battalion 
North Staffordshire Regiment, he enlisted into the Scottish Rifles at Stafford on 24 January 1899, aged 21 years 6 months. With the 
regiment he served in South Africa, February 1900-January 1904, for which he was awarded the Queen's medal with two clasps and 
the King's medal with two clasps. He then served in India, January 1904-December 1909 and again in South Africa, December 1909- 
March 1912. 

He was promoted to C.S.M. in October 1913 and as Company Sergeant-Major with the 2nd Battalion Scottish Rifles, he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 15 August 1914. Promoted in the Field, he gained the rank of Regimental Sergeant-Major in October 
1914 and was granted a commission on 13 March 1915. 2nd Lieutenant Ansell was wounded in the thigh on 23 April 1915 and was 
invalided to England. Rejoining his battalion, he was promoted to Lieutenant in June 1916 and Acting Captain in August 1916. 

The War Diary records that on 23 October 1916, the 2nd Battalion Scottish Rifles assaulted the German trench known as 'Zenith 
Trench', opposite Le Transloy. Their objective was achieved at a cost of 240 casualties. Amongst those killed in action was Captain 
Ansell. Having no known grave, his name is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial. He was the husband of Eleanor Sylvester 
Ansell, 'Ivy Cottage', Stowe-by-Chortley, Stafford.

Henry Pottinger Young, the son of Major C. C. Young, was educated at Wellington College and the Royal Military College. He received 
his first commission in 1867. As an officer in the Indian Army, he served with the Transport Train, Scinde Reserve Division, Southern 
Afghanistan Field Force during the Afghan War, 1878. Serving in India on Lines of Communication, he was neither entitled to or 
awarded the Afghanistan War Medal. In 1887 he commanded a party in long-distance trial rides - he rode 184 miles in 60 hours, with 
one horse bearing 14 stone. Major Young (Retired) was appointed Assistant Press Censor, graded as a Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General in April 1900 (London Gazette 19 June 1900). 

His heavily annotated Q.S.A. roll extract confirms that he was employed as Head of Intelligence at Delagoa Bay, December 1899- 
March 1900; Assistant Press Censor, April-November 1900; Chief Censor, Orange River Colony, November 1900-May 1901; with the 
Army Service Corps, May 1901-June 1902, when he served in several columns; latterly on Special Intelligence Duty in the Barkley East 
District. 

Young was head of intelligence in Portuguese East Africa in the period that Winston Churchill and Aylmer Haldane made their 
successful escapes, by rail, from Pretoria.

Similarly employed by the outbreak of hostilities, he arrived in France with the 2nd Battalion on 22 August 1914, and was wounded in 
the leg on 26 September, on which date the Battalion was positioned near La Montagne Farm, north of Bucy-le-Long. He was not 
evacuated home, however, and remained actively employed in France and Flanders until August 1916, so was presumably present in 
the Battalion's attack on Redan Ridge on the First Day of the Somme, when one of his comrades, Drummer W. Ritchie, won the V.C. 

McKean remained employed on the home establishment from September 1916 and was placed on the Army Reserve in May 1918, 
having latterly served in the Royal Scots Fusiliers; sold with copied attestation and service papers, together with medal roll extracts - the 
former confirming his wound in September 1914.

Francis Edward Andrews, who joined P. & O. as a Fifth Officer in 1884, gained advancement to Chief Officer in 1899, in which rank 
he served in the S.S. Nubia during the Boer War (Medal & clasp). 

And in common with fellow officers of the Mercantile Marine, he had meanwhile been enrolled in the Royal Naval Reserve, being 
appointed a Sub. Lieutenant in February 1896, and advanced to Lieutenant in August 1898. Placed on the Retired List as a Commander 
in July 1910, the same year in which he was awarded the Royal Naval Reserve Decoration, Andrews was recalled on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914, when he assumed command of the Peshawur, a squadron supply ship of the Merchant Fleet Auxiliary. And 
he was similarly employed at the time of her loss to the U-96 several miles S.E. of Ballyquintin Point, Co. Down, on 9 October 1917 - 
13 of her complement of 125 going down with the ship - the survivors, including Andrews, who was aged 52 years, were picked up by 
the patrol yacht Albion III and safely delivered to Belfast. His final wartime appointment appears to have been as a Shipping 
Intelligence Officer at Devonport, following which he retired to Bournemouth, where he died in December 1939; sold with a picture 
postcard of the Peshawur and a quantity of copied research.

George Charles Worgan Dew was born in Wolvesnewton, Monmouthshire in 1879, the son of the Rev. George Platt Dew, Rector of 
Wolvesnewton. He was educated at Schorne College, Winslow, Buckinghamshire and Dean Close Memorial School, Cheltenham. 

At the time of the Great War he was employed by the Chinese Government Railway Service on Secretarial Duties. Commissioned a 
Temporary Lieutenant on the General List in March 1917 (London Gazette 14 March 1917). He applied for a commission in the 
Chinese Labour Corps in July 1917. At the time of his application, he had been working in China for 18 years, had a working 
knowledge of the language and was used to handling Chinese workers. Noticeably on his papers (re. the China Medal), he records no 
previous military experience. As a Lieutenant on the General List, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 30 July 1917. Later 
served as a Captain, being released from the Army in June 1919 and relinquished his commission in November 1920.

Albert John Chalmers was born at Manchester in 1870, the son of the Rev James Chalmers, MA. He was educated at the Manchester 
Grammar School, then at the University Colleges of Liverpool and London. As a student his career was brilliant; he graduated M.B., Ch. 
B.Victoria in 1890, and in the same year was appointed Holt Fellow of the Liverpool College, a position he held for two years. When 
he graduated M.D.Vict. in 1893 he took the Gold Medal. He became F.R.C.S.Eng. in 1895 and, in 1897, joined the West African 
Medical Service. 

He served as a medical officer with the Ashanti Field Force in 1900, and was with the British troops that were besieged in Kumassi. 
With the besieged garrison in imminent danger of starvation, Sir Frederick and Lady Hodgson finally, on the 23rd June, together with 
24 Europeans, including Dr Chalmers and Dr Tweedie, a force of some 600 native soldiers and over a thousand non-combatants, left 
Kumassi. They left behind them a small garrison of two officers and and a medical officer with about a hundred men, who were 
relieved by the relief force under Brigadier-General Sir J. Willcocks on the 15th July. Willcocks took away the sick and wounded and 
again left behind a small garrison. This was in turn relieved by the force under Colonel A. P. Burroughs on the 5th August. Doctor 
Chalmers was mentioned in the despatch of Major A. Morris, Commanding Kumassi Garrison, dated 12 July 1900, London Gazette 4 
December 1900: 'Assistant Colonial Surgeons E. H. Tweedy and A. J. Chalmers displayed much zeal and energy in their manifold 
duties.' 

In 1901 he was appointed Registrar of the Ceylon Medical College at Colombo, where during the following ten years he improved the 
organization and raised the standard of teaching, meanwhile lecturing on pathology and animal parasitology. In 1910 he joined Dr 
Aldo Castellani as joint-editor of their Manual of Tropical Medicine (the 3rd edition of 2500 pages was published in 1919), a standard 
text-book of permanent value. 

He served as Major in the Ceylon Medical Corps, and was a member of the Ceylon Coronation Contingent in 1911, for which he 
received the Coronation Medal. After resigning the appointment he travelled, and studied pellagra in conjunction with Dr Sambon, and 
he was one of the first to recognize the occasional occurrence of the disease in this country. In 1913 he became Director of the 
Wellcome Tropical Research Laboratory at Khartoum, and was the author, wholly or in part, of a series of publications on tropical 
disease. At the same time he was a member of the Central Sanitary Board of the Sudan, of the Sleeping Sickness Commission, and of 
the Archaeological Committee. He was awarded the Order of the Nile, 3rd class. 

During a holiday round the world he was including the study of tropical disease, when he was seized at Calcutta with acute infective 
jaundice, and died after a week's illness in the General Hospital on 5 April 1920. He married the daughter of Edwin Cannington, JP, 
but there were no children. 

In 1921 Mrs Chalmers gave £500 to the Royal Society for Tropical Medicine and Hygiene in memory of her husband. The Council 
decided to devote this money to the foundation of the Chalmers Memorial Medal. The medal, which is in silver gilt, bears a likeness of 
Dr Chalmers over the motto Zonae torridae tutamen on the obverse, and on the reverse a representation of Anopheles gambiae above a 
spray of the cinchona plant and encircled by the name of the Society. The Medal is awarded in his memory to this day. 
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An interesting pair awarded to Sir Ernest Wilton, K.C.M.G., a Consular Officer in China, who accompanied 
Younghusband as his adviser on Chinese affairs and was made C.M.G. for services with the Tibet Mission

The first Tibet medal, clearly the one he wore, was offered by Spink in March 1954, not long after Wilton's death, and later acquired 
from Baldwin. The second medal is listed in Dr Payne's catalogue of 1911, and was later sold as part of the Hamilton-Smith collection 
in 1927. 

Ernest Colville Collins Wilton was born in Singapore on 6 February 1870, his father Danish and his mother Dutch by birth, but both 
naturalized British subjects. In 1890 he entered the Consular Service, and became a Student Interpreter in China where he spent the 
next thirty years. In 1893 he was appointed Acting Vice-Consul at Pagoda Island, in 1897 at Macao in the same capacity, in 1899 as 
Vice-Consul at Ichang, and in 1902 Vice-Consul at Chungking. 

Wilton was employed with the Mission to Tibet in 1903-04, as adviser to Sir Francis Younghusband on Chinese affairs. One of the 
original members of the Tibet Frontier Commission, as it came to be designated, he was described as 'a humorous and resourceful 
sinologue borrowed from the China Consular Service'. Wilton accompanied the expedition all the way to Lhasa, where they remained 
seven weeks. 

Younghusband, in his book India and Tibet , wrote: 'Mr. Wilton, of the Chinese Consular Service, joined us on August 7. He had been 
acting as Consul at Chengtu, in Szechuan, and I had not spoken to him for more than five minutes before I realized what a help he 
would be to us. He at once said that neither the Chinese nor the Tibetan delegates were of at all sufficient rank or authority to conduct 
negotiations with us, and no one else that one of the Ambans and one of the Tibetan Councillors would be of any use. The new 
Chinese Resident, who had been deputed in the previous December specially for the purpose of conducting these negotiations he had 
himself seen at Chengtu, and it is significant of the dilatoriness of the Chinese that, while Mr. Wilton reached me early in August, the 
Resident did not reach Lhasa until the next February, thirteen months after he had set out from Peking.' 

Wilton received the Tibet medal with clasp and, on 16 December 1904, was appointed a C.M.G. 'in recognition of services in 
connection with the Mission to Tibet'. 

In January 1905, Wilton was appointed British Assistant Commissioner to negotiate in regard to and confirmation by China of the 
Anglo-Tibetan Convention of 1904, and was so employed until October 1905. In March 1906, he was appointed Consul at Teng-yueh, 
and afterwards was in charge of the Consulate-General at Yunnan-fu. In 1908 he was the British Commissioner of the Anglo-Chinese- 
Tibetan Trade negotiations in India, and, in January 1909, he was appointed Consul for the Province of Shantung, with the exception of 
the Prefecture of Tengchou Fu. 

Wilton was awarded the Coronation Medal in 1911. He was Special Opium Commissioner in 1912-13, and Chinese Secretary in 1914. 
In 1915-16 he was Acting Consul-General at Canton, in 191 7-18 Consul-General at Chengtu, and in 1918-20 the same at Hankow. In 
1919 he was British Commissioner on the Teschen International Commission, set up to resolve the military conflict between Poland 
and Czechoslovakia over the important industrial region of Teschen. 

In 1920, Wilton became British Commissioner in Lithuania, and was later appointed Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Republics of Estonia and Latvia. On completing the last appointment he was promoted in the Order of St Michael and St George, 
and became a K.C.M.G. on 1 January 1923. From 1923-26 he was Chief Foreign Inspector of the Chinese Salt Gabelle, and from 1927 
-32 he was President of the Saar Governing Commission, in Europe. After this appointment he retired owing to poor health. 

Wilton married in 1927, Violet Evelyn, daughter of George Brown, formerly H.M.'s Consul in China. Lady Wilton, who was an O.St.J., 
writing in January 1961 said, 'My husband never had one [a photograph] taken in full dress with decorations - he was a very modest 
man of a retiring nature.' Sir Ernest Wilton died at Ashington on 28 December 1952, aged 82. Lady Wilton died on 30 December 1963.

The Maharaja Ugyen Wangchuk Medalm was instituted in 1909 by Maharaja Ugyen Wangchuck to commemorate his coronation on 
1 7th December 1907, and was thereafter conferred as a reward for distinguished and meritorious services to the state. Awarded in three 
classes (Gold, Silver and Bronze), Macdonald refers in his book to Two medals, one gold and one silver, were presented to me by the 
late Maharaja of Bhutan in recognition of services that I was able to render him, and these I value very highly.' 

David Macdonald's Twenty Years in Tibet chronicles his time in Tibet from the early 1900s until the late 1920s. As the British 
government's Yatung Trade Agent, Macdonald had frequent interactions with the local people, being able to observe traditional Tibetan 
culture, religion, and lifestyles. This was also a period of immense change in China, and in effect, Tibetan autonomy. As such, 
Macdonald came into contact with both the Panchen and Dalai Lamas, a privilege that gave him a unique insight into the more 
esoteric elements of Tibetan society. Macdonald viewed the Tibetan country and people favorably, at times criticizing extreme religious 
and judicial practices, but overall reporting positively on his time there. The entire book is mostly a narrative, with little ancillary 
motivation to do anything except describe an interesting culture. Macdonald's relations can be seen as representative of the general 
political situation existing between Britain and Tibet at the time. 

For nearly 20 years, David Macdonald acted as the British Trade Agent at Yatung. Macdonald thrived in this capacity, describing his 
years in Tibet as some of the best of his life, "To anyone, like myself, fond of a lonely existence, and happy in the study of a country 
and its people, days spent among the Tibetans in their own homes cannot fail to be full of interest" (Macdonald 129). Macdonald's 
appointment also coincided with a rapidly changing political climate. Before he was commissioned, Macdonald was a part of the 
Younghusband expedition that effectively opened Tibet to the West. Later, Macdonald came into personal contact with both the Dalai 
and Tashi [Panchen] Lamas as the Qing Empire collapsed and Tibet looked to assert its independence. Macdonald's Twenty Years in 
Tibet is valuable not only because of its temporal importance, but also because of its reliability. 

Macdonald is atypical in that, although British, he could easily relate to the Tibetans. This was in part due to his heritage, "My father 
was a Scot, my mother of a Sikkimese family of good standing. The Sikkimese are closely allied to the Tibetans, and thus the 
circumstances of my birth have given me a peculiar sympathy, affection, and understanding for the Tibetan people and their country" 
(11). Furthermore, Macdonald was linguistically proficient in Tibetan, able to communicate in both the Tibetan vernacular and "the 
high honorific language of Tibet" (30). This allowed him to interact with people independent of an intermediary; his experiences are 
not distortions based on outside translation. Of course as an autobiography, selective and inaccurate representation by Macdonald is a 
possibility, however it is better that events pass through only one medium instead of many. 

Numerous interesting accounts stand out in Macdonald's autobiography, however what is odd is how his behaviour embodies the 
relationship between Britain and Tibet. Even outside the realm of his official capacity as Trade Agent, his actions seem to unconsciously 
mirror those of his government. This is important because, although histories such as Goldstein's use broad strokes to portray things in 
large, encompassing terms, Macdonald shows how relations were carried out at a personal level. 

Officially Macdonald was assigned to promote trade; Britain's overwhelming concern in the area was protection of their commercial 
interests. As Younghusband puts it, "We wanted to insure that no one else had a predominant influence in the country ... and that 
ordinary trade facilities should be accorded us" (Younghusband 303). Along these lines, as long as nothing interfered with the 
economic stability of the region, British officers were to remain neutral. When dealing with the Chinese and Tibetans, Macdonald 
would offer mediation without advantage, "Officers of both sides came regularly to call on me ... and despite my constantly reiterated 
declaration of strict neutrality, were always trying to persuade me ... from a humanitarian standpoint I did what I could" (84). Outside 
of politics however, Macdonald continued in this same function: "local Tibetans also began to bring purely private disputes to me for 
settlement and arbitration, and abided by my decisions - which were, of course, entirely unofficial" (Macdonald 55). It is clear from 
Goldstein that the British government was viewed as a powerful guarantor, "Tibet could have no real security unless an outside power 
guaranteed the terms of any such Sino-Tibetan agreement. Britain seemed the obvious choice for a guarantor" (Goldstein 67). 
Macdonald goes further by showing how Tibet's international reliance on the British extended to personal relations. Britain acted as 
guarantor not only in Sino-Tibetan relations, but also on a domestic level. 

This was necessary because of Tibet's fragmented status. Although there was serious conflict between Tibet and its neighbours, it would 
be premature to ignore the regionalism the predominated within "Tibet." The largest division separated Inner and Outer Tibet. Officials 
from Lhasa frequently took advantage of the peasantry on their eastern borders, viewing them as "stupid and uncouth" and exploiting 
Kham "as a place for them to become rich at the expense of the local population" (Goldstein 640). Within the monastic segment, there 
was also strife as the Dalai Lama looked to assert greater control over the Panchen Lama. Macdonald describes a good example of this 
disunity at the local level. After the fall of the Qing, certain treaties were drawn up between the Chinese army and Tibetan militias to 
ensure surrender of arms and safe passage out of Tibet. 
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Yet, Tibetans were reluctant to accept treaties drawn up by their countrymen, "Tibetans, who consider that if they themselves are not 
personally concerned in an affair, are not bound to accept or adhere to arrangements and undertakings entered into on their behalf" 
(Macdonald 90). At this time, Tibet was fighting to present a unified front against the Chinese, however Tibet was anything but unified. 
In truth, they were probably incorporating territory in a similar fashion to China. Although some Tibetans point to a shared language 
and culture, numerous groups "disagreed strongly with ideas about going further and creating a single greater Tibet that would 
comprise all Tibetans" {A Tibetan Revolutionary, Goldstein 83). In this atmosphere of factionalism and distrust, the British were viewed 
as a reliable and forceful means of security. 

As Macdonald describes, he was granted numerous privileges and liberties deemed extraordinary. He was allowed to hunt, granted 
audiences with the two Great Lamas, and given priority in decision-making. When the Dalai Lama was fleeing from Chinese advances 
in 1910, "I strongly advised him [against military action] as it would only result badly," and his opinion was heeded (Macdonald 70). 
On numerous occasions his advice was followed, and although his status was not comparable, he was blessed and treated as a friend 
by the leading spiritual and temporal authorities in Tibet. 

The British held a privileged and powerful role in Tibet; however, it is shocking how little they understood of Tibetan culture. Even 
Macdonald, with his Sikkimese background and proficiency in language, was unable to grasp key aspects of Tibetan culture. He 
viewed the Dalai Lama's flight from Lhasa in 1904 as necessary, "I myself, with others, consider that the Dalai Lama, in fleeing from his 
capital took the only course open to him. Had he remained, and been forced to take part in the political discussions, he could only 
have been humiliated in the eyes of his people" (30). Macdonald does not understand that amongst Tibetans, the status of incarnate 
lamas is absolutely unquestionable, revered regardless of scandal. Even in cases like Reting Rimpoche, where there was obvious moral 
corruption, Tibetans were willing to turn a blind eye and focus only on the lama's positive attributes. Macdonald came into contact 
multiple times with both the Dalai and Tashi Lamas, and although he knew great esteem was afforded them, he could not empathize 
with Tibetan feeling. This inability to understand essential aspects of the Tibetan religion highlights why misunderstandings between 
Tibet and outside powers were common. 

Macdonald's account is refreshing because it shows the personal relationship between the British and Tibetans. There are always 
deviations between official policy and reality. Goldstein's history is full of archival documents, official government memoranda and 
policy statements. However, the production of these documents was constrained by international pressure; the reader has to look 
deeper and analyze for their implicit meaning. Macdonald presents a first hand account of his relations and an invaluable resource in 
deciphering the actual situation within Tibet. Much of Macdonald's work deals with certain fascinations he had with Tibetan culture. 
These are interesting; however, his description of personal attitudes towards the British is also illuminating. Much of what transpired 
within Tibet during the first half of the 20th century can be clarified with a better understanding of this dynamic.

Charles John Ewer was born in Coventry on 31 May 1911. By the time of the Second World War his next of kin address was at 5, Park 
Street, Cleethorpes, Lincolnshire. Charles enlisted in the Royal Signals on 30 December 1930. On the capitulation of Singapore Colony 
on 15 February 1942, he was captured and became a prisoner-of-war of the Japanese. As verified by his P.O.W. debrief, he was 
transported to Thailand and worked on the notorious 'Railway of Death'. There, at great danger to himself, he participated in acts of 
sabotage against his captors, including; 'Obstructions on railway bridge building. Introduction of foreign matter into oil and grease 
passages ... and on air compressors. Failed (?) to understand Japanese orders.' He also mentioned in the same debrief the bravery of 
Lieutenant T. Douglas, Royal Signals, for maintaining radio reception for news throughout 1942-45, 'regardless of the threat of 
extremely violent physical and mental punishment.'

Vivian Isaac Shelley, who was born in Bristol in February 1900, was appointed a 
2nd Lieutenant on the Unattached List on graduating from the R.M.C. Sandhurst 
in January 1920. 

Appointed to the Indian Army in the following month, he joined the 2/81 st 
Pioneers as a Company Officer, but transferred to the 2/61 st Pioneers a few 
months later, in which capacity he witnessed active service in the Waziristan 
operations in the period October 1920 to December 1921 (Medal & 2 clasps), 
and was advanced to Lieutenant. 

Having then been advanced to Captain in the 4/2nd Punjabis in January 1927, he 
served in the 11 /4th Bombay Grenadiers from January 1934 to March 1936, 
latterly as Adjutant, prior to rejoining the 4/2nd Punjabis and witnessing further 
active service on the North West Frontier in the period June-September 1937 
(Medal & clasp), onetime as Commanding Officer (Medal & clasp). 

Advanced to Major in January 1938, Knowles was placed on the Supplementary 
Unattached List, but he was recalled in November 1939, and served on 
attachment to the Indian Army Ordnance Corps. He died of heart disease at Agra 
in August 1945, aged 45 years, and is buried in Delhi War Cemetery.

As a culmination of his work in Sudan, 
Symes-Prideaux was awarded the Order of the Nile 3rd Class in 1932. Harry Symes-Prideaux died at Gosport, Hampshire in 1938.

Based on his service number, Albert Salisbury probably enlisted into the Suffolk Regiment in 1911. In May 1913, as a Private he was 
granted the privilege of forming part of the Honour Guard supplied by the 2nd Battalion for a visit to Aldershot by King George V and 
Queen Mary. As a Lance-Corporal he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 15 August 1914. The regiment took part in the 
battle of Le Chateau, taking losses in killed, wounded and missing amounting to 720. Salisbury may well have been captured at this 
time - he is listed as a P.O.W. on his m.i.c. Postwar, with a new service number '5819256', he attained the rank of Serjeant in 
September 1922.

Norman Marcus McDonnell was embarked for France as a Private in the 1/16th Battalion, London Regiment, in the first week of 
November 1914 where, on the 9th, it was inspected by Lord French, who later noted 'The Queen's Westminster Rifles were so good 
that they were able to be sent to the front immediately'. They were also inspected by Field Marshal Earl Roberts on the 12th, just two 
days prior to his death. By December, the Battalion was occupying trenches east of the Rue du Bois on the Lille-Boulogne Road - 
heavily flooded trenches, sometimes waist deep, in which the parapets were constantly collapsing, but a little light relief was afforded 
the men on Christmas Day, when a truce was arranged with the enemy and gifts were exchanged in No Man's Land. 

McDonnell returned to the U.K. in the following year, where he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 23rd (2nd Football) 
Battalion, Middlesex Regiment, in July 1915, and he likely served with the Battalion on the Somme in August-October 1916. But his 
final place of employment, as revealed under the correspondence sheet on the back of his MIC , was the Command Gas School, 
Claycart Hill, Aldershot.

in the relief operations following the Messina Earthquake

Reginald Inglis Douglas was born in 1879 and received his medical training at the University of Durham and St Bartholomew's 
Hospital. He obtained the diplomas M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P. in 1904 and gained the degrees M.B., B.S. (Durham) in 1906. Two years later he 
became D.P.H. He held appointments at St. Bartholomew's Hospital, St. Luke's Hospital and the Metropolitan Hospital. In 1908 he 
began to practice in Rome, catering for the British citizens there. The following year he organised the British relief expedition to assist 
the victims of the Messina earthquake. For his services he was awarded the Italian Order of the Crown, 4th Class. . 

A citation which appears in Angels in Blue Jackets , by Wilson and Perkins, reads, 'Dr Inglis-Douglas - "Volunteered as Medical Officer 
after the earthquake. Joined British Field Hospital at Catona. Stayed after the hospital was withdrawn. Lived for many months in tents, 
working incessantly and with conspicuous success in the humane work for which he had abandoned his professional prospects in 
Rome.'" 

At the outbreak of war he joined the British Red Cross in France during September 1914 and subsequently received a commission in 
the R.A.M.C. During 1915 he served in Gallipoli, where he remained until the evacuation, after which he served in Italy. On the 
termination of the war he was appointed Medical Officer to the Ministry of pensions at Newcastle-upon-Tyne. In 1922 he began to 
practice in Bedford and to be Medical Officer at Bedford Prison. Dr Douglas died in April 1929. His son, Lieutenant James Edward 
Vincent Douglas, Royal Engineers, died on 2 January 1945, aged 23 years. He was buried in the Kohima War Cemetery. With copied 
research.

Thomas David Shaw MacLaren was born in Edinburgh in November 1883 and originally enlisted in the Canadian Overseas 
Expeditionary Force at Victoria, B.C., in December 1914, where he had been employed as a rancher. 

Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion, Royal Highlanders, he went out to France in early October 1915 
and quickly saw action in the closing stages of the battle of Loos. And by January 1916, he had taken over as the Battalion's Bombing 
Officer: 

'Special attention was paid to the use of hand grenades, all ranks going though a course of bombing and passing a test organised by 
Divisional Headquarters at the end of the course. There was considerable rivalry among the battalions for the honour of having the 
most expert bombers, and the 8th obtained second place in the Division - the credit being greatly due to the bombing officer, 
Lieutenant T. D. S. McLaren' (The History of the Black Watch in the Great War , by Major-General A. G. Wauchope, C.B., refers). 

The Battalion was heavily engaged on the Somme, being reduced to six officers and 165 other ranks following an attack on Longueval 
on 15 July, and Delvilie Wood on the 18th, as a result of which Maclaren was given command of 'A' Company, even though still a 
Lieutenant. 

Having then been moved to the Flers Line in support of 9th Division's offensive on the Butte de Warlencourt on 13 October, the 
Battalion suffered another 200 casualties repelling a German flame-thrower attack. 

Back in action in the first and second battles of the Scarpe in the Arras offensive in April-May 1917, the unit suffered further heavy 
casualties, and, once again, during the German Spring Offensive in March 1918, when MacLaren, still commanding 'A' Company, and 
his comrades, had to fend off strong enemy opposition from behind their own lines - he was taken P.O.W. on the 22nd: 

'During the fighting on the Green Line, and the subsequent withdrawal to the new position behind the canal, Captains Austin, Inglis 
and Wallace, and Lieutenant McLaren handled their companies with judgment and determination, inflicted considerable loss on the 
enemy, and thereby materially helped the withdrawal. Lieutenant McLaren, who was reported wounded and missing, was later found 
to have been made a prisoner during this fighting' (Wauchope's history refers). 

Following his repatriation, MacLaren served in Ireland; sold with brief research.

In June 1916, the Battalion was embarked for England and thence for France and, although recurring sickness necessitated Norris being 
hospitalised in September-October of the same year, he undoubtedly saw further action, not least in the attack on Bullecourt in April

Able Seaman Albert Richard Thompson, Royal Navy, was killed in action at the battle of Coronel, 1 November 1914 when the 
armoured cruiser Good Hope blew up with the loss of all hands. His name is commemorated on the Portsmouth Naval Memorial. 
Aged 29 years at the time of his death, he was the son of William Thompson, of Nottingham and the husband of G. E. Bird (formerly 
Thompson), of 42 Crown Street, Blue Bell Hill, Nottingham. 

Early in August 1914 a force, consisting of the old armoured cruisers Good Hope and Monmouth, the light cruiser Glasgow and the 
armed merchant cruiser Otranto, all under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, R.N., was sent to protect the 
southern trade routes and to intercept German cruisers operating on the high seas. In October 1914 the squadron was reinforced by the 
addition of the old battleship Canopus but reports of the ship's lack of speed led the admiral to leave her behind as he searched for the 
German East Asiatic Squadron. The German squadron, commanded by Admiral Graf von Spee consisted of the armoured cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the light cruisers Leipzig, Nurnberg and Dresden. Both admirals became aware of the proximity of the 
other on 31 October. At 6.40 p.m. on 1 November the squadrons made contact off Coronel, Chile and at 7.04 p.m. the battle opened 
at a range of 11,500 yards. As the German ships had a greater number of heavier guns, Cradock's tactics were to close the range to 
allow his ships' more numerous smaller calibre guns to come into play; this however was partly negated by the rough seas and high 
speeds which prevented many of British armoured cruisers' casemate guns being brought into action. The British armoured cruisers 
were repeatedly hit as the range was reduced. As the range reduced to 5,500 yards, the Good Hope was on fire in several places and in 
a bad way. Endeavouring to reduce the range even further, so as to be able to fire torpedoes in a last ditch attempt to do damage to his 
adversary, the ship was repeatedly hit by heavy calibre shells and at 7.53 Good Hope blew up, taking the Admiral and all hands with 
her. At about 9.30 the Monmouth too was hunted down and sunk; the Glasgow and Otranto were able to make their escape under the 
cover of darkness.

He was buried in the 
Ypres Town Cemetery Extension. Probate on his effects valued at £3,153.8.4 was granted to his father, at the address below, on 22 
April 1915. Application was made for his medals in 1921 by R. R. Davis, of Old Grove House, The Grove, Hampstead, London N.W.3.

Frederick Cole was born in Bournemouth, Hampshire on 28 July 1895. A Plumber's Mate by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal 
Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in July 1911. He was advanced to Boy 1st Class in January 1912 and promoted to Ordinary Seaman in July 

1913. He served on the light cruiser H.M.S. Glasgow, September 1913-January 1916 and was promoted to Able Seaman in August 

1914. On board the ship he saw action at the battle of Coronel, 1 November 1914 and the battle of Falkland Islands, 8 December 
1914. He then served on the destroyer H.M.S. Porpoise, May 1916-October 1917, on which ship he saw action at the battle of Jutland, 
31 May/1 June 1916. He was promoted to Leading Seaman in December 1916. After service on the destroyer H.M.S. Vortigern, 
January-July 1918, Cole was posted to the monitor H.M.S. Glatton on 31 August 1918; service on which came to an abrupt end when 
the ship was sunk by an internal explosion at Dover on 16 September 1918. If Cole's war had not already been interesting enough, 
during November 1918-December 1920 he served on the light cruiser H.M.S. Carlisle, travelling to China and Vladivostok. After such 
an eventful war, Cole was first posted to the relative calm of coastal motor boats, April 1921-October 1922, before serving on the 
destroyer H.M.S. Worcester, October 1922-March 1925, on which ship he was advanced to Acting Petty Officer in December 1924. 
Service on the surface having become tame, Cole then volunteered for the submarine service in May 1925, being based on H.M.S. 
Dolphin and serving on the L.23 and L.22. He attained the rank of Petty Officer in December 1925 and in 1928 he was awarded the L. 
S. & G.C. medal when serving on the submarine depot ship H.M.S. Lucia.

Embarked for France in November of the same year, he would have gone into 
action on the Somme in late July, early August 1916, when the battalion sustained around 250 casualties at Delville Wood. In April 
191 7, he returned to the U.K. and transferred to the Royal Flying Corps and, on qualifying as a pilot that summer, was commissioned as 
a 2nd Lieutenant and posted to the Wireless and Observation School at Winchester. And he remained similarly employed until March 
1918 when, owing to an ongoing breathing complaint, he was grounded. Evans, who was demobilised as a Lieutenant in September 
1919, served as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 181st (101st Nottinghamshire Home Guard) Anti-Aircraft Battery in the 1939-45 War. He died 
at Maidstone, Kent, in December 1987, aged 90 years.

Swainson first entered the Balkans theatre of war as an Air Mechanic 2nd Class in early December 1915 and, having transferred to No. 
1 7 Squadron at Ismailia in Egypt early in the following year, participated in the Darfur operations of March-December 1916, when four 
B.E. 2c aircraft from the squadron's 'C' Flight went into action with the Governor-General Sir Reginald Wingate's blessing, for 'the 
sudden appearance out of the blue of flying chariots would impress on Ali Dinar's followers the futility of resistance.' Henry Keown- 
Boyd's article, From Private to Pilot (O.M.R.S., June 2010), takes up the story: 

'With hindsight, the inclusion of the Flight seems to have been a curiously unnecessary addition to the burden of the war effort bearing 
in mind the considerable logistical and transportation problems involved, balanced against it uncertain effectiveness. Neither the 
aircraft or equipment and stores required could be flown in those days the 1,000 miles to destination, so four crated aeroplanes, their 
fuel in drums, two Leyland lorries, four Crossley tenders, a spare aero engine, two canvas hangars together with arms, ammunition and 
about 60 officers and men had to be transported by sea and land, the latter part of the journey across trackless desert into central Africa. 
Via a series of landing grounds and depots the Flight and its equipment was transported from Port Sudan via Khartoum and El Obied by 
rail, lorry and camel to its main base at Nahud and advance base atjebel el Hula.' 

Keown-Boyd continues: 

'The first operational flight was made on 12 May 1916 by Lieutenant F. Bellamy and on the 17th a plane piloted by Captain Bannatyne 
was hit by a bullet. On the 23rd, 2nd Lieutenant (later Marshal of the Royal Air Force Sir John) Slessor was wounded in the thigh while 
attacking Ali Dinar's army retreating from its defeat at the battle of Beringia but displaying a certain defiance against Wingate's Flying 
Chariots! The Sultan Ali Dinar escaped from Beringia but was killed by a Camel Corps patrol a few months later.'

Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 10th Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, he transferred to to the Royal Flying Corps 
in September 1916 and was serving as a balloon officer in No. 16 Kite Balloon Section (K.B.S.) in France by the year's end. Having then 
served as a Balloon Commander in No. 33 K.B.S. from March 1917, he was admitted to hospital in mid-July, but his service record 
does not reveal the circumstances behind his admission - accompanying research states that he received multiple gunshot wounds, but 
in the absence of verification, it may have been on account of other causes. More certain is the fact he was found him 'unfit for further 
service' in January 1918 and discharged as a Lieutenant in the following month; sold with copied attestation and service papers.

As a Leading Mechanic he entered 
the R.N.A.S. in March 1915. He served on Campania, March 1915-March 1916. He was discharged in August 1917 in order to take up 
a commission in the Territorial Force. 

Probationer 2nd Lieutenant William Edgar Howard-Flanders was confirmed in his rank in the Royal Engineers on 1 November 1918 
(.London Gazette 31 October 1918); he was appointed a Lieutenant in the Essex Fortress Engineers, 26 February 1919 ( London Gazette 
4 April 1919). He relinquished his commission whilst retaining his rank on 30 September 1920 ( London Gazette 1 7 January 1922). 

In September 1945, as Chief Registrar of the Supreme Court and Administrator-General of Cyprus, he was appointed Puisne Judge of 
the Supreme Court of the Colony of Mauritius ( London Gazette 5 October 1945). As a retired Judge, living at 50A Cornet Street, St. 
Peter Port, Guernsey, he died on 10 October 1971. His elder brother, Richard Leonard Howard-Flanders, was an aircraft designer, 
variously working for A. V. Roe and Vickers.

As an 
undergraduate at Oxford he applied for a commission in the Infantry in August 1914. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 
6th Battalion King's Own Scottish Borderers on 17 October 1914 and was promoted to Temporary Lieutenant on 10 July 1915. He 
entered France on 12 May 1915. Graham was wounded at the battle of Loos, 25 September 1915 - suffering a gunshot wound to the 
right thigh. After treatment at the 4th General Hospital, Versailles he was invalided to England and the Royal Free Hospital, London. He 
returned to France on 5 June 1916, rejoining his battalion on the 7th. Lieutenant Graham was killed in action on the Somme (Benafay 
Wood) on 4 July 1916, aged 23 years. Having no known grave, his name is commemorated on the Thiepval Memorial. He was the son 
of Peter and Anne F. Graham, of 'Westoun', St. Andrews, Fife, Scotland.

John Barclay, the son of Dr John and Elizabeth Barclay, was born in Banff, Scotland on 23 June 1880. The National Census returns for 
Scotland show that he resided with his parents at 10 Castle Street, Banff in 1891, at which time he was described as Doctor's Son 
Scholar, and in 1901 still living with his father now at 37 S Castle Street, Banff, at which time he was described as an 'Apprentice 
Engineer'. John pursued a career in the Mercantile Marine as a Marine Engineer, and during the Great War was appointed an Engineer 
Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve. 

After the Great War, John Barclay, worked in the Far East, and again volunteered for service after the outbreak of the Second World 
War. On 9 February 1940, he was appointed as Engineer Warrant Officer, Royal Naval Reserve, and was deployed to H.M.S. Barlight, 
a vessel of the 'Boom Defences' in Hong Kong. His ship H.M.S. Barlight was scuttled on 19 December 1941 to avoid capture by the 
Japanese - it was however subsequently salvaged and re-commissioned in the Imperial Japanese Navy as Netlayer 101 , and deployed 
to Saipan where it was sunk by the United States Navy on 1 5 June 1944. 

John was captured by the Japanese on or shortly after 25 December 1941 - where is unknown, but he is first recorded in his liberation 
FEPOW questionnaire as having been incarcerated in a POW camp from 23 January 1942. He was variously held a captive in the 
following Hong Kong POW camps: North Point: 23 December 1942 - 7 February 1942; Bowen Road Hospital: 7 February 1942 - 10 
January 1942; Argyle Street: 10 January 1942 - 23 June 1944; and Sham Sui Po: 23 June 1944 - 4 September 1945. His home address in 
1945 was 24 Bridge Street, Tranent, East Lothian, Scotland.

Evelyn A'Court Bergne was born on 13 February 1882, the son of Sir John Bergne, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., of the Foreign Office. He was 
educated at Repton School, 1896-98. He joined the Inns of Court Regiment on 9 February 1900, was advanced to Sergeant in June 
1906. Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in "A" Company on 18 December 1909 and promoted to Lieutenant in October 1911 and 
Captain in August 1914. Bergne commanded "A" (No. 1) Company, August 1914-February 1916; No. 6 Company, February 1916-June 
1916, and "A" Company, June 1916-January 1918. He was seconded to the Royal Engineers on 21 April 1918 and was appointed to 
the Marine Company, Inland Waterways and Docks R.E. as senior discipline officer and Assistant Adjutant, 22 April 1918-January

brother he was commissioned into the Royal Engineers, being appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the North Midland Divisional R.E. on 5 
September 1914 and advanced to Lieutenant in November 1915 and Captain in June 1916. As a Captain he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war in February 191 7. Captain Davis was wounded in action on 25 September 191 7 and died of his wounds 
on 29 September 1917, aged 23 years. He was buried in the Nine Elms Cemetery, Pas de Calais, France. Probate on his effects valued 
at £3,233.16.11 was granted to his father on 29 January 1918.

He was holding the 
appointment of Acting Regimental Quartermaster Sergeant when he was awarded his Long Service medal. During the Second World 
War, the recipient was granted an Emergency Commission in the Indian Army when on on 16 June 1941 he was appointed 2nd 
Lieutenant (War Substantive Rank of Lieutenant). From that date Lieutenant Massey was the Adjutant of 'The Simla Rifles', A.F.I.. On 
16 December 1943 he was confirmed as Temporary Captain.

Arthur Herbert Denison was born in Calgary, Alberta, in May 1888, a member of the "Fighting Denisons" on account of his forebears, 
among them Captain John Denison who settled in Kingston, Ontario, in 1793 - it was one of the latter's sons who founded Denison's 
Horse. 

For his own part, Arthur served in the Okanagan Mounted Rifles from June 1908, later re-titled the 30th British Columbian Horse, in 
which unit he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Spring of 1912. Mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities, he departed for 
England in May 1915 and went out to France with the 2nd Canadian Mounted Rifles in the following year, where he was wounded at 
Sanctuary Wood on the Somme on 3 June 1916. Invalided to England, he served as an instructor and later still as C.O. of the Trench 
Warfare School in the rank of Major, but briefly returned to France in the period January-March 191 7. 

At the end of the same year he applied for secondment to the Royal Flying Corps, and attended the School of Military Aviation at 
Reading, from whence he joined 30th Wing at Montrose, and qualified as a Camel Pilot, but he appears to have remained employed on 
the home establishment until returning to Canada in 1919, when he was placed on the Reserve of Officers. 

Appointed a J.P. in 1932, he was awarded his Jubilee Medal in respect of services to the scouting movement and, with the renewal of 
hostilities, served as a recruiting officer for the R.A.F. He died in October 1955.

Edward Henry Attwood attested for the Grenadier Guards on 23 August 1916, aged 17 years, 364 days. He was the son of Mrs Enoch 
Attwood, of 39 Meadow Cottage, Old Park, Dawley, Shropshire. Serving in France during 1918, he was wounded in action on 20 July 
1918 - gunshot wounds to the left leg and right thigh. After treatment at No. 43 C.C.S. he was earmarked for evacuation to England. 
Taken to Le Havre he was placed aboard the hospital ship Warilda for evacuation to Southampton. Although fully marked with a white 
hull and red crosses the ship was torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine. Of the 700 wounded and 100 crew aboard, 123 were 
killed in the attack. Attwood records in his diary for 2/3 August, 'Arrived Le Havre early morning. Torpedoed at 1.30AM when abreast 
Barfleur Lighthouse, 47 Mile from England by Hun Submarine (Sub. Sunk.) Rescued from H.M.A.T. Warilda by H.M.S. P.39.' On 4 
August he records, 'Landed in a Red Cross Hospital Cosham worse than any I have ever been in'. Attwood was able to make a full 
recovery. 

In the 1950's he was living at Parrs Wood, Cwm Lane, Newport, Monmouthshire.

Alfred John Hudlestone Keyes was born in 1873 and educated at Cheltenham College and the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. 
Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in 1893, he was appointed a Lieutenant in November 1896 ( London Gazette 22 
December 1896) and was advanced to Captain in April 1900 ( London Gazette 8 May 1900). Served as Adjutant 1900-03; In 1907 he 
attended the Gunnery Staff Course at the School of Gunnery. Appointed Staff Captain, R.A. in February 1909 ( London Gazette 16 
February 1909) and seconded to the Staff, 1909-13. Restored to the establishment of the R.G.A. in February 1913. Promoted to Major 
in August 1914 ( London Gazette 8 September 1914. Awarded the Brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel in June 1917 ( London Gazette 8 August 
1917); served as Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, October 1917-May 1918, and was promoted to that rank in June 1918 ( London 
Gazette 15 October 1918. Served in India, Gibraltar, Ceylon and East Africa. Was A.A. & Q.M.G. of Malta, 1917-18 and served in 
France and Flanders, 10 October - 11 November 1918. For his wartime services he was awarded the Serbian Order of the White Eagle 
4th Class. After the war he was placed on Half Pay but was restored to Full Pay whilst employed with an Inter-Allied Commission of 
Control in 1922. Returned to Half Pay in March 1925. Keyes ceased to be an officer in R.A.R.O. in November 1928. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Keyes died in 1933. With copied gazette extracts and m.i.c. and modern photograph of his memorial stone.

Enlisting in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force at Winnipeg in November 1915, when he was stated to be a 
member of the Militia, he was quickly embarked for England, and was commissioned in the 1st Pioneer Battalion in July 1916. His 
subsequent appointments included employment at Canadian Administrative H.Q., London, and in the Canadian Army Pay Corps, and 
he was onetime embarked for France. He was discharged in Ottawa in August 1920.

Emily Georgiana Kemp (1860-1939) was a remarkable British female adventurer, artist, writer and celebrated 'Sinophile 1 . Her love and 
interest for China never waned, and is the more remarkable when one considers that a sister, brother-in-law and nephew were 
collectively butchered by members of the 'Harmonious Fists Society', a.k.a. 'Boxers', during the 1900 'Boxer Rebellion 1 in China. 
Indeed Emily's epitaph as recorded on her plaque at Somerville College, Oxford is simply 'Friend of China'. 

Emily Kemp was a Baptist from a wealthy Lancashire industrialist family - her brother was Lord Rochadale. In her youth Emily was one 
of the first female students at Somerville College, Oxford. After Oxford, she continued her studies at the Slade School of Fine Art. 
However, it was for her travels in Central-Asia and the Far East that she is best remembered, having made at least two crossings of the 
Pamirs and many other journey's to China, Korea, India, Central Asia and the Amazon, during which she sketched, painted and wrote 
down her experiences and observations, with a focus on the education and welfare of women, and their role in religion. 

She was friendly with the theologian Marcus Dods, the explorer Francis Younghusband and Albert Schweitzer. She donated the chapel 
at Somerville College as a "house of prayer for all people" (i.e., non-denominational, and for all religions). 

Appointed a Fellow of the Royal Scottish Geographical Society, her highest award came from the worlds oldest geographic society, that 
of France, when she was awarded the Grande Medaille de Vermeil by the French Geographical Society for her seminal work 'Chinese 
Mettle'. 

Emily bequeathed her extensive archives of papers, paintings and Chinese art to the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. 

A prolific writer and published author, Emily wrote numerous books, including: The Face of China (1909); The Face of Manchuria, 
Korea and Russian Turkestan (1910); Wanderings in Chinese Turkestan (1914); Reminiscences of a Sister, S. Florence Edwards, of 
Taiyuanfu (1920); Chinese Mettle (1921); There Followed Him, Women (1927).

James Graham Forbes was born in Steeple Claydon, Buckinghamshire on 24 March 1873, the son of the Rev. Edward Forbes. He was 
educated at Clifton College, Bristol and at Christ's College, Cambridge, 1891-94. He received his medical training at St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital and graduated as a M.B., B.Ch. in 1898. He gained the M.D. and D.P.H. in 1901. In 1904 he gained the M.R.C.P. and was 
elected to the Fellowship in 1920. During the early 1900's he held appointments at the East London Hospital for Children and at the 
Hospital for Sick Children and at the Metropolitan Hospital and Royal Hospital for Diseases of the Chest. He was for a time a civil 
surgeon attached to the Royal Horse Guards and in 1902 was Medical Officer to the Anglo-French Boundary Commission in West 
Africa. Pathology and the origin of children's diseases were his main specialisation, however in 1911 he was persuaded to became a 
school doctor under the L.C.C. where his talents were largely wasted. Fortunately he was later employed by the pathological laboratory 
at County Hall, where he worked on the control of infectious diseases in schools and made a name for himself as an advocate of 
diphtheria immunisation. He produced a special report on the latter for the Medical Research Council in 1927 and made it a subject of 
his Milroy Lecture to the Royal College of Physicians in 1929. Forbes was the author of the book, Diphtheria Past & Present: Its 
Aetiology , Distribution , Transmission and Prevention (1932). 

During the Great War he served as a Captain in the R.A.M.C., serving as Pathologist and Sanitary Officer with the 36th General 
Hospital at Salonika. For his services he was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 28 November 191 7). 

Forbes married Muriel Watson in 1905, and had a son and two daughters. His daughter Murial Rosemary Forbes married John Bagot 
Glubb (Glubb Pasha) in 1938. Dr Forbes died on 8 April 1941. With copied research.

Frederick Charles Norton 'Charlie Fred' Wickens was born in Londonderry on 1 September 1909. His father, George Alexander

maintained a curfew after the burning down of the Jewish synagogue. He returned to the U.K. on 28 April 1939 and on 27 May 1940 
re-enlisted into the Royal Sussex Regiment and served with them in the U.K. until 27 November 1943. 
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On 28 November 1943 he was posted to the 2nd Battalion Queen's Royal Regiment in India and took part in the Second Chindit 
Expedition. Under the command of General Orde Wingate, the 2nd Queen's were part of the 61st British Brigade, commanded by 
Brigadier Bernard Ferguson, D.S.O. The battalion served in the jungle for 94 days, spent 67 marching and covered 575 miles. They 
successfully attacked Indaw and were finally flown out from the Broadway Stronghold to Imphal. C.S.M. Wickens returned from India 
on 14 October 1947 and was posted to the BAOR, January-December 1948. On 2 December 1948 he re-enlisted into Queens Royal 
Regiment and while in Germany there was a battalion parade where volunteers were called for to go to Korea. The whole battalion 
stepped forward, but only one officer and one warrant officer (Charlie Fred), four sergeants and 131 soldiers were selected. They joined 
the Middlesex Regiment in Korea and Wickens became C.S.M. of 'C' Company that was primarily a 'Queen's Regiment' company, 
although wearing the Middlesex Regt. cap badge. He fought with the 1st Battalion in the advance up to the Yalu River and in the 
subsequent withdrawal finally taking part in the bitter battle at Kap Yong. During their time in Korea the Battalion earned seven battle 
honours. W.O.2 Wickens then returned to the Queens Royal Regiment and served with them in Malaya and BAOR until his discharge 
on 2 November 1955 with a L.S.G.C. medal and an "Exemplary" final grading. He lived at 24 Milton Avenue, Rustington Sussex with 
his wife, Mrs Kathleen M Wickens, and died on 16 July 1965.

1591 Four : Captain William Gay Seaward, 2nd Battalion 1st Gurkha Rifles - who died on 2 April 1942, having been one of 
those who 'fought on' after the fall of Malaya

As a 2nd Lieutenant, Seaward saw active service on the N.W. Frontier. The regimental history records: 

'Both Battalions closed in before dawn, and as the tanks approached through the Baluchi Battalion cordon on the plain, the Gurkhas 
almost literally fell on a number of tribesmen belatedly rousing themselves to stand-to in positions overlooking the villages. The two 
2/1 st companies "C" under 2nd Lieutenant W.G. Seaward, and "D" under Subedar Manikishen Newar, did some rapid execution, 
accounting for eight enemy and many more wounded (1 /8th G.R. killed at least three more). The only casualties on our side were one 
man wounded in each Gurkha Battalion. To crown this successful action the Scouts combed the villages and arrested thirty long 
wanted bad-characters. Subedar Manikishen was later awarded an I.D.S.M. for his bold company leading'. 

The 2/1 st Gurkha Rifles joined the 28th Indian Infantry Brigade in April 1941, and embarked for Malaya in August 1941, arriving in 
Ipoh, Malaya in September. Seaward, then a Captain, was the Commander of "A" Company, 2/1 st G.R. The 28th Indian Infantry 
Brigade formed part of the 11th Indian Division upon which the full-weight of the invading Imperial Japanese Army fell in the early 
weeks of the Malaya Campaign. 

The first blooding of 2/1 st Gurkha Rifles in the Malaya Campaign resulted in almost half the battalion's effective strength being lost, in 
killed, wounded and missing when the battalion was repeatedly outflanked at the Battle of Asun. During the desperate fight for survival 
at Asun, Captain Seaward led several bayonet charges to repulse the Japanese (the regimental history refers). As a measure of the 
confused state of fighting, and the losses incurred, the 11th Indian Division History states: 

'The telephone buzzed. It was Captain Seaward, who commanded "A" Company, the flank and front of which was 'protected' by the 
'impassable' marsh. "The Japs have infiltrated right into my area. What should I do?" "Kick em out and hang on," said Lt-Colonel Fulton. 
One of Captain Seaward's platoons fixed bayonets and went for a party of Japanese who fled. But the enemy kept coming on and in 
from front and flank, wading chest-deep through marsh in the gathering darkness. 

Few survivors of this battalion ever rejoined the Division. On the 12th December before dawn Captain Seaward reached the 15th 
Indian Brigade's H.Q. with twenty men who had fought their way out with the bayonet'. 

After it's initial baptism of fire, the 2/1 st Gurkha Rifles was reduced to a skeleton H.Q., and two rifle companies, with very little 
equipment. Despite this, it regrouped and continued to take it's place in the line - only shortly to be destroyed at the Battle of Slim 
River on 7 January, 1942, at which place the battalion was attacked in it's rear by a column of 12 Japanese tanks, and where Captain 
Seaward and his men broke free of the outflanking Japanese to continue the struggle and fight, all on their own, from deep within the 
Malayan Jungles. 

Evading capture in enemy held territory and still a free man, Captain Seaward died in the jungles of Malaya on 2 April 1942, aged 28 
years. The remaining survivors of his group, in the last stages of exhaustion and starvation, were captured in September 1942. The 
name of Captain William Gay Seaward is commemorated on the Singapore Memorial. He was the son of William Stephen and Beatrice 
Seaward of Landford, Wiltshire.

Albert Victor Lamport, who was bom in South Shields in January 1920, commenced his wartime career aboard the Sylvia Beake in 
October 1940, but had transferred to the S.S. Jim by the time of his King's Commendation exploits on 17 June 1941, when the latter 
ship was attacked by a Heinkel off the Tyne - two bombs passed through the ship's superstructure before exploding in the sea 100 yards 
away. Jim's gunners put on a good show and it is believed the Heinkel was shot down. 

Lamport, who went on to serve in numerous vessels on coastal convoys, and whose final wartime appointment was in the Empire 
Asquith , finally came ashore in July 1964.

Frederick Sydney Ralph was killed in action on the night of 29-30 July 1943, while serving as a Wireless Operator in Lancaster ED 535 
AR of No. 460 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron. On this, his second trip to Hamburg as part of the "firestorm" raids, his aircraft was shot down by 
Hauptman Egmont Prinz zur Lippe-Weissenfeld, who was awarded Oak Leaves to his Knight's Cross of the Iron Cross a few days later. 
The famous German night fighter's observer later described the fate of ED 535 AR thus: 

'After a further long zigzag flight, with the ground-control officer giving details of the bomber-stream and being told of bombers here 
and there, the pilot suddenly spotted a four-engined aircraft against the northerly twilight at a height of 6,800 metres and about 150 
metres in front and above us to the right. It was a visual sighting with no radar. The eight exhaust flames were, in comparison to the 
ones I had seen earlier, so small and weak in intensity as to be like 3-mm wireless sparks. 

The pilot flew after it straight away, positioned himself about eighty metres underneath and matched his speed to that of the bomber. 
The dark shape of the four-engined aircraft was clearly visible against the sky above us. It was a Lancaster. 

The pilot hit its left wing with his first attack and burning pieces of it flew off. The pilot was a little disappointed that the bomber wasn't 
shot down by this first attack; he had wanted to show me how to hit it between the two engines and finish it off quickly. The Lancaster 
kept straight and level all the time, without any evasive action. 

On his second attack, Prinz zur Lippe used his special method. He slid under the bomber, pulled up the nose suddenly, fired a burst 
and dropped away quickly in case the bomber blew up. It didn't, although pieces were still falling off it. We attacked again. The 
bomber still didn't explode; its pilot was trying to reach some low-lying clouds. I didn't see any return fire but we found four bullet 
holes in one rudder after we landed. I wasn't used to all these manoeuvres. I wasn't strapped in and I kept being pushed down into the 
floor and then coming up to hit the cockpit roof. 

We made one more attack and, this time, his wing started burning after only half a second. We saw the Lancaster go down into a wood 
near a railway. We started to circle the crash position in the normal manner, so that ground control could fix the position of the success 
but the radar operator warned the pilot that our petrol was low and we had to leave and land quickly at Stade, actually cutting in front 
of another fighter that was landing. About fifty metres before we reached the dispersal, the engines cut. 

The Lancaster was a 460 Squadron aircraft with a mixed Australian-English crew on their fourth operation. There were no survivors. It 
was Prinz zur Lippe-Weissenfeld's forty-third night success. He was killed on 12 March 1944 when 'hedge-hopping' in the Ardennes, 
being credited with fifty-one successes at the time of his death' (Martin Middlebrook's The Battle of Hamburg refers). 

Of the Lancaster's crew, only one has a known grave, the remainder, including Ralph, being commemorated on the Runnymede 
Memorial. He was 26 years of age and the son of Sydney and Emily Ralph, and the husband of Joan Mary Ralph of Harrow, Middlesex; 
sold with research. 
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1598 Four: Sergeant A. W. Ragan, Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve, who was killed in action on a "gardening" sortie in a 
Wellington of No. 115 Squadron in May 1942

Arthur Wilton Ragan was killed on a "gardening" sortie on the night of 1 7-18 May 1942, when his Wellington failed to return to base - 
'At 0138 an aircraft was seen going down, out of control, at a position 55N 06E and evidence suggests it may have been this 
Wellington' (R.A.F. Bomber Command Losses, 1942, refers). The son of John William and Sarah Henrietta Ragan of Worthing, Sussex, 
he was 20 years of age and is commemorated on the Runnymede Memorial.

City" in a Lancaster of No. 9 Squadron in in November 1943

Walter Epsley Jones commenced his operational tour with No. 9 Squadron, a Lancaster unit operating out of R.A.F. Bardney, in May 
1943, and by the time of his death six months later, following a raid on Berlin on the night of 23-24 November, had completed around 
25 operational sorties, including two trips to Hamburg in the "firestorm" raids of late July, and participation in the famous Peenemunde 
raid on 1 7 August. 

Of events on the night of 23-24 November, 'Villagers at Belchford, near Ludford Magne, heard a four-engined aircraft circling low in 
the fog. They saw a brief glimpse as it clipped a row of trees close to the village church before it reared up, stalled and then crashed 
nose down into a nearby field' (Alan Cooper's Bombers Over Berlin , refers). A subsequent investigation found the most likely cause of 
the tragedy was severe icing, which may have affected the pilot's altimeter. Two crew survived, with burns and other injuries, but the 
remainder were killed outright. Jones, the son of John Alexander and Charlotte Ann Jones of Saughall Massie, is buried in Birkenhead 
(Flaybrick Hill) Cemetery; sold with copied research, including eye-witness accounts. 
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"He was a gentle and sensitive young man who knew the ideals he was fighting for. He is no longer missing." 

Wing Commander Montgomery, C.O. of R.A.F. Manston, in his closing address at the funeral of Flight Sergeant Ernest 
Scott - 50 years after his death in action. 


An outstanding Battle of Britain ace's campaign group of three awarded to Sergeant E. Scott, Royal Air Force, who 
gained five confirmed victories and three "probables" in Spitfires of No. 222 Squadron in September 1940, prior to 
being shot down and killed at the end of the same month - reputedly a victim of Werner "Vati" Molders: almost 50 
years to the day, in 1990, the wreckage of his Spitfire was recovered from farmland in Kent - so, too, his remains, still 
in the cockpit

Ernest Scott was born in Mansfield, Yorkshire, in December 1917, and was educated at St. Peter's School, Mansfield, and St. John's 
College, York. Having then been employed as a fitter at an engineering works, he enlisted in the Royal Air Force in October 1935. 

Advanced to A.C. 1 (Flight Mechanic) in August 1937, he was selected for pilot training and qualified for his "Wings" at Lossiemouth in 
the following year. Quickly converting to Spitfires, he was posted as a Flight Sergeant to No. 222 Squadron at Duxford in March 1940, 
and, two months later, would have participated in operations covering the withdrawal from Dunkirk. But 222 did not see front line 
action in the Battle of Britain until moving to Hornchurch at the end of August. 

Battle of Britain - Spitfire Ace 

Scott's subsequent tally of five confirmed victories and three "probables" within four weeks was a remarkable achievement - three of 
the former and three of the latter actually fell victim to his marksmanship in a single week - and, but for his death in action on 27 
September, would surely have resulted in the award of an immediate D.F.M. 

He opened his account in spectacular style on the 3rd, downing a Do. 17 near Manston, and a Me. 109 off Folkestone, the latter after 
closing to just 10 yards range. His combat report for the former engagement states: 

1 was flying at a height of about 15,000 feet when I spotted a Do. 1 7 flying below at approximately 8,000 feet. I immediately dived and 
made a stern attack, giving the enemy aircraft a good long burst. The enemy aircraft immediately dived to sea level with both engines 
on fire. I then closed in again and delivered another astern attack, giving two short bursts. The enemy aircraft dived steeply into the sea 
north of Manston. I saw a motor boat start away from the shore and go towards the wreckage so I then made for home base.' 

Later that day, he claimed an Me. 109 while ferrying a faulty or damaged Spitfire from Rochford to Hornchurch. Scott takes up the 
story: 
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1 was ordered to take a u/s machine to home base for repair. On taking off, I noticed that my Squadron was about to take off also. I 
climbed above the clouds and waited for my Squadron. I sighted them in the distance, so I went full out and eventually caught them 
up. I was just in time to see one Me. 109 about to make an attack on one of our aircraft, the height of which was approximately 8,000 
feet. I immediately made a steep turn and got on his tail, giving chase. He climbed to about 15,000 feet. I climbed with engine full out 
and kept 500 feet below him, but could not get any nearer than 600 yards. I decided to try a long shot. This appeared to have effect, 
because the machine dived very steeply towards sea level. I followed him down and was able to close in from 600 yards to 10 yards 
and expend all my ammunition. I found I had gathered too much speed and overshot him, so I did a steep turn to port and was able to 
see the Me. 109 hit the water with a big splash. I did not stay to make any further investigation because I saw two or three black dots 
coming towards me which I imagined to be enemy aircraft, so I went full out and hedge-hopped to Maidstone, where I tried to get 
refuelled/ 

Just 48 hours later, on the 5th, Scott claimed a brace of "probables" in combats over Thames Haven and Billericay: 

1 was leading my section at 30,000 feet above Thames Haven when I spotted six bombers which I believe were Me. 110s. I dived 
down and did a beam to astern attack. I gave a good long burst of fire which had effect, because I saw bits fall away from the machine. 

I observed no fire from the rear gunner and I feel certain he was hit. I had gathered too much speed and overshot him but I was able to 
avoid the bombs which were dropping from the aircraft. I did not see the enemy aircraft crash but when "Pancake" was given I 
searched the spot where I expected he had gone down and there was definitely signs of blazing wreckage. After engaging the bombers I 
was chased by an Me. 109 which fired a few shots into my tail but did little damage. I did a steep turn and was able to fire a burst at 
him as he overshot me and clouds of black smoke issued from the machine which commenced to dive steeply. I broke off the attack to 
engage other aircraft so I was not able to see the final result. I did see later a blazing wreckage near Billericay which may have been 
this particular Me. 109. The engagement took place North of Rochford.' 

Another 48 hours having elapsed, Scott claimed a Me. 110 destroyed after a combat over S.E. of London on the 7th: 

'I was flying behind the Squadron Leader in line astern, when we dived to attack a formation of 30 bombers. I picked a bomber which 
looked like an Me. 110 and commenced a beam to astern attack. I opened fire at 300 yards and closed until I had difficulty in avoiding 
the bomber's tail. My ammunition was completely exhausted and before breaking away I saw the machine dive with port engine in 
flames. I did not see the machine crash but on returning to base to refuel and rearm a group of airmen said they had watched the 
bomber dive towards the ground until it had disappeared from their view in the district where I had attacked it. This engagement took 
place South-East of London. I observed no fire from the Me. 110 and I believe the rear gunners had been put out of action/ 

Another 48 hours having elapsed, Scott claimed a "probable" Me. 109 in a combat S.W. of Kenley on the 9th: 

1 was flying line astern with my section which dived on a formation of 15 bombers, the type of which I am unable to state for certain. 
On the tail of the bombers were 2 Me. 109s, one slightly to port and one slightly to starboard. I commenced a beam to astern attack, 
opening fire at 300 yards approximately. He went into a steep dive and I followed him down, still firing at him. I saw my fire entering 
the fuselage of the Me. 109. The enemy aircraft appeared to quiver for a second or two, then rolled on its back and disappeared 
through the clouds. I followed him, but lost him because my windscreen frosted up and for at least a couple of minutes I was unable to 
see ahead or behind. On finding my position, I estimate this engagement to have taken place S.W. of Kenley/ 

Another 48 hours having elapsed, Scott destroyed a He. Ill in a combat west of Tunbridge Wells on the 11th, but not before his 
cockpit canopy was shattered by enemy fire: 

1 was flying in line astern when I saw what appeared to be a broken formation of 12-15 He. Ills going south. I dived on one and 
commenced a beam to astern attack opening fire at 300 yards and closing into about 10 yards. The e/a began to dive steeply but I was 
unable to follow it down because my hood was hit by either a piece of metal from the bomber or by fire from another e/a which I 
assume was an Me. 109. The hood was completely smashed and I was blinded for a few seconds by what appeared to be a flash. I 
commenced a steep dive with evasive action to rid myself of any following e/a. On reaching 500 feet I began to check my a/c to see if 
the damage was any greater than the hood. My a/c seemed to be in perfect condition so I began to climb when I noticed a burning 
enemy wreckage. I circled it to try and confirm it as the He. 111 that I had attacked but the wreckage was spread over such a wide area 
I could not be certain as to what type it was. I had circled the wreckage for a minute or so when I saw two parachutists descending. 
They were immediately pounced upon by farmers or the L.D.V/ 

His victim on this occasion was a He. Ill of 3/KG 26, which crashed at Dormansland, near Lingfield. Three of the crew were killed, but 
two survived - no doubt attached to the parachutes seen descending by Scott. 

Missing in action 

Scott's final victim was a Me. 109 claimed over the Maidstone area on 27th, but owing to him being posted missing later in the day, 
222's Intelligence Officer, Squadron Leader "Spy" Raymond, was only able to submit a short account of the combat based on a hasty 
meeting with Scott between sorties - This pilot, Sergeant Scott, was [posted] missing on the patrol following this engagement, without 
having time to write a report... ' 

Scott is believed to have been the 23rd victim of Luftwaffe ace to Werner "Vati" Molders. Absolutely certain is the fact his Spitfire - 
P3964 - crashed on farmland off Greenway Court Road, Hollingbourne. A Maintenance Unit inspector called to the scene recovered a 
piece of metal bearing the serial number P3964, but owing to the failure of the Air Ministry to link such compelling evidence with the 
disappearance of Scott, his parents were told his Spitfire had been lost in a combat over the Channel. His name was therefore inscribed 
on the Runnymede Memorial. 

"He is no longer missing" 

Remarkably, in 1990, at the time of 50th Anniversary of the Battle of Britain, earlier detective work undertaken by a group of aviation 
archaeologists resulted in the recovery of the wreckage of P3964, the permission of Scott's surviving brother and sister having been 
sought - and willingly granted - in the interim. Nonetheless, they had to appeal to the Prince of Wales to ensure the excavation went 
ahead. 

It was duly carried out by the R.A.F's Airfield Salvage and Transportation Flight in December 1990, who uncovered the wreckage of 
P3964, so, too, the remains of Scott in the cockpit, his identity being confirmed by a diary and other recovered documentation, 
including a copy of his final combat report - for between his hasty meeting with 222's Intelligence Officer and being shot down on 27 
September, he had managed to fill in the required form. The Me. 109 had crashed on the outskirts of Maidstone. 

Scott was buried with full military honours in the Commonwealth War Graves Commission section at St. John's Cemetery, Margate, on 
1 February 1991; see Co Straight Ahead - The Battle Diaries of 222 (Natal) Squadron , by Ernie Burton, for further details, together with 
accompanying research, including a photocopy of Scott's brother's moving account of the long journey to recover the gallant fighter 
ace's remains. 

N.B. 

As confirmed by a copied marriage certificate, Scott's mother married Lewis Kent in April 1943, following the death of her first 
husband, and it was in her new married name that her son's awards were sent to her after the War.

Dr Peter Arthur Wolken was awarded the Officer's Cross of the German Federal Republic Order of Merit by President Karl Carstens on 
22 August 1979. The presentation took place in the Ambassador's Residence in London on 13 December 1979. Dr Wolken, a former 
German citizen, received the award in recognition of services rendered to the Federal Republic. As a medical doctor, he had provided 
medical services and advice to the German Embassy and its staff.

Hunt commenced pilot training at No. 4 F.T.S. at Abu Sueir, Egypt, in September 1936 and, on gaining his "Wings", was posted to No. 
(Bomber) 55 Squadron at Hinaidi, Iraq, in the summer of 1937. Equipped with Vincents, No. 55 was charged with carrying out 'air 
policing' and photographic patrols against rebel tribesmen when required, over and above which Hunt conveyed personnel and 
equipment for Sir Aurel Stein's Archaeological Survey of the Iraq-Syria Frontier. An 'above the average' pilot, he was also selected as a 
Demonstration Flight bound for Aden. 

In early 1939, about the time the Squadron converted to Blenheims and moved to Egypt, Hunt was advanced to Flight Lieutenant, and 
with Italy's declaration of war in June 1940, he was quickly in action over Libya - he and his crew running into 50 enemy fighters on 
their first bombing sortie to Tobruk on the 12th. Hunt's flying log book goes on to record in detail a punishing operational agenda over 
the coming months, in his case 56 bombing sorties and three shipping sweeps in the period leading up to January 1941, when he was 
rested. Thus a flurry of attacks on enemy landing grounds and motor transport columns, more often than not in the Tobruk and Bardia 
sectors, sorties oft carried out in the face of heavy opposition - and including further encounters with enemy aircraft. His gunner 
claimed an enemy fighter shot down in a raid on the 27 September 1940. 

Posted as an instructor to No. 70 O.T.U. at Ismailia in February 1941, Hunt remained similarly employed until April 1942, and logged 
two flights as pilot of a captured Do. 1 7. Back in the U.K. by July of the latter year, he continued to serve as an instructor until joining 
No. 27 Group in April 1944. Thereafter, until the War's end, he made regular flights with assorted passengers around the Group's 
airfields, but with a string of staff appointments in other Groups after the War, his flying hours gradually diminished - he did, however, 
enter the jet age with a flight in a Meteor VII in February 1950.

Norman A. Ward was born in Wandsworth, London, in April 1921, and enlisted in the Royal West Kent Regiment in 1938. Taken P.O. 
W. during the 1939-45 War - presumably in Italy - he was interned in Stalag IVF at Hartmansdorf, Chemnitz. 

Recalled as a Regular Reservist at the time of the Korea War and, in common with his brother, he joined the 1st Battalion, 
Gloucestershire Regiment. And it was as a member of 'A' Company, under Anthony Farrar-Hockley, that he was taken P.O.W. at the 
battle of Imjin River in April 1951: 

'A Company had had a particularly rough time at the Imjin battle, which included the determined defence of Castle Hill during the 
night of 22-23 April, followed by 48 hours on Hill 235. The severity of the action is reflected in the casualties and the awards made 
later. Not a single officer or man from the company escaped becoming a casualty. Of the 109 men that started the battle on Castle Hill, 
all were either killed, wounded or taken prisoner. For their gallantry during the fighting, or in captivity, members of A Company won 1 

V. C., 1 G.C., 2 D.C.Ms, 1 M.M. and is M.I.Ds' ( The Last Eleven, by Mark Adkin, refers). 

The V.C. in question was the posthumous award to Lieutenant Philip Curtis, Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, who had joined 'A' 
Company on attachment in the previous month. But for his extraordinary gallantry in attacking an enemy machine-gun post on Castle 
Site, it is unlikely more than a handful of survivors would have reached Hill 235. In the event, 54 men from 'A' Company were able to 
withdraw to the latter feature, among them Ward. And The Last Eleven? refers to a 'Private Ward' submitting a sworn statement on his 
return from captivity, as a witness for the award of Curtis's V.C. - 'He moved into the attack for a second time, again throwing grenades. 
A few yards from the bunker he was mortally wounded by a burst of machine-gun fire in the stomach.' 

Whether this was Norman Ward, or his brother, requires further research, as does another reference to one of them in captivity - 
namely one 'Private Ward' and a Lance-Corporal Sharpling who defaced some pictures of Mao Tse-Tung with 'Hitler moustaches', 
much to the anger of their Chinese captors; sold with copied research, including extracts from official correspondence between the 
War Office and his mother during his captivity.

James McKillop, is reported to have been a flamboyant character, not least for his penchance of attending parades of the Kenya 
Regiment, and driving around operational areas during the 'Mau Mau 1 emergency while driving his 'Rolls Royce 1 - at the time there was 
a shortage of transport in Kenya, and Officers were given a special allowance for using their own vehicles! 

James McKillop appears to have been a long time resident of Kenya (his 'first' Kenya Regiment enlistment number was 580 - a pre 1940 
enlistment - with further enlistment numbers being 3830, 5616). In 1947 he is recorded as having been in a farm partnership with a 
chap called 'Prettejohn' on the 'Naro Moru Estate 1 , before moving to the 'Sotik Estate 1 (Rift Valley) later in the same year, and at which 
place he is believed to have remained until leaving from Kenya shortly after independence. According to one correspondent who knew 
of Captain McKillop in the Kenya Regiment, James McKillop had served throughout the Second World War with a battalion of the 
Black Watch. 

James McKillop died 'Suddenly' (believed suicide) at Douglas, Isle-of-Man on 27 April 1967, at which time his relatives/kin were 
described as his sister Violet Ommanney (there was a David Ommanney who was a professional Hunter who may have been his 
brother in law), and his brother Ian McKillop.

The unit's finest hour was at Tobruk in March-September 1941, when over 34,000 patients were examined, and nearly 14,000 of these 
admitted to the hospital - 2,650 operations being performed on the latter. In addition, another 14,800 were treated at Aid Posts, and 
7,900 evacuated. Further casualties were sustained when the hospital was badly bombed on 10 April 1941. Later still, 2/4th General 
Hospital handled another 10,000 patients at Jerusalem, Colombo and Labuan, a record of service seldom surpassed. 

Mitelman, who was discharged in October 1944, died in 1966; sold with brief research.

After the war he returned to service with the R.A., February-June 1946.

Charles Ernest Culley was born in Beaconsfield, Tasmania, in June 1913, and enlisted in the Australian Military Forces at Hobart in June 
1941. Posted as a medical orderly to the 2/2nd Australian Hospital Ship Wanganella in July 1941, he remained similarly employed until 
taking his discharge in May 1946. 

The Wanganella had a particularly distinguished wartime record, steaming over 250,000 miles and carrying a total of 13,385 
passengers. Converted for use as a hospital ship in May 1941, she made her first voyage that July, when she transported 2/13th 
Australian General Hospital to Singapore. 

She then made three trips to collect wounded from the Middle East, and experienced some near misses when Port Tewfik was bombed 
during the first voyage. Then in May 1942 she made her first run to New Guinea, thus setting in motion an alternate sailing programme 
to the two battlefronts over the coming months, in addition to repatriating wounded New Zealanders. 

In March 1944, she was ordered to Bombay, and consequently found herself dealing with numerous casualties following a massive 
explosion in an ammunition ship - at one time three miles square of the port was ablaze and some 20 ships were damaged, resultant 
casualties keeping Wanganella's medical teams at work for 36 hours without respite. 

Next ordered to the Mediterranean, Wanganella undertook two trips to Taranto, where medical teams were landed to collect wounded 
New Zealanders in May 1944. Culley, clearly among them, subsequently qualified for the Italy Star, one of just 83 such awards to 
Australian military personnel. 

His final wartime voyages in Wanganella were in respect of collecting ex-P.O.Ws from the Far East - The condition of these unfortunate 
people was pitiable, and was eloquent of the brutalities of a barbaric enemy. The hearts of the whole ship's company were touched by 
their plight, and everything possible was done to help them.'

Having then qualified for his "Wings" after attending courses in Atlanta, Alabama and Florida, he 
returned to the U.K. in February 1943, and served in 1600, 1601 and 1608 Army Co-operation Flights at Weston Zoyland and 
Aberporth, Wales. 

No. 1608 Flight became part of the newly formed No. 595 Squadron at the end of the same year, and Saunders remained similarly 
employed on anti-aircraft co-operation duties over central and northern Wales until November 1944, when he was posted to an 
Operational Training Unit at Rednal, where he gained experience in Spitfires. 

Relocated to another O.T.U. in March 1945, he converted to Typhoons, and thence to Tempests, prior to being posted to No. 3

He enlisted in the R.E. (T.A.) on 9 March 1939, serving with 58 A.A. Battalion, later 58 Search Light Regiment R.A. Received an 
Emergency Commission of 2nd Lieutenant on 12 April 1941 and was advanced to War Substantive Lieutenant in October 1942. Served 
in N.W. Europe with the 174th H.A.A. Regiment from 30 August 1944 to 22 July 1945. Was mentioned in despatches as a Lieutenant 
in the R.A. 'in recognition of gallant and distinguished service in North-West Europe. He then served in India with the 6th Indian H.A.

Geoffrey John Clifton was one of three officers aboard the Landing Craft Tank (L.C.T.) 1074 on 6 June 1944, their task being to land 
elements of 5th Independent Battery, Royal Marine Assault Regiment, on Sword Beach in support of the four assault companies of 
2/East Yorkshires and 1/South Lancashires who were desperately fighting to overcome the heavily fortified and defended German strong 
point codenamed "Cod" on the narrow beaches of La Breche. The landings here, as on other assault beaches down the coast, were on 
the whole so successful that it was easy to miss the significance of how much was due to the faithfulness of those in charge of the 
landing craft. 

The majority were organised for the run-in as small flotillas under the immediate command of young officers of the Royal Marines or 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve. The records of what happened to craft under their command, in spite of bald statement of fact, must fill 
the historical observer with pride. Of the seven craft carrying tanks of the Royal Marine Armoured Support Regiment two were lost after 
unloading. One of them received several direct hits from mortar bombs and was soon on fire. It was commanded by a temporary Sub. 
Lieutenant of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, with two other officers of the same rank; all three and some of the crew were killed. 
The second craft was mined and hit by shellfire; one of the crew was killed and a junior officer and four ratings were wounded; the 
craft became a total wreck. Clifton was reported missing, believed killed in action on 6 June 1944 and, his body never having been 
recovered, was officially accepted as deceased on 25 August.

1955 and died in 2001. 

On 24 May 1949 Moore was serving on H.M.S. Concord stationed in the Yangtze Delta, which was tasked to board a small Shell 
tanker, which had been captured by Nationalist soldiers. The tanker was successfully boarded and the men and women prisoners were 
rescued. The Shell Company subsequently sent a sum of money to the Concord in appreciation of this rescue. At 0345hrs on 31 July H. 
M.S. Concord was ordered up the Yangtze to escort H.M.S. Amethyst back to safety. Amethyst had been severely damaged by 
communist gunfire and had been aground for three months when Captain Kerens decided to escape in the dark. H.M.S. Concord sailed 
up the Yangtze, met the Amethyst and in spite of the danger from enemy artillery and small arms fire successfully escorted the 
Amethyst to safety.

Foster epitomises all that is expected of a 7 Sqn engineer: diligence, reliability, integrity, a dogged determination to succeed when 
faced with adversity, leadership, engineering knowledge, experience and the ability to find novel solutions to complex engineering 
problems without compromising airworthiness. His professional effectiveness is only matched by his good humour, which is infectious. 
He is an example to all of the engineers on the JSFAW and he will be sorely missed when he leaves the SHF to begin training on the 
King Air 350. 

For his outstanding contribution to engineering on JSFAW/7 Sqn, I strongly recommend Sergeant Foster be awarded Commander JHC's 
Commendation.'

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting.
